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PREFACE. 



The Bible is the "Word of Life ; every portion of it is sacred to 
some good purpose in the full culture of the human soul. But, 
. like food for the body, it is only the portion that assimilates which 
gives nourishment and causes growth. There are seasons when 
the " sincere milk of the word" is better than the " strong meat ;" 
and the greatest benefit is gained, when those who read the Bible, 
love to read it. 

In offering to the public this " Bible Reading-Book," designed to 
take the place of the Holy Scriptures in the School-room, and, in 
some degree, to supply those familiar lessons from the Inspired 
writers, which are the highest wisdom taught in the household — 
some explanation of the plan, and motives of the compiler, may 
be expected. 

All Christians will, probably, agree^ that the great purpose of 
Divine Revelation was to make manifest **^what man is to believe 
concerning God, and what duty God requires of man." But how 
many of the millions who now have the Bible in their homes think of 
it as a continuous history of the moral condition of the human race, 
from the creation to the final judgment day? The unity of the 
narrative is overlooked, owing to the variety of means employed 
for the same end, and to the many changes of agents, by whom 
God was carrying onward his great design of salvation. 

The plan of our work, one never before attempted, was to abridge 
the Sacred Volume in such a way, as to retain whatever is essential 
to the understanding of " the ways of God to man," while avoiding 
the numerous repetitions, and omitting the long lists of names, the 
obsolete laws (of the Jews), and many abstruse and dark sayings ; 
also such collateral histories — that of Ishmael, for instance — as 
were not absolutely essential in understanding the scope of the 
Divine purpose. 

The Inspired writers, each in his own manner, and with the 
impress of his own times, have set forth the same truths. They 
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never confliet in their testimony to the holiness of Qtod, and to his 
requirement of holiness in men. They all testify of human wicked- 
ness, ani all teach of a Mediator. In the Old Testament he is 
hoped for — in the New Testament he is come. 

Holding, then, this precious clue of Divine Mercy, first given in 
the promise respecting the " Seed of the woman," we have selected 
from the Sacred Books, in their established order, and in the 
exact words of Scripture, the lessons of this Bible Reading-Book. 
Without note or comment, the connection of the whole wondrous 
history of God's moral dealings with man, from the sin-forfeited 
Garden of Eden, to the coming down of the New Jerusalem " out 
of heayen," will, we trust, be here comprehended, even by the 
little children who can read these pages. To make the meaning 
of a book clear, cannot but add to its interest and to the number 
of its readers ; all these will seek, more or less, to its source, the 
"Book of Books.'' 

Indeed, our highest aim and hope are, to increase greatly the 
study of 'the Bible as a whole; and these selections are so arranged, 
with the index, as greatly to facilitate a knowledge of the contents 
of the Sacred Books. Those who have little time for research, may 
here easily find the desired text, or passage. It is an aid to devo- 
tion, when suitable portions of Scripture are chosen for family 
reading : here such selections may at once be found. 

Bible lessons for children will be more useful, if taken con- 
secutively from these pages, because the subjects will be more 
readily understood and remembered by their connection with the 
previous day's lesson. There are, in this book, about 700 sections: 
an intelligent child might, in the course of three or four years, 
commit the wiiole to memory in his Sunday lessons, and thus have 
an indelible Bible history, and its moral teachings, in his mind. 

There is something in the feelings of those who regard the Bible 
as the "Word of God, which revolts from seeing it used, often mis- 
used, as a common school book. Still, if its holy truths, so essen- 
tial to the best interests of humanity, even for this life, cannot 
otherwise be interwoven with our systems of popular education, let 
the whole Bible go into the school-room. But, if a substitute in 
selections from its most suitable portions could be found, would it 
not be of manifest advantage in many ways ? 

The Bible is a book too large for children to handle. The print 
in the cheap editions is very small, and, from this, and the texture 
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of the paper used, often difficult to read, and injurious to the eye- 
sight. The young and the old both require good clear print. 

This Bible Reading-Book will be found free from such defects 
of paper and type. It is also prepared with chronological dates 
of the most important events, which will be advantageous in the 
study of all history. The text and chronology are in exact con- 
formity with the third edition of the Holy Bible, published by the 
American Bible Society, in New York. 

May the time speedily come, when Bibles of the large octavo 
size will be distributed, instead of the small cheap kind now sent 
out. A higher estimate would be given to THE BOOK, if its ex- 
ternal appearance were made more corespondent with its real im- 
portance ; and, were it beautifully printed in type agreeable to the 
eye, it would be read by thousands who now neglect it.

And God made the beast of 
the earth after his kind, and 
cattle after their kind, and 
every thing that creepeth upon 
the earth aft;er his kind : and 
God saw that it was good. 

And God said, Let us make 
man in our image, after our 
likeness: and let them have 
dominion over the fish of the 
sea, ^and over the fowl of the 
air, and over the cattle, and 
over all the earth, and over 
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every creeping thing that creep- 
eth upon the earth. 

So God created man in his 
own image, in the image of 
God created he him; male 
and female created he them.

Thus the heavens and the 
earth were finished, and all the 
host- of them. 

And on the seventh day 
God ended his work which he 



had made; and he tested on 
the seventh day from all his 
work which he had made. 

And God blessed the seventh 
day, and sanctified it : because 
that in it he had rested from 
all his work which God created 
and made. 

8. 

THE GARDEN OF EDEN. 
(Chap. iL, Ter. 8 to 17.) 

And the Lord God planted 
a garden eastward in Eden; 
and there he put the man 
whom he had formed. 

And out of the ground made 
the Lord God to grow every 
tree that is pleasant to the 
sight, and good for food; the 
tree of life also in the midst 
of the garden, and the tree of 
knowledge of good and evil. * 

And a river went out of 
Eden to water the garden; and 
from thence it was parted, and 
became into four heads. 

The name of the first is Pi- 
son: that is it which com- 
passeth the whole land of Ha- 
vilah, where there is gold ; 

And the gold of that land is 
good: there is bdellium and 
the onyx stone.

But of the tree of the know- 
ledge of good and evil, thou 
shalt not eat of it : for in the 
day that thou eatest thereof 
thou shalt surely die.

HOW WOMAN WAS MADE. 
(Chap. iL, ver. 18 to 26.) 

And the Lord God said. It 
is not good that the man should 
be alone; I will make him a 
help«meet for him. 

And out of the ground the 
L'brd God formed every beast 
of the field, and every fowl of 
the air; and brought them 
unto Adam to see what he 
would call them : and whatso- 
ever Adam called every living 
creature, that was the name 
thereof. 

And Adam gave names to 
all cattle, and to the fowl of 
the air, and to every beast of 
the field ; but for Adam there 
was not found a help meet for 
him. 

And the Lord God caused a 
deep sleep to fall upon Adam, 
and he slept ; and he took one 
of his ribs, and closed up the 
flesh instead thereof. 

And the rib, which the Lord 
God had taken from man, made 



he a woman, ^nd brought her 
unto the man. 

And Adam said. This is now 
bone of my bones, and flesh of 
my flesh : she shall be called 
Woman, because she was taken 
out of man. . 

Therefore shall a man leave 
his father and his mother, and 
shall cleave unto his wife : and 
they shall be one flesh. 

And they were both naked, 
the man and his wife, and were 
not ashamed.

THE TEMPTATION. 
(Chop, lil., ver. 1 to 8.) 

Now the serpent was more 
subtile than any beast of the 
field which the Lord God had 
made. And he said unto the 
woman. Yea, hath God said, 
Ye shall noi eat of every tree 
of the garden ? 

And the woman said unto 
the serpent. We may eat of the 
fruit of the trees of the garden : 

But of the fruit of the tree 
which is in the midst of the 
garden, God hath said. Ye shall 
not eat of it, neither shall ye 
touch it, lest ye die. 

And the serpent said unto 
the woman. Ye shall not surely 
die: 

For God doth know that in 
the day ye eat thereof, then 
your eyes shall be opened ; and 
ye shall be as gods, knowing 
good and evil. 

And when the woman saw 
that the tree was good for food, 
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and that it was pleasant to the 
eyes, and a tree to be desired 
to make one wise, she took of 
the fruit thereof, and did eat, 
and gave also unto her husband 
with her; and he did eat.

Who ,told thee 
that thou wast naked? Hast 
thou eaten of the tree, whereof 
I commanded thee that thou 
shouldest not eat ?

And the Lord God said unto 
the woman, What is this that 
thou hast done ?

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THE PROMISE AND THE PUN-

And the Lord God said unto 
the serpent.

the days of thy life ; 

Thorns also and thistles shall 
it bring forth to thee; and 
thou shalt eat the herb of the 
field. 

In the sweat of thy face shalt 
thou eat bread, till thou return 
unto the ground ; for out of it 
wast thou taken : for dust thou 
art, and unto dust shalt thou 
return. 
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And Adam called his wife's 
name Eve; because she was 
the mother of all living.

(Cbtip. tL, ver. 1 to 8.) 

And it came to pass, when 



fiice of the earth, and daugh- 
ters were born unto them, 

That the sond of God saw 
the daughters of m^n that they 
were fair; and they took them 
wives of all which they chose. 
And the Lord said, My Spirit 
shall not always strive with 
man, for that he also is flesh : 
yet his days shall be a hundred 
and twenty years.

them ; and, behold, I will de- 
stroy them with the earth. 

Make thee an ark of gopher 
wood ; rooms shalt thou make 
in the ark, and shalt pitch it 
within and without with pitch. 

And this is the fashion which 
thou shalt make it of: The 
length of the ark shall be three 
hundred cubits, the breadth of 
it fifty cubits, and the height 
of it thirty cubits. 

A window shalt thou make 
to the ark, and in a cubit shalt 
thou finish it above; and the 
^oor of .the ark shalt thou set 
in the side thereof; with lower, 
second, and third stories shalt 
thou make it. 

And, behold, I, even I, do 
bring a flood of waters upon 
the earth, to destroy all flesh, 
wherein is the breath of life, 
from under heaven ; and every 
thing that is in the earth shall 
die.

(Chap. TiL, yer. 12 to 24.) 

In the six hundredth year 
of Noah's life, in the second 
month, the seventeenth day of 
the month, the same day were 
all the fountains of the great 
deep broken up, and the win- 
dows of hwiven were opened. 

And the rain was upon the 
earth forty days and forty 
nights. 

In the selfsame day entered 



Noah, and Shem, and Ham, 
and Japheth, the sons of 
Noah, and Noah's wife, and 
the three wives of his sons 
with them, into the ark; 

They, and every beast after 
his kind, and all the cattle 
after their kind, and every 
creeping thing that creepeth 
upon the earth after his kind, 
and every fowl after his kind, 
every bird of every sort. 

And, they went in unto 
Noah into the ark, two and 
two of all flesh, wherein is the 
breath of life. 

And they that went in, went 
in male and female of all flesh, 
as God had commanded him : 
and the Lord shut him in. 

And the flood was forty 
days upon the earth ; and the 
waters increased, and bare up 
the ark, and it was lifted up 
above the earth. 

And the waters prevailed, 
and were increased greatly 
upon the earth; and the ark 
went upon the face of the 
waters. 

And the waters prevailed 
exceedingly upon the earth; 
and all the high hills, that 
were under the whole heaven, 
were covered. 

Fifteen cubits upward did 
the waters prevail; and the 
mountains were covered.

(Chap. TiiijTer. 1 to 12.) 

And God remembered Noah, 
and every living thing, and all 
the cattle that was with him in 
the ark : and God made a wind 
to pass over the earth, and the 
waters assuaged. 

The fountains also of the 
deep and the windows of hea- 
ven were stopped, and the rain 
from heaven was restrained. ' 

And the waters returned 
from off the earth continually :

And it came to pass in the 
six hundredth and first year, 
in the first month, the first day 
of the month, the waters were 
dried up from off the earth: 
and Noah removed the cover- 
ing of the ark, and looked, and, 
behold, the face of the ground 
was dry. 

And in the second month, on 

the seven and twentieth day of 

the month, was the earth dried. 

And God spake unto Noah, 

* saying, 

Go forth of the ark, thou, 
and thy wife, and thy sof s, 
and thy sons' wives with thee.

Every beast, every creeping 
thing, and every fowl, and 
whatsoever creepeth upon the 
earth, after their kinds, went 
forth out of the ark.

And he went on his jour- 
neys from the south even to 
Beth-el, unto the place where 
his tent had been at the be- 
ginning, between Beth-el and 
Hai;

And Lot also, which went 
with Abram, had flocks^ and 
herds, and tents.

Then Lot chose him all the 
plain of Jordan; and Lot 
journeyed east : and they sepa- 
rated themselves the one from 
the other. 
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Abram dwelt in the land of 
Canaan, and Lot dwelt in the 
cities of the plain, and pitched 
his tent towards Sodom. 

But the men of Sodom were 
wicked and sinners before the 
Lord exceedingly.

(Chap. XT., ver. 1 to 16.) 

After these things the word 
of the Lord came unto Abram 
in a vision, saying, Fear not, 
Abram : I am thy shield, and 
thy exceeding great reward. 

And Abram said, Lord God, 
what wilt thou give ine, seeing 
I go childless, and the steward 
of my house is this Eliezer of 
Damascus ? 

And Abram said, Behold, 
to me thou hast given no seed : 
and, lo, one born in my house 
is mine heir. 

And, behold, the word of 
the Lord came unto him, say- 
ing, This shall not be thine 
heir; but he that shall come 
forth out of thine own bowels 
shall be thine heir. 

And he brought him forth 
abroad, and said, Look now 
toward heaven, and tell the

And when Abram was ninety 
years old -and nine, the Lord 
appeared to Abram, and said 
unto him, I am the Almighty 
God; wsdk before me, and be 
thou perfect. 

And I will make my cove- 
nant between me and thee, 
and will multiply thee exceed- 
ingly. 

And Abram fell on his face; 
and God talked with him, say- 
ing.

(Chap, xix., yer. 1 to 17.) 

And there came two angels 
to Sodom at even ; and Lot sat 
in the gate of Sodom : and Lot 
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seeing them rose up to meet 
them ; and* he bowed himself 
with his face toward the ground ; 

And he said, Behold now, 
my lords, turn in, I pray you, 
into your servant's house, and 
tarry all night, apd wash your 
feet, and ye shall rise pp early, 
and go on your ways.

FOB ISAAC. 

(Chap. xxiT., Ter. 1 to 7.) 

And Abraham was old, and 
well stricken in age: and the 
Lord had blessed Abraham in 
all things. 

And Abraham said unto his 
eldest servant of his house, 
that ruled over all that he had, 
Put, I pray thee, thy hand 
under my thigh : 

And I will make thee swear 
by the Lord, the God of heaven, 
and the God of the earth, that 
thou shalt not take a wife onto 
my son of the daughters of the 
Canaanites, among whom I 
dwell :

And he made his camels to 
kneel down without the city 
by a well of water at the time 
of the evening, even the time 
that women go out to draw 
water.

was born to Bethuel, son of 
Milcah, the wife of Nahor, 
Abraham's brother, with her 
pitcher upon her shoulder. 

And the damsel was very 
fair to look upon, a virgin, 
neither had any man known 
her : and she went down to the 
well, and filled her pitcher, and 
came up. 

And the servant ran to meet 
her, and said. Let me, I pray 
thee, drink a little water of thy 
pitcher. 

And she said, Drink, my 
lord: and she hasted, and let 
down her pitcher upon her 
hand, and gave him drink. 

And when she had done 
giving him drink, she said, I 
will draw water for thy camels 
also, until they have done 
drinking. 

And she hasted, ani emptied 
her pitcher into the trough, and 
ran again unto the well to draw 
water, and drew for all his 
camels. 

And the man wondering at 
her held his peace, to wit 
whether the Lord had made hi» 
journey prosperous or not. 

And it came to pass, as the 
camels had done drinking, that 
the man took a golden earring 
of half a shekel weight, and two 
bracelets for her hands of ten 
shekels weight of gold ; 

And said. Whose daughter 
art thou ? tell me, I pray thee ; 
is there room in thy father's 
house for us to lodge in ? 

And she said unto him, I 
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am tbe daughter of Bethuel 
the son of Milcah, which she 
bare unto Nahor. 

She said moreover unto him, 
We have both straw and pro- 
vender enough, and room to 
lodge in. 

And the man bowed down 
his head, and worshipped the 
Lord.

And he went in also unto 
Rachel, and he loved also Ra- 
chel more than Leah, and 
served with him yet seven 
other years. 



JACOB DECEIVED BY LABAN. 
(Chap, xxix., ver. 15 to 30.) 

And Laban said unto Jacob, 
Because thou art my brother, 
shouldest thou therefore serve 
me for nought ? tell me, what 
shall thy wages be ? 

And Laban had two daugh- 
ters: the name of the elder 
was Leah, and the name of the 
younger was Rachel. 

Leah was tender eyed ; but 
Rachel was beautiful and well 
favoured. 

And Jacob loved Rachel; 
and said, I will serve thee 
seven years for Rachel thy 
younger daughter. 

And Laban said. It is better 
that I give her to thee, than 
that I should give her to ano- 
ther man : abide with me.

The sons of Rachel ; Joseph, 
and Benjamin : 

And the sons of Bilhah, 
Rachel's handmaid; Dan, and 
Naphtali : 

And the sons of Zilpah, 
Leah's handmaid ; Grad, and 
Asher. These are the sons of 
Jacob, which were born to him 
in Padan-aram.

* BRETHREN. 
(Cbap. xxxvii, yer. 1 to 8.) 

And Jacob dwelt in the land 
wherein his father was a stran- 
ger, in the land of Canaan. 

These are the generations of 
Jacob. Joseph, being seven- 
-teen years old, was feeding the 
flock with his brethren; and 
the lad was with the sons of 
Bilhah, and with the sons of 
Zilpah, his father's wives: 
and Joseph brought unto his 
father their evil reporf. 

Now Israel loved Joseph 
more than all his children, be- 
cause he was the son of his old 
age : and he made him a coat 
of many colours. 

And when his brethren saw 
that their father loved him 
more than all his brethren, 
they hated him, and could not 
speak peaceably unto him. 

And Joseph dreamed adream, 
and he told it his brethren : 
and they hated him yet the 
more. 

And he said unto them. Hear, 
I pray you, this dream which 
I have dreamed : 
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For, behold, we were binding 
sbeaves in the field, and, lo, 
my sheaf arose, and also stood 
upright; and, behold, your 
sheaves stopd round about, and 
made obeisance to my sheaf. 

And his brethren said to 
him, Shalt thou indeed reign 
over us ? or shalt thou indeed 
have dominion over us ?

Joseph's brethren conspire. 

(Chap. xxxtU., ver. 12 to 22.) 

And his brethren went to 
feed their father's flock in 
Shechem. 

And Israel said unto Joseph, 
Do not thy brethren feed the 
flock in Shechem? come, and 
I will send thee unto them. 
And he said to him, Here 
am I. 

And he said to him. Go, I 
pray thee, see whether it be 
well with thy brethren, -and 
well with the flocks ; and brine 
me word again. So he sent 
him out of the vale of He- 
bron, and he came to She- 
chem. 

And a certain man found 
him, and, behold, he was 
wandering in the field : and 
the man asked him, saying. 
What seekest thou ? 

And he said, I seek my 
brethren : tell me, I pray thee, 
where they feed their flocks. 



And the man said. They are 
departed hence; for I heard 
them say. Let us go to Dothan.

And it came to pass, when 
Joseph was come unto his 
brethren, that they stripped 
Joseph out of his coat, his 
coat of many colours that was 
on him; 

And they took him, and 
cast him into a pit: and the 
pit was empty, there was no 
water in it. 
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And they sat down to eat 
bread : and they lifted up their 
eyes and looked, and, behold, 
a company of Ishmaelites came 
from Grilead, with their camels 
bearing spicery and balm and 
myrrh, going to carry it down 
to Egypt. 

And Judah said unto his 
brethren, What profit is it if 
we slay our brother, and conceal 
his blood ?

Then there passed by Midi- 
anit^s merchantmen ; and they 
drew and lifted up Joseph out 
of the pit, and sold Joseph to 
the Ishmaelites for twenty 
pieces of silver: and they 
brought Joseph into ^gypt 

And Keuben returned unto 
the pit; and, behold, Joseph 
was uQt in the pit ; and he rent 
his clothes. 

And he returned unto his 
brethren, and said. The child 
is not; and I, whither shall 
I go? 

And they took Joseph's 
coat, and killed a kid of the 
goats, and dipped the coat in 
the blood ; 

And they sent the coat of 
many colours, and they brought 
it to their father; and said. 
This have we found : know now 
whether it be thy son*s coat or 
no. 

And he knew it, and said, 



It is my son's coat; an evil 
beast hath devoured him; Jo- 
seph is without doubt rent in 
pieces. 

And Jacob rent his clothes, 
and put sack-cloth upon his 
loins, and moutned for his son 
many days. 

And aJl his sons and all his 
daughters rose up to comfort 
him; but he refused to be 
comforted ; and he said, For I 
will go down into the grave 
unto my son mourning. Thus 
his father wept for him. 

And the Midianites sold 
him into Egypt unto Potiphar, 
an officer of Pharaoh's, and 
captain of the guard. 
55. 

JOSEPH IN potiphar' S 

HOUSE. 
(Chap, xxzix^ yer. 1 to 6.) 

And Joseph was brought 
down to Egypt; and Potiphar, 
an officer of Pharaoh, captain 
of the guard, an Egyptian, 
bought him of the hands of 
the Ishmaelites, which had 
brought him down thither. 

And the Lord was with Jo- 
seph, and he was a prosperous 
man ; and he was in the house 
of his master the Egyptian. 

And his master saw that the 
Lord was with him, and that 
the Lord made all that he did 
to prosper in his hand. 

And Joseph found grace in 
his sight, and he served him : 
and he made him overseer 
over his house, and all that ho 
had he put into his hand. 
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And it came to pass from 
the time that he had made him 
overseer in his house, and over 
all that he had, that the Lord 
hlessed the Egyptian's house 
for Joseph's sake; and the 
blessing of the Lord was upon 
all that he had in the house, 
and in the field.

And Joseph's master took 
him, and put him into the 
prison, a place where the king's 
prisoners were bound : and he 
was there in the prison. 

But the Lord was with Jo- 
seph, and showed him mercy, 
and gave him favour in the sight 
of the keeper of the prison. 

And the keeper of the prison 
committed to Joseph's hand all 
the prisoners that were in the 
prison; and whatsoever they 
did there, he was the doer of it. 

The keeper of the prison 
looked not to anything that 
was under his hand : because the 
Lord was with him : and that 
which he did, the Lord made it 
to prosper. 

57. 

JOSEPH AND THE PRISONERS. 
(Chap, xl., Ter. 1 to 8.) 

And it came to pass after 
these things, that the butler of 



the kii?g of Egypt and his baker 
had offended their lord, the 
king of Egypt. 

And Pharaoh was wroth 
against two of his officers, against 
the chief of the butlers, and 
against the chief of the bakers. 

And he put them in ward in 
the house of the captain of the 
guard, into the prison, the place 
where Joseph was bound. 

And the captain of the guard 
charged Joseph with them, and 
he served them : and they con- 
tinued a season in ward. 

And they dreamed a dream 
both of them^ each man his 
dream in one night, each man 
according to the interpretation 
of his dream, the butler and 
the baker of the king of Egypt, 
which were bound in the prison. 

And Joseph came in unto 
them in the morning, and looked 
upon them, and, behold, they 
were sad. 

And he asked Pharaoh's offi- 
cers that were with him in the 
ward of his lord's house, saying, 
Wherefore look ye so sadly to- 
day? 

And they said unto him. We 
have dreamed a 'dream, and there 
is no interpreter of it. And Jo- 
seph said unto them. Do not in- 
terpretations belong to God? 
tell me them, I pray you. 
68. 

INTERPRETATION OF THE 

DREAMS. 

(Chap, xl., ver. 9 to 28.) 

And the chief butler told his 
dream to Joseph, and said to 
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kim, In my dream, behold, a 
Tine was before me ; 

And in the vine were three 
branches : and it was as though 
it budded, and her blossoms shot 
forth ; and the clusters thereof 
brought forth ripe grapes : 

And Pharaoh's cup was in my 
hand : and I took the grapes, and 
pressed them into Pharaoh's 
cup^ and I gave the cup into 
Pharaoh's hand. 

And Joseph said unto him. 
This is the interpretation of it : 
The three branches are three 
days. 

Yet within three days shall 
Pharaoh lift up thine head, and 
restore thee unto thy place j and 
thou shalt deliver Pharaoh's cup 
into his hand, after the former 
manner when thou wast his 
butler. 

But think on me when it 
shall be well with thee, and shew 
kindness,! pray thee, unto me, 
and make mention of me unto 
Pharaoh, and bring me out of 
this house : 

For indeed I was stolen away 
out of the land of the Hebrews : 
and here also have I done no- 
thing that they should put me 
into the dungeon. 

When the chief baker saw 
that the interpretation was good, 
he said unto Joseph, I also was 
in my dream, and, behold, I had 
three white baskets on my head : 
And in the uppermost basket 
there was of all manner of bake- 
meats for Pharaoh ; and the birds

did eat them out of the basket 
upon my head. 

And Joseph answered and 
said. This is the interpretation 
thereof: The three baskets are 
three days : 

Yet within three days shall 
Pharaoh lift up thy head from 
off thee, and shall hang thee on 
a tree : and the birds shall eat 
thy flesh from off thee. ' 

And it came to pass the third 
day, which was Pharaoh's birth- 
day, that he made a' feast unto 
all his servants : and he lifted up 
the head of the chief butler and 
of the chief baker among his 
servants. 

And he restored the chief but- 
ler unto his butlership again, 
and he gave the cup into Pha- 
raoh's hand; 

But he hanged the chief ba- 
ker ; as Joseph had interpreted 
to them. 

Yet did not the chief butler 
remember Joseph, but forgat 
him. 

59. 

Pharaoh's dreams. 

(Chap. xU., ver. 1 to 13.) 

And it came to pass at the 
end of two full years, that Pha- 
raoh dreamed : and, behold, he 
stood by the river. 

And, behold, there came up 
out of the riVer seven well fa- 
voured kine and fat-fleshed; 
and they fed in a meadow.. 

And, behold, seven other 
kine came up after th^m out of 
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the river, ill favoured and lean- 
fleshed; and stood by the other 
kine upon the brink of the 
river. 

And the ill favoured and 
lean-fleshed kine did eat up the 
even well favoured and fat 
kine. So Pharaoh awoke. 

And he slept and dreatned 
the second time : and, behold, 
seven ears of corn came up 
upon one stalk, rank and good. 

And, behold, seven thin ears 
and blasted with the east wind 
sprung up after them. 

And the seven thin ears de- 
voured the seven rank and full 
ears. And Pharaoh awoke, and, 
behold, it was a dream. 

And it came to pass in the 
morning that his spirit was 
troubled; and he sent and 
called for all the magicians of 
Egypt, and all the wise men 
thereof: and Pharaoh told them 
his dream ; but there was none 
that could interpret them unto 
Pharaoh. 

Then spake the chief butler 
. unto Pharaoh, saying, I do re- 
member my faults this day : 

Pharaoh was wroth with his 
servants, and put me in ward 
in the captain of the guard's 
house, both me and the chief 
baker : 

And we dreamed a dream in 
one night, land he; we dreamed 
each man according to the in- 
terpretation of his dream. 

And there was there with us 
a young man, a Hebrew, seiTant 
to the captain of the guard; 



and we told him, and he inter- 
preted to us our dreams; to 
each man according to his dream 
he did interpret. 

And it came to pass, as he 
interpreted to us, so it was; me 
he restored unto mine office, 
and hiiii he hanged. 
60. 

Joseph's interphetation. 

(Chap, xli., Tcr. U to 38.) • 

Then Pharaoh sent and called 
Joseph, and they brought him 
hastily out of the dungeon : and 
he shaved himself, and changed 
his raiment, and came in unto 
Pharaoh. 

And Pharaoh said unto Jo- 
seph, I have dreamed a dream, 
and there is none that can in- 
tei'pret it : and I have heard say 
of thee, that thou canst under- 
stand a dream to interpret it. 

And Joseph answered Pha- 
raoh, saying, It is not in me : 
God shall give Pharaoh an an- 
swer of peace. 

And Pharaoh said unto Jo- 
seph, In my dream, behold, I 
stood upon the bank of the 
river. 

And, behold, there came up 
out of the river seven kine, 
fat-fleshed and well-favoured; 
and they fed in the meadow : 

And, behold, seven other 
kine came up after them, poor 
and very ill favoured and lean- 
fleshed, such as I never saw in 
all the land of Egypt for badness. 

And the lean and the ill fa- 
voured kine did eat up the first 
seven fat kine : 
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And when they had eaten 
them up, it could not be known 
that they had eaten them ; but 
they were still ill favoured, as 
at the beginning. So I awoke. 

And I saw in my dream, and, 
behold, seven ears came up in 
one stalky full and good. 

And behold, seven ears, with- 
ered, thin, and blasted with the 
east wind, sprung up after them : 

And the thin ears devoured 
the seven good ears : and I told 
this unto the magicians; but 
there was ijone that could de- 
clare it to me. 

And Joseph said unto Pha- 
raoh, The dream of Pharaoh is 
one : God hath shewed Pharaoh 
what he is about to do. 

The seven good kine are 
seven years; and the seven good 
ears are seven years : the dream 
is one. 

And the seven thin and ill 
favoured kine that came up 
after them are seven years ; and 
the seven empty ears blasted 
with the east wind shall be 
seven years of famine. 

This is the thing which I 
have spoken unto Pharaoh : 
what God is about to do he 
sheweth unto Pharaoh. 

Behold, there come seven 
years of great plenty through- 
out all the land of Egypt : 

And there shall arise after 
them seven years of famine; 
and all the plenty shall be for- 
gotten in the land of Egypt ; 
and the famine shall consume 
the land. 



And the plenty shall not be 
known in the land by reason of 
that famine following; for it 
shall be very grievous. 

And for that the dream was 
doubled unto Pharaoh twice ; it 
is because the thing is esta- 
blished by God, and God will 
shortly bring it to pass. 

Now therefore let Pharaoh 
look out a man discreet and 
wise, and set him over the land 
of Egypt. 

Let Pharaoh do this, and let 
him appoint officers over the 
land, and take up the fifth part 
of the land of Egypt in the 
seven plenteous years. 

And let them gather all the 
food of those good years that 
come, and lay up corn under 
the hand of Pharaoh, and let 
them keep food in the cities. 

And that food shall be for 
store to the land against the 
seven years of famine, which 
shall be in the land of Egypt ; 
that the land perish not through 
the famine. 

And the thing was good in 
the eyes of Pharaoh, and in the 
eyes of all his servants. 

And Pharaoh said unto his 
servants. Can we find such a 
one as this is, a man in whom 
the spirit of God is ?

JOSEPH MADE RULER. 
(Chap. xU., ver. 41 to 51.) 

And Pharaoh said unto Jo- 
seph, See, I have set thee over 
all the land of Egypt. 
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And Pharaoh took off his 
ring from^his hand, and put it 
upon Joseph's hand, and ar- 
rayed him in vestures of fine 
liDen, and put a gold chain 
about his neck ; 

And he made him to ride in 
the second chariot which he 
had; and they cried before 
him, Bow the knee : and he 
made him ruler over all the 
land of Egypt. 

And Pharaoh said unto Jo- 
seph, I am Pharaoh, and with- 
out thee shall no man lift up 
his hand or foot in all the land 
of Egypt. 

And Pharaoh called Joseph's 
name Zaphnath-paaneah ; and 
he gave him to wife Asenath 
the daughter of Poti-pherah 
priest of On. And Joseph went 
out over all the land of Egypt. 

And Joseph was thirty years 
old when he stood before Pha- 
raoh king of Egypt. And Jo- 
seph went out from the presence 
of Pharaoh, and went through- 
out all the land of Egypt. 

And in the seven plenteous 
years the earth brought forth 
by handfuls. 

And he gathered up all the 
food of the seven years, which 
were in the land of Egypt, and 
laid up the food in the cities : 
the food of the field, which was 
round tibout every city, laid he 
up in the same. 

And Joseph gathered corn as 
the sand of the sea, very much, 
until he left numbering; for it 
was without number.

And Joseph said unto them, 
That is it that I spake unto 
you, saying, Ye are spies : 

Hereby ye shall be proved : 
By the life of Pharaoh ye shall 
not go forth hence, except your 
youngest brother come hither. 

Send one of you, and let him 
fetch your brother, and ye shall 
be kept in prison, that your 
words may be proved, whether 
there be any truth in you : or 
else by the life of Pharaoh 
surely ye are spies. 

And he put them all together 
into ward three days. 

And Joseph said unto them 
the third day. This do, and 
live ; for I fear God : 

If ye be true men, let one 
of your brethren be bound in 
the house of year prison : go 
ye, carry corn for the famine 
of your houses : 

But bring your youngest 
brother unto me ; so shall your 
words be verified, and ye shall 
not die. And they did so. 

And they said one to another, 
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We are verily guilty concerning 
our brother, in that we saw the 
anguish of his soul, when he 
besought us, and we would not 
hear; therefore is this distress 
come updn us. 

And Reuben answered them, 
saying.

And Jacob their father said 
unto them, Me have ye be- 
reaved of my children : Joseph 
is not, and Simeon is not, and 
ye will take Benjamin away:

If thou wilt send our brother 
with us, we will go down and 
buy thee food.: 

But if thou wilt not send 
him, we will not go down : for 
the man said unto us, Ye shall 
not see my face, except your 
brother be with you.

And put my cup, the silver 
cup, in the sack's mouth of the 
youngest, and his com money. 
And he did according to the 
word that Joseph had spoken. 

As soon as the morning was 
light, the men were sent away, 
they and their asses. 

^ And when th^y were gone out 
of the city, and not yet far off, 
Joseph said unto his steward, 
Up, follow after the men ; and 
when thou dost overtake them, 
say unto them.

Then Judah came near un- 
to him, and said, my lord, 
let thy servant, I pray thee, 
speak a word in my lord's 
ears, and let not thine anger 
burn against thy servant: for 
thou art even as Pharaoh. 



My lord asked his servants, 
saying. Have ye a father, or a 
brother ? 

And we said unto my lord, 
We have a father, an old man, 
and a child of his old age, a 
little one; and his brother is 
dead, and he alone is leflb of 
his mother, and his father 
loveth him. 

And thou saidst unto thy 
servants. Bring him down unto 
me, that I may set mine eyes 
upon him. 

And we said unto my lord, 
The lad cannot leave his fa- 
ther : for if he should leave his 
father, his father would die. 

And thou saidst unto thy 
servants, Except your young- 
est brother come down with 
you, ye shall see my^ace no 
more. 

And it came to pass when 
wo came up unto thy servant 
my father, we told him thg 
words of my lord. 

And our father said, Go 
again, and buy us a little food. 

And, we said. We cannot go 
down : if our youngest brother 
be with us, then will we go 
down : for we may not see the 
man's face, except our youngest 
brother be with us. 

And thy servant, my father 
said unto us. Ye know that my 
wife bare me two sons : 

And the one went out from 
me, and I said, Surely he is 
torn in pieces; and I saw him 
not since : 
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And if ye take this also from 
me, and mischief befall him, 
ye shall bring down my gray 
hairs with sorrow to the grave. 

Now therefore when I come 
to thy servant my father, and 
the lad be not with ns ; (see- 
ing that his life is bound up in 
the lad's life;) 

It shall come to pass, when 
he seeth that the lad is not with 
us, that he will die : and thy 
servants shall bring down the 
gray hairs of thy servant our 
father with sorrow to the grave. 

For thy servant became 
surety for the lad unto my 
father, saying, If I bring him 
not unto thee, then I shall 
bear the blame to my father 
for ever. 

Now therefore, I pray thee, 
let th}^ servant abide instead 
of the lad a bond-man to my 
lord; and let the lad go up 
with his brethren. 
« For how shall I go up to my 
father, and the lad be not with 
me ? lest perad venture I see the 
evil that shall come on my 
father.

JOSEPH MAKETH HIMSELF 

KNOVTN. 

(Chap, xlv., ver. 1 to 15.) 

Then Joseph could not re- 
frain himself before all them 
that stood by him; and he 
cried, Cause every* man to go 
out from me. And there stood 



no man with him, while Joseph 
made himself known unto his 
brethren. 

And he wept aloud : and the 
Egyptians and the house of 
Pharaoh heard. 

And Joseph said unto his 
brethren, I am Joseph; doth 
my father yet live ? And his 
brethren could not answer him ; 
for they were troubled at his 
presence. 

And Joseph said unto his 
brethren, Come near to me, I 
pray you. And they came near. 
And he said, I am Joseph 
your brother, whom ye sold in- 
to Egypt. 

Now therefore be not griev- 
ed, nor angry with yourselves, 
that ye sold me hither: for 
God did send me before you 
to preserve life.

So now it was not you that 
sent me hither, but God : and 
he hath made me a father to 
Pharaoh, and lord of all his 
house, and a ruler throughout 
all the land of Egypt. 

Haste ye, and go up to my 
father, and say unto him. 
Thus saith thy son Joseph, 
God hath made me lord of all 
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Egypt: come down unto me, 
tarry not : 

And thou shalt dwell in the 
land of Goshen, and thou shalt 
be near unto me, thou, and thy 
children, and thy children's 
children, and thy flocks, and 
thy herds, and all that thou 
hast: 

And there will I nourish 
thee; for yet there are five 
years of famine ; lest thou, and 
thy household, and all that thou 
hast, come to poverty.

And Pharaoh said unto Jo- 
seph, Say unto thy brethren, 
This do ye ; lade your beasts, and 
go, get you unto the land of 
Canaan ; 

And take your father and your 
households, and come unto me : 



and I will give you the good of 
the land of Egypt, and ye shall 
eat the fat of the land.

And he said, I am God, the 
God of thy father : fear not to go 
down into Egypt ; for I will there 
make of thee a great nation. 

I will go down with thee into 
Egypt ; and I will also surely 
bring thee up again : and Joseph 
shall put his hand upon thine 
eyes. 

And Jacob rose up from Beer- 
sheba : and the sons of Israel 
carried Jacob their father, and 
their little ones, and their wives, 
in the wagons which Pharaoh 
had sent to carry him. 

And they tppk their cattle, and 
their goods, which they had got- 
ten in the land of Oanaan, and 
came into Egypt, Jacob, and all 
his seed with him : 

His sons, and his sons' sons 
with him, his daughters, and his 
sons' daughters, and all his seed 
brought he with him into Egypt.

And Jacob blessed Pharaoh, 
and went out from before Pha- 
raoh.

And it came to pass after these 
things, that one told Joseph, 
Behold, thy father is sick:

And one told Jacob, and said. 
Behold, thy son Joseph cometh 
unto thee : and Israel strength- 
ened himself, and sat upon the 
bed. 

And Jacob said unto Joseph, 
God Almighty appeare4 unto 
me at Luz in the land of Ca- 
naan, and blessed me, 

And said unto me. Behold, I 
will make thee fruitful, and 
multiply thee, and I will make 
of thee a multitude of people ;

And when Jacob had made 
an end of commanding his sons, 
he gathered up his feet into the 
bed, and yielded up the ghost, 
and was gathered unto his 
people.

(Chap. 1., ver. 1 to 14.) 

And Joseph fell upon his 
father's face, and wept upon, 
him, and kissed him. 

And Joseph commanded his 
servants the physicians to em- 
balm his father : and the phy- 
sicians embalmed Israel. 

And forty days were ful- 
filled for him ; for so are ful- 
filled the days of those which 
are embalmed : and the Egyp- 
tians mourned for him three- 
score and ten days. 

And when the days of his 
mourning were past, Joseph 
spake unto the house of Pharaoh, 
saying. If now I have found 
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grace in your eyes, speak, I 
pray you, in the ears of Pha-

And Joseph saw Ephraim's 
children of the third genera- 
tion : the children also of Ma- 
chir the son of Manasseh were 
brought up upon Joseph's knees. 

And Joseph said unto his 
brethren, I die; and God will 
surely visit you, and bring you 
out of this land unto the land 
which he sware tp Abraham, 
to Isaac, and to Jacob. 

And Joseph took an oath of 
the children of Israel, saying, 
God will surely visit you, and 
ye shall carry up my bones 
from hence.

Now these are the names of 
the children of Israel, which 
came into Egypt; every man 
and his household came with 
Jacob. 

Eeuben, Simeon, Levi, and

Dan, and Naphtali, Gad, and 
Asher, 

And all the souls that came 
out of the loins of Jacob were 
seventy souls : for Joseph was in 
Egypt already. : 

And Joseph died, and all his 
brethren, and all that genera- 
tion. 

And the children of Israel 
were fruitful, and increased 
abundantly, and multiplied, and 
waxed exceedingly mighty; and 
the land was filled with them. 

Now there arose up a new king 
over Egypt, which knew not Jo- 
seph. 

And he said unto his people, 
Behold, the people of the chil- 
dren of Israel are more and 
mightier than we. 



Come on, let us deal wisely 
with them ; lest they multiply, 
and it come to pass^ that, when 
there falleth out any war, they 
join also unto our enemies, and 
fight against us, and so get them 
up out of the land. 

Therefore they did set over 
them task-masters to afflict them 
with their burdens. And they 
built for Pharaoh treasure-cities, 
Pithom and Eaamse^.

And when she could not longer 
hide him, she took for him an 
ark of bulrushes, and daubed it 
with slime and with pitch, and 
put the child therein, and she 
laid it in the flags by the river's 
brink. 

And his sister stood afar off, 
to wit what would be done to 
him. 

And the daughter of Pharaoh 
came down to wash herself at 
the river; and her maidens 
walked along by the river's side :

MOSES KILLS AN EGYPTIAN. 
(Chap, ii., ver. 11 to 22.) 

And it came to pass in those 
1, when Moses was grown, 
that he went out unto his breth- 
ren, and looked on their bur- 
dens : and he spied an Egyptian 
smiting a Hebrew, one of his 
brethren. 

And he looked this way and 
that way, and when he saw that 
there was no man, he slew the 
Egyptian, and hid him in the 
sand. 

And when he went out the 
second day, behold, two men of 
the Hebrews strove together: 
and he said to him that did the 
wrong, Wherefore smitcst thou 
thy fellow ? 

And he said, Who made thee 
a prince and a judge over us ? 
intendest thou to kill me, as 
thou killedst the Egyptian ? 
And Moses feared, and said, 
Surely this thing is known. 

Now when Pharaoh heard this 
thing, he sought to slay Moses. 
5ut Moses fled from the face of 
Pharaoh, and dwelt in the land 
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of Midian : and he sat down by 
a well. 

Now the priest of Midian had 
seven daughters : and they came 
and drew water, and filled the 
troughs to water their father's 
flock.

And it came to pass in pro-

Now Moses kept the flock of 
Jethro his fathei: in law, the 
priestof Midian; and he led the 
flock to the back side of the 
desert, and came to the moun- 
tain of God, even to Horeb. 

And the angel of the Lord 
appeared unto him in a flame 
of fire out of the midst of a 
bush : and he. looked, and be- 
hold, the bush burned with fire, 
and the bush was not consumed. 

And Moses said, I will now 
turn aside, and see this great 
sight, why the bush is not 
burnt. 

And when the Lord saw that 
he turned aside to see, God 
called unto him out of the midst 
of the bush, and said, Moses, 
Moses : and he said, Here am I. 

And he said, Draw not nigh 
hither : put off thy shoes from 
off thy feet; for the place whereon 
thou standest is holy ground.- 

Moreover he said, I am the 
God of thy father, the God of 
Abraham, the God of Isaac, and 
the God of Jacob. And Moses 
hid his face ; for he was afraid 
to look upon God. 

And the Lord said, I have 
surely seen the affliction of my 
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people whicli are in Egypt, and 
have heartf their cry by reason 
of their taskmasters; for I know 
their sorrows ; 

And I am come down to de- 
liver them out of the hand of 
the Egyptians, and to bring 
them up out of that land unto 
a good land and a large, unto 
a land flowing with milk and 
honey; unto the place of the 
Canaanites, and the Hittites, 
and the Amorites, and the Pe- 
rizzites, and the Hivites, and 
the Jebusites. 

Now therefore, behold, the 
cry of the children of Israel is 
come unto me : and I have also 
seen the oppression wherewith 
the Egyptians oppress them.

And Moses said unto God, 
Who am L that I should go 
unto Pharaoh, and that I should 
bring forth the children of Israel 
out of Egypt ? 

And he said. Certainly I will 
be with thee ; and this shall be 
a token unto thecy that I have 
sent thee : When thou hast 
brought forth the people out of i 
Egypt, ye shall serve God upon I 
this mountain.

And Moses said unto God, | 
Behold, when I come unto the i 
children of Israel, and shall say 
unto them. The God of your | 
fathers hath gent me unto you; i 
and they shall say to me, What 



is his name? what shall I say 
unto them? 

And^God said unto Moses, 
I AM THAT I AM; and he 
said. Thus shalt thou say unto 
the children of Israel, I AM 
hath sent me unto you. 

And God said moreover unto 
Moses, Thus shalt thou say unto 
the children of Israel, The Lord 

; God of your fathers, the Gt)d 
of Abraham, the .God of Isaac, 

I and the God of Jacob, hath sent 
me untp you : this is my name 
for ever, and this is my memo- 
rial unto all generations.

THE RELUCTANCE OP MOSES. 
(Chap. It., Tcr. 1 to 17.) 

And Moses answered and said, 
But, behold, they will not believe 
me, nor hearken unto my voice : 
for they will say. The Lord hath 
not appeared unto thee. 

And the Lord said unto him, 
What is that in thine hand? 
And he said, A rod. 

And he said, Cast it on the 
ground. And he cast it on the 
ground, and it became a serpent; 
and Moses fled from before it. 

And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, Put forth thine hand, and 
take it by the tail. And he put 
forth his hand, and caught it, 
and it became a rod in his hand : 

That they may believe that the 
Lord God of their fathers, the 
God of Abraham, the God of 
Isaac, and the God of Jacob, hath 
appeared unto thee. 

And the Lord said further*

when he took it out, behold, his 
hand was leprous as snow. 

And he said,' Put thine hand 
into thy bosom again. And he 
put his hand into his bosom 
again 3 and plucked it out of his 
bosom, and, behold, it was 
turned again as his other flesh. 

And it shall come to pass, if 
they will not^)elieve thee, nei- 
ther hearken to the voice of the 
first sign, that they will believe 
the voice of the latter sign. 

And it shall come to pass, if 
they will not believe also these 
two signs, neither hearken unto 
thy voice, that thou shalt take of 
the water of the river, and pour 
it upon the dry land : and the 
water which thou takest out of 
the river shall become blood 
upon the dry land. 

And Moses said unto the 
JiOrd, my Lord, I am not elo- 
quent, neither heretofore, nor 
since thou hast spoken unto thy 
servant; but I am slow of speech, 
and of a slow tongue. 

And the Lord said unto him, 
Who hath made man's mouth ? 
or who maketh the dumb, or 
deaf, or the seeing, or the blind ? 
have not I the Lord ? 

Now therefore go, and I will 
be with thy mouth, and teach 
thee what thou shalt say. 

And he said, my Lord, send, 
I pray thee, by the hand of him 
whom thou wilt send. 

And the anger of the Lord 



was kindled against Moses, and 
he said. Is not Aarcn the Le- 
vite thy brother? I know that 
he can speak well. And also, 
behold, he cometh forth to meet 
thee : and when he seeth thee, 
he will be glad in his heart. 

And thou shalt speak unto 
him, and put words in his mouth: 
and I will be with thy mouth, 
and with his mouth, and will 
teach you what ye shall do. 

And he shall be thy spokes- 
man unto the people : and he 
shall be, even he shall be to thee 
instead of a mouth, and thou 
shalt be to him instead of God. 

And thou shalt take this rod 
in thine hand, wherewith thou 
shalt do signs. 



MOSES RETURNS TO EGYPT. 
(Chap, iv., ver. 18 to 23.) 

And Moses went and returned 
to Jethro his father in law, and 
said unto him. Let me go, I pray 
thee, and return unto my breth- 
ren which are in Egypt, and see 
whether they be yet alive. And 
Jethro said to Moses, Go in 
peace. 

And the Lord said unto Moses 
in Midian, Go, return into 
Egypt; for all the men are dead 
which sought thy life. 

And Moses took his wife and 
his sons, and set them upon an 
ass, and he returned to the land 
of Egypt : and Moses took the 
rod of God in his hand. 

And the Lord said unto 
Moses, When thou goest to re- 
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turn into Egypt, see that thou 
do all those wonders before Pha- 
raoh, which I have put in thine 
hand: but I will harden his 
heart, that he shall not let the 
people go. 

And thou shalt say unto Pha- 
raoh, Thus saith the Lord, Is- 
rael is my son, even my first- 
born : 

And I say unto thee. Let my 
son go, that he may serve me : 
and if thou refuse to let him go, 
behold, I will slay thy son, even 
thy firstborn.

MOSES MEETS AARON. 
(Chap, iv., ver. 27 to 31.) 

And the Lord said to Aaron, 
Go into the wilderness to meet 
Moses. And he went, and met 
him in the mount of God, and 
kissed him. 

And Moses told Aaron all 
the words of the Lord who had 
sent him, and all the signs which 
he had commanded him. 

And Moses and Aaron went 
and gathered together all the 
elders of the children of Israel : 

And Aaron spake all the 
words which the Lord had spo- 
ken unto Moses, and did the 
signs in the sight of the people. 

And the people believed : and 
when they heard that the- Lord 
had visited the children of Is- 
rael, and that he had looked upon 
their affliction, then they bowed 
their heads and worshipped.

THE BURDENS OF ISRAEL IN-

(Chap. T., ver. 1 to 9.) 

And afterward Moses and 
Aaron went in, and told Pha- 
raoh, Thus saith the Lord God 
of Israel, Let my people go, 
that they may hold a feast unto 
me in the wiidemess. 

And Pharaoh said, Who is 
the Lord, that I should obey his 
voice to let Israel go ? I know 
not the Lord, neither will I let 
Israel go. 

And they said, The God of 
the Hebrews hath met with us : 
let us go, we pray thee, three 
days* journey into the desert, 
and sacrifice unto the Lord our 
God ; lest he fall upon us with 
pestilence, or with the sword. 

And the king of Egypt said 
unto them. Wherefore do ye, 
Moses and Aaron, let the people 
from their works ? get you unto 
your burdens|. 

And Pharaoh said. Behold, 
the people of the land now are 
many, and ye make them rest 
from their burdens. 

And Pharaoh commanded the 
same day the taskmasters of the 
people, and their officers, saying, 

Ye shall no more give the 
people straw to make brick, as 
heretofore: let them go and 
gather straw for themselves. 

And the tale of the bricks, 
which they did make heretofore, 
ye shall lay upon them; ye 
shall not diminish aught therC' 
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of: for they be idle ; therefore 
they cry, saying, Let us go and 
sacrifice to our God. 

Let there more work be laid 
upon the men, that they may 
labour therein; and let them 
not regard vain words.

THE PROMISE RENEWED. - 
(Chop. TL, Ter. 2 to 9.) 

And God spake unto Moses, 
and said unto him, I am the 
Lord: 

And I appeared unto Abra- 
ham, unto Isaac, and unto 
Jacob by the name of God Al- 
mighty; but by my name JE- 
HOVAH was I not known to 
them. 

And I have also established 
my covenant with them, to 
give them the land of Canaan, 
the land of their pilgrimage, 
wherein they were strangers. 

And I have also heard the 
groaning of the children of 
Israel, whom the Egyptians 
keep in bondage : and I have 
remembered my covenant.

And I will bring you in,un- 
to the land, concerning the 
which I did swear to give it to 
Abraham, to Isaac, and to 
Jacob ; and I will give it you 
for an heritage : I am the Lord. 

And Moses spake so unto 
the children of Israel : but they 
hearkened not unto Moses, for 
anguish of spirit, and for cruel 
bondage. 

11. 

god's MESSAGE TO PHARAOH. 

(Chap. Tii., yer. 1 to 13.) 

And the Lord said unto 
Moses, See, I have made thee 
a god to Pharaoh ; and Aaron 
thy brother shall be thy pro- 
phet. 

Thou shalt speak all that I 
command thee ; and Aaron thy 
brother shall speak unto Pha- 
raoh, that he send the children 
of Israel out of his land. 

And I will harden Pharaoh's 
heart, and multiply ray signs 
and my wonders in the land of 
Egypt. 

But Pharaoh shall not heark- 
en unto you, that I may lay my 
hand upon Egypt, and bring 
forth mine armies, and my peo- 
ple the children of Israel, out 
of the land of Egypt by great 
judgments. 

And the Egyptians shall 
know that I am the Lord, whea 
I stretch forth mine hand upon 
Egypt, and bring out the chil- 
dren of Israel from among them. 

And Moses and Aaron did as 
the Lord commanded them, so 
did they. 
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And Moses was fourscore 
years old, and Aaron fourscore 
and three years old, when they 
spake unto Pharaoh. 

And the Lord spake unto 
Moses and unto Aaron, saying, 

When Pharaoh shall speak 
unto you, saying, Shew a mira- 
cle for you : then thou shalt say 
unto Aaron, Take thy rod, and 
cast it before Pharaoh, and it 
shall become a serpent. 

And Moses and Aaron went 
in unto Pharaoh, and they did 
so as the Lord had commanded : 
and Aaron cast down his rod 
before Pharaoh, and before his 
servants, and it became a ser- 
pent. 

Then Pharaoh.also called the 
wise men and the sorcerers : 
now the magicians of Egypt, 
they also did in like manner 
with their enchantments. 

For they cast down every 
man his rod, and they became 
serpents : but Aaron's rod 
swallowed up their rods. 

And he hardened Pharaoh's 
heart, that he hearkened not 
unto them; as the Lord had 
said. 

12. 

THE PLAGUE OF BLOOD. 
(Chap. Tii., ver. 19 to 25.) 

And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, Say unto Aaron, Take 
thy rod, and stretch out thine 
hand upon the waters of Egypt, 
upon their streams, upon their 
rivers, and upon their ponds, 
and upon all their pools of water, 



that they may become 'blood ; 
and that there may be blood 
throughout all the land of 
Egypt, both in vessels of wood 
and in vessels of stone. • 

And Moses and Aaron did 
so, as the Lord commanded; 
and he lifted up the rod, and 
smote the waters that were in 
the river, in the sight of Pha- 
raoh, and in the sight of his 
servants ; and all the waters that 
were in the river were turned 
to blood. 

And the fish that was in the 
river died ; and the river stank, 
and the Egyptians could not 
drink of the water of the river ; 
and there was blood throughout 
all the land of Egypt. 

And the magicians of Egypt 
did so with their enchantments : 
and-Pharaoh's heart was hard- 
ened, neither did he hearken 
unto them; as the Lord had 
said. 

And Pharaoh turned and 
went into his house, neither 
did he set his heart to this also. 

And all the Egyptians digged 
round about the river for water 
to drink ; for they could not 
drink of the water of the river. 

And seven days were fulfilled, 
after that the Lord had smitten 
the river. 

13. 

THE PLAGUE OP FROGS. 
Chap, viii., Ter. 1 to 15. 

And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, Go unto Pharaoh, and 
say unto him. Thus saith the 
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Lord, Let my people go, that 
they may serve me. 

And if thou refuse to let them 
go, behold, I will smite all thy 
borders with frogs : 

And the river shall bring forth 
frogs abundantly, which shall 
go up and come into thine 
house, and into thy bedchamber, 
«nd upon thy bed, and into the 
house of thy servants, and upon 
thy people, and into thine ovens, 
and into thy kneadingtroughs : 

And the frogs shall come up 
both on thee, and upon thy 
people, and upon all thy ser- 
vants. 

And the Lord spake unto 
^ Moses, Say unto Aaron, Stretch 
' forth thine hand with thy rod 
over the streams, over the rivers, 
and over the ponds, and cause 
frogs to come up upon the land 
of Egypt. 

And Aaron stretched out his 
hand over the waters of Egypt ; 
and the frogs came up, and 
covered the land of Egypt. 

And the magicians did so 
with their enchantmenta, and 
brought up frogs upon the land 
of Egypt. 

Then Pharaoh called for Mo- 
ses and Aaron, and said,Entreat 
the Lord, that he may take 
away the frogs from me, and 
from my people ; and I will let 
the people go, that they may do 
sacrifice unto the Lord. 

And Moses said unto Pha- 
raoh, Glory over me: when 
shall I entreat for thee, and for 
thy servants, and for thy people, 



to destroy the frogs from thee 
and thy houses, that they may 
remain in the river only ? 

And he said. To morrow. And 
he said. Be it according to thy 
word ; that thou mayest know 
that there is none like unto the 
Lord our God. 

And the frogs shall depart 
from thee, and from thy houses, 
and from thy servants, and from 
thy people; they shall remain 
in the river only. 

And Moses and Aaron went 
out from Pharaoh : and Moses 
cried unto the Lord because 
of the frogs which he had 
brought against Pharaoh. 

And the Lord did according 
to the word of Moses ; and the 
frogs died out of the houses, out 
of the villages, and out of the 
fields. 

And they gathered them to- 
gethei^upon heaps; and the land 
stank. 

But when Pharaoh saw that 
there was respite, he hardened 
his heart, and hearkened not 
unto them : as the Lord had said. 

14 

THE PLAGUE OP LICE. 
(Chap, viii., Tor. 16 to 19.) 

And the Lord said unto 
Moses, Say unto Aaron, Stretch 
out thy rod, and smite the dust 
of the land, that it may become 
lice throughout all the land of 
Egypt. 

And they did so; for Aaron 
stretched out his hand with his 
rod, and sihote the dust of the 
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earth, and it became lice in 
man, and in beast; all the dust 
of the land became lice through- 
out all the land of Egypt. 

And the magicians did so 
with their enchantments to bring 
forth lice, but they could not : 
so there were lice upon man, 
and upon beast. • 

Then the magicians said unto 
Pharaoh, This is the finger of 
God : and Pharaoh's heart was 
hardened, and he hearkened not 
unto them ; as the Lord had said. 

15. 

THE PLAGUE OF FLIES. 
(Chap. Tiii., ver. 20 to 32.) 

And the Lord said unto 
Moses, Rise up early in the 
morning, and stand before Pha- 
raoh; lo, he Cometh forth to the 
water; and say unto him. Thus 
saith the Lord, Let my people 
go, that they may serve me. 

Else, if thou wilt not let my 
people go, behold, I will send 
swarms of flies upon thee, and 
upon thy servants, and upon thy 
people, and into thy houses : 
and the houses of the, Egyptians 
shall be full of swarms of flies, 
and also the ground whereon 
they are. 

And I will sever in that day 
the land of Goshen, in which 
my people dwell, that no swarms 
of flies shall be there ; to the 
end thou mayest know that I am 
the Lord in the midst of the 
earth. 

And I will put a division be- 
tween my people and thy peo- 
6 
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And the Lord did so; and 
there came a grievous swarm 
of flies into the house of Pha- 
raoh, and into his servants' 
houses, and into all the land of 
Egypt : the land was corrupted 
by reason of the swarm of flies. 

And Pharaoh called for Moses 
and for Aaron, and said. Go ye, 
sacrifice to your God in the land. 

And Moses said. It is not 
meet so to do; for we shall sac- 
rifice the abomination of the 
Egyptians to the Lord our God : 
lo, shall wa sacrifice the abomi- 
nation of the Egyptians before 
their eyes, and will they not 
stpne us ? 

We will go three days' jour- 
ney into the wilderness, and 
sacrifice to the Lord our God, 
as he shall command us. 

And Pharaoh said, I will let 
you go, that ye may sacrifice to 
the Lord your God in the wil- 
derness; only ye shall not go 
very far away : entreat for me. 

And Moses said, Behold, I go 
out from thee, and I wilLentreat 
the Lord that the swarms of 
flies may depart from Pharaoh, 
from his servants, and from his 
people, to-morrow : but let not 
Pharaoh deal deceitfully any 
more in not letting the people 
go to sacrifice to the Lord. 

And Moses went out from 
Pharaoh,and entreated the Lord. 

And the Lord did according 
to the word of Moses ; and he 
removed the swarms of flies 
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from Pharaoh, from his servants, 
and from his people ; there re- 
mained not one. 

And Pharaoh hardened his 
heart at this time also, neither 
would he let the people go. 

16. 

THE PLAGUE OP MURRAIN. 
(Chap, ix., ver. 1 to 7.) 

Then the Lord said unto 
Moses, Gro in unto Pharaoh, 
and tell him. Thus saith the 
Lord God of the Hebrews, Let 
my people go, that they may 
serve me. 

For if thou refuse to let them 
go, and wilt hold them still. 

Behold, the hand of the Lord 
is upon thy cattle which is in 
the field, upon the horses, upon 
the asses, upon the camels, upon 
the oxen, and upon the sheep : 
there shall be a very grievous 
murrain. 

And the Lord shall sever be- 
tween the cattle of Israel and 
the cattle of Egypt : and there 
shall nothing die of all that is 
the children's of Israel. 

And the Lord appointed a 
set time, saying, To-morrow the 
Lord shall do this thing in the 
land. 

And the Lord did that thing 
on the mol*row, and all the cat- 
tle of Egypt died : but of the 
cattle of the children of Israel 
died not one. 

And Pharaoh sent, and, be- 
hold, there was not one of the 
cattle of the Israelites dead. 
And the heart of Pharaoh was 



hardened, and he did not let 
the people go. 

17. 

THE PLAGUE OP BOILS. 
(Chap, ix., ver. 8 to 12.) 

And the Lord said unto 
Moses and unto Aaron, Take to 
you handfuls of ashes of the 
furnace, and let Moses sprinkle 
it toward the heaven in the 
sight of Pharaoh. 

And it shall beconoie small 
dust in all the land of Egypt, 
and shall be a boil breaking 
forth with blains upon man, 
and upon beast, throughout all 
the land of Egypt. 

And they took ashes of the 
furnace, and stood before Pha- 
raoh : and Moses sprinkled it 
up toward heaven ; and it be- 
came a boil breaking forth with 
blains upon man, and upon 
beast. 

And the magicians could not 
stand before Moses because of 
the boils ; for the boil was upon 
the magicians, and upon all the 
Egyptians. 

And the Lord hardened the 
heart of Pharaoh, and he heark- 
ened not unto them ; as the 
Lord had spoken unto Moses. 

18. 

THE PLAGUE OP UATIu 
(Cliap. ix., ver. 22 to 35.) 

And the Lord said unto 
Moses, Stretch forth thine hand 
toward heaven, that there may 
be hail in all the land of Egypt, 
upon man, and upon beast, and 
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upon every herb of the field, 
throughout the land of Egypt. 

And Moses stretched forth 
his rod toward heaven : and the 
Lord sent thunder and hail, 
and the fire ran along upon the 
ground; and the Lord rained 
hail upon the land of Egypt. 

So there was hail, and fire 
mingled with the hail, very 
grievous, such as there was 
none li]^e it in all the land of 
Egypt since it became a nation. 

And the hail smote through- 
out all the land of Egypt all 
that was in the field, both man 
and beast ; and the hail smote 
every herb of the field, and 
brake every tree of the field. 

Only in the land of Goshen, 
where the children of Israel 
were, was there no hail. 

And Pharaoh sent, and cal- 
led for 3Ioses and Aaron, and 
said unto them, I have sinned 
this time: the Lord is right- 
eous, and I and my people are 
wicked. 

Entreat the Lord (for it is 
enough) that there be no more 
mighty thunderings and hail ; 
and I will let you go, and ye 
shall stay no longer. 

And Moses said unto him, 
As soon as I am gone out of 
the city, I will spread abroad 
my hands unto the Lord ; and 
the thunder shall cease, neither 
shall there be any more hail ; 
that thou mayest know how that 
the earth is the Lord's. 

But as for thee and thy ser- 
vants, I know that ye will not 
yet fear the Lord God. 



And the flax and the barley 
was smitten : for the barley was 
in the ear, and the flax was 
5 boiled. 

But the wheat and the rye 
were not smitten : for they were 
not grown up. 

And Moses went out of the 
city from Pharaoh, and spread 
abroad his hands unto the Lord : 
and the thunders and hail ceased , 
and the rain was not poured 
upon the earth. 

And when Pharaoh saw that 
the rain and the hail and the 
thunders were ceased, he sinned 
yet more, and hardened his 
heart, he and his servants. 

And the heart of Pharaoh 
was hardened, neither would he 
let the children of Israel go; 
as the Lord had spoken by 
Moses, 

19. 

THE PLAGUE OF LOCUSTS. 
(Chap. X., ver. 12 to 20.) 

And the Lord said unto 
Moses, Stretch out thine hand 
over the land of Egypt for the 
locusts, that they may come up 
upon the land of Egypt, and 
eat every herb of the land, 
even all that the hail hath left. 

And Moses stretched forth 
his rod over the land of Egypt, 
and the Lord brought an east 
wiod upon the land all that day, 
and all that night ; and when it 
was morning, the east wind 
brought the locusts. 

And the locusts went up 
over all the land of Egypt, and 
rested in all the coasts of 
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Egypt: very grievous were 
they; before them there were 
no such locusts as they, neither 
after them shall be such. 

For they covered the face 
of the whole earth, so that the 
land was darkened; and they 
did cat every herb of the land, 
and all the fruit of the trees 
which the hail had left: and 
there remained not any green 
thing in the trees, or in the 
herbs of the field, through all 
the land of Egypt. 

Then Pharaoh called for 
Moses and Aaron in haste ; and 
he said, I have sinned against 
the Lord your God, and against 
you. 

Now therefore forgive, I pray 
thee, my sin only this once, 
and entreat the Lord your God, 
that he may take away from 
me this death only. 

And he went out from Pha- 
raoh, and entreated the Lord. 

And the Lord turned a 
mighty strong west wind, which 
took away the locusts, and cast 
them into the Red sea; there 
remained not one locust in all 
the coasts of Egypt, 

But the Lord hardened Pha- 
raoh's heart, so that he would 
not let the children of Israel -go. 

^ 20. 

THE PLAGUE OP DARKNESS. 
(Chap. X., rer. 21 to 29.) 

And the Lord said unto 
MoseS; Stretch out thine hand 



toward heaven, that there may 
be darkness over the land of 
Egypt, even darkness which 
may be felt. 

And Moses stretched forth 
his hand toward heaven; and 
there was a thick darkness in^ 
all the land of Egypt three 
days : 

They saw not one another, 
neither rose any from his place 
for three days : but all the 
children of Israel had light in 
their dwellings. 

And Pharaoh called unto 
Moses, and said, Go ye, serve 
the Lord ; only let your flocks 
and your herds be stayed : let 
your little ones also go with 
you. 

And Moses said. Thou must 
give us also sacrifices and burnt 
•offerings, that we may sacrifice 
unto the Lord our God. 

Our cattle also shall go with 
us; there shall not a hoof be 
left behind; for thereof must 
we take to serve the Lord our 
God; and we know not with 
what we must serve the Lord, 
until we come thither. 

But the Lord hardened Pha- 
raoh's heart, and he would not 
let them go. 

And Pharaoh said unto him, 
Get thee from me, take heed 
to thyself, see my face no more ; 
for in that day thou seest my 
face thou shalt die. 

And Moses said. Thou hast 
spoken well, I will see thy face 
again no more. 
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21. 

DEATH OF THE FIRSTBORN 

THREATENED. 

(Chap, xi., ver. 1 to 7.) 

And the Lord said unto 
Moses, Yet will I bring one 
plague more upon Pharaoh, and 
upon Egypt; afterwards he will 
let you go hence : when he 
shall let you go, he shall surely 
thrust you out hence altogether. 

Speak now in the ears of the 
people, and let every man bor- 
row of his neighbour, and 
every woman of her neighbour, 
jewels of silver, and jewels of 
gold. 

And the Lord gave the people 
favour in the sight of the 
Egyptians. Moreover, the man 
Moses was very great, in the 
land of Egypt, in the sight of 
Pharaoh's servants, and in the 
sight of the people. 

And Moses said, Thus saith- 
the Lord, About midnight will 
I go out into the midst of 
Egypt : 

And all the firstborn in the 
land of Egypt shall die, from 
the firstborn of Pharaoh that 
sitteth upon his throne, even 
unto the firstborn of the maid- 
servant that is behind the 
mill; and all the firstborn of 
beasts. 

And there shall be a great 
cry throughout all the land of 
Egypt, such as there was none 
like it, nor shall be like it any 
more. 

But against any of the chil- 
6* 



dren of Israel shall not a dog 
move his tongue, against man 
or beast : that ye may know 
how that the Lord doth put a 
difference between the Egyp- 
tians and Israel. 

22. 

THE PASSOVER INSTITUTED. 
(Chap, xii., Ter. 1 to 13.) 

And the Lord spake unto 
Moses and Aaron in the land 
of Egypt, saying. 

This month shall be unto you 
the beginning of months : it 
shall be the first month of the 
year to you. 

Speak ye unto all the congre- 
gation of Israel, saying, In the 
tenth day of this month they 
shall take to them every man a 
lamb,^. according to the house 
of their fathers, a lamb for a 
house : 

And if the household be too 
little for the lamb, let him and 
his neighbour next unto his 
house take it according to the 
number of the souls; every man 
according to his eating shall 
make your count for the lamb. 
. Your lamb shall be without 
blemish, a male of the first 
year : ye shall take it out from 
the sheep, or from, the goats : 

And ye shall keep it up until 
the fourteenth day of the same 
month : and the whole assembly 
of the congregation of Israel 
shall kill it in the evening. 

And they shall take of the 
blood, and strike it on the two 
side posts and on the upper 
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door-post of the houses, where- 
in they shall eat it. 

And they shall eat the flesh 
in that night, roast with fire, 
and unleavened bread ; and with' 
bitter herbs they shall eat it. 

Eat not of it raw, ner sodden 
at all with water, but roast with 
fire ; his head with his legs, and 
with the purtenance thereof; 

And ye shall let nothing of 
it remain until the morning; 
and that which remaineth of it 
until the morning ye shall burn 
with fire. 

And thus shall ye eat it ; with 
youi' loins girded, your shoes 
on your feet, and your staff in 
your hand; and ye shall eat 
it in haste : it is the Lord's 
passover. 

For I will pass through the 
land of Egypt this nighty and 
will smite all the firstborn in 
the land of Egypt, both man 
and beast ; and against all the 
gods of Egypt I will execute 
judgment : I am the Lord. 

And the blood shall be to you 
for a token upon the houses 
where ye are ; and when I see 
the blood, I will pass over you, 
and the plague shall not be upon 
you to destroy you, when I smite 
the land of Egypt. 

23. 

THE FIRSTBORN SLAIN. 
(Chap, xii., top. 29 to 36.) 

And it came to pass, that at 
midnight the Lord smote all 



the firstborn in the land of 
Egypt, from the firstborn of 
Pharaoh that sat on his throne 
unto the firstborn of the captive 
that was in the dungeon ; and 
all the firstborn of cattle. 

And Pharaoh rose up in the 
night, he, and all his servants, 
and all the Egyptians; and there 
was a great cry in Egypt : for 
there was not a house where 
there was not one dead. 

And he called for Moses and 
Aaron by night, and said, Rise 
up, and get you forth from 
among my people, both ye and 
the children of Israel; and go, 
serve the Lord, as ye have said. 

Also take your flocks and your 
herds, as ye have saidj and be 
gone ; * and bless me also. 

And -the Egyptians were ur- 
gent upon the people, that they 
might send them out of the^land 
in haste ; for they said, We be 
all dead men. 

And the people took their 
dough before it was leavened, 
their kneading-troughs being 
bound up in their clothes upon 
their shoulders. 

And the children of Israel 
did according to the word of 
Moses ; and they borrowed of 
the Egyptians jewels of silver, 
and jewels of gold, and raiment: 

And the Lord gave the peo- 
ple favour in the sight of the 
Egyptians, so that they lent 
unto them such things as they 
required : and they spoiled the 
Egyptians. 
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24. 

GOING OUT OF EGYPT. 
(Chap, xii., Ter. 37 to 41.) 

And the children of Israel 
journeyed from Kameses to Suc- 
coth, about six hundred thou- 
sand on foot that were men, 
beside children. 

And a mixed multitude went 
up also with them ; and flocks, 
and herds, even very much 
cattle. 

And they baked unleavened 
cakes of the dough which they 
brought forth out of Egypt, for 
it was not leavened; because 
they were thrust out of Egypt, 
and could not tarry,,neither had 
they prepared for themselves 
any victuals. 

Now the sojourning o'f the 
children of Israel, who dwelt in 
Egypt, was four hundred and 
thirty years. 

And it came to pass at the 
end of the four hundred and 
thirty years, even the selfsame 
day it came to pass, that all the 
hosts of the Lord went out from 
the land of Egypt. 

25. 

THE TWO PILLARS. 
(Chap. xiiL, Tor. 17 to 22.) 

And it came to pass, when 
Pharaoh had let the people go, 
that God led them not through 
the way of the land of the Phi- 
listines, although that was near; 
for God said. Lest peradventure 
the people repent when they see 
war, and they return to Egypt. 

But God led the- people 



about, through the way of the 
wilderness of the Red sea : and 
the children of Israel went up 
harnessed out of the land of 
Egypt. 

And Moses took the bones 
of Joseph with him : for he had 
straitly sworn the children of 
Israel, saying, God will surely 
visit you; and ye shalj carry 
up my bones away hence with 
you. / 

And they took their journey 
from Succoth, and encamped in 
Etham, in the edge of the wil- 
derness. 

And the Lord went before 
them Ixy day in a pillar of a 
cloud, to lead them the way; 
and by night in a pillar of fire, 
to give them light; to go by day 
and night. 

He took not away the pillar 
of the cloud by day, nor the 
pillar of fire by night, from be- 
fore the people. 

26. 

Pharaoh's pursuit op the 

israelites. 

(Chap, xiv., Ter. 1 to 9.) 

And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

Speak unto the children of 
Israel, that they turn and en- 
camp before Pi-ha hiroth, be- 
tween Migdol and the sea, over 
against Baal-zephon : before it 
shall ye encamp by the sea. 

For Pharaoh will say of the 
children of Israel, They are en- 
tangled in the land, the wilder- 
ness hath shut them in. 

And I will harden Pharaoh's 
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heart, that he shall follow after 
them ; and I will be honoured 
upon Pharaoh, and upon all his 
host; that the Egyptians may 
know that I am the Lord. And 
they did so. 

And it was told the king of 
Egypt that the people fled : 
and the heart of Pharaoh and 
of his servants was turned 
against the people, and they 
said, Why have we done this, 
that we have let Israel go from 
serving us ? 

And he made ready his cha- 
riot, and took his people with 
him : 

And he took six hundred 
chosen chariots, and all the 
chariots of Egypt, and captains 
over every one of them. 

And the Lord hardened the 
heart of Pharaoh king of Egypt, 
and he pursued after the chil- 
dren of Israel : and the children 
of Israel went out with a high 
hand. 

But the Egyptians pursued 
after them, all the horses and 
chariots of Pharaoh, and his 
horsemen, and his army, and 
overtook them encamping by 
the sea, beside Pi-hahiroth, be- 
fore Baal-zephon. 

27. 

PASSAGE OP THE RED SEA. 
(Chap, xiv., Ter. 15 to 22.) 

And the Lord said unto 
Moses, Wherefore criest thou 
unto me ? speak unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, that they go 
forward : 



But lift thou up thy rod, 
and ^stretch out thine hand 
over the sea, and divide it: 
and the children of Israel shall 
go on dry ground through the 
midst of the sea. 

And I, behold, I will harden 
the hearts of the Egyptians, 
and they shall follow them : 
and I will get me honour upon 
Pharaoh, and upon all his host, 
upon his chariots, and upon his 
horsemen. 

And the Egyptians shall 
know that I am the Lord, when 
I have gotten me honour upon 
Pharaoh, upon his chariots, and 
upon his horsemen.. 

And the Angel of God, 
which went before the camp 
of Israel, removed and went 
behind them; and the pillar 
of the cloud went from before 
their face, and stood behind 
them : 

And it came between the 
camp of the Egyptians and the 
camp of Israel : and it was a 
cloud and darkness to them, 
but it gave light by night to 
these : so that the one came not 
near the other all the night. 

And Moses stretched out his 
hand over the sea; and the 
Lord caused the sea to go back 
by a strong east wind all that 
night, and made the sea dry 
land, and the waters were di- 
vided. 
• And the children of Israel 
went into the midst« of the sea 
upon the dry ground : and the 
waters were a wall unto them 
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on tbeir right hand, and on 
their left. 

28. 

THE EGYPTIANS DESHIOYED. 
(Chap, xir., ver. 23 to 31.) 

And the Egyptians pursued, 
and went in after them to the 
midst of the sea, even all Pha- 
raoh's horses, his chariots, and 
his horsemen. 

And it came to pass, that in 
the morning watch the Lord 
looked unto the host of the 
Egyptians through the pillar 
of fire and of the cloud, and 
troubled the. host of the Egyp- 
tians, 

And took off their chariot 
wheels, that they drave them 
heavily : so that the Egyptians 
said, Let us flee from thQ face 
of Israel ; for the Lord fighteth 
for them against the Egyptians. 

And the Lord said unto 
Moses, Stretch out thine hand 
over the sea, that the waters 
may come again upon the 
Egyptians, upon their chariots, 
and upon their horsemen. 

And Moses stretched forth 
his hand over the sea, and the 
sea returned to his strength 
when the morning appeared; 
and the Egyptians fled against 
it ; and the Lord overthrew the 
Egyptians in the midst of the 
sea. 

And the waters returned, and 
covered the chariots, and the 
horsemen, and all the host of 
Pharaoh that came into the sea 
after them ; there remained not 
80 much as one of them. 



But the children of Israel 
walked upon dry land in the 
midst of the sea; aAd the waters 
were a wall unto them on their 
right hand, and on their left. 

Thus the Lord saved Israel 
that day out of the hand of the 
Egyptians ; and Israel saw the 
Egyptians dead upon the sea 
shore. 

And Israel saw that great 
work which the Lord did upon 
the Egyptians : and the people 
feared the Lord, and believed 
the Lord, and his servant 
Moses. 

29. 

MOSES' TRIUMPHAL SONG. 
(Chap. XV., yer. 1 to 11—20 to 22.) 

Then sang Moses and the 
children of Israel this song 
unto the Lord, and spake, say- 
ing, I will sing unto the Lord, 
for he hath triumphed glori- 
ously: the horse and his rider 
hath he thrown into the sea. 

The Lord is my strength and 
song, and he is become my sal- 
vation : he is my God, and I 
will prepare him a habitation ; 
my father's God, and I will 
exalt him. 

The Lord is a man of war : 
the Lord is his name. 

Pharaoh's chariots and his 
host hath he cast into the. sea : 
his chosen captains also are 
drowned in the Red sea. 

The depths have covered 
them : they sank into the bottom 
as a stone. 

Thy right hand, Lord, is 
become glorious in power : thy 
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right hand, 0- Lord, hath 
dafihed in 'pieces the enemy. 

And in the greatness of 
thine excellency thou hast over- 
thrown them that rose up 
against thee : thou sentest forth 
thy wrath, which consumed 
them as stubble. 

And with the blast of thy 
nostrils the waters were gathered 
together, the floods stood up- 
right as a heap, and the depths 
were congealed in the heart 
of the sea. 

Thou didst blow with thy 
wind, the sea covered them: 
they sank as lead in the mighty 
waters. 

Who is like unto thee, O 
Lord, among the gods ? who is 
like thee, glorious in holiness, 
fearful in praises, doing won- 
ders? 

And Miriam the prophetess, 
the sister of Aaron, took a, tim- 
brel in her hand; and all the 
women went out after her with 
timbrels, and with dances. 

And Miriam answered them. 
Sing ye to the Lord, for he 
hath triumphed gloriously : the 
horse and his rider hath he 
thrown into the sea. 

So Moses brought Israel from 
the Red sea, and they went out 
into the wilderness of Shur; 
and they went three days in the 
wilderness, and found no water. 
30. 

THE PEOPLE MURMUR. 
(Chap. XV., yer. 23 to 27.) 

And when they came to l^ta- 
rah, they could not drink of 



the waters of Marah, for they 
were bitter : therefore the name 
of it was called Marah. 

And the people murmured 
against Moses, saying. What 
shall we drink ? 

And he cried unto the Lord ; 
and the. Lord shewed him a 
tree, which when he had cast 
into the waters, the waters were 
made sweet : there he made for 
them a statute and an ordi- 
nance, and there he proved 
them, 

And said, If thou wilt dili- 
gently hearken to the voice of 
the Lord thy God, and wilt do 
that which is right in his sight, 
and wilt give ear to his com- 
mandments, and keep all his 
statutes, I will put none of 
these diseases upon thee, which 
I have brought upon the Egyp- 
tians : for I am the Lord that 
healeth thee. 

And they^ came to Elim, 
where were twelve wells of 
water, and threescore and ten 
palm trees : and they encamped 
there by the waters. 

31. 

THE FOOD OP THE PEOPLE. 

(Chap. XTi., yer. 1 to 15.) 

And they took their journey' 
from Elim, and all the congre- 
gation of the children of Israel 
came* unto the wilderness of 
Sin, which is between Elim and 
Sinai, on the fifteenth day of 
the second month after their 
departing out of the land of 
Egypt. 
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And the whole congregation 
of the children of Israel mur- 
mured against Moses and Aaron 
in the wilderness : 

And the children of Israel 
said unto them, Would to Gad 
we had died hy the hand of the 
Lord in the land of Egypt, when 
we sat by the flesh-pots, and 
when we did eat bread to the. 
full; for ye have brought us 
forth into this wilderness, to 
kill this whole assembly with 
hunger. 

Then said the Lord unto 
Moses, Behold, I will rain bread 
from heaven for you ; and the 
people shall go out and gather 
a certain rate every day, that I 
may prove them, whether they 
will walk in my law, or no. 

And it shall come to pass, 
that on the sixth day they shall 
prepare that which they bring 
in; and it shall be twice as 
much as they gather daily. 

And Moses and Aaron said 
unto all th^ children of Israel, 
At even, then ye shall know 
that the Lord hatH brought you 
out from the land of Egypt 

And in the morning, then ye 
shall sec the glory of the Lord; 
for that he heareth your mur- 
murings against the Lord : and 
what are we, that ye murmur 
against us ? 

And Moses said, This shall 
be, when the Lord shall give 
you in the evening flesh to eat, 
and in the morning bread to the 
ftill 'j for that the Lord heareth 
your murmurings which ye mur- 



mur against him : and what arc 
we ? your murmurings are not 
against us, but against the 
Lord. 

And Moses spake unto Aaron, 
Say unto all the congregation of 
the children of Israel, Come 
near before the Lord : for he 
hath heard your murmurings. 
And it came to pass, as Aaron| 
spake unto the whole congrega- 
tion of the children of Israel, 
that they looked towar^ the wil- 
derness, and, behold, the glory 
of the Lord appeared in the 
cloud. 

And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

I have heard the murmurings 
of the children of Israel : speak 
unto them, saying, At even yo 
shall eat flesh, and in the morn- 
ing ye shall be filled with bread; 
and ye shall know that I am 
the Lord your God. 

And it came to pass, that a^ 
even the quails came up, and 
covered the camp : and in the 
morning the dew lay round 
about the host. 

And when the dew that lay 
was gone up, behold, upon the 
face of the wilderness there lay 
a small round thing, as small 
as the hoar frost upon theground. 
And when the children of 
Israel saw it, they said one to 
another. It is manna; for they 
wist not what it was. And 
Moses said unto them, This is 
the bread which the Lord hath 
given you to eat. 
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32. 

WATER MIRACULOUSLY 

SUPPLIED. 

(Chap. XTli., yer. 1 to 6.) 

And all the congregation of 
the children of Israel journeyed 
from the wilderness of Sin, after 
jtheir journeys, according to the 
commairdment of the Lord, and 
pitched in Kephidim : and there 
was no water for the people to 
drink. 

Wherefore the people did 
chide with Moses, and said, Give 
us water that we may drink. 
And Moses said unto them, 
Why chide ye with me ? where- 
fore do ye tempt the Lord ? 

And the people thirsted there 
for water; and the people mur- 
mured against Moses, and said. 
Wherefore is this that thou hast 
brought us up out of Egypt, to 
kill us and our children and our 
cattle with thirst ? 

And Moses cried unto the 
Lord, saying. What shall I do 
unto this people? they be al- 
most ready to stone me. 

And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Go on before the people, and 
take with thee of the elders of 
Israel : and thy rod, wherewith 
thou smotest the river, take in 
thine hand, and go. 

Behold, J will stand before 
thee there upon the rock in 
Horeb; and thou shalt smite 
the rock, and there shall come 
water out of it, that the people 
may drink. And Moses did so 
in the sight of the elders of 
Israel. 



33. 

THE ISRAELITES AT SINAI. 
(Chap, xit., ver. 1 to 20.) 

In the third month, when 
the children of Israel were gone 
forth out of the land of Egypt, 
the same day came they into the 
wilderness of Sinai. 

For they were departed from 
Rephidim, and were come to 
the desert of Sinai, and had 
pitched in the wilderneife ; and 
there Israel camped before the 
mount. 

And Moses went up unto 
God, and the Lord called unto 
him out of the mountain, saying, 
Thus shalt thou say to the house 
of Jacob, and tell the children 
of Israel : 

Ye have seen what I did unto 
the Egyptians, and how I bare 
you on eagles' wings, and 
brought you unto myself. 

Now, therefore, if ye will 
obey my voice indeed, and keep 
my covenant, then ye shall be 
a peculiar treasure unto me 
above all people : for all the 
earth is mine : 

And ye shall be unto me a 
kingdom of priests, and a holy 
nation. These are the words 
which thou shalt speak unto 
the children of Israel. 

And Moses came and called 
for the elders of the people, and 
laid before their faces all these 
words which the Lord com- 
manded him. 

And all the people answered 
together, and said. All that the 
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Lord hath spoken we will do. 
And Moses returned the words 
of the people unto the Lord. 

And the Lord said unto 
Moses, Lo, I come unto thee in 
a thick cloud, that the people 
may hear when I speak with 
thee, and helieve thee for ever. 
And Moses told the words of 
the people unto the Lord. 

And the Lord said unto 
Moses, Go unto the people, and 
sanctify them to-day and to- 
morrow, and let them wash 
their clothes, 

And be ready against the 
third day: for the third day 
the Lord will come down in 
the sight of all the people upon 
mount Sinai. 

And thou shalt set bounds 
unto the people round about, 
saying. Take heed to yourselves, 
that ye go not up into the 
mount, or touch the border of 
it: whosoever toucheth the 
mount shall be surely put to 
death : 

There shall not a hand touch 
it, but he shall surely be stoned, 
or shot through ; whether it be 
beast or man, it shall not live : 
when the trumpet soundeth 
long, they shall come up to the 
mount. 

And Moses went down from 
the mount unto the people, and 
sanctified the people ; and they 
washed their clothes. 

And it came to pass on the 
third day, in the morning, that 
there were thunders and light^ 
ningS; and a thick cloud upon 



the mount, and the voice of the 
trumpet exceeding loud, so that 
all the people that was in the 
camp trembled. 

And Moses brought forth the 
people out of the camp to meet 
with God; and they stood at . 
the nether part of the mount. 

And mount Sinai was alto- 
gether on a smoke, because the 
Lord descended upon it in fire: 
and the smoke thereof ascend- 
ed as the smoke of a furnace, 
and the whole mount quaked 
greatly. 

And when the voice of the 
trumpet sounded long, and 
waxed louder and louder, Mo- 
ses spake, and God answered 
him by a voice. 

And the Lord came down 
upon mount Sinai, on the top 
of the mount : and the Lord 
called Moses up to the top of 
the mount; and Moses went up. 

34. 

THE TEN COMMANDMENTS. 
(Chap. XX., ver. 1 to 17.) 

And God spake all these 
words, saying, 

I am the Lord thy God, 
which have brought thee out of 
the land of Egypt, out of the 
house of bondage. 

I. Thou shalt have no other 
gods before me. 

II. Thou jshalt not make unto 
thee any graven image, or any 
likeness of anything that is in 
heaven above, or that is in the 
earth beneath, or that is in the 
water under the earth : 
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ThoU shalt not bow down 
thyself to them, nor serve them: 
for I the Lord thy God am a 
jealous God, visiting the ini- 
quity of the fathers upon the 
children unto the third and 
fourth generation of them that 
hate me; and shewing mercy 
unto thousands of them that 
love me, and keep my com- 
mandments. 

III. Thou shalt not take the 
name of the Lord thy God in 
vain : for the Lord will not 
hold him guiltless that taketh 
his name in vain. 

IV. Remember the sabbath 
day, to keep it holy. 

Six days shalt thou^ labour, 
and do all thy work ; but the 
seventh day is the sabbath of 
the Lord thy God : in it thou 
shalt not do any work, thou, 
nor thy son, nor thy daughter, 
thy man-servant, nor thy maid- 
servant, nor thy cattle, nor thy 
stranger that is within thy 
gates : for in six days the Lord 
made heaven and earth, the 
sea, and all that in them is, 
and rested the seventh day: 
wherefore the Lord blessed the 
sabbath day, and hallowed it. 

V. Honour thy father and 
thy mother : that thy days may 
be long upon the land which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee. 

VI. Thou shalt not kill. 

VII. Thou shalt not com- 
mit adultery. 

VIIL Thou shalt not steal. 
IX. Thou shalt not bear false 
witness against thy neighbour. 



X. Thou shalt not covet 
thy neighbour's house, thou 
shalt not covet thy neighbour's 
wife, nor his man-servant, nor 
his maid-servant, nor his ox, 
nor his ass, nor anything that 
is thy neighbour's. 

35. 

THE FREE GIFTS FOR THE 

TABERNACLE. 
/ (Chap. xxxT., ver. 21 to 29.) 

And they came, every one 
whose heart stirred him up, 
and every one whom his spirit 
made willing, and they brought 
the Lord's offering to the work 
of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, and for all his ser- 
vice, and for the holy gar- 
ments. 

And they came, both men 
and women, as many as were 
willing hearted, and brought 
bracelets, and earrings, and 
rings, and tablets, all jewels of 
gold: and every man that offered, 
offered an offering of gold unto 
the Lord. - 

And every man, with whom 
was found blue, and purple, 
and scarlet, and fine linen, 
and goat's hair, and red skins 
of rams, and badgers' skins, 
brought them. 

Every one that did offer an 
offering of silver and brass 
brought the Lord's offering: 
and every man with whom was 
found shittim wood for any 
work of the service, brought it. 

And all the women that were 
wise hearted did spin with their 
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hands, and brought that which 
they had spun, both of blue, 
and of purple, and of scarlet, 
and of fine linen. 

And all the women whose 
heart stirred them up in wis- 
dom spun goats' hair. 

And the rulers brought onyx 
stones, and stones to be set, for 
the ephod, and for the breast- 
plate ; 

And spice, ani oil for the 
light, and for the anointing oil, 
and for the sweet incense. 

The children of Israel brought 
a willing offering unto the Lord, 
every man and woman, whose 
heart made them willing to 
bring for all manner of work, 
which the Lord had command- 
ed to be made by the hand of 
Moses. 

36. 

THE WISE WORKMEN. 
(Chap. XXXV., ver. 30 to 35.) 

And Moses said unto the 
children of Israel, See, the 
Lord hath called by name Be- 
zaleel, the son of TJri, the son 
of Hur, of the tribe of Judah ; 

And he hath filled him with 
the spirit of God/ in wisdom, 
in understanding, and in know- 
ledge, and in all manner of 
workmanship ; 

And to devise cuHpus works, 
to work in gold, and in silver, 
and in brass, 



And in the cutting of stones, 
to set them, and in carving of 
wood, to make any manner of 
cunning work. 

And he hath put in his heart 
that he may teach, both he, 
and Aholiab, the son of Ahisa- 
mach, of the tribe of Dan. 

Them hath he filled with 
wisdom of heart, to work all 
manner of work, of the en- 
graver, and of the cunning 
workman, and of the embroid- 
erer, in blue, and in purple, in 
scarlet, and in fine linen, and' 
of the weaver, even of them 
that do any work, and of those 
that devise cunning work. 

37. 

THE TABERNACLE IS SET UP. 
(Chap, xl., yer. 17 to 28.) 

And it came to pass in the 
first mojith in the second year, 
on the first day of the month, 
that the tabernacle was reared 
up. 

And Moses reared up the 
tabernacle, and fastened his 
sockets, and set up the boards 
thereof, and put in the bars 
thereof, and reared up his pil- 
lars. 

And he spread abroad the 
tent over the tabernacle, and 
put the covering of the tent 
above upon it; as the Lord 
commanded Moses. • 

And he took and put the tes- 
timony into the ark, and set the 
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staves on the ark, and put the 
mercy seat above upon the ark : 
And he brought the ark into 
the tabernacle, and set up the 
vail of the covering, and co- 
vered the ark of the testimony ; 
as the Lord commanded Moses. 
And he put the table in the 
tent of the congregation, upon 
the side of the tabernacle north- 
ward, without the vail. 

And he set the bread in or- 
der upon it before the Lord; 
as the Lord had commanded 
Moses. 

And he put the candlestick 
in the tent of the congregation, 
over against the table, on the 
side of the tabernacle south- 
ward. 

And he lighted the lamps 
before the Lord ; as the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

And he put the golden al- 
tar in the tent of the congre- 
gation before the vail ; 

And he burnt sweet incense 
thereon; as the Lord com- 
manded Moses. 

And he set up the hanging 
at the door of the tabernacle. 

And he put the altar of 
burnt offering by the door of 
the tabernacle of the tent of the 
congregation, and offered upon 
it the burnt offering and the 
meat offering; as the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

And he set the laver be- 
tween the tent of the congrega- 



tion and the altar, and put 
water there, to wash withal. 

And Moses and Aaron and 
his sons washed their hands and 
their feet thereat : 

When they went into the 
tent of the congregation, and 
when they came near unto the 
attar, they washed ; as the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

And he reared up the court 
round about the tabernacle and 
the altar, and set up the hang- 
ing of the court gate. So Mo- 
ses, finished the work. 

Then a cloud covered the tent 
of_ the congregation, and the 
glory of the Lord filled the ta- 
bernacle. 

And Moses was not able to 
enter into the tent of the con- 
gregation, because the cloud 
abode thereon, and the glory of 
the Lord filled the tabernacle. 

And when the cloud was 
taken, up from over the taber- 
nacle, the children of Israel 
went onward in all their jour- 
neys : 

But if the cloud were not 
taken up, then they journeyed 
not till the day that it was 
taken up. 

For the cloud of the Lord 
was upon the tabernacle by 
day, and fire was on it by night, 
in the sight of all the house 
of Israel, throughout all their 
journeys.

THE CONSECRATION QP AARON 

AND HIS SONS. 

(Chap, viii, ver. 1 to 15.) 

And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

Take Aaron and Ids sons 
with him, and the garments, 
and the anointing oil, and a 
bullock for the sin offering, and 
two rams, and a basket of un- 
leavened bread ; 

And gather thou all the con- 
gregation together unto the 
door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 

And Moses did as the Lord 
commanded him;, and the as- 
sembly was gathered together 
unto the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation. 

And Moses said unto the con- 
gregation, This is the thing 
which the Lord commanded to 
be done. 

And Moses brought Aaron 
and his sons, and washed them 
with water. 

And he put upon him the 
coat, and girded him with the 
girdle, and clothed him with the 
robe, and put the ephod upon 
him, and he girded him with 
the curious girdle of the ephod, 
and bound it unto him there- 
with.

And he put the breastplate 
upon him : also he put in the 
breastplate the Urim and the 
Thummim. 

And he put the mitre upon 
his head ; also upon the mitre, 
even upon his forefront, did he 
put the golden plate, the holy 
crown, as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

And Moses took the anoint- 
ing oil, and anointed the taber- 
nacle and all that was therein, 
and sanctified them. 

And he sprinkled thereof 
upon the altar seven tiiiaj, and 
anointed the altar and all his 
vessels, both the laver and his 
foot, to sanctify them. 

And he poured of the anoint- 
ing oil upon Aaron's head, and 
anointed him, to sanctify him. 

And Moses brought Aaron's 
sons, and put coats upon them, 
and girded them with girdlesj 
and put bonnets upon them ; as 
the Lord commanded Moses. 

And he brought the bullock 
for the sin ofiering : and Aaron 
and his sons laid their hands 
upon the head of the bullock 
for the sin offering. 

And he slew it; and Moses 
took the blood, and put it upon 
the horns of the altar, round 
about with his finger, and puri- 
fied the altar, and poured tho 
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blood at the bottom of tbe altar, 
and sanctified it; to make re- 
conciliation upon it. 

2. 

A REPETITION OP SUNDRY 

LAWS. 

(Chap xix., yer. 1 to 18.) 

And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

Speak unto all the congregji- 
tion of the children of Israel, 
and saytmto them. Ye shall be 
holy : for I the Lord your God 
am holy. 

Ye shall fear every man his 
mother, and his father, and 
keep my sabbaths : I am the 
Lord your God. 

Turn ye not unto idols, nor 
make to yourselves molten gods : 
I am the Lord your God. 

And if ye offer a sacrifice of 
peace offerings unto the Lord, 
ye shall offer it at your oWn 
will. 

It shall be eaten the same 
day ye offer it, and on the mor- 
row : and if aught remain until 
the third day, it shall be burnt 
in the fire. 

And if it be eaten at all on 
the third day, it is abominable; 
it shall not be accepted. 

Therefore every one that eat- 
eth it shall bear his iniquity, 
'because he hath profaned the 
hallowed thing of the Lord; 
and that soul shall be cut off 
from among his people. 

And when ye reap the har- 
vest of your land, thou shalt 
not wholly reap the corners of 



thy field, neither shalt thou 
gather the gleanings of thy 
harvest. 

And thou shalt not glean thy 
vineyard, neither shalt thou 
gather every grape of thy vine- 
yard; thou shalt leave them 
for the poor and stranger: I 
am the Lord your God. 

Ye shall not steal, neither 
deal falsely, neither lie one to 
another. 

And ye shall not swear by* 
my name falsely, neither shalt 
thou profane the name of thy 
God : I am the Lord. 

Thou shalt not defraud thy 
neighbour, neither rob him : 
the wages of him that is hired 
shall not abide with thee all 
night until the morning. 

Thou shalt not curse the 
deaf, nor put a stumblingblock 
before the blind, but shalt fear 
thy God : I am the Lord. 

Ye shall do no unrighteous- 
ness in judgment; thou shalt 
not respect the person of the 
poor, nor honour the person of 
the mighty: but in righteous- 
ness shalt thou judge thy 
neighbour. 

Thou shalt not go up and 
down as a talebearer among 
thy people ; neither shalt thou 
stand against the blood of thy 
neighbour : I am the Lord. 

Thou shalt not hate thy bro- 
ther in thine heart ; thou shalt 
in any wise rebuke thy neigh- 
bour, and not suffer sin upon 
him. 

Thou shalt not avenge, nor 
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bear any grudge agaiDst the 
children of thy people, but 
thou shalt love thy neighbour 
as thyself : I am the Lord. 

3. 

THE SUBJECT CONTINUED. 
(Chjip. xix., ver. 30 to 87.) 

Ye shall keep my sabbaths, 
and reverence my sanctuary; 
I am the Lord. 

Kegard not them that have 
familiar spirits, neither seek 
after wizards, to be defiled by 
them: I am the Lord your 
God. 

Thou shalt rise up before the 
hoary head, and honour the 
face of the old man, and fear 
thy Glod : I am the Lord. 

And if a stranger sojourn 
with thee in your land, ye shall 
not vex him. 

But the stranger that dwell- 
eth with you shall be unto you 
as one born among you, and 
thou shalt love him as thyself; 
for ye were strangers in the 
land of Egypt : I am the Lord 
your God. 

Ye shall do no unrighteous- 
ness in judgment, in meteyard, 
in weight, or in measure. 
, Just balances, just weights, 
a just ephah, and a just hin, 
shall ye have : I am the Lord 
your God, which brought you 
out of the land of Egypt. 

Therefore shall ye observe 
all my statutes, and all my 
judgments, and do them : I am 
the Lord.

THE JUBILEE. 
(Chap. XXV., v«r. 1 to 17.) 

And the Lord spake unto 
Moses in Mount Sinai, saying, 

Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and say unto them. When 
ye come into the land which I 
give you, then shall the land 
keep a sabbath unto the Lord. 

Six years thou shalt sow thy 
field, and six years thou shalt 
prune thy vineyard, and gather 
in the fruit thereof: 

But in the seventh year shall 
be a' sabbath of rest unto the 
land, a sabbath for the Lord : 
^hou shalt neither sow thy field, 
nor prune thy vineyard. 

That which groweth of its own 
accord of thy harvest, thou shalt 
ndt reap, neither gather the 
grapes of thy vine undressed : 
for it is a year of rest linto the 
land. 

And the sabbath of the land 
shall be meat for you; for thee, 
and for thy servant, and for 
thy maid, and for thy hired ser- 
vant, and for thy stranger that 
sojourneth with thee, 

And for thy cattle, and for 
the beast that are in thy land, 
shall all the increase thereof be 
meat.^ 

And thou shalt number seven 
sabbaths of years unto thee, 
seven times seven years; and 
the space of the seven sabbaths 
of years shall be unto thee forty 
and nine years. 

Then shalt thou cause tha 
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•trumpet of the jubilee to sound, 
on tlie tenth day of the seventh 
month, in the day of atonement 
shall ye make the trumpet sound 
throughout all your land. 

And ye shall hallow the fif- 
tieth year, and proclaim liberty 
throughout all the land u^to all 
the inhabitants thereof: it shall 
be a jubilee unto you ; and ye 
shajl return every man unto his 
possession, and ye shall return 
every man unto his family. 

A jubilee shall that fiftieth 
year be unto you : ye shall not 
sow, neither reap that which 
groweth of itself in it, nor gather 
the grapes in it of thy vine un- 
dressed. 

For it; is the jubilee; it shall 
be holy unto you : ye shall eat 
the increase thereof out of the 
field. 

In tlie year of this jubilee ye 
shall return every man unto his 
possession. 

And if thou sell aught unto 
tliy neighbour, or buyest aught 
of thy neighbour's hand, ye 
shall not oppress one another. 

According to the number of 
years after the jubilee, thou 
shalt buy of thy neighbour, and 
according unto the number of 
years of the fruits he shall sell 
unto thee : 

According to the multitude 
of years thou shalt increase the 
price thereof, and according to 
the fewness of years thou shalt 
diminish the price of it : for ac- 
cording to the number lof the I 



years of the fruits 4oth he sell 
unto thee. 

Ye shall not therefore oppress 
one another; but thou shalt 
fear thy Grod: for I am the 
Lord your God. 
5. 

THE BLESSINGS OP OBEDIENCE. 
(Chap. xxT., ver. 18 to 26.) 

Wherefore ye shall do my 
statutes, and keep my judg- 
ments, and do them; and ye 
shall dwell in the land in 



And the land shall yield her 
fruit, and ye shall eat your fill, 
and dwell therein in safety. 

And if ye shall say. What 
shall we eat the seventh year ? 
behold, we' shall not sow, nor 
gather in our increase : 

Then I will <Jommand my 
blessing upon you in the sixth 
year, and it shall bring forth 
fruit for three years. 

And ye shall sow the eighth 
year, and eat yet of old fruit 
until the ninth year ; until her 
fruits come in ye shall eat of 
the old store. 

The land shall not be sold 
for ever : for the land is mine ; 
for ye are strangers and so- 
journers with me. 

And in all the land of your 
possession ye shall grant a re- 
demption for the land. 
6, 

THREATENINGS FOR SIN. 
(Chap. xxTi., rer. 14 to 35.) 

But if ye will not hearken 
unto me, and will not do all 
these commandments j 
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And if ye shall despise my 
statutes, or if your soul abhor 
my judgments, so that ye will 
not do all my commandments, 
but that ye break my cove- 
nant; 

I also will do this unto you ; 
I will even appoint over you 
terror, consumption, and the 
burning ague, that shall con- 
sume the eyes, and cause sor- 
row of heart ; and ye shall sow 
your seed in vain, for your ene- 
mies shall eat it. 

• 

And I will set my face against 
you, and ye shall be slain be- 
fore your enemies : they that 
hate you shall reign over you ; 
^nd ye shall flee when none 
pursueth you. 

And if ye will not yet for all 
this hearken unto me, then I 
will punish you seven times more 
for your sins. 

And I will break the pride 
of your power ; and I will make 
your heaven as iron, and your 
earth as brass : 

And your strength shall be 
spent in vain : for your land 
shall not yield her increase, nei- 
ther shall the trees of the land 
yield their fruits. 

And if ye walk contrary unto 
me, and will not hearken unto 
me, I will bring seven times 
more plagues upon you accord- 
ing to your sins. 

I will also send wild beasts 
among you, which shall rob you 
of your children, and destroy 
your cattle, and make you few 



in number, and your highways 
shall be desolate. 

And if ye will not be reformed 
by me by these things, but will 
walk contrary unto me ; 

Then will I also walk con- 
trary ufato you, and will punish 
you yet seven times for your 
sins. 

And I will bring a sword 
upon you, that shall avenge the 
quarrel of my. covenant: and 
when ye are gathered together 
within your cities, I will send 
the pestilence among you : and 
ye shall be delivered into the 
hand of the enemy. 

And if ye will not for all 
this hearken unto me, but walk 
contrary unto me ; 

Then I will walk contrary 
unto you also in fury; and I, 
even I, will chastise you seven 
times for your sins. 

And ye shall eat the "flesh of 
your sons, and the flesh of your 
daughters shall ye eat. 

And I will destroy your high 
places, and cut down your 
images, and cast your carcasses 
upon the carcasses of your idols, 
and my soul shall abhor you. 

And I will make your cities 
waste, and bring your sanc- 
tuaries unto desolation, and I 
will not smell the savour of 
your sweet odours. 

And I will bring the land 
into desolation ; and your ene- 
mies which dwell therein shall 
be astonished at it. 

And I will scatter you among 
the heathen, and will draw out

a sword after you : and your 
land shall be desolate, and your 
cities waste. 

Then shall the land enjoy 
her sabbaths, as long as it lieth 
desolate, and ye be in your 
enemies' land ; even then shall 
the land rest, and enjoy her 
sabbaths. 

As long as it lieth desolate 
it shall rest; because it did not 
rest in your sabbaths, when 
ye dwelt upon it. 



OF REPENTANCE. 
(Chap. xxTi., ver. 39 to 45.) 

And they that are left of 
you shall pine away in their 
iniquity in your enemies' lands; 
and also in the iniquities of 
their fathers shall they pine 
away with them. 

If they shall confess their 
iniquity, and the iniquity of 
their fathers, with their tres- 
pass which they trespassed 
against me, and that also they 
have walked contrary unto me ; 

And that I also have walked 
contrary unto them, and have 
brought them into the land of 
their enemies; if then their 
uncircumcised hearts be hum- 
bled, and they then accept of 
the punishment of their ini- 
quity; 

Then will I remember my 
covenant with Jacob, and also 
my covenant with Isaac, and 
also my covenant with Abra- 
ham will I remember; and I 
will remember the land. 



The land also shall be left of 
them, and shall enjoy her sab- 
baths, while she lieth desolate 
without them : and they shall 
accept of the punishment of 
their iniquity; because, even 
because they despised my judg- 
ments, and because their soul 
abhorred my statutes. 

And yet for all that, when 
they, be in the land of their 
enemies, I wilh not cast them 
away, neither will I abhor them, 
to dqptroy them utterly, and to 
break my covenant with them : 
for I am the Lord their God. 

But I will for their sakes re- 
member the covenant of their 
ancestors, whom I brought forth 
out of the land of Egypt in the 
sight of the heathen, that I 
might be their God : I am the 
Lord. 

8. 
idolatry forbidden. 

(Chap. xxTi., Tcr. 1 to 2.) 

Ye shall make you no idols 
nor graven image, neither rear 
you up a standing image, nei- 
ther shall ye set up any image 
of stone in your land, to bow 
down unto it: for I am the 
Lord your God. 

Ye shall keep my sabbaths, 
and reverence my sanctuary : I 
am the Lord. 
****** 

(Chap, xxvii., Ter. 34.) 

These are the commandments 
which the Lord commanded 
Moses for the children of Israel 
in mount Sinai. 
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(Before Christ, 1490.) 



THE NUMBERING OP THE 
* ' PEOPLE. 

(Chap, i., ver. 1 to 4, 44 to 54.) 

And the Lord spake unto 
Moses in the wilderness of Si- 
nai, in the tabernacle of the 
congregation, on the first day of 
the second month, in the se- 
cond year after they were come 
out of the land of Egypt, say- 
ing* 

Take ye the sum of all the 
congregation of the children of 
Israel, after their families, by 
the house of their fathers, with 
the number of their names, 
every male by their polls ; 

From twenty years old and 
upward, all that are able to go 
forth to war in Israel : thou and 
Aaron shall number them by 
their armies. 

And with you there shall be 
a man of every tribe ;• every 
one head of the house of his 
fathers. 



These are those that were 
numbered, which Moses and 
Aaron numbered, and the 
princes of Israel, .being twelve 
men : each one was for the 
house of his fathers. 



So we^p all those that were 
numbered of the children of 
Israel, by the house of their 
fathers, from twenty years old 
and upward, all that were able 
to go forth to war in Israel ; 

Even all they that were num- 
bered were six hundred thou- 
sand and three thousand and 
five hundred and fifty. 

But the Lcvites after the 
tribe of their fathers were not 
numbered among them. 

For the Lord had spoken 
unto Moses, saying. 

Only thou shalt not number 
the tribe of Levi, neither take 
the sum of them among the 
children of Israel : 

But thou shalt appoint the 
Levites over the tabernacle of 
testimony, and over all the ves- 
sels thereof, and over all things 
that belong to it : they shall 
bear the tabernacle, and all the 
vessels thereof 3 and they shall 
minister unto it, and shall en- 
camp round about the taber- 
nacle. 

And when the tabernacle 
setteth forward, the Levites 
shall take it down ; and when 
the tabernacle is to be pitched, 
the Levites shall set it up : and 
the stranger that oometh night 
shall be put to death. 
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Aad the children of Israel 
shall pitch their tents, every 
man by his own camp, and 
every man by his own standard, 
throughout their hosts. 

But the Levites shall pitch 
rotind about the tabernacle of 
testimony, that there be no 
wrath upon the congregation of 
the children of Israel : and the 
Levites shall keep the charge 
of the tabernacle of testimony. 

And the children of Israeh 
did according to all that the 
Lord commanded Moses, so 
did they. 

2. 

SPIES SENT TO SEARCH THE 
LAND. 

(Chap, xiil., ver. 1 to 3, 17 to 25.) 

And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

Send thou men, that they 
may search the land of Cana- 
an, which I give unto the chil- 
dren of Israel : of every tribe 
of their fathers shall ye send a 
man, every one a ruler among 
them. 

And Moses, by the com- 
mandment of the Lord, sent 
them from the wilderness of 
Paran : all those men were 
heads of the children of Is- 
rael. 

And Moses sent them to spy 
out the land of Canaan, and 
said unto them, Get you up this 
way southward, and go up into 
the mountain : 

And see the land, what it is ; 



and the people that dwelleth 
therein, whether they be strong 
or weak, few or many ; 

And what the land is that 
they dwell in, whether it be 
good or bad; and what cities 
they be that they dwell in, 
whether in tents, or in strong 
holds ; 

And what the land is, whc^ 
ther it be fat or lean, whether 
there be wood therein, or not. 
And be ye of good courage, and 
bring of the fruit of the land. 
Now the time was the time of . 
the first ripe grapes. 

So they went up, and search- 
edthe land from the wilderness 
of Zin unto Eehob^ as men 
come to Hamath. 

And they ascended by the 
south, and came unto Hebron ; 
where Ahiman, Sheshai, and 
Talmai, the children of An^, 
were. Now Hebron was built 
seven years before Zoan in 
Egypt. 

And they came unto the 
brook of Eshcol, and cut down 
from thence a branch with one 
clu^er of grapes, and they bare 
it between two upon a staff; 
and thfey brought of the pome- 
granates, and of the figs. 

The place was called the 
brook Eshcol, because of the 
cluster of grapes which the 
children of Israel cut down 
from thence. 

And they returned from 
searching of the land after 
forty days. 
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8. 

THE REPORT OP THE SPIES. 
(Chap, xiii., ver. 26 to 33.) 

And they went and came to 
Moses, and to Aaron, and to 
all the congregation of the 
children of Israel, nnto the 
wilderness of Paran, to Ka- 
desh ; and brought back word 
unto them, and unto all the con- 
gregation, and shewed them 
the fruit of the land. 

And they told him, and said. 
We came unto the land whither 
thou sentest us, and surely it 
floweth with milk and honey ; 
and this is the fruit of it^ 

Nevertheless the people be 
strong that dwell in the land, 
and the cities are walled, and 
very great ; /and moreover we 
saw the children of Anak 
there. 

The Amalekites dwell in the 
land of the south : and the 
Hittites, and the Jebusites, and 
the Amorites, dwell in the 
mountains : and the Canaanites 
dwell by the sea, and by the 
coast of Jordan. 

And Caleb stilled the peo- 
ple before Moses, and said. Let 
us go up at once, and possess 
it; for we are well able to over- 
come it. 

But the men that went up 
with him said, We be not able 
to go up against the people; 
fbr they are stronger than we. 

And they brought up an 
evil report of the land which 
they had searched nnto the 
8 



children of Israel, saying, The 
land, through which we have 
gone to search it, is a land that 
eateth up the inhabitants there- 
of; and all the people that we 
saw in it are men of a great 
stature. 

And there we saw the giants, 
the sons of Anak, which come 
of the giants; and we were in 
our own sight as grasshoppers, 
and so we were in their sight. 
4. 

GOD SENDS THEM INTO THE 

WILDERNESS. 

(Chap, xiv., ver. 26 to 39.) 

And the Lord spake unto 
Moses and unto Aaron, saying, 

How long shall I bear with 
this evil congregation, which 
murmur against me? I have 
heard the murmurings of the 
children of Israel, which they 
murmur against me. 

Say unto them, As truly as I 
live, saith the Lord, as ye have 
spoken in mine ears, so will I 
do to you : 

Your carcasses shall fall in 
this wilderness, and all that 
were numbered of you, accord- 
ing to your whole number, from 
twenty years old and upward, 
which have murmured against 
me. 

Doubtless ye shall not come 
into the land, concerning which 
I sware to make you dwell there- 
in, save Caleb the son of Je- 
phunneh, and Joshua the son 
of Nun. 

But your little ones, which 
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ye said sliould be a prey, them 
will I bring in, and they shall 
know the land which ye have 
despised. 

But as for you, your carcasses, 
they shall fall in this wilderness. 

And your children shall wan- 
der in the wilderness forty years, 
and bear your whoredoms, until 
your carcasses be wasted in the 
wilderness. 

After the number of the days 
in which ye searched the land, 
even forty days, each day for a 
year, shall ye bear your iniqui- 
ties, even forty years, and ye 
shall know my breach of pro- 
mise. 

I the Lord have said, I will 
surely do it unto all this evil 
congregation, that are gathered 
together against me : in this 
wilderness they shall be con- 
sumed, and there they shall die. 

And the men which Moses 
sent to search the land, who re- 
turned, and made all the con- 
gregation to murmur against 
him, by bringing up a slander 
upon the land. 

Even those men that did 
bring up the evil report upon 
the land, died by the plague be- 
fore the Lord. 

But Joshua the son of Nun, 
and Caleb the son of Jephun- 
neh, which were of the men 
that. went to search the land, 
lived still. 

And Moses told these sayings 
unto all the children of Israel ; 
and the people mourned greatly. 



5. 

THE REBELLION OP KORAH 

AND OTHERS. 

(Chap, xvi., rer. 1 to 11.) 

Now Korah, the son of Izhar, 
the son of Kohath, the son of 
Levi ; and Dathan and Abiram, 
the sons of Eliab, and On, the 
son of Peleth, sons of E-euben, 
took men : 

And they rose up before Moses, 
with certain of the children of 
Israel, two hundred and fifty 
princes of the assembly, famous 
in the congregation, men of re- 
nown : 

And they gathered them- 
selves together against Moses 
and against Aaron, and said 
unto them. Ye take too much 
upon you, seeing all the con- 
gregation are holy, every one 
of them, and the Lord is among 
them; wherefore then lift ye up 
yourselves above the congrega- 
tion of the Lord ? 

And when Moses heard it, he 
fell upon his face : 

And he spake unto Korah 
and unto all his company, say- 
ings Even to-morrow the Lord 
will shew who are his, and who 
is holy; and will cause him to 
come near unto him : even him 
whom he hath chosen will he 
cause to come near unto him. 

This do; Take you censers^ 
Korah, and all his company; 

And put fire therein, and put 
incense in them before the Lord 
to-morrow ; and it shall be that 
the man whom the Lord doth 
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choose, he shall be holy: ye 
take too much upon you, ye 
sons of Levi. 

And Moses said unto Korah, 
Hear, I pray you, ye sons of 
-Levi : 

Secmeth it but a small thing 
unto you, that the God of Israel 
hath separated you from the 
congregation of Israel, to bring 
you near to himself to do the 
service of the tabernacle of the 
Lord, and to stand before the 
congregation to minister unto 
them ? 

And he hath brought thee 
near to him, and all thy brethren 
the sons of Levi with thee : and 
seek ye the priesthood also ? 

For which cause both thou 
and all thy company are gather- 
ed together against the Lord : 
and what is Aaron, that ye mur- 
mur against him ? 

6. 

THE REBELS PUNISHED. 
(Chap, xvi., rer. 23 to 35.) 

And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

Speak unto the congregation, 
saying, Get you up from about 
the tabernacle of Korah, Da- 
than, and Abirara. 

And Moses rose up and went 
unto Dathan and Abiram ; and 
the elders of Israel followed 
him. 

And he spake unto the con- 
gregation, saying. Depart, I 
pray you, from the tents of 
these wicked men, and touch 



nothing of theirs, lest ye be 
consumed in all their sins. 

So they gat up from the ta- 
bernacle of Korah, Dathan, and 
Abiram on every side ; and Da- 
than and Abiram came out, and 
stood in the door of their tents, 
and their wives, and their sons, 
and their little children. 

And Moses said. Hereby ye 
shall know that the Lord hath 
sent me to do all these works ; 
for I have not done them of 
mine own mind. 

If these men die the common 
death of all men, or if they be 
visited after the visitation of all 
men ; then the Lord hath not 
sent me. 

But if the Lord make a new 
thing, and the earth open her 
mouth, and swallow them up, 
with all that appertain unto 
them, and they go down quick 
into the pit ; then ye shall un- 
derstand that these men have 
provoked the Lord. 

And it came to pass, as he 
had made an end of speaking 
all these words, that the ground 
clave asunder that was under 
them : 

And the earth opened her 
mouth, and swallowed them up, 
and their houses, and all the 
men that appertained unto Ko* 
rah, and all their goods. 

They, and all that appertained 
to them, went down alive into 
the pit, and the earth closed 
upon them : and they perished 
from among the congregation. 

And all Israel that were round 
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about them fled at the cry of 
them 5 for they said, Lest the 
earth swallow us up also. 

And there came out ar fire 
from the Lord, and consumed 
the tw© hundred and fifty men 
that offered incense. 

7. 

THE BUDDING OP AARON'S ROD. 
(Chap, xvii., ver. 1 to 13.) 

And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and take of every one of 
them a rod according to the 
house of their fathers, of all 
their princes according to the 
house of their fathers, twelve 
rods : write thou every man's 
name upon his rod. 

And thou shalt write Aaron's 
name upon the rod of Levi: for 
one rod shall be for the head of 
the house of their fathers. 

And thou shalt lay them up 
in the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation before the testimony, 
where I will meet with you. 

And it shall come to pass, 
that the man's rod, whom I 
shall choose, shall blossom : and 
I will make to cease from me 
the murmurings of the children 
of Israel, whereby they murmur 
against you. 

And Moses spake unto the 
children of Israel, and every one 
of their princes gave him a rod 
apiece, for each prince one, ac- 
cording to their fathers' houses, 
even twelve rods : and the rod 
of Aaron was among their rods. 



And Moses laid up the rods 
before the Lord in the taber- 
nacle of witness. 

And it came to pass, that on 
the morrow Moses went into the 
tabernacle of witness ', and, be- 
hold, the rod of Aaron for the 
house of Levi was budded, and 
brought forth buds, and bloomed 
blossoms, and yielded almonds. 

And Moses brought out all 
the rods from before the Lord 
unto all the children of Israel ; 
and they looked, and took every 
man his rod. 

And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, Bring Aaron's rod again 
before the testimony, to be kept 
for a token against the rebels ; 
and thou shalt quite take away 
their murmurings from me, that 
they die not. 

And Moses did so 3 as the 
Lord commanded him, so did 
he. 

And the children of Israel 
spake unto Moses, saying. Be- 
hold, we die, we perish, we all 
perish. 

Whosoever cometh any thing 
near unto thfe tabernacle of the 
Lord shall die : shall we be 
consumed with dying ? 



8. 

THE SMITING OF THE ROCK AT 
MERIBAH. 

(Chap. XX., ver. 1 to 13.) 

Then came the children * of , 
Israel, even the whole congre- 
gation, into the desert of Zin in 
the first month : and the people 
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abode ia Kadesh ; and Miriam 
died there, and was buried there. 

And there was no water for the 
congregation ; and they gather- 
ed themselves together against 
Moses and against Aaron. 

And the people chode with 
Moses, and spake, saying, Would 
God that we had died when our 
brethren died before the Lord ! 

And why have ye brought up 
the congregation of the Lord 
into this wilderness, that we and 
our cattle should die there ? 

And wherefore have ye made 
us to come up out of Egypt, to 
bring us into this evil place ? it 
is no place of seed, or of figs, 
or of vines, or of pomegranates ; 
neither is there any water to 
drink. 

And Moses and Aaron went 
from the presence of the assem- 
bly unto the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, and 
they fell upon their faces : and 
the glory of the Lord appeared 
unto them. 

And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

Take the rod, and gather thou 
the assembly together, thou and 
Aaron thy brother, and speak 
ye unto the rock before their 
eyes ; and it shall give forth his 
water, and thou shalt bring forth 
to them water out of the rock : 
so thou shalt give the congrega- 
tion and their beasts drink. 

And Moses took the rod from 
before the Lord, as he com- 
fiianded him. 

And Moses and Aaron gath- 
8* 



ered the congregation together 
before the rock, and he said unto 
them. Hear, now, ye rebels; 
must we fetch you water out of 
this rock ? 

And Moses lifted up his hand, 
and with his rod he smote the 
rock twice : and the water came 
out abundantly, and the congre- 
gation drank, and their beasts 
also. 

And the Lord spake unto 
Moses and Aaron, Because yc 
believed me not, to sanctify me 
in the eyes of the children of 
Israel, therefore ye shall not 
bring this congregation into the 
land which I have given them. 

This is the water of Meribah ; 
because the children of Israel 
strove with the Lord, and he 
was sanctified in them. 

9. 

DEATH OP AARON. 
(Chap. XX., ver. 22 to 29.) 

And the children of Israel, 
even the whole congregation, 
journeyed from Kadesh, and 
came unto mount Hor. 

And the Lord spake unto 
Moses and Aaron in mount 
Hor, by the coast of the land 
of Edom, saying, 

Aaron shall be gathered unto 
his people : for he shall not en- 
ter into the land which I have 
given unto the children of Is- 
rael, because ye have rebelled 
against my word at the water of 
Meribah. 
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Take Aaron and Eleazar his 
son; and bring them up unto 
mount Hor : 

And strip Aaron of his gar- 
ments, and put them upon Elea- 
zar his son : and Aaron shall be 
gathered unto his people, and 
shall die there. 

And Moses did as the Lord 
commanded : and they went up 
into mount Hor in the sight of 
all the congregation. 

And Moses stripped Aaron of 
his garments, and put them upon 
Eleazar his son; and Aaron died 
there in the top of the mount : 
and Moses and Eleazar came 
down from the mount. 

And when all the congrega- 
tion saw that Aaron was dead, 
they mourned for Aaron ihirty 
days, even all the house of Israel. 

10. 

THE BRAZEN SERPENT. 
(Chap, xxl^ ver. 4 to 9 ) 

And they journeyed from 
mount Hor by the way of the 
Bed sea, to compass the land of 
Edom: and the soul of the 
people was much discouraged 
because of the way. 

And the people spake against 
God, and against Moses, Where- 
fore have ye brought us up out 
of Egypt to die in the Wilder- 
ness ? for there is no bread, nei- 
ther is there any water ; and our 
soul loatheth this light bread. 

And the Lord sent fiery ser- 
pents among the people, and 
they bit the people ; and much 
people of Israel died. 



Therefore the people came to 
Moses, and said. We have sinned, 
for we have spoken against the 
Lord, and against thee : pray 
unto the Lord, that he take 
away the serpents from us. And 
Moses prayed for the people. 

And the Lord said unto 
Moses, Make thee a fiery ser- 
pent, and set it upon a pole : 
and it shall come to pass, that 
every one that is bitten, when 
he looketh upon it, shall live. 

And Moses made a serpent of 
brass, and put it upon a pole, 
and it came to pass, that if a 
serpent had bitten any man, 
when he beheld the serpent of 
brass, he lived. 

11. 

BALAK SENDETH FOR BALAAM. 
(Chap, xxiiy ver. 1 to 8.) 

And the children of Israel 
set forward, and pitched in the 
plains of Moab on this side Jor- 
dan by Jericho. 

And Balak the son of Zippor 
saw all that Israel had done to 
the Amorites. 

And Moab was sore afraid of 
the people, because they were 
many : and Moab was distressed 
because of the children of Israel. 

And Moab said unto the el- 
ders of Midian, Now shall this 
company lick up all that are 
round about us, as the ox licketh 
up the grass of the field. And 
Balak the son of Zippor was 
king of the Moa bites at that time. 

He sent messengers therefor^ 
unto Balaam the son of Beor to 
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Pethor, which is by the river 
of the land of the chihiren of 
his people, to call him, saying. 
Behold, there is a people come 
out from Egypt : behold, they 
cover the face of the earth, and 
they abide over against me. 

Come now therefore, I pray 
thee, curse me this people ; for 
they are too mighty for me: 
pcradventure I shaJl prevail, 
that we may smite them, and 
that I may drive them out of 
the land : for I wot that he 
whom thou blessest is blessed, 
and he whom thou cursest is 
cursed. 

And the elders of Moab and 
the elders of Midian departed 
with the rewards of divination 
in their hand ; and they came 
unto Balaam, and spake unto 
him the words of Balak. 

And he said unto them, Lodge 
here this night, and I will bring 
you word again, as the Lord 
shall speak unto me : and the 
princes of Moab abode with 



12. 

GOD WARNS BALAAM. 
(Chap, xxli., Tcr. 9 to 14.) 

And God came unto Balaam, 
and said. What men are these 
with thee ? 

And Balaam said unto God, 
Balak the son of Zippor, king 
of Moab, hath sent unto me, 
saying. 

Behold, there is a people come 
out of Eg3rpt, which covereth 
the fece of the earth; come now. 



curse me them ; peradventure I 
shall be able to overcome them, 
and drive them out. 

And God said unto Balaam, 
Thou shalt not go with them ; 
thou shalt not curse the people : 
for they are blessed. 

And Balaam rose up in ijie 
morning, and said unto the 
princes of Balak, Get you into 
your land : for the Lord, re- 
fuseth to give me leave to go 
with you. 

And the princes of Moab rose 
up, and they went unto Balak, 
and said, Balaam refuseth to 
come with us. 

13. 

BALAK SENDETH AGAIN. 
(Chap, xxii., imt, 15 to 2L) 

And Balak sent yet again 
princes, more,, and more honour- 
able than they. 

And they came to Balaam, 
and said to him, Thus saith Ba- 
lak the son of Zippor, Let no- 
thing, I pray thee, hinder thee 
from coming unto me : 

For I will promote thee unto 
very great honour, and I will 
do whatsoever thou sayest unto 
me : come, therefore, I pray 
thee, curse me this people. 

And Balaam answered and 
said unto the servants of Balak, 
If Balak would give me his 
house full of silver and gold, I 
cannot go beyond the word of 
the Lord my God, to do less or 
more. 

Now therefore, I pray you, 
tarry ye also here this night, that 
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I may know wliat tlie Lord 
will say unto me more. 

And God came unto Balaam 
at night, and said unto him, If 
the men come to call thee, rise 
up, and go with them ; but yet 
the word which I shall say unto 
thee, that shalt thou do. 

And Balaam rose up in the 
morning, and saddled his ass, 
and went with the princes of 
Moab. 

14. 

GOD REBUKETH BALAAM. 
(Chap, xxil., ver. 22 to 35.) 

And God's anger was kindled 
because he went: and the angel 
of the Lord stood in the way 
for an adversary against -him. 
Now he was riding upon his ass, 
and his two servants were with 
him. 

And the ass saw the angel of 
the Lord standing in the way, 
and his sword drawn in his hand ; 
and the ass turned aside out of 
the way, and went into the field; 
and Balaam smote the ass, to 
turn her into the way. 

But the angel of the Lord 
stood in a path of the vineyards, 
a wall being on this side, and a 
wall on that side. 

And when the ass saw the 
angel of the Lord, she thrust 
herself unto the wall, and crush- 
ed Balaam's foot against the 
wall ; and he smote her again. 

And the angel of the Lord 
went fiirther, and stood in a 
narrow place, where was no way 
to turn either to the right hand 
or to the "left. 



And when the ass saw the 
angel of the Lord, she fell 
down under Balaam : and Ba- 
laam's anger was kindled, and 
he smote the ass with a staflF. 

And the Lord opened the 
mouth of the ass, and she said 
unto Balaam, What have I done 
unto thee, that thou hast smit- 
ten me these three times ? 

And Balaam said unto the ass, 
Because thou hast mocked me : 
I would there were a sword in 
mine hand, for now would I 
kill thee. 

And the ass said unto Ba- * 
laam, Am not I thine ass, upon 
which thou hast ridden ever 
since I was thine unto this day? 
was I ever wont to do so unto 
thee ? And he said. Nay. 

Then the Lord opened the 
eyes of Balaam, and he saw the 
angel of the Lord standing in 
the way, and his sword drawn 
in his hand : and he bowed down 
his head, and fell flat on his face. 

And the angel of the Lord 
said unto him, Wherefore hast 
thou smitten thine ass these 
three times? Behold, I went 
out to withstand thee, because 
thy way is perverse before me. 

And the ass saw me, and turn- 
ed from me these three times : 
unless she had turned from me, 
surely now also I had slain thee, 
and saved her alive. 

And Balaam said unto the 
angel of the Lord, I have 
sinned; for I knew not that 
thou stoodest in the way against 
me : now therefore, if it dis- 
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please thee, I will get me back 
again. 

And the angel of the Lord 
said unto Balaam, Go with the 
men : but only the word that I 
shall speak unto thee, that thou 
shalt speak. So Balaam went 
with the princes of Balak. 

15. 

Israel's prosperity fore- 
told BY BALAAM. 
(Chap, xxiy., rer. 1 to 9.) 

And when Balaam saw that it 
pleased the Lord to bless Israel, 
he went not, as at other times, 
to seek for enchantments, but 
he set his face toward the wil- 
derness. 

And Balaam lifted up his 
eyes, and he saw Israel abiding 
in "his tents according to their 
tribes; and the Spirit of God 
came upon him. 

And he took up his parable, 
and said, Balaam the son of 
Beor hath said, and the man 
whose eyes are open hath said : 

He hath said, which heard 
the words of God, which saw 
the vision of the Almighty, fall- 
ing into a trance, but having 
his eyes open : 

How goodlv are thy tents, 
Jacob, and thy tabernacles, 
Israel ! 

As thg valleys are they spread 
forth, as gardens by the river's 
side, as the trees of lignaloes 
which the Lord hath planted, 
and as cedar trees beside the 
waters. 



He shall pour the water out 
of his buckets, and his seed shall 
be in many waters, and his king 
shall be higher than Agag, and 
his kingdom shall be exalted. 

God brought him forth out 
of Egypt; he hath as it were 
the strength of a unicorn : he 
shall eat. up the nations his 
enemies, and shall break their 
bones, and pierce them through 
with his arrows. 

He couched, he lay down as 
a lion, and as a great lion : who 
shall stir him up ? Blessed is 
he that blesseth thee, and cursed 
is he that curseth thee. 

16. 

THE STAR OP JACOB. 
(Chap, xxlv., ver. 10 to 19.) 

And Balak's anger was kin- 
dled against Balaam, and he 
smote his hands together : and 
Balak said unto Balaam, I called 
thee to curse mine enemies, and, 
behold, thou hast altogether 
blessed them these three times. 

Therefore now flee thou to thy 
place : I thought to promote 
thee unto great honour ; but, lo, 
the Lord hath kept thee back 
from honour. 

And Balaam said unto Balak, 
Spake I not also to thy messen- 
gers which thou scntest unto 
me, saying, 

If Balak would give me his 
house full of silver and gold,. I 
cannot go beyond the command- 
ment of the LoRP, to do either 
good or bad of mine own mind : 
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but what the Lord saith, that 
will I speak ? 

And now, behold, I go unto 
iny people : come therefore, and 
I will advertise thee what this 
people shall do to thy people in 
the latter days. 

And he took up his parable, 
and said, Balaam tihe son of 
Beor hath said, and the man 
whose eyes are open hath said : 
• He hath said, which heard 
the words of God, and knew the 
knowledge of the Most High, 
which saw the vision of the Al- 
mighty, falling into a trance, 
but having his eyes open : 

I shall see him, but not now : 
I shall behold him, but not nigh : 
there shall come a Star out of 
Jacob, and a Sceptre, shall rise 
out of Israel, and shall smite the 
corners of Moab, and destroy 
all the children of Sheth. 

And Edom shall be a posses- 
sion, Seir also shall be a posses- 
sion for his enemies ; and Israel 
shall da valiantly. 

Out of Jacob shall come he 
that shall have dominion, and 
shall destroy him that remaineth 
of the city. 

17. 

THE DIVISION OP THE LAND. 
(Chap, xxvi., ver. 3, 4, 51 to 64, 58 to 65.) 

And Moses and Eleazar the 
priest spake with them in the 
plains of Moab by Jordan near 
Jericho, saying, 

Take the sum of the people, 
from twenty years old and up- 
ward ; as the Lord commanded 



Moses and the children of Is- 
rael, which went forth out of 

the land of Egypt. 

* * * * 

These were the numbered of 
the children of Israel, six hun- 
dred thousand and a thousaad 
seven hundred and thirty. 

And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying. 

Unto these the land shall be 
divided for an inheritance ac- 
cording to the number of names. 

To many thou shalt give the 
more inheritance, and to few 
thou shalt give the less inhe- 
ritance : to every one shall his 
inheritance be given according 
to those ^hat were numbered 
of him. 

* * * * 

These are the families of Ihe 
Levites : the family of the Lib- 
nites, the family of the Hebron- 
ites, the family of the Mahlites, 
the family of the Mushites, the 
family of the Korathites. And 
Kohath begat Amram. 

And the name of Amram's 
wife was Jochebed, the daughter 
of Levi, whom her mother bare 
to Levi in Egypt : and she bare 
unto Amram, Aaron and Moses 
and Miriam their sister. 

And unto Aaron was born 
Nadab and Abihu, Eleazar and 
Ithamar. 

And Nadab and Abihu died, 
when they offered strange fire 
before the Lord. - 

And those that were number- 
ed of them were twenty and three 
thousand, all males from a month 
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old and upward : for they were 
not numbered among the chil- 
dren of Israel, because there 
was no inheritance given them 
among the children of Israel. 

These are they that were num- 
bered by Moses and Eleazar the 
priest, who numbered the chil- 
dren of Israel in the plains of 
Moab by Jordan near Jericho. 

But among these there was 
not a man of them whom Moses 
and Aaron the priest numbered, 
when they numbered the chil- 
dren of Israel in the wilderness 
of Sinai. 

For the Lord had said of 
them, They shall surely die in 
the wilderness. And there was 
not left a man of them, save 
Caleb the son of Jephunneh, and 
Joshua the son of Nun. 

18. 

THE BORDERS OP THE PRO- 
MISED LAND. 
(Chap, xxxir., Ter. 1 to 16.) 

And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

Command the children of Is- 
rael, and say unto them, When 
ye come into the land of Canaan ; 
this is the land that shall fall 
unto you for an inheritance, even 
the land of Canaan with the 
coasts thereof: 

Then your south quarter shall 
be from the wilderness of Zin 
along by the coast of Edom, and 
your south border shall be the 
outmost coast of the salt sea 
eastward : 

And your border shall turn 



from the south to the ascent of 
Akrabbim, and pass on to Zin : 
and the going forth thereof shall 
be from the south to Kadesh- 
barnea, and shall go on to Hazar- 
addar, and pass on to Azmon : 

And the border shall fetch a 
compass from Azmon unto the 
river of Egypt, and the goings 
out of it shall be at the sea. 

And as for the western bor- 
der, ye shall even have the great 
sea for a border : this shall be 
your west border. 

And this shall be your north 
border : from the great sea ye 
shall point out for you mount 

From mount Her ye shall 
point out your border unto the 
entrance of Hamath; and the 
goings forth of the border shall 
be to Zedad : 

And the border shall go on to 
Ziphron, and the goings out of 
it shall be at Hazar-enan : this 
shall be your north border. 

And ye shall point out your 
east border from Hazar-enan to 
Shepham : 

And the coast shall go down 
from Shepham to Riblah, on the 
east side of Ain ; and the bor- 
der shall descend, and shall reach 
unto the side of the sea of Chin- 
nereth eastward : 

And the border shall go down 
to Jordan, and the goings out of 
it shall be at the salt sea : this 
shall be your land with the coasts 
thereof round about. 

And Moses commanded tbe 
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children of Israel, saying, This 
is the land which ye shall in- 
herit by lot, which the Lord 
commanded to give unto the 
nine tribes, and to the half 
tribe. 

For the tribe of the children 
of Reuben according to the house 
of their fathers, and the tribe of 
the children of Gad according 
to the house of their fathers, 
have received their inheritance ; 
and half the tribe of Manasseh 
have received their inheritance : 

The two tribes and the half 
tribe have received their in- 
heritance on this side Jordan 
near Jericho eastward, toward 
the sunrising. 

19. 

THE LEVITES' PORTION. 
(Chap. xxxT., ver. 1 to 8.) 

And the Lord spake unto 
Moses in the plains of Moab by 
Jordan near Jericho, saying, 
. Command the children of Is- 
rael, that they give unto the Le- 
vites, of the inheritance of their 
possession, cities to dwell in ; 
and ye shall give also unto the 
Levites suburbs for the cities 
round about them. 

And the cities shall they have 
to dwell in; and the suburbs of 
them shall be for their cattle, 
and for their goods, and for all 
their beasts. 

And the suburbs of the cities,, 
which ye shall give unto the Le- 
vites, shall reach from the wall 



of the city and outward a thou- 
sand cubits round about. 

And ye shall measure from 
without the city on the east side 
two thousand cubits, and on the 
south side two thousand cubits, 
and on the west side two thou- 
sand cubits, and on the north 
side two thousand cubits; and 
the city shall be in the midst : 
this shall be to them the suburbs 
of the cities. 

And among the cities which 
ye shall give unto the Levites 
there shall be six cities for re- 
fuge, which ye shall appoint for 
the man-slayer, that he may flee 
thither: and to them ye shall 
add forty and two cities. 

So all the cities which ye 
shall give to the Levites shall 
be forty and eight cities : them 
shall ye give with their suburbs. 

And the cities which ye shall 
give shall be of the possession 
of the children of Israel : from 
them that have many ye shall 
give many ; but from them that 
have few ye shall give few: 
every one shall give of his cities 
unto the Levites according to 
his* inheritance which he in- 
heriteth.

(Chap. xxxTi, ver. 13.) 

These are the commandmen ts 
and the judgments which the 
Lord commanded by the hand 
of Moses unto the children of 
Israel in the plains of Moab by 
Jordan near Jericho. 
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(Before Christ, 1451.) 



MOSES* SPEECH AT THE END 
OF THE FORTIETH YEAR. 

(Chap, i., rer. 1 to 18.) 

These be the words which 
Moses spake uato all Israel on 
this side Jordan in the wilder- 
nesS; in the plain over against 
the Red sea, between Paran, 
and Tophel, and Laban, and 
Hazeroth, and Dizahab. 

(There are eleven days' jour- 
ney from Horeb by the way of 
mount Seir unto Kadesh-bar- 
nea.) 

And it came to pass in the 
fortieth year, in the eleventh 
month, on the first day of the 
month, that Moses spake unto 
the children of Israel, according 
unto all that the Lord had 
given him in commandment 
unto them ; 

After he had slain Sihon the 
king of the Amorites, which 
dwelt in Heshbon, and Og the 
king of Bashan, which dwelt at 
Astaroth in Edrei : 

On this side Jordan, in the 
land of Moab, b^gan Moses to 
declare this law, saying, 

The Lord our God spake 
unto us in Horeb, saying. Ye 
have dwelt long enough in this 
mount : 
9 



Turn you, and take your jour- 
ney, and go to the mount of the 
Amorites, and unto all the places 
nigh thereunto, in the plain, in 
the hills, and in the vale, and 
in the south, and by the sea 
side, to the land of the Canaan- 
ites, and unto Lebanon, unto the 
great river, the. river Euphrates. 

Behold, I have set the land 
before you : go in and possess 
the land which the Lord sware 
unto your fathers, Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob, to give unto 
them and to, their seed after 
them. 

And I spake unto you at that 
time, saying, I am not able to 
bear you myself alone ; 

The Lord your God hath 
multiplied you, and, behold, ye 
are this day a^ the stars of hea- 
ven for multitude. 

(The Lord God of your fa- 
thers make you a thousand 
times so many more as ye are, 
and bless you, as he hath pro- 
mised you I) 

How can I myself alone bear 
your cumbrance, and your bur- 
den, and your strife ? 

Take you wise men, and un- 
derstanding, and known among 
your tribes, and I will make 
them rulers over you. 

And ye answered me, and 
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said, The thing which thou hast 
spoken is good for us to do. 

So I took the chief of your 
trihes, wise men, and known, 
and made them heads over you, 
captains over thousands, and 
captains over hundreds, and 
captains over fifties, and cap- 
tains over tens, and officers 
among your tribes. 

And I charged your judges at 
that time, saying, Hear the 
causes between your brethren, 
and judge righteously between 
every man and his brother, and 
the stranger that is with him. 

Ye shall not respect persons 
in judgment ; but ye shall hear 
the small as well as the great; 
ye shall not be afraid of the face 
of man ; for the judgment is 
God's : and the cause that is 
too hard for you, bring it unto 
me, and I will hear it. 

And I commanded you at that 
time all the things which ye 
should do. 



THE HISTORY OP 00. 
(Chap, iii., yer. 1 to U.) 

Then we turned and went up 
the way to Bashan : and Og the 
king of Bashan came out against 
us, he and all his people, to 
battle at Edrei. 

And the Lord said unto me, 
Fear him not : for I will deliver 
him, and all his people, and his 
land, into thy hand ; and thou 
shalt do unto him as thou didst 
unto Sihon king of the Amor- 
iteS; which dwelt at Heshbon. 



So the Lord our God de- 
livered into our hands Og also, 
the king of Bashan, and all his 
people : and we smote him until 
none was left to him remaining. 

And we took all his cities at 
that time, there was not a city 
which we took not from them, 
threescore cities, all the region 
of Argob, the kingdom of Og 
in Bashan. 

All these cities were fenced 
with high walls, gates, and bars ; 
beside unwalled towns a great 
many. 

And we utterly destroyed 
them, as we did unto Sihon 
king of Heshbon, utterly de- 
stroying the men, women, and 
children, of every city. 

But all the cattle, and the 
spoil of the cities, we took for a 
prey to ourselves. - 

And we took at that time out 
of the hand of the two kings of 
the Amorites the land that was 
on this side Jordan, from the 
riv^r of Arnon unto mount 
Hermon : 

Which Hermon the Sido- 
nians call Sirion: and ^the 
Amorites call it Shenir; • 

All the cities of the plain, 
and all Gilead, and all Bashan, 
unto Salchah and Edrei, cities 
of the kingdom of Og in Ba- 
shan. 

For only Og king of Bashan 
remained of the remnant of 
giants; behold, his bedstead 
was a, bedstead of iron; is it 
not in Rabbath of the children 
of Ammon ? nine cubits was the 
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length thereof, and four cubits 
the breadth of it, after the cubit 
of a man. 

3. 

WHY THE CANAANITES MUST 

BE DESTROYED. 

(Chap, vii., ver. 1 to 11.) 

When the Lord thy God 
sball bring thee into the land 
•whither thou goest to possess 
it, and hath cast out many na- 
tions before thee, the Hittites, 
and the Girgashites, and the 
Amorites, and the Canaanites, 
and the Perizzites, and the Hi- 
vites, and the Jebusites, seven 
nations greater and mightier 
than thou} 

And wben the Lord thy God 
shall deliver them before thee ; 
thou shalt smite them, and ut- 
terly destroy them ; thou shalt 
make no covenant with them, 
nor shew mercy unto them : 

Neither shalt thou make mar- 
riages with them ; thy daughter 
thou shalt not give unto his son, 
nor his daughter shalt thou take 
unto thy son. 

For they will turn away thy 
son from following me, that 
they may serve other gods : so 
will the anger of the Lord be 
kindled against you, and de- 
stroy thee suddenly. 

But thus shall ye deal with 
them; ye shall destroy their al- 
tars, and break down their im- 
ages, and cut down their groves, 
and burn their graven images 
with fire. 

For thou art a holy people 



unto the Lord thy God; the 
liORL thy God hath chosen thee 
to be a special people unto him- 
self, above all people that are 
upon the face of the earjth. 

The Lord did not set his 
love upon you, nor choose you, 
because ye were more in num- 
ber than any people; for ye 
were the fewest of all people : 

But because the Lord loved 
you, and because he would keep 
the oathr which he had sworn 
unto your fathers, hath the 
Lord brought you out with a 
mighty hand, and redeemed 
you out of the house of bond- 
men, from the hand of Pharaoli 
king of Egypt. 

Know therefore that the 
Lord thy God, he is God, the 
faithful God, which keepeth 
covenant and mercy with them 
that love him and keep his 
commandments to a thousand 
generations ; 

And repayeth them that hate 
him to their face, to destroy 
them : he will not be slack to 
him that hateth him, he will 
repay him to his face. 

Thou shalt therefore keep 
the commandments, and the 
statutes, and the judgments, 
which I command thee this 
day, to do them. 
4. 

ISRAEL WARNED. 
(Chap, ix., ver. 1 to 6.) 

Hear, Israel : Thou art to 
pass over Jordan this day, to 
go in to possess nations greater 
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and miglitier than thyself, cities 
great and fenced up to heaven, 

A people great and tall, the 
children of the Anakim, whom 
thou knowest, and of whom 
thou hast heard say. Who can 
stand before the children of 
Anak? 

Understand therefore this 
day, that the Lord thy Grod, 
is he which goeth over before 
thee; as a consuming fire he 
shall destroy them, and he shall 
bring them down before thy 
face : so shalt thou drive them 
out, and destroy them quickly, 
as the Lord hath said unto thee. 

Speak not thou in thine 
heart, after that the Lord thy 
God hath cast them out from 
before thee, saying. For my 
righteousness the Lord hath 
brought me in to possess this 
land: but for the wickedness 
of these nations the Lord doth* 
drive them out from before 
thee. 

Not for thy righteousness, or 
for the uprightness of thine 
heart, dost thou go to possess 
their land : but for the wicked- 
ness of these nations the Lord 
thy God doth drive them out 
from before thee, and that he 
may perform the word which 
the Lord sware unto thy fa- 
thers, Abraham, Isaac, and Ja- 
cob. 

Understand therefore, that 
the Lord thy God giveth thee 
not this good land to possess it 
for thy righteousness; for thou 
art a stiffnecked people. 



STUDY god's word. 
(Chap, xi., ver. 18 to 31.) 

Therefore shall ye lay up 
these my words in your heart 
and in your soul, and bind 
them for a sign upon your 
hand, that they may be as 
frontlets between your eyes. 

And ye shall teach them your 
children, speaking of them when 
thou sittest in thine house, and 
when thou walkest by the way, 
when thou liest down, and when 
thou risest up. 

And thou shalt write them 
upon the doorposts of thine 
house, and upon thy gates : 

That your days may be mul- 
tiplied, and the days of your 
children, in the land which the 
Lord sware unto your fathers 
to give them, as the days of 
heaven upon the earth.* 

For if ye shall diligently keep 
all these commandments which 
I command you, to do them, 
to love the Lord your God, to 
walk in all his ways, and to 
cleave unto him ; 

Then will the Lord drive out 
all these nations from before 
you, and ye shall possess greater 
nations and mightier than your- 
selves. 

Every place whereon the soles 
of your feet shall tread shall be 
yours : from the wilderness and 
Lebanon, from the river, the 
river Euphrates, even unto the 
uttermost sea, shall your coast 
be. 
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There shall no man be able 
to stand before you : for the 
Lord your God shall lay the 
fear of you and the drfead of 
you upon all the land that ye 
shall tread upon, as he hath 
said unto you. 

Behold, I set before you this 
day a blessing and a curse ; 

A blessing, if ye obey the 
commandments of the Lord 
your God, which I command 
you this day : 

And a curse, if ye will not 
obey the commandments of the 
Lord your God, but turn aside 
out of the way which I com- 
mand you this day, to go after 
other gods, wbicb ye have not 
known. 

And it shall come to pass, 
when the Lord thy God hath 
brought thee in unto the land 
whither thou goest to possess it, 
that thou shalt put the blessing 
upon mount Gerizim, and the 
curse upon mount Ebal. 

Are they not on the other 
side Jordan, by the way where 
the sun goeth down, in the land 
of the Canaanites, which dwell 
in the champaign over against 
Gilgal, beside the plains of 
Moreh ? 

For ye shall pass over Jor- 
dan to go in to possess the land 
which the Lord your God giv- 
eth you, and ye shall possess it, 
and dwell therein. 

And ye shall observe to do 
all the statutes and judgments 
which I set before you this 
day.

HEATHEN ABOMINATIONS TO 
BE AVOIDED. 

(Chap, xviii., ver. 9 to 15.) 

When thou art come into the 
land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee, thou shalt not learn 
to do after the abominations of 



nations. 

There shall not be found 
among you any one that mak- 
eth his son or his daughter to 
pass through the fire, or that 
useth divination, or an observer 
of times, or an enchanter, or a 
witch. 

Or a charmer, or a consulter 
with familiar spirits, or a wiz- 
ard, or a necromancer. 

For all that do these things 
are an abomination unto the 
Lord : and because of these 
abominations the Lord thy God 
doth drive them out from before 
thee. 

Thou shalt be perfect with 
the Lord thy God, 

For these nations, which thou 
shalt possess, hearkened unto 
observers of times, and unto di- 
viners : but as for thee, the Lord 
thy God hath not suffered thee 
so to do. 



MOSES FORETELLETH CHRIST. 
(Chap, xviii., rer. 16 to 22.) 

The Lord thy God will raise 
up unto thee a Prophet from 
the midst of thee, of thy bre- 
thren, like unto me ; unto him 
ye shall hearken ; 
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According to all that thou 
desiredst of the LoRp thy God 
in Horeb in the day of the as- 
sembly, saying, Let me not hear 
again the voice of the Lord my 
Grod, neither let me see this 
great fire any more, tlvfit I die 
not. 

And the Lord said unto me, 
They have well spoken that 
which they have spoken. 

I will raise them up a Pro- 
phet from among their bre- 
thren, like unto thee, and will 
put my words in -his mouth; 
and he shall speak unto them 
all that I shall command him. 

And it shall come to pass, 
that whosoever will not hearken 
unto my words which he shall 
speak in my name, I will re- 
quire it of him. 

But the prophet, which shall 
presume to speak a word in my 
name, which I have not com- 
manded him to speak, or that 
shall speak in the name of other 
gods, even that prophet shall 
die. 

And if thou say in thine 
heart, How shall we know the 
word which the Lord hath not 
spoken ? 

When a prophet speaketh in 
the name of the Lord, if che 
thing follow not, nor come to 
' pass, that is the thing which 
the Lord hath not spoken, but 
the prophet hath spoken it pre- 
sumptuously; thou shalt not be 
afraid of him. 



8. 

SUNDRY LAWS AND REGU- 
LATIONS. 
(Chap. xxiL, yer. 1 to 7.) 

Thou shalt not see thy bro- 
ther's ox or his sheep go astray, 
and hide thyself from them : 
thou shalt in any case bring 
them again unto thy brother. 

And if thy brother be not 
nigh unto thee, or if thou know 
him not, then thou shalt bring 
it unto thine own house, and it 
shall be with thee until thy 
brother seek after it, and thou 
shalt restore it to him again. 

In like manner 9halt thou do 
with his ass ; and so shalt thou 
do with his raiment ; and with 
all lost things of thy brother's, 
which he hath lost, and thou 
hast found, shalt thou do like- 
wise : thou mayest not hide 
thyself.* 

Thou -shalt not see thy bro- 
ther's ass or his ox fall down 
by the way, and hide thyself 
from them : thou shalt surely 
help him to lift them up again. 

The woman shall not wear 
that which pertaineth unto a 
man, neither shall a man put 
on a woman's garment : for all 
that do so are abomination unto 
the Lord thy God. 

If a bird's nest chance to be 
before thee in the way in any 
tree, or on the ground, whether 
they be young ones, or eggs, and 
the dam sitting upon the young, 
or upon the eggs, thou shalt not 
take the dam with the young : 
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But thou shalt in any wise 
let the dam go, and take the 
young to thee ; that it may be 
well with thee, and that thou 
mayest prolong thy days. 
9. 

LAWS OP HUMANITY. 
(Chap, xxir^ yer. 10 to 22.) 

When thou dost lend thy bro 
ther any thing, thou shalt not 
go into his house to fetch his 
pledge. 

Thou shalt stand abroad, and 
the man to whom thou dost lend 
shall bring out the pledge abroad 
unto thee. 

And if the man be poor, thou 
shalt not sleep with his pledge : 

In any case thou shalt deliver 
him the pledge again when the 
sun goeth down, that he may 
sleep in his own raiment, and 
bless thee ; and it shall be right- 
eousness unto thee before the 
Lord thy God. 

Thou shalt not oppress a hired 
servant that is poor and needy, 
whether he be of thy brethren, 
or of thy strangers that are in 
thy land within thy gates : 

At his day thou shalt give 
him his hire, neither shall the 
sun go down upon it ; for he is 
poor, and setteth his heart upon 
it : lest he cry against thee unto 
the Lord, and it be sin unto 
thee. 

The fathers shall not be put 
to death for the children, nei- 
ther shall the children be put 
to death for the fathers : every 
man shall be put to death for 
bis own sin. 



Thou shalt not pervert the 
judgment of the stranger, nor 
of the fatherless; nor take a 
widow's raiment to pledge : 

But thou shalt remember that 
thou wast a bondman in Egypt, 
and the Lord thy God redeemed 
thee thence: therefore I com- 
mand thee to do this thing. 

When thou cuttest down thine 
harvest in thy field, and hast 
forgot a sheaf in the field, thou 
shalt not go again to fetch it : 
it shall be for the stranger, for 
the fatherless, and for the 
widow : that the Lord thy God 
may bfess thee in all the work 
of thine hands. 

When thou beatest thine olive 
tree, thou shalt not go over the 
bo^ghs again : it shall be for 
the stranger, for the fatherless, 
and for the widow. 

When thou gatherest the 
grapes of thy vineyard, thou 
shalt not glean it afterward : it 
shall be for the stranger, for the 
fatherless, and for the widow. 

And thou shalt remember 
that thou wast a bondman in 
the fand of Egypt : therefore I 
command thee to do this thing. 

10. 

god's covenant ^VITH ISRAEL. 
(Chap, xxix., rer. 1 to 9.) 

These are the words of the 
covenant, which the Lord com- 
manded Moses to make with the 
children of Israel in the land of 
Moab, besides the covenant 
which he made with them in 
floreb. 
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And Moses called unto all 
Israel, and said uDto them, Ye 
have seen all that the Lord did 
before your eyes in the land of 
Egypt unto Pharaoh, and unto 
all his servants, and unto all his 
land; 

The great temptations which 
thine eyes have seen, the signs, 
and those great miracles : 

Yet the Lord hath not given 
you a heart to perceive, and 
eyes to* see, and ears to hear, 
unto this day. 

And I have led you forty years 
in the wilderness : your clothes 
are not waxen old upop you, 
and thy shoe is not waxen old 
upon thy foot : 

Ye have not eaten bread, nei- 
ther have ye drunk wine or 
strong drink; that ye might 
know that I am the Lord your 
God. 

And when ye came unto this 
place, Sihon tjie king of Hesh- 
bon, and Og the king of Ba- 
shan, came out against us unto 
battle, and we smote them : 

And we took their land, and 
gave it for an inheritance^nnto 
the Reubenites, and to the 
Gadites, and to the half tribe 
of Manasseh. 

Keep therefore the words of 
this covenant, and do them, 
that ye may prosper in all that 
ye do. 

11. 

MOSES' CHARGE TO THE PEOPLE 
(Chap, xxxi., ver. 1 to 13.) 

And Moses went and spake 
these words unto all Israel. 



And he said unto them, I am 
a hundred and twenty years old 
this day; I can no more go out 
and come in : also the Lord 
hath said unto me. Thou shalt 
not go over this Jordan. 

The Lord thy God, he will go 
over before thee, and he will 
destroy these nations from be- 
fore thee, and thou shalt pos- 
sess them : and Joshua, he shall 
go over before thee, as the 
Lord hath said. 

And the Lord shall do unto 
them as he did to Sihon and to 
Og, kings of the Amorites, and 
unto the land of them, whom he 
destroyed. 

And the Lord shall give 
them up before your face, that 
ye may do unto them according 
ubto all the commandments 
which I have commanded you. 

Be strong and of a good cou- 
rage, fear not, nor be afraid of 
them : for the Lord thy God, 
he it is that doth go with thee ; 
he will not fail thee, nor for- 
sake thee. 

And Moses called unto Joshua, 
and said unto him in the sight 
of all Israel, Be strong and of a 
good courage : for thou must go 
with this people unto the land 
which the Lord hath sworn 
unto their fathers to give them ; 
and thou shalt cause them to 
inherit it. 

And the Lord he it is that 
doth go before thee ; he will be 
with thee, he will not fail thee, 
neither forsake thee : fear not, 
neither be dismayed. 
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And Moses wrote this law, 
and delivered it unto the priests 
the sons of Levi, which hare the 
ark of the covenant of the 
Lord, and unto all the elders 
of Israel. 

And Moses commanded them, 
saying, At the end of every 
seven years, in the solemnity 
of the year of release, in the 
feast of tahemacles. 

When all Israel is come to 
appear before the Lord thy 
God in the place which he shall 
choose, thou shalt read this law 
before all Israel in their hearing. 

Gather the people together, 
men, and women, and children, 
and thy stranger that is within 
thy gates, that they may hear, 
and that they may learn, and 
fear the Lord your God, and 
observe to do all the words of 
this law : 

And that their children, 
which have not known any- 
thing, may hear, and learn to 
fear the Lord your God, as long 
as ye live in the land whither ye 
go over Jordan to possess it. 

12. 

MOSES WARNED OP DEATH. 
(Chap, xxzi., yer. 14 to 22.) 

And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, Behold, thy days approach 
that thou must die : call Joshua, 
and present yourselves in the 
tabernacle of the congregation, 
that I may give him a charge. 
And Moses and Joshua went, 
and presented themselves in the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 



And the Lord appeared in 
the tabernacle in a pillar of 
a cloud : and the pillar of the 
cloud stood over the door of the 
tabernacle. 

And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, Behold, thou shalt sleep 
with thy fathers; and this 
people will rise up, and go a 
whoring after the gods of the 
strangers of the land, whither 
they go to be among them, and 
will forsake me and break my 
covenant which I have made 
with them. 

Then my anger shall be kin- 
dled against them in that day, 
and I will forsake them, and I 
will hide my face from them, 
and they shall be devoured, and 
many evils and troubles shall be- 
fall them ; so that they will say 
in that day. Are not these evils 
come upon us, because our God 
is not among us ? 

And I will surely hide my 
face in that day for all the evils 
which they shall have wrought, 
in that they are turned unto 
other gods. 

Now therefore write ye this 
song for you, and teach it the 
children of Israel : put it in 
their mouths, that this song 
may be al«ritness for me against 
the children of Israel. 

For when I shall have brought 
them into the land which I 
sware unto their fathers, that 
floweth with milk and honey ; 
and they shall have eaten and 
filled themselves, ahd waxen 
fat; then will they turn unto 
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other gods, and serve them, and 
provoke me, and break my cove- 
nant. 

And it shall come to pass, 
when many evils and troubles 
are befallen them, that this song 
shall testify against them as a 
witness ; for it shall not be for- 
gotten out of the mouths of 
their seed : for I know their 
imagination which they go 
about, even now, before I have 
brought them into the land 
which I sware. 

Moses therefore wrote this 
song the same day, and taught 
it the children of Israel. 

13. 

THE DEATH OF MOSES. 
(Chap, xxxiv., ver. 1 to 12.) 

And Moses went up from the 
plains of Moab unto the moun- 
tain of Nebo, to the top of Pis- 
gah, that is over against Jeri- 
cho : and the Lord shewed him 
all the land of Gilead, unto Dan, 

And all Naphtali, and the 
land of Ephraim, and Manas- 
seh, and all the land of Judah, 
unto the utmost sea. 

And the south, and the plain 
of the valley of Jericho, the city 
of palm trees, unto Zoar. 

And ihe Lord said unto him, 
This is the land which I sware 
unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and 
unto Jacob, saying, I will give 
it unto thy seed : I have caused 
thee to see it with thine eyes, 



but thou shalt not go over 
thither. 

So Moses the servant of t^ie 
Lord died there in the land of 
Moab, according to the word of 
the Lord. 

And he buried him in a val- 
ley in the land of Moab, over 
against Beth-peor : but no man 
knoweth of his sepulchre unto 
this day. 

And Moses was a hundred 
and twenty years old when he 
died : his eye was not dim, nor 
his natural force abated. 

And the children of Israel 
wept for Moses in the plains of 
Moab thirty days : so the days 
of weeping and mourning for 
Moses were ended. 

And Joshua the son of Nun 
^as full of the spirit of wis- 
.dom; for Moses had laid his 
hands upon him : and the chil- 
dren of Israel hearkened unto 
him, and did as the Lord com- 
manded Moses. 

' And there arose not a pro- 
phet since in Israel like unto 
Moses, whom the Lord kn«w 
face to face. 

In all the signs and the won- 
ders which the Lord sent him 
to do in the land of Egypt, to 
Pharaoh, and to all his servants, 
and to all his land. 

And in all that mighty hand, 
and in all the great terror which 
Moses shewed in the sight of 
all Israel.

(Before Christ, 1451.) 



1. 

THE GHARQE GIVEN TO JOSHUA. 

(Chap, i., rer. 1 to 9.) 

Now after the death of Moses 
the servant of- the Lord it came 
to pass, that the Lord spake 
unto Joshua the son of Nun, 
Moses' minister, saying, 

Moses my servant is dead; 
now therefore arise, go over this 
Jordan, thou, and all this 
people, unto the land "which I 
do give to them, even to the 
children of Israel. 

Every place that the sole of 
jour foot shall tread upon, that 
have I given unto JoU; as I said 
unto Moses. 

From the wilderness and this 
Lehanon even unto the great 
river, the river Euphrates, all 
the land of the Hittites, and 
unto the great sea toward the 
going down of the sun, shall be 
your coast. 

There shall not any man be 
able to stand before thee all the 
days of thy life : as I was with 
Moses, so I will be with thee ; 
I will not fail thee, nor forsake 
thee. 

Be strong and of a good cou- 
rage : for unto this people shalt 
thou divide for an inheritance 
the land, which I sware unto 
their fathers to give them. 



Only be thou strong and very 
courageous, that thou mayest 
observe to do according to all 
the law, which Moses my ser- 
vant commanded thee : turn not 
from it to the right hand or to 
the left, that thou mayest pros- 
per whithersoever thou goest. 

This book of the law shall not 
depart out of thy mouth ; but 
thou shalt meditate therein day 
and night, that thou mayest ob- 
serve to do according to all that 
is written therein : for then thou 
shalt make thy way prosperous^ 
and then thou shalt have good 
success. 

Have not I comman ded thee ? 
Be strong and of a good courage; 
be not -afraid, neither be thou 
dismayed; for the Lord thy 
God is with thee whithersoever 
thou goest. 

2. 

OP RAHAB AND THE SPIES. 

(Chap, li., yer. 1 to 15.) 

And Joshua the son of Nun 
sent out of Shittim two men to 
spy secretly, saying, Go view 
the land, even Jericho. And 
they went, and came into a har- 
lot's house, named Bahab, and 
lodged there. 

And it was told the king of 
Jericho, saying. Behold, there 
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came men in hither to-night of 
the children of Israel to search 
out the country. 

'And the king of Jericho sent 
unto Kahab, saying, Bring forth 
the men that are come to thee, 
which are entered into thine 
house : for they be come to 
search out all the country. 

And the woman took the two 
men, and hid them, and said 
thus, There came men unto me, 
but I wist not whence they were : 

And it came to pass about the 
time of shutting of the gate, 
when it was dark, that the men 
went out : whither the men went, 
I wot not : pursue after them 
quickly; for ye shall overtake 
them. 

But she had brought them up 
to the roof of the house, and 
hid them with the stalks of flax, 
which she had laid in order 
upon the roof. 

And the men pursued after 
them the way to Jordan unto 
the fords : and as soon as they 
which pursued after them were 
gone out, they shut the gate. 

And before they were laid 
down, she came up unto them 
upon the roof; 

And she said unto the men, 
I know that the Lord hath 
given you the land, and that 
your terror is fallen upon us, 
and that all the inhabitants of 
the land faint because of you. 

For we have heard how the 
Lord dried up the water of the 
Bed sea for you, when ye came 
out of Egypt ; and what ye did 



unto the two kings of the Amor- 
ites, that were on the -other side 
Jordan, Sihon and Og, whom 
ye utterly destroyed. 

And -as soon as we had heard 
these things, our hearts did 
melt, neither did there remain 
any more courage in any man, 
because of you : for the Lord 
your Grod, he is God in heaven 
above, and in earth beneath. 

Now therefore, I pray yon, 
swear unto me by the Lord, 
since I have shewed you kind- 
ness, that'ye will also shew kind- 
ness unto my father's house, 
and give me a true token : 

And that ye will save alive 
my father, and my mother, and 
my brethren, and my sisters, 
and all that they have, and de- 
liver our lives from death. 

And the men answered her. 
Our life for yours, if ye utter 
not this our business. And it 
shall be, when the Lord hath 
given us the land, that we will 
deal kindly and truly D^ith thee. 

Then she let them down by 
a cord through the window : for 
her house was upon the town 
wall, and she dwelt upon the 
wall. 

3. 
Israel's passage over 

JORDAN. 
(Chap. iiL, ver. 1 to 17.) 

And Joshua rose early in the 
morning; and they removed 
from Shittim, and came to Jor* 
dan, he and all the children of 
Israel, and lodged there before 
they passed over. 
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And it came to pass after 
three days, that the officers 
went through the host ; 

And they commanded the^ 
people, saying, When ye see 
the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord your Grod, and the priests 
the Levites bearing it, then ye 
shall remove from your place, 
and go after it. 

Yet there shall be a space 
between you and it, about two 
thousand cubits by measure: 
come not near unto it, that ye 
may know the way by which 
ye must go : for ye have not 
passed this way heretofore. 

And Joshua said unto the 
^ people. Sanctify yourselves : for 
to-morrow the Lord will do 
wonders among you. 

And Joshua spake unto the 
priests, saying. Take up the ark 
of the oovenant, and pass over 
before the people. And they 
took up the ark of the covenant, 
and went before the people. 

And the Lord said unto 
Joshua, This day will I begin 
to magnify thee in the sight of 
all Israel, that" they may know 
that, as I was with Moses, so I 
will be with thee. 

And thou shalt command the 
priests that bear the ark of the 
covenant, saying. When ye are 
come to the brink of the water 
of Jordan, ye shall stand still 
in Jordan. 

And Joshua said unto the 
children of Israel, Come hither,^ 
and hear the words of the Lord 
your God. 
10 



And Joshua said. Hereby ye 
shall know that the living God 
is among you, and that he will 
without fail drive out from be- 
fore you the Canaanites, and 
the Hittites, and the Hivites, 
and the Perizzites, and the Gir- 
gashites, and the Amorites, and 
the Jebusites. 

Behold the ark of the cove- 
nant of the Lord of all the earth 
passe th over before you into 
Jordan. 

Now therefore take you 
twelve men out of the tribes 
of Israel, out of every tribe a 
man. 

And it shall come to pass, as 
soon as the soles of the feet of 
the priests that bear the ark of 
the Lord, the Lord of all the 
earth, shall rest in the waters 
of Jordan, that the waters of 
Jordan shall be cut oflj from the 
waters that come down from 
above; and they shall stand 
upon a heap. 

And it came to pass, when 
the people removed from their 
tents, to pass over Jordan, and 
the priests bearing the ark of 
the covenant before the people; 

And as they thalw bare the 
ark were come unto Jordan, 
and the feet of the priests that 
bare the ark were dipped in the 
brim of the water, (for Jordan 
overfloweth all his banks all the 
time of harvest,) 

That the waters which came 
down from above stood and rose 
up upon a henp very far from 
the city Adam, that is beside 
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Zaretan; and those that came 
down toward the sea of the 
plain, even the salt sea, failed, 
and were cut off: and the peo- 
ple passed over right against 
Jericho. 

And the priests that bare the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord 
stood firm on dry ground in the 
midst of Jordan, and all the 
Israelites passed over on dry 
ground, until all the people 
were passed clean over Jordan. 

4. 

MANNA CEASES. 
(Cbap. v., ver. 10 to 15.) 

And the children of Israel 
encamped in Gilgal, and kept 
the passover on the fourteenth 
day of the month at even in the 
plains of Jericho. 

And they did eat of the old 
corn of the land on the morrow 
after the passover, unleavened 
cakes, and parched corn in the 
selfsame day. 

And the manna ceased on the 
morrow after they had eaten of 
the old corn of the land ; neither 
had the children of Israel manna 
any more ; but they did eat of 
the fruit of the land of Canaan 
that year. 

And it came to pass, when 
Joshua was by Jericho, that he 
lifted up his eyes and looked, 
and, behold, there stood a man 
over against him with his sword 
drawn in his hand : and Joshua 
went unto him, and said unto 
him. Art thou for us, or for our 
adversaries ? 



And he said, Nay; but as 
captain of the host of the Lord 
am I now come. And Joshua 
fell on hie face to the earth, and 
did worship, and said unto him, 
"What saith my lord unto his 
servant ? 

And the captain of the 
Lord's host said unto Joshua, 
Loose thy shoe from off thy 
foot; for the place whereon 
thou standest is holy. And 
Joshua did so. 

5. 
jertcho besieged. 

(Chap. Ti., Tcr. 1 to 11.) 

Now Jericho was straitly 
shut up because of the children 
of Israel : none went out, and 
none came in. 

And the Lord said unto 
Joshua, See, I have given into 
thine hand Jericho, and the 
king thereof, and the mighty 
men of valour. 

And ye shall compass the 
city, all ye men of war, and go 
round about the city once. 
Thus shalt thou do. six days. 

And seven priests shall bear 
before the ark seven trumpets 
of ram's horns : and the seventh 
day ye shall compass the city- 
seven times, and the priests 
shall blow with the trumpets. 

And it shall come to pass, 
that when they make a long 
blast with the ram's horn, and 
when ye hear the soupd of the 
trumpet, all the people shall 
shout with a great shout; and 
the wall of the city shall fall 
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down flat, and the people shall 
ascend up every man straight 
before him. 

And Joshua the son of Nun 
called the priests, and said unto 
them, Take up the ark of the 
covenant, and let seven priests 
bear seven trumpets of ram's 
horns before the ark of the 
Lord. 

And he said unto the people, 
Pass on, and compass the city, 
and let him that is armed pass 
on before the ark of the Lord. 

And it came to pass, when 
Joshua had spoken unto the 
people, that the seven priests 
bearing the seven trumpets of 
ram's horns passed on before 
the Lord, and blew with the 
trumpets; and the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord followed 
them. 

And the armed men went be- 
fore the priests that blew with 
the trumpets, and the rearward 
came after the ark, the priests 
going on, and blowing with the 
trumpets. 

And Joshua had commanded 
the people, saying, Ye shall not 
shout, nor make any noise with 
your voice, neither shall any 
word proceed out of your mouth, 
until the day I bid you shout ; 
then shall ye shout. 

So the ark of the IjOBJ) com- 
passed the city, going about 
it once : and they came into 
the camp, and lodged in the 
camp. 



6. 

JERICHO TAKEN. 
(Chap. Ti^ ver. 12 to 17, 20, 23, 24.) 

And Joshua rose early in the 
morning, and the priests took 
up the ark of the Lord. 

And seven priests bearing 
seven trumpets of ram's horns 
before the ark of the Lord went 
on continually, and blew with 
the trumpets: and the armed 
men went before them ; but the 
rearward came after the ark of 
the Lord, the priests going on, 
and blowing witt the trum- 
pets. 

And the second day they 
compassed the city once, and 
returned into the camp. So 
they did six days. 

And it came to pass on the 
seventh day, that they rose early 
about the dawning of the day, 
and compassed the city after the 
same manner seven times : only 
on that day they compassed the 
city seven times. 

And it came to pass at the 
seventh time, when the priests 
blew with the trumpets, Joshua 
said ^nto the people. Shout; 
for the Lord hath given you 
the city. 

And the city shall be accurs- 
ed, even it, and all that are 
therein, to the Lord : only Ea- 
hab the harlot shall live, she 
and all that are with her in the 
house, because she hid the mes- 
sengers thst we sent. 

• :!( :(: 4: * 

So the people shouted when 
the priests blew with the trum- 
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pete : and it came to pass, when 
the people heard the sound of 
the trumpet, and the people 
shouted with a great shout, that 
the wall fell down flat, so that 
the people went up into the city, 
every man straight before him, 
and they took the city. 
* * ♦ * • 

And the young men that 
were spies went in, and brought 
out Rahab, and her father, and 
her mother, and her brethren, 
and all that she had ; and they 
brought out all her kindred, 
and left them without the camp 
of Israel. 

And they burnt the city 
with fire, and all that was 
therein. 

7. 

THE WAR AGAINST GIBEON. 
(Chap. X., ver. 1 to 6.) 

Now it came to pass, wh^n 
Adoni-zedek king of Jerusalem 
had heard how Joshua had 
taken Ai, and had utterly de- 
stroyed it; as he had done to 
Jericho and her king, so he had 
done to Ai and her king ; and 
how the inhabitants of Gibeon 
had made peace with Israel, 
and were among them ; 

That they feared greatly, be- 
cause Gibeon was a great city, 
as one of the royal cities, and 
been use it was greater than Ai, 
and all the men thereof were 
mighty. 

Wherefore Adoni-zedck king 
of Jerusalem sent unto Iloham 
king of Hebron, and unto Pi- 
ram king of Jarmuth; and unto 



Japhia king of Lachish, and 
unto Debir king of Eglon, say- 
ing, 

Come up unto me, and help 
me, that we may smite Gibeon ; 
for it hath made peace with 
Joshua and with the children 
of Israel. 

Therefore the five kings of 
the Amorites, the king of Jer- 
usalem, the king of Hebron, 
the king of Jarmuth, the king 
of Lachish, the king of Eglon, 
gathered themselves together, 
and went up, they and all their 
hosts, and encamped before 
Gibeon and made war against 
it. 

And the men of Gibeon sent 
unto Joshua to the camp to 
Gilgal, saying. Slack not thy 
hand from thy servants ; come 
up to us quickly, and save us, 
and help us : for all the kings 
of the Amorites that dwell in 
the mountains are gathered to- 
gether against us."" 
8. 
Joshua's victory. 

(Chap. X., yer. 7 to 14.) 

So Joshua ascended from 
Gilgal, he, and all the people 
of war with him, and fJl the 
mighty men of valour. 

And the Lord said unto 
Joshua, Fear them not: for I 
have delivered them into thine 
hand ; there shall not a man of 
them stand before thee. 

Joshua therefore came unto 
them suddenly, and went up 
from Gilgal all night. 
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And the Lord discomfited 
them before Israel, and slew 
them with a great slaughter at 
Gibeon,and chased them along 
the way that goeth up to Beth- 
horon, and smote them to Aze- 
kah, and unto Makkedah. 

And it came to pass, as they 
fled from before Israel, and 
"were in the going down to 
Beth-horon, that the Lord cast 
down great stones from heaven 
upon them unto Azekah, and 
they died; they were more 
which died with hailstones 
than they whom the children 
of Israel slew with the sword. 

Then spake Joshua to the 
Lord in the day when the 
Lord delivered up the Amor- 
' itcs before the children of Is- 
rael, and he said in the sight 
of Israel, Sun, stand thou still 
upon Giheon; and thou, Mooff, 
in the vaUejof AijaJon. 

And the sun stood still, and 
the moon stayed, ^ntil the peo- 
ple had . avenged themselves 
upon their enemies. Is not 
this written in the book of Ja- 
slier ? So the sun stood still in 
the midst of heaven, and hasted 
not to go down about a whole day. 

And there was no day like 
that before it or after it, that 
the Lord hearkened unto the 
voice of a man : for the Lord 
fought for Israel. 
9. 

THE kiNGS DESTROYED. 
(Chap. xiL, Ter. 1 to 8.) 

Now these are the kings of 
the land, which the children of 
10* 



Israel smote, and possessed their 
land on the other ^ide Jordan 
toward the rising of the sun, 
from the river Amon unto 
mount Hermon, and all the 
plain on the east : 

Sihon king of the Amorites, 
who dwelt in Heshbon, and 
ruled from Aroer, which is upon 
the bank of the river Arnon, 
and from the middle of the 
river, and from half Gilead, 
even unto the river Jabbok, 
which is the border of the chil- 
dren of Ammon ; 

And from the plain to the 
sea of Chinneroth on the east, 
and unto the sea of the plain, 
even the salt sea on the east, 
the way to Bethjeshimoth 5 and 
from the south, under Ashdoth- 
pisgah : • • 

And the coast of Og king of 
Bashan, which was of the rem- 
nant of the giants, that dwelt at 
Ashtaroth and at Edrei, 

And reigned in mount Her- 
mon, and in Salcah, and in all 
Bashan, unto the border of the 
Gcshurites and the Maachath- 
ites, and half Gilead, the bor- 
der of Sihon king of Heshbon. 

Them did Moses the servant 
of the Lord and the children of 
Israel smite : and Moses the ser- 
vant of the Lord gave it for a 
possession unto the Beubenites^, 
and the Gadites, and the half 
tribe of Manasseh. 

And these are the kings of 
the country which Joshua and 
the children of Israel smote on 
this side Jordan on the west, 
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from Baal^gad in the valley of 
Lebanon, even unto the mount 
Halak that goeth up to Seir; 
which Joshua gave unto the 
tribes of Israel for a possession 
according to their divisions ; 

In the mountains, and in the 
valleys, and in the plains, and 
in the springs, and in the wil- 
derness, and in the south coun- 
try; the Hittites, the Amor- 
ites, and the Canaanites, the 
Perizzites, the Hivites, and the 
Jebusites : 
♦ ♦♦*** 

All the kings thirty and one. 

10. 

BOUNDARIES OP THE UNSUB- 
DUED LAND. 
(Chap, xiii., yer. 1 to 12.) 

Now Joshua was old and 
stricken in years ; and the Lord 
said untp him. Thou art old and 
stricken in years, and there re- 
maineth yet very much land to 
be possessed. 

This is the land that yet re- 
maineth : all the borders of the 
Philistines, and all Geshuri, 

From Sihor, which is before 
Egypt, even unto the borders 
of Ekron northward, which is 
counted to the Canaanite : five 
lords of the Philistines; the 
Gazathites, and the Ashdoth- 
ites, the Eshkalonites, the Git- 
itcs, and the Ekronites; also 
the Avites : 

From the south all the land 
of the Canaanites, and Mearah 
that is beside the Sidonians, 
unto Aphek to the borders of 
the Amorites : 



And the land of the Giblites, 
and all Lebanon toward the sun- 
rising, from Baal-gad under 
mount Hermon unto the enter- 
ing into Hamath. 

All the inhabitants of the 
hill-country from Lebanon unto 
Misrephoth-maim, and all the 
Sidonians, them will I drive out 
from before the children of Is- 
rael : only divide thou it by lot 
unto the Israelites for an in- 
heritance, as I have commanded 
thee. 

Now therefore divide this 
land for an inheritance unto the 
nine tribes, and the half-tribe 
of Manasseh. 

With whom the Reubenit^ 
and the Gadites have received 
their inheritance, which Moses 
gave them, beyond Jordan east- 
ward, even as Moses the servant 
^f the Lord gave them ; 

From Aroer that is upon the 
bank of the river Arnon, and 
the city that is in the* midst of 
the river, and all the plain of 
Medeba unto Dibon ; 

And all the cities of Sihon 
king of the Amorites, which 
reigned in Heshbon, unto the 
border of the children of Am- 
mon ; 

And Gilead, and -the border 
of the Geshurites and Maach- 
athites, and all mount Hermon, 
and all Bashan unto Salcah ; 

All the kingdom of Og in 
Bashan, which reigned in Ash- 
taroth and in Edrei, who re- 
mained of the remnant of the 
giants. For these did Moses 
smite, and cast them out. 
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11. 

THE DIVISION BY LOT. 
(Chap, xiv., ver. 1 to 5.) 

And these are the countries 
tyhich the children of Israel in- 
herited in the land of Canaan, 
which Eleazar the priest, and 
Joshua the son of Nun, and the 
heads of the fathers of the tribes 
of the children of Israel, dis- 
trihjited for inheritance to them. 

Bj lot was their inheritance, 
as the Lord commanded by the 
hand of Moses, for the nine 
tribes, and for the half tribe. 

For Moses had givSn the in- 
heritance of two tribes and a 
half tribe on the other side Jor- 
dan : but unto the Levites he 
gave none inheritance among 
them. 

For the children of Joseph 
were two tribes, Manasseh and 
Ephraim ; therefore thej gave 
no part unto the Levites in the 
land, save cities to dwell in, with 
their suburbs for their cattle 
and for their substance. 

As the Lord commanded 
Moses, so the children of Israel 
did, and they divided the land. 

12. 

• INHERITANCE OF JOSHUA. 
(Chap, xix., rer. 49 to 61.) 

When they had made an end 
of dividing the land for inherit- 
ance by their coasts, the chil- 
dren of Israel gave an inherit- 
ance to Joshua the son of Nun 
among them : 

According to the word of the 



Lord they g^ve him the city 
which he asked, even Timnath- 
serah in mount Ephraim : and 
he built the city, and dwelt 
therein. 

These are the inheritances, 
which Eleazar the priest, and 
Joshua the son of Nun, and the 
heads of the fathers of the tribes 
of the children of Israel, di- 
vided for an inheritance by lot 
in Shiloh, before the Lord, at 
the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. So they made an 
end of dividing the country. 

13. 

CITIES OE THE LEVITES. 
(Chap, xxl., -ver. 41 to 45.) 

All the cities of the Levites 
within the possession of the 
children of Israel were forty and 
eight cities with their suburbs. 

These cities were every one 
with their suburbs round about 
them : thus were all these cities. 

And the Lord gave unto Is- 
rael all the land which he sware 
to give unto their fathers ; and 
they possessed it, and dwelt 
therein. 

And the Lord gave them rest 
roun d about, according to all that 
he sware unto their fathers : 
and there" stood not a man of 
all their enemies before them ; 
the Lord delivered all their 
enemies into their hand. 

There failed not aught of any 
good thing which the Lord had 
spoken unto the house of Is- 
rael ; all came to pass. 
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14. 

Joshua's exhortation to 

ISRAEL. 
(Chap, xxili., ver. 1 to 9, 14 to 16.) 

And it came to pass, a long 
time after that the Lord had 
given rest unto all Israel from 
all their enemies ronnd about, 
that Joshua, waxed old and 
stricken in age. 

And Joshua called for all Is- 
rael, and for their elders, and 
for their heads, and for their 
judges, and for their officers, 
and said unto them, I am old 
and stricken in age : 

And ye have seen all that the 
Lord your God hath done unto 
all these nations because of you ; 
for the Lord your God is he 
that hath fought for you. 

Behold, I have divided unto 
you by lot these nations that re- 
main, to be an inheritance for 
your tribes, from Jordan, with 
all the nations that I have cut 
off, even unto the great sea 
westward. 

And the Lord your God, he 
shall expel them from before 
you, and drive them from out 
of your sight ; and ye shall pos- 
sess their land, as the Lord 
your God hath promised unto 
you. 

Be ye therefore very cou- 
rageous to keep and to do all 
that is written in the book of 
the law of Moses^ that ye turn 
not aside therefrom to the right 
hand or to the left ; 

That ye come not among these 
nations; these that remain among I 



you) neither make mention of 
the name of their gods, nor 
cause to swear by them, nei- 
ther serve them, nor bow ywir- 
selves unto them : 

But cleave unto the Lord 
your God, as ye have done unto 
this day. 

For the Lord- hath driven 
oijt from before you great na- 
tions and strong : but as for you, 
no man hath been able to stand 

before you unto this day. 
* * * * 

And behold, this day I am 
going the way of all the earth : 
and ye know in all your hearts 
and in all your souls, that not 
one thing hath failed of all the 
good things which the Lord 
your God spake concerning you : 
all are come to pass unto you, 
and not one thing hath failed 
thereof. 

Therefore it shall ^ come to 
pass, that as all good things are 
come upon you, which the Lord 
your God promised you; so 
shall the Lord bring upon you 
all evil things, until he have 
destroyed you from off this good 
land which the Lord your God 
hath given you. 

When ye have transgi'essed 
the covenant of the Lord your 
God, which he commanded you, 
and have gone and served other 
gods, and bowed yourselves to 
them ; then shall the anger of 
the Lord be kindled against 
you, and ye shall perish quickly 
from off the good land which 
he hath given unto you.

DEATH OF JOSHUA. 
♦ (Chap, xxiv., yer. 29 to 33.) 

And it came to pass after 
these things, that Joshua the 
son of Nun, the servant of the 
Lord, died, heing a hundred 
and ten years old. 

And they huried him in the 
border of his inheritance in 
Timnath-serah, which is in 
mount Ephraim, on the north 
side of the hill of Gaash. 

And Israel served the Lord 
all the days of Joshua, and all 
the days of the elders that over- 
lived Joshua, and which had 



known all the works of the 
Lord, that he had done for Is- 
rael. 

And the hones of Joseph, 
which the children of Israel 
brought up out of Egypt, buried 
they in Shechem, in a parcel of 
ground which Jacob bought of 
the sons of Hamor the father of 
Shechem for a hundred pieces 
of silver ; and it became the in- 
heritance of the children of Jo- 
seph. 

And Eleazar the son of Aaron 
died } and they buried him in a 
hill that pertained to Phinehas 
his son, which was given him 
in mount Ephraim.

JERUSALEM TAKEN. | 

(Chap, i., ver. 1 to 8.) 

Now after the death of Joshua 
it came to pass, that the chil- 
dren of Israel asked the Lord, 
saying. Who shall go up for us 
against the Canaanites first, to 
fight against them ? 

And the Lord said, Judah 
shall 20 up : behold, I have de- 
livered the land into his hand. 

And Judah said unto Simeon 
his brother. Come up with me 
into my lot, that we may fight 
against the Canaanites ; and I 



likewise jvill go with thee into 
thy lot. So Simeon went with 
him. 

And Judah went up; and the 
Lord delivered the Canaanites 
and the Perizzites into their 
hand : and they slew of them in 
Bezek ten thousand men. 

And they found Adoni-bezek 
in Bezek : and they fought 
against him, and they slew the 
Canaanites and the Perizzites. 

But Adoni-bezek fled; and 
4hey pursued after him, and 
caught him, and cut off his 
thumbs and his great toes. 
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And Adoni-bezek said, Three- 
score and ten kings, having their 
thumbs and their great toes cut 
oiF, gathered their meat under 
my table : as I' have done, so 
God hath requited me. And 
they brought him to Jerusalem, 
and there he died. 

Now the children of Judah 
had fought against Jerusalem, 
and had taken it, and smitten 
it with the edge of the sword, 
and set the city on fire. 
2. 

AN ANGEL APPEARETH. 
(Chap, ii., ver. 1 to 10.) 

And an angel of the Lord 
came up from Gilgal to Bochim, 
and said, I made you to go up 
out of Egypt, and have brought 
you unto the land which I sware 
unto your fathers ; and I said, 
I will never break my covenant 
with you ; - 

And ye shall make no league 
with the inhabitants of this 
land ; y^ shall throw down their 
altars : but ye have not obeyed 
my voice; why have ye done 
thi? ? 

Wherefore I also said, I will 
not drive them out from before 
you; but they shall be as thorns 
in your sides, and their gods 
shall be a snare unto you. 

And it came to pass, when the 
Angel of the Lord spake these 
words unto all the children of 
Israel, that the people lifted up^ 
their voice, and wept. 

And they called the name of 
that place Bochim : and they 
sacrificed there unto the Lord. 



And when Joshua had let 
the people go, the children of 
Israel went every man unte his 
inheritance to possess the land. 

And the people served the 
Lord all the days of Joshua, 
and all the days of the elders 
that outlived Joshua, who had 
seen all the great works of the 
Lord, that he did for IsraeL 

And Joshua the son of Nun, 
the servant of the Lord, died, 
being an hundred and ten years 
old. 

And they buried him in the 
border of his inheritance in Tim- 
nath-heres, in the mount of 
Ephraim, on the north side of 
the hill Gaash. 

And also all that generation 
were gathered unto their fa- 
thers ; and there arose another 
generation after them, which 
knew not the Lord, nor yet the 
works which he had done for 
Israel. 

3. 

ISRAEL PROVED. 
(Chap, iii., ver. 1 to 11.) 

Now these are the nations 
which the Lord left, to prove 
Israel by them, even as many 
of Israel as had not known all 
the wars of Canaan ; 

Only that the generations of 
the children of Israel might 
know .to teach them war, at the 
least such as before knew no- 
thing thereof: 

Namely, five lords of the Phil- 
istines, and all the Canaanit€S, 
and the Sidonians, and the Hi- 
vites that dwelt in mount Leba- 
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non, from mount Baal-hermon 
unto the entering in of Hamath. 

And they were to prove Is- 
rael by them, to know whether 
they would hearken unto the 
commandments of the Lord, 
which he commanded their fa- 
-thers by the hand of Moses. 

And the children of' Israel 
dwelt among the Canaanites, 
Hittites, and Amorites, and Pe- 
rizzites, and Hivites, and Jebu- 
sites : 

And they took their daugh- 
ters to be their wives, and gave 
their daughters to their sons, 
and served their gods. 

And the children of Israel 
did evil in the sight of the 
Lord, and forgat the Lord 
their God, and served Baalim 
and the groves. 

Therefore the anger of the 
Lord was hot against Israel, 
and he sold them into the hand 
of Chushan-rishathaim king of 
Mesopotamia : and the children 
of Israel served Chushan-risha- 
thaim eight ya^rs. 

And when the children of Is- 
rael cried unto the Lord, the 
Lord raised up a deliverer to the 
children of Israel, who delivered 
them, even Othniel the son of 
Kenaz, Caleb's younger brother. 

And the spirit of the Lord 
came upon him, and he judged 
Israel, and went out to -war: 
and the Lord delivered Chu- 
shan-rishathaim king of Meso- 
potamia into his hand ; and his 
hand prevailed against Chu- 
shan-rishathaim. 



And the land had rest forty 
years : and Othniel the son of 
Kenaz died. 

4. 

EHUD DELIVERETH ISRAEL. 
(Chap, iii., ver. 12 to 21, 26 to 30.) 

And the children of Israel 
did evil again in the sight of the 
Lord : and the Lord strength- 
ened Eglon the king of Moab 
against Israel, because they had 
done evil in the sight of the 
Lord. 

And he gathered unto him 
the children of Ammon and 
Amalek, and went and smote 
Israel, and possessed the city 
of palm trees. 

So the children of Israel 
served Eglon the king of Moab 
eighteen years. 

But when the children of Is- 
rael cried unto the Lord, the 
Lord raised them up a deliverer, 
Ehud the son of Gera, a Benja- 
mite, a man lefthanded : and by 
him the children of Israel sent 
a present unto Eglon the king 
of Moab. 

But Ehud made him a dagger 
which had two edges of a cubil; 
length ] and he did gird it under 
his raiment upon his right thigh. 

And he brought the present 
unto Eglon king of Moab : and 
Eglon was a very fat man. 

And when he had made an 
end to offer the present, he sent 
away the people that bare the 
present. 

But he himself turned again 
from the quarries that were by 
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Gilgal, and said, I have a secret 
errand unto thee, king : who 
said, Keep silence. And all 
that stood by him went out from 
him. 

And Ehud came unto him : 
and he was sitting in a summer 
parlour, which he had for him- 
self alone : and Ehud sajd, I 
have a message from God unto 
thee. And he arose out of his 
seat.- 

And Ehud put forth his left 
< hand, and took the dagger from 
his right thigh, and thrust it 
into his belly. 

* • * * 

And Ehud escaped while 
they tarried, and passed beyond 
the quarries, and escaped unto 
Seirath. 

And it came to pass, when 
h'e was come, that he blew a 
trumpet in the mountain of 
Ephraim, and the children of 
Israel went down with him 
from the mount, and he before 
them. 

And he said unto them, Fol- 
low after me : for the Lord 
hath delivered your enemies 
the Moabites into your hand. 
And they went down after him, 
and took the fords of Jordan 
toward Moab, and suffered not 
a man to pass over. 

And they slew of Moab at 
that time about ten thousand 
men, all lusty, and all men of 
valour, and there escaped not a 
man. 

So Moab was subdued that 



day under the hand of Israel. 
And the land had rest fourscore 
years. 

DEBORAH JUDGETH ISRAEL. 
(Chap, iv., ver. 1 to 9.) 

And the children of Israel 
again did evil in the sight of 
the Lord, when Ehud was dead. 
^ And the Lord sold them into 
the hand of Jabin king of Ca- 
naan, that reigned in Hazor; 
the captain of whose host was 
Sisera, which dwelt in Haro- 
sheth of the Gentiles. 

And the children of Israel 
cried unto the Lord: for he 
had nine hundred chariots of 
iron; and twenty years he 
mightily oppressed the children 
of Israel. 

And Deborah, a prophetess, 
the wife of Lapidoth, she judged 
Israel at that time. 

And she dwelt under the 
palm tree of Deborah, between 
Kamah and Beth-el in mount 
Ephraim : and the children of 
Israel came up io her for judg- 
ment. 

And she sent and called Ba- 
rak the son of Abinoam out of 
Kedesh-naphtali, and said unto 
him, Hath not the Lord God 
of Israel commanded, saying, 
Go and draw toward mount Ta- 
bor, and take with thee ten 
thousand men of the children 
of Naphtali, and of the children 
of Zebulun ? 

And I will draw unto thee, 
to the river Kishon, Sisera the 
captain of Jabin's army, with 
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his chariots and his multitude; 
and I will deliver him into 
thine hand. 

And Barak said unto her, If 
thou wilt go with me, then I 
will go : but if thou wilt not go 
with me, then I will not go. 

And she said, I will surely 
go with thee : notwithstanding 
the journey that thou takest 
shall not be for thine honour; 
for the Lord shall sell Sisera 
into the hand of a woman. And 
Deborah arose, and went with 
Barak to Kedesh. 
6. 

ISRAEL DELIVERED. 
(Chap, iv., ver. 10 to 16.) 

And Barak called Zebulun 
and Naphtali to Kedesh ; and 
he went up with ten thousand 
men at his feet : and Deborah 
went up with him. 

Now Heber the Kenite, which 
was of the children of Hobab 
the father in law of Moses, had 
severed himself from the Ke- 
nites, and pitched his tent unto 
the plain of Zaanaim, which is 
by Kedesh. 

And they shewed Sisera that 
Barak the son of Abinoam was 
gone up to mount Tabor. 

And Sisera gathered together 
all his chariots, even nine hun- 
dred chariots of iron, and all 
the people that were with him, 
from Harosheth of the Gentiles 
unto the river of Kishon. 

And Deborah said unto Ba- 
rak, Up : for this is the day in 
which the Lord hath delivered 
Bidera into thine hand : is not 
11 



the Lord gone out before thee ? 
So Barak went down from mount 
Tabor, and ten thousand men 
after him. 

And the Lord discomfited 
Sisera, and all his chariots, and 
all his host, with the edge of 
the sword before Barak ; so that 
Sisera lighted down off his 
chariot, and fled away on his 
feet. 

But Barak pursued after the 
chariots, and after the host, unto 
Harosheth of the Gentiles : and 
all the host of Sisera fell upon 
the edge of the sword; and 
there was not a man left. 
7 

BONO OF DEBORAH. 

(Chap, v^ Ter. 3 to 7, 31.) 

Hear, ye kings; give ear, 
ye princes; I, even I, will 
sing unto the Lord; I will sing, 
praises to the Lord 'God of 
Israel. 

Lord, when thou wentest out 
of Seir, when thou marchedst 
out of the field of Edom, the 
earth trembled, and the heavens 
dropped, the clouds also dropped 
water. 

The mountains melted from 
before the Lord, even that Sinai 
from before the Lord God of 
Israel. 

In the days of Shamgar the 
son of Anath, in the days of 
Jael, the highways were unoccu- 
pied, and the travellers walked 
through by-ways. 

The inhabitants of the vil- 
lages ceased, they ceased in Is« 
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rael, until that I Deborah arose, 
that I arose a mother in Israel.

So let all thine enemies perish, 
Lord ; but let them that love 
him be as the sun whfen he goeth 
forth in his might. And the 
land had rest forty years. 



GIDEON CALLED. 
(Chap, vi., ver. 33 to 40.) 

Then all the Midianites and 
the Amalekites and the chil- 
dren of the east were gathered 
together, and went over, and 
pitched in the valley of Jezreel. 

But the spirit of the Lord 
came upon Gideon, and he blew 
a trumpet; and Abiezer was 
gathered after him. 

And he sent messengers 
throughout all Manasseh ; who 
also was gathered after him : 
and he sent messengers unto 
Asher, and unto Zebulun, and 
unto Naphtali ; and they came 
up to meet them. 

And Gideon said unto God, 
If thou wilt save Israel by my 
hand, as thou hast said, 

Behold, I will put a fleece 
of wool in the floor ; and if the 
dew be on the fleece only, and 
it be dry upon all the earth be- 
side, then shall I know that 
Ihoa wilt save Israel by mine 
hand, as thou hast said. 

And it was so : for he rose 
up early on the morrow, and 
thrust the fleece together, and 
wringed the dew out of the 
fleece, a bowl full of water. 



And Gideon said unto God, 
Let not thine anger be hot 
against me, aud I will speak 
but this once : let me prove, 
I pray thee, but this once with 
the fleece; let it now be dry 
only upon the fleece, and upon 
all the ground let there be 
dew. 

And God did so that night : 
for it was dry upon the fleece 
only, and there was dew on all 
the ground. 

9. 
Gideon's victory. 

(Chap. Tii., ver. 19 to 24.) 

So Gideon, and the hundred 
men that were with him, came 
unto the outside of the camp 
in the beginning of the middle 
watch; and they tad but newly 
set the watch : and they blew 
the trumpets, and brake the 
pitchers that were in their 
hands. 

And the three companies 
blew the trumpets, and brake 
the pitchers, and held the 
lamps in their left hands, and 
the trumpets in their right 
hands to blow withal : and they 
cried, the sword of the Lord, 
and of Gideon. 

And they stood every man 
in his place round about the 
camp : and all the host ran, 
and cried, and fled. 

And the three hundred blew 
the trumpets, and the Lord set 
every man's sword against his 
fellow, even throughout all the 
host : and the host fled to Beth- 
shittah in Zererath, and to the 
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border of Abel-meholah, unto 
Tabbath. 

And the men of Israel ga- 
thered themselves together out 
of Naphtali, and out of Asher, 
and out of all Manasseh, and 
pursued after the Midianites. 

And Gideon sent messengers 
throughout all mount Ephraim, 
saying, Come down against the 
Midianites, and take before 
them the waters unto Beth- 
barah and Jordan. Then all 
the men of Ephraim gathered 
themselves together, and took 
the waters unto Beth-barah and 
Jordan. 

(Chap. Tiii., ver. 28.) 

Thus was Midian subdued 
before the children of Israel, 
so that they lifted up their 
heads no more. And the coun- 
try was in quietness forty years 
in the days of Gideon, 

10. 

THE BIRTH OP SAMSON FORE- 
TOLD. 
(Chap. xSa., ver. 1 to 7—24-25.) 

And the children of Israel 
did evil again in the sight of 
the Lord ; and the Lord de- 
livered them into the hand of 
the Phih'stines forty years. 

And there was a certain man 
of Zorah, of the family of the 
Danites, whose name was Ma- 
noah ; and his wife was barren, 
and bare not. 

And the angel of the Lord 
appeared unto the woman, and 
said unto her, Behold now, 



thou art barren, and bearesi 
not: but thou ghalt conceivei 
and bear a son. 

Now therefore beware. I 
pray thee, and -drink not wine 
nor strong drink, and eat not 
any unclean thing : 

For, lo, thou shalt conceive^ 
and bear a son ; and no razor 
shall come on his head : for 
the child shall be a Nazarite 
unto Grod from the womb : and 
he shall begin to deliver Israel 
out of the hand of the Philistines. 

Then the woman came and 
fold her husband, saying, A 
man of God came unto me, 
and his countenance was liko 
the countenance of an angel 
of God, very terrible: but I 
asked him not whence he was, 
neither told he me his likme : 

But he said unto me, Be^ 
hold, thou shalt conceive, and 
bear a son ; and now drink no 
wine nor strong drink, neither 
eat any unclean thing : for the 
child shall be a Nazarite to 
God from the womb to the day 
of his death. 

And the woman bare a son, 
and called his name Samson: 
and the child grew, and the ' 
Lord blessed him. 

And the Spirit of the Lord 
began to move him at times in 
the camp of Dan between Zo* 
rah and Eshtaol. 
11. 

SAMSON KILLETH A LION. 
(Chap, xiv., vor. 1 to 9.) 

And Samson went down to' 
Timnath, and saw a woman Id- 
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llmnatli of the daughters of 
the Philistines. 

And he came up, and told 
his father and his mother, and 
said, I have seen a woman in 
Timnath of the daughters of 
the Philistines : now therefore 
get her for me to wife. 

Then his father and his 
mother said unto him, Is there 
never a woman among the 
daughters of thy brethren, or 
among all my people, that thou 
goest to take a wife of the un- 
cireumcised Philistines ? And 
Samson said unto his father, 
Get her for me ; for she pleas- 
eth me well. 

But his father and his mother 
knew not that it was of the 
Lord, that he sought an occa- 
sion JJi;ainst the Philistines : 
for at that time the Philistines 
had dominion over Israel. 

Then went Samson down, 
and his father and his mother, 
to Timnath, and came to the 
vineyards of Timnath : and, 
behold, a young lion roared 
against him. 

And the Spirit of the Lord 
came 'mightily upon him, and 
he rent him as he would have 
rent a kid, and he had nothing 
in his hand : but he told not 
his father or his mother what 
he had done. 

And he went down, and 
talked with the woman; and 
she pleased Samson well. 

And after a time he return- 
ed to take her, and he turned 
aside to see the carcass of the 



lion : and, behold, there was a 
swarm of bees and honey in 
the carcass of the lion. 

And he took thereof in his 
hands, and went on eating, and 
came to his father and mother, 
and he gave them, and they 
did eat : but he told not them 
that he had taken the honey 
out of the carcass of the lion.

SAMSON AND THE FOXES. 
(Chap. xv.f ver. 1 to 8.) 

But it came to pass within 
a while atiber, in the time of 
wheat harvest, that Samson vi- 
sited his wife with a kid ; and 
he said, I will go in to my wife 
into the chamber. But her fa- 
ther would not suffer him to go 
in. 

' And her father said, I verily 
thought that thou hadst utterly 
hated her; therefore I gave 
her to thy companion : is not 
her younger sister fairer than 
she ? take her, I pray thee, in- 
stead of her. 

And Samson said concern- 
ing them, Now shall I be more 
blameless than the Philistines, 
though I do them a displea- 
sure. 

And Samson went and caught 
three hundred foxes, and took 
firebrands, and turned tail to 
tail, and put a firebrand in the 
midst between two tails. 

And when he had set the 
brands on fire, he let them go 
into the standing corn of the 
Philistines^ and burnt up both 
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the shocks^ and also the stand- 
ing corn, with the vineyards 
and olives. 

Then the Philistines said, 
Who hath done this? And 
they answered, Samson, the 
son-in-law of the Timnite, be- 
cause he had taken his wife, 
and given her to his compa- 
nion. And the Philistines 
came up, and burnt her and 
her father with fire. 

And Samson said unto them, 
Though ye have done this, yet 
wHl I be avenged of you, and 
after that I will cease. 

And he smote them hip and 
thigh^ with a great slaughter : 
and he went down and dwelt 
in the top of the rock Etam. 
13. 

SAMSON SLAYETH THE PHI- 
LISTINES. 
(Cb&p. xv^ ver. 9 to 20.) 

Then the Philistines went 
up, and pitched in Judah, and 
spread themselves in Lehi. 

And the men of Judah said. 
Why are ye come up against 
us? And they answered, To 
bind Samson are we come up, 
to do to him as he hath done 
to us. 

Then three thousand men of 
Judah went to the top of the 
rock Etam, and said to Sam- 
son, Knowest thou not that the 
Philistines are rulers over us ? 
what is this that thou hast done 
unto us? And he said unto 
them, As they did unto me, so 
have I done unto them. 

And th^y said unto him, We

are come down to bind thee, 
that we may deliver thee into 
the hand of the Philistines. 
And Samson said unto them, 
Swear unto me, that ye will not 
fall upon me yourselves. 

And they spake unto him, 
saying. No; but we will bind 
thee fast, and deliver thee into 
their hand : but surely we will 
not kill thee. And they bound 
him with two new cords, and 
brought him up from the rock. 

And when he came unto 
Lehi, the Philistines shouted 
against him : and the Spirit of 
the Lord came mightily upon 
him, and the cords that were 
upon his arms became as fla^ 
that was burnt with fire, and 
his bands loosed ^m^ff his 
hands. 

And he found a new jaw- 
bone of an ass, and put forth 
his hand, and took it, and slew 
a thousand men therewith. 

And Samson said, With the 
jawbone of an ass, heaps upoa 
heaps, with the jaw of an ass 
have I slain a thousand men. 

And it came to pass, when 
he had made an end of speak-* 
ing, that he cast away the jaw- 
bone out of his hand, and called 
that place Kamath-lehi. 

And he was sore athirst, and 
called on the Lord, and said. 
Thou hast given this great de- 
liverance into the hand of thy 
servant : and now shall I die 
for thirst, and fall into the hand 
of the uncircumcised ? 

But God clave a hollow place 
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ttat was in the jaw, and there 
came water thereout; and when 
he had drunk, his spirit came 
again, and he revived : where- 
fore he called the name there- 



of En-hakkore, which is in Le- 
hi nnto this day. 

And he jndged Israel in the 
days of the Philistines twenty- 
years.

IN LAVT. 

(Chap. !., Ter. 1 to 19.) 

Novrit came to pass in the 
days when the judges ruled, 
that there was a famine in the 
land. And a certain man of 
Beth-lehem-judah went to so- 
journ in the country of Moab, 
he, and his wife, and his two 
sons. ' ' 

And the name of the man 
was Elimelech, and the name 
of his wife Naomi, and the 
name of his two sons Mahlon 
and Chilion, Ephrathites of 
Beth-lehem-judah. And they 
came into the country of Moab, 
and continued there. 

And Elimelech Naomi's hus- 
band died; and she was left, 
and her two sons.

Wherefore she went forth 
out of the place where she was, 
and her two daughters in law 
with her; and they went on 
the way to return unto the land 
of Judah. 

And Naomi said unto her 
two daughters in law, Go, re- 
turn each to her mother's 
house: the Lord deal kindly 
with you, as he have dealt with 
the dead, and with me. 

The Lord grant you that ye 
may find rest, each of you in 
the house of her husband. 
Then she kissed them; and 
they lifted up their voice, and 
wept. 

And they said unto her, 
Surely we will return with thee 
unto thy people. 

And Naomi said, Turn again, 
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my daughters : wliy will ye go 
with me? are there yet any 
more sons in my womb, that 
they may be your husbands ? 

Turn again, my daughters, 
go your way ; for I am too old 
o have a husband. If I 
hould say, I have hope, if I 
should have & husband also to 
night, and should also bear 
sons; 

Would ye tarry for them till 
they were grown? would ye 
stay for them from having hus- 
bands? nay, my daughters; 
for it grieveth me much for 
your sakes that the hand of the 
liORD is gone out against me. 

And they lifted np their 
voices, and wept again : and Or- 
pali kissed her mother in law; 
but Ruth clave unto her. 

And she said^ Behold, thy 
sister in Jaw is gone back unto 
her people, and unto her gods : 
return thou after thy sister in 
law. 

And Ruth said. Entreat me 
not to leave thee, or to return 
from following after thee ; for 
whither thou goest, 1 will go ; 
and where thou lodgest, I will 
lodge : thy people shall be my 
people, and thy God my God : 

Where thou diest, will I die, 
and there will I be buried : the 
Lord do so to me, and more 
also, if aught but death part 
thee and me. ^ 

When she saw that she was 
steadfastly minded to go with 
her, then she left speaking un- 
to her. 



So they two went until they 
came to Beth-lehem. 

2. 

THE KINDNESS OF BOAZ. 
(Chap, ii, ver. 1 to 17.) 

And Naomi had a kinsman 
of her husband's, a mighty 
man of wealth, of the family of 
Elimelech; and his name was 
Boaz. 

And Euth the Moabitess said 
unto Naomi, Let me now go to 
the field, and glean ears of com 
after him in whose sight 1 shall 
find grace. And she said unto 
her. Go, my daughter. 

And she went, and came, 
and gleaned in the field aft^r 
the reapers : and her hap was 
to light on a part of the field 
belonging unto Boaz, who was 
of the kindred of Elimelech. 

And^ behold, Boaz came from 
Beth-lehem, and said unto the 
reapers. The Lord be with you. 
And they answered him, The 
Lord bless thee. 

Then said Boaz unto his ser- 
vant that was set over the reap- 
ers. Whose damsel is this? 

And the servant that was set 
over the reapers answered and 
said. It is the Moabitish dam- 
sel that came back with Naomi 
out of the country of Moab : 

And she said, I pray you, 
let nie glean and gather after 
the reapers among the sheaves : 
so she came, and hath continu- 
ed even from the morning un- 
til now, that she tarried a little 
in the house. 
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Then said Boaz unto Ruth, 
Hearest thou not, my daugh- 
tpr ? Go not \o glean m an- 
other field, neither go from 
hence, hut abide here fast by 
my maidens : 

Let thine eyes be on the 
field -that they do reap, and go 
thou after them : have I not 
charged the young men that 
they shall not touch thee ? and 
when thou art athirst^ go unto 
the vessels, and drink of that 
which the young men have 
drawn. 

Then she fell on her face, 
and bowed herself to the 
ground, and said unto him. 
Why have I found grace in 
thine eyes, that thou.shouldest 
take knowledge of me, seeing 
I^m a stranger ? 

And Boaz answered and said 
unto her. It hath fully been 
shewed me, all that thou hast 
done unto thy mother io law 
since the death of thine hus- 
band ; and how thou hast left 
thy father and thy mother, and 
the land of thy nativity, and art 
come unto a people which thou 
knewest not heretofore. 

The Lord recompense thy 
work, and a full reward be 
given thee of the Lord God of 
Israel, under whose wings thou 
art come to trust. 

Then she said. Let me find 
favour in thy sight, my lord; 
for that thou hast comforted 
me, and for that thou hast 
spoken friendly unto thine 
handmaid, though I be not 



like unto one of thine hand- 
maidens. 

And Boaz said unto her, At 
mealtime come thou hither, 
and eat of the bread, and dip 
thy morsel in the vinegar. 
And she sat beside the reap- 
ers : and he reached her parch- 
ed corn, and sh^ did eat, and 
was sufficed, and left. 

And when she was risen up 
to glean, Boaz commanded his 
young men, saying, Let her 
glean even among the sheaves, 
and reproach her not : 

And let fall also some of the 
handfuls of purpose for her, and 
leave them, that she may glean 
them, and rebuke her not. 

So she gleaned in the field 
until even, and beat out that 
she had gleaned: and it was 
about an ephah of barley. 

BOAZ MARRIETH RUTH. 
(Chap, iv., Ter. 1 to U, 13 to 17.) 

Then went Boaz up fo the 
gate, and sat him down there : 
and, behold, the kinsman of 
whom Boaz spake came by; 
unto whom he said, Ho, such a 
one ! turn aside, sit down here. 
And he turned aside, and sat 
down. 

And he took ten men of the 
elders of the city, and said. Sit 
ye down here. And they sat 
down. 

And he said unto the kins- 
man, Naomi, that is come again 
out of the country of Moab, 
selleth a parcel of land, whiph 
was our brother Elimelech's : . 
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And I thought to advertise 
thee, saying, Buy it before the 
inhabitants, and before the el- 
ders of my people. If thou 
wilt redeem it, redeem it : but 
if thou wilt not redeem it, then 
tell me, that I may know : for 
there is none to redeem it be- 
sides thee ; and I am after thee. 
And he said, I will redeem it. 

Then said Boaz, What day 
thou buyest the field of the 
hand of Naomi, thou must buy 
it also of Kuth the Moabitess, 
the wife of the dead, to raise ' 
up the name of the dead upon j 
his inheritance. ' 

- And the kinsman said, I can- 
not redeem it for myself, lest I 
mar mine own inheritance : re- 
deem thoj^i my right to thyself; 
for I cannot redeem it. 

Now this was the manner in 
former time in Israel concern- 1 
ing redeeming and concern- 
ing changing, for to confirm all j 
things ; a man plucked off his 
shoe, and gave it to his neigh- 
bour': and this was a testimony > 
in Israel. 

Therefore the kinsman said j 
unto Boaz, Buy it for thee. So 
he drew of his shoe. I 

And Boaz said unto the el- 1 
ders, and unto all the people, ' 
Ye are witnesses this day, that 
I have bought all that was I 
Elimelech*s, and all that was 
Chilion*8 and Mahlon*s, of the 
hand of Naomi. ' 

Moreover Kuth the Moabitess, 
the wife of Mahlon, have I pur- 



chased to be my wife, to raise 
up the name of the dead upon 
his inheritance, that the name 
of the dead be not cut off from 
among his brethren, and from 
the gate of his place: ye are 
witnesses this day. 

And all the people that were 
in the gate, and the elders, said. 
We are witnesses. The Lord 
make the woman that is come 
into thine house like Kachel 
and like Leah, which two did 
build the house of Israel : and 
do thou worthily in Ephratah 
and be famous in Beth-le- 
hem:

So Boaz took Kuth, and she 
was his wife : and when he went 
in unto her, the Lord gave her 
conception, and she bare a son. 

And the woilian said unto 
Naomi, Blessed be the Lord, 
which hath not left thee this 
day without a kinsman, that his 
name may be famous in Israel. 

And he shall be unto thee a 
restorer of thy life, and a nour- 
isher of thine old age : for thy 
daughter in law, which loveth 
thee, which is better to thee than 
seven sons, hath borne him. 

And Naomi took the child, 
and laid it in her bosom, and 
became nurse unto it. 

And the women her neigh- 
bours gave it a name, saying, 
There is a son born to Naomi ; 
and they called his name Obed . 
he is the father of Jesse, the 
father of David.

And she was in bitterness of 
soul, and prayed unto the Lord, 
and wept sore.

(Chap. iiL, Ter. 1 to 21.) 

And the child Samuel minis- 
tered unto the Lord before Eli. 



And the word of the Lord was 
precious in those days; there 
was no open vision. 

And it came to pass at that 
time, when Eli was laid down 
in his place, and his eyes began 
to wax dim, that he could not 
see; 

And ere the lamp of God 
went out in the temple of the 
Lord, where the ark of God 
was, and Samuel was laid down 
to sleep ;

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Samuel went and lay down in 
his place.

And Samuel lay until the 
morning, and opened the doors 
of the house of the Lord. And 
Samuel feared to show Eli the 
vision. 

Then Eli called Samuel, and 
said, Samuel, my son : and he 
answered. Here am I. 

And he said, What is the 
thing that the LOKD hath said 
unto thee ? I pray thee hide it 
not from me: Grod do so to 
thee, and more also, if thou 
hide any thing from me of all 



the things that he said unto 
thee. 

And Samuel told him every 
whit, and hid nothing from him. 
And he said. It is the Lord : 
let him do what seemeth him 
good. 

And Samuel grew, and the 
Lord was with him, and did let 
none of his words fall to the 
ground. 

And all Israel from Dan even 
toBeer-sheba knew that Samuel 
was established to be a prophet 
of the Lord. 

And the Lord appeared again 
in Shiloh : for the Lord re- 
vealed himself to Samuel in 
Shiloh by the word of the Lord. 
4. 

ISRAEL DEFEATED AND THE 

ARK TAKEN. 

(Chap, iv., Ter. 1 to 13.) 

And the word of Samuel came 
to all Israel. Now Israel went 
out against the Philistines to 
battle, and pitched beside Eben- 
ezer : and the Philistines pitched 
in Aphek. 

And the Philistines put them- 
selves in array against Israel : 
and when they joined battle, 
Israel was smitten before the 
Philistines: and theylslew of 
the army in the field about four 
thousand men. 

And when the people were 
come into the camp, the elders 
of Israel said. Wherefore hath 
the Lord smitten us to day be- 
fore 'the Philistines? Let us 
fetch the ark of the covenant 
of the Lord out of Shiloh unto 
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us, that, when it cometh among 
us, it may save us out of the 
hand of our enemies. 

So the people sent to Shiloh, 
that they might bring from 
thence the ark of the covenant 
of the Lord of hosts, which 
dwelleth between the cheru- 
bim : and the two sons of Eli, 
Hophni and Phinehas, were 
there with the ark of the cove- 
nant of God. 

And^ when the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord came into 
the camp, all Israel shouted 
with, a great shout, so that the 
earth rang again. 

And when the Philistines 
heard the noise of the shout, 
they said, What meaneth the 
noise of this great shout in the 
camp of the Hebrews? And 
they understood that the ark of 
the Lord was come into the 
camp. 

And the Philistines were 
afraid; for they said, God is 
come into the camp. And they 
said, "Woe unto us ! for there 
hatli not been such a thing 
heretofore. 

Woe unto us ! who shall de- 
liver us out of the hand of these 
mighty Gods? these are the 
Gods that smote the Egyptians 
with all the plagues in the wil- 
derness. 

Be strong, and quit your- 
selves like men, ye Philis- 
tines, that ye be not servants 
tmto the Hebrews, as they have 
been to you: quit yourselves 
like men, and fight. 
12 



And the Philistines fought, 
and Israel was smitten, and 
they fled every man into his 
tent : and there was a very great 
slaughter; for there fell of Is- 
rael thirty thousand footmen. 

And the ark of God was 
taken; and the two sons of Eli, 
Hophni and Phinehas, were 
slain. 

5. 

JUDGMENTS UPON THE PHILIS- 
TINES. 
(Chap, v., Yer. 1 to 6.) 

And the Philistines took the 
ark of God, and brought it from 
Eben-ezer unto Ashdod. 

When the Philistines took 
the ark of God, they brought it 
into the house of Dagon, and 
set it by Dagon. 

And when they of Ashdod 
arose early on the morrow, be- 
hold, Dagon was fallen upon his 
face to the earth before the ark 
of the Lord. And they took 
Dagon, and set him in his place 
again. 

And when they arose early 
on the morrow morning, behold, 
Dagon was fallen upon his face 
to the ground before the ark of 
the Lord ; and the head of Da- 
gon and both the palms of his 
hands were cut off upon the 
threshold; only the stump of 
Dagon was left to him. 

Therefore neither the priests 
of Dagon, nor any that come 
into Dagon's house, tread on 
the threshold of Dagon in Ash- 
dod unto this day. 
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But the hand of the Lord 
was heavy upon them of Ash- 
dod, and he destroyed them, 
and smote them with emerods, 
even Ashdod and the coasts 
thereof. 

6. 

HE PHILISTINES SEND BACK 

THE ARK. 

(Chap, vi., yer. 1 to 13.) 

And the ark of the Lord 
was in the country of the Phil- 
istines seven months. 

And the Philistines called for 
the priests and the diviners, 
saying, What shall we do to the 
ark of the Lord ? tell us where- 
with we shall send it to his 
place. 

And they said, If ye send 
away the ark of the God of Is- 
rael, send it not empty ; but in 
any wise return him' a trespass 
offering : then ye shall be healed, 
and it shall be known to you 
why his hand is not removed 
from you. 

Then said they, What shall 
be the trespass offering which 
we shall return to him ? They 
answered, Five golden emerods, 
and five golden mice, according 
to the number of the lords of 
the Philistines : for one plagtie 
was on you all, and on your 
lords. 

Wherefore ye shall make 
images of your emerods, and 
images of your mice that mar 
the land; and ye shall give 
glory unto the God of Israel : 
peradventure he will lighten 



his hand from off you, and firom 
off your gods, and from off your 
land. 

Wherefore then do ye harden 
your hearts, as the Egyptians 
and Pharaoh hardened their 
hearts ? when he had wrought 
wonderfully among them, did 
they not let the people go, and 
they departed ? 

Now therefore make a new 
cart, and take two milch kine, 
on which there hath come no 
yoke, and tie the kine to the 
cart, and bring their calves 
home from them : 

And take the ark of the 
Lord, and lay it upon the cart; 
and put the. jewels of gold, 
which ye return him for a tres- 
pass offering, in a coffer by the 
side thereof; and send it away, 
that it may go. 

And see, if it goeth up by 
the way of his own coasts to 
Beth-shemesh, then he hath 
done us this great evil : but if 
not, then we shall know that it 
is not his hand that smote u.s ; 
it was a 'chance that happened 
to us. 

And the men did so ; and took 
two milch kine, and tied them 
to the cart, and shut up their 
calves at home : 

And they laid the ark of the 
Lord upon the cart, and the 
coffer with the mice of gold and 
the images of their emerods. 

And the kine took the straight 
way to the way of Beth-shemesh, 
and went along the highway, 
lowing as they went, and turned 
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Dot aside to tbe right hand or 
to the left; and the lords of the 
Philistines went after them unto 
the border of Beth-shemesh. 

And they of Beth-shemesh 
were reaping their wheat har- 
vest in the valley: and they 
lifted up their eyes, and saw the 
ark, and rejoiced to see it. 

7. 

THE ELDERS OF ISRAEL DESIRE 

A KING. 

(Chap. Till., rer. 1 to 9.) 

And it came to pass, when 
Samuel' was old, that he made 
his sons judges over Israel. 

Now the name of his first- 
bom was Joel ; and the name 
of his second, Abiah : they were 
judges in Beer-sheba. 

And his sons walked not in 
his ways, but turned aside after 
lucre, and took bribes, and per- 
verted judgment. 

Then all the elders of Israel 
gathered themselves together, 
and came to Samuel unto Ea- 
mah, 

And said unto him. Behold, 
thou art old, and thy sons walk 
not in thy ways : now make us 
a king to judge us like all the 
nations. 

But the thing displeased 
Samuel, when they said. Give 
us a king to judge us. And 
Samuel prayed unto the Lord. 

And the Lord said unto 
Samuel, Hearken unto the voice 
of the people in all that they 
say unto thee: for they have 
not rejected thee, but they have 



rejected me, that I should not 
reign over them. 

According to all the works 
which they have done since the 
day that I brought them up out 
of Egypt even unto this day, 
wherewith they have forsaken 
me, and served other gods, so 
do they also unto thee. 

Now therefore hearken unto 
their voice : howbeit yet protest 
solemnly unto them, and shew 
them the manner of the king 
that shall reign over them. 
8. 

THE MANNER OP A KING. 

(Chap. TiU., yer. 10 to 19.) 

And Samuel told all the 
words of the Lord unto the 
people that asked of him a king'. 

And he said. This will be 
the manner of the king that 
shall reign over you : He will 
take your sons, and appoint 
them for himself, for his 
chariots, alid to be his horse- 
men; and some shall run be- 
fore his chariots. 

And he will appoint him cap- 
tains over thousands, and cap- 
tains over fifties; and will set 
them to ear his ground, and to 
reap his harvest, and to make 
his instruments of war, and in- 
struments of his chariots. 

And he will take your daugh 
ters to be confectionaries, and 
to be cooks, and to be bakers. 

And he will take your fields, 
and your vineyards, and your 
oliveyards, even the best of 
them, and give them to his ser- 
vants. 
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And lie will. take the tenth 
of your seed, and of your vine- 
yards, and give to his officers, 
and to his servants. 

And he will take your men- 
servants, and your maidservants, 
and your goodliest young men, 
and your asses, and put them to 
his work. 

He will take the tenth of 
your sheep : and ye shall be his 
servants. 

And ye shall cry out in that 
day because of your king which 
ye shall have chosen you ; and 
the Lord will not hear you in 
that day. 

Nevertheless the people re- 
fused to obey the voice of 
Samuel ; and they said, Nay } but 
we will have a king over us ; 
9. 

OF SAUL. 
(Chap, ix., Tcr. 1 to 6.) 

Now there was a man of Ben- 
jamin, whose name was Kish, 
the son of Abiel, the son of 
Zeror, the son of Bechorath, 
the son of Aphiah, a Benjam- 
ite,a mighty man of power. 

And he had a son, whose 
name was Saul, a choice young 
man, and a goodly : and there 
was not among the children of 
Israel a goodlier person than 
he : from his shoulders and up- 
ward he was higher than any 
of the p ople. 

And the asses of Kish Saul's 
father were lost. And Kish 
said to Saul his son, Take now 
one of the servants with thee, 
and arise, go seek the asses. 



And he passed through mount 
Ephraim, and passed through 
the land of Shalisha, but they 
found them not : then they 
passed through the land of 
Shalim, and there they were 
not : and he passed through the 
land of the Benjamites, but 
they found them not. 

And when tbey were come 
to the land of Zuph, Saul said 
to his servant that was with 
him, Come, and 1^ us return ; 
lest my father leave caring for 
the asses, and take thought 
for us. 

And he said unto him, Be- 
hold now, there is in this city 
a man of God, and he is an 
honourable man 3 all that he 
saith cometh surely to pass : 
now let us go thither; perad- 
venture he can shew us our 
way that we should go. 

10. 
Saul's interview with 

SAMUEL. 
(Chap, ix., ver. 17 to 24.) 

And when Samuel saw Saul, 
the Lord said unto him. Be- 
hold the man whom I spake to 
thee of! this same^shall reign 
over my people. 

Then Saul drew near to 
Samuel in the gate, and said, 
Tell me, I pray thee, where the 
seer's house is. 

And Samuel answered Saul, 
and said, I am the seer : go up 
before me unto the high place; 
for ye shall eat with me to day, 
and to morrow I will let thee 
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go, and will tell thee all that is 
in thine heart. 

And as for thine asses that 
were lost three days ago, set not 
thy mind on them ; for they are 
found. And on whom is all 
the desire of Israel ? Is it not 
on thee, and on all thy father's 
house ? 

And Saul answered and said, 
Am not I a Benjamite, of the 
smallest of the tribes of Israel ? 
and my family the least of all 
the families of the tribe of Ben- 
jamin ? wherefore then speakest 
thou so to me ? 

And Samuel took Saul and 
his servant, and brought them 
into the parlour, and made 
them sit in the chiefest place 
among them that were bidden, 
which were about thirty per- 
sons. 

And Samuel said unto the 
cook, Bring the portion which 
I gave thed, of which I said 
unto thee, Set it by thee. 

And the cook took up the 
shoulder, and that which was 
upon it, and set it before Saul. 
And Samuel said. Behold that 
which is left! set it before 
thee, and eat : for unto this 
time hath it been kept for thee 
since I said, I have invited the 
people. So Saul did eat with 
Samuel that day. 
11. 

SAUL ANOINTED KING. 

(Chap. X., ver. 1 to 8.) 

Then Samuel took a vial of 
oil, and poured it upon his head, 
and kissed him, and said, Is it 
12* 



not because the Lord hath an- 
ointed thee to be captain over 
his inheritance ? 

When thou art departed from 
me to day, then thou shalt find 
two men by^ Kachel's sepulchre 
in the border of Benjamin at 
Zelzah ; and they will say unto 
thee, The asses which thou 
wentest to seek are found : and, 
lo, thy father hath left the care 
of the asses, and sorroweth for 
you, saying. What shall I do 
for my son ? 

Then shalt thou go on for- 
ward from thence, and thou 
shalt come to the plain of Tabor, 
and there shall meet thee three 
men going up to God to Beth-el, 
one carrying three kids, and 
another carrying three loaves 
of bread, and another carrying 
a bottle of wine : 

And they will salute thee, 
and give thee two loaves of 
bread ; which thou shalt receive 
of their hands. 

After that thou shalt come 
to the hill of God, where is the 
garrison of the Philistines : and 
it sTiall come to pass, when thou 
art come thither to the city, 
that thou shalt meet a company 
of prophets coming down from 
the high place with a psaltery, 
and a tabret, and a pipe, and a 
harp, before them; and they 
shall prophesy : 

And the Spirit of the Lord 
will come upon thee, and. thou 
shalt prophesy with them, and 
shalt be turned into another 
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And let it be, whjen these 
signs are come unto thee, that 
thou do as occasion serve thee ; 
for God is with thee. 

And thou shalt go down be- 
fore me to Gilgal ; and, behold, 
I will come down unto thee, to 
offer burnt offerings, and to 
sacrifice sacrifices of peace offer- 
ings: seven days shalt thou 
tarry, till I come to thee, and 
show thee what thou shalt do. 

12. 

SAUL PROCLAIMED KING. 
(Chap. X., ver. 17 to 26.) 

And Samuel called the peo- 
ple together unto, the ].ord to 
Mizpeh ; 

And said unto the children 
of Israel, Thus saith the Lord 
God of Israel, I brought up 
Israel out of Egypt, and de- 
livered you out pf the hand of 
the Egyptians, and out of the 
hand of all kingdoms, and of 
them that oppressed you : 

And ye have this day rejected 
your God, who himself saved 
you out of all your adversities 
and your tribulations; and ye 
have said unto him. Nay, but 
set a king over us. Now there- 
fore present yourselves before 
the Lord by your tribes, and 
by your thousands. 

And when Samuel had caused 
all the tribes of Israel to come 
near, the tribe of Benjamin 
was taken. 

When he had caused the 
tribe of Benjamin to come near 
by their families, the family of I 



Matri was taken, and Saul the 
son of Kish was. taken: and 
when they sought him, he 
could not be found. 

Therefore they inquired of 
the Lord further, if the man 
should yet come thither. And 
the Lord answered, Behold, he 
hath hid himself among the 
stuff. 

And they ran and fetched 
him thence : and when he 
stood among the people, he was 
higher than any of the people 
from his shoulders and upward. 

And Samuel said to all the 
people. See ye him whom the 
Lord hath chosen, that there 
is none like him among all the 
people ? And all the people 
shouted, and said, God save the 
king. 

Then Samuel told the people 
the manner of the kingdom, 
and wrote it in a book, and 
laid it up before the Lord. 
And Samuel sent all the people 
away, every man to his house. 

13. 

SAMUEL REPROVETH SAUL. 
(Chap, xiii., yer. 1 to 14.) 

Saul reigned one year; and 
when he had reigned two years 
over Israel, 

Saul chose him three thou- 
sand men of Israel; whereof 
two thousand were with Saul 
in Michmash and in mount 
Beth-el, and a thousand were 
with Jonathan in Gibeah of 
benjamin : and the rest of the 
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people he sent every man to 
his tent. 

And Jonathan smote the 
garrison of the Philistines that 
was in Geba, and the Philis- 
tines heard of it. And Saul 
blew the trumpet throughout 
all the land, BSLjing, Let the 
Hebrews hear. 

And all Israel heard say that 
Saul had smitten a garrison of 
the Philistines, and that Israel 
also was had in abomination 
with the Philistines. And the 
people were called together 
after Saul to Gilgal. 

And the Philistines gathered 
themselves together to fight 
with Israel, thirty thousand 
chariots, and six thousand 
horsemen, and people as the 
sand which is on the sea shore 
in multitude : and they came 
up, and pitched in Michmash, 
eastward from Beth-aven. 

When the men of Israel saw 
that they were in a strait, (for 
the people were distressed,) 
then the people did hide them- 
selves in caves, and in thickets, 
and in rocks, and in high places, 
and in pits. 

And some of the Hebrews 
went over Jordan to the land 
of Gad and Gilead. As for 
Saul, he was yet in Gilgal, and 
all the people^ followed him 
trembling. 

And he tarried seven days, 
according to the set time that 
Samuel nad appointed : but 
Samuel came not to Gilgal ; and 



the people were scattered from 
him. 

And Saul said. Bring hither 
a burnt oflfering to me, and 
peace offerings. And he offered 
the burnt offering. 

And it came to pass, that as 
soon as he had made an end of 
offering the burnt offering, be- 
hold, Samuel came; and Saul 
went out to meet him, that he 
might salute him. 

And Samuel said. What hast 
thou done ? And Saul said. Be- 
cause I saw that the people 
were scattered from me, and 
that thou camest not within 
the days appointed, and that 
the Philistines gathered them- 
selves together at Michmash ; 

Therefore said I, The Philis- 
tines will come down now upon 
me to Gilgal, and I have not 
made supplication unto the 
Lord : I forced myself there- 
fore, and offered a burnt offer- 
ing. 

And Samuel said to Saul, 
Thou hast done foolishly : thou 
hast not kept the command- 
ment of the Lord thy God, 
which he commanded thee : for 
now would the Lord have 
established thy kingdom upon 
Israel for ever. 

But now thy kingdom shall 
not continue : the Lord hath 
sought him a man afler his 
own heart, and the Lord hath 
commanded him to be captain 
over his people, because thou 
hast not kept that which the 
Lord commanded thee. 
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14. 

SAMUEL SENT TO ANOINT 

DAVID. 

(Chap, xvi., Ter. 1 to 13.) 

And the Lord said unto 
Samuel, How long wilt thou 
mourn for Saul, seeing I have 
rejected him from reigning over 
Israel ? fill thine horn with oil, 
and go, I will send thee to Jesse 
the Beth-lehemite : for I have 
provided me a king among his 
sons. 

And Samuel said. How can 
I go ? if Saul hear it, he will 
kill me. And the Lord said. 
Take a heifer with thee, and 
say, I am come to sacrifice to 
the Lord. 

And call Jesse to the sacri- 
fice, and I will shew thee what 
thou shalt do : and thou shalt 
anoint unto me him whom I 
name unto thee. 

And Samuel did that which 
the Lord spake, and came to 
Beth-lehem. And the elders 
of the town tremhled at his 
coming, and said, Comest thou 
peaceably ? 

And he said, Peaceably: I 
am come to sacrifice unto the, 
Lord : sanctify yourselves, and 
come with me to the sacrifice. 
And he sanctified Jesse and 
his sons, and called them to the 
feacrifice. 

And it came to pass, when 
they were come, that he look- 
ed on Eliab, and said, Surely 
the Lord's anointed is before 
him. 



But the Lord said unto Sa- 
muel, Look not on his counte- 
nance, or on the height of his 
stature ; because I have refused 
him : for the LORD seeth not 
as man seeth; for man looketh 
on the outward appearance, 
but the Lord looketh on the 
heart. 

Then Jesse called Abinadab, 
and made him pass before Sa- 
muel. And he said. Neither 
hath the Lord chosen this. 

Then Jesse made Shammah 
to pass by. And he said, Nei- 
ther hath the Lord chosen 
this. 

Again, Jesse made seven of 
his sons to pass before Samuel. 
And Samuel said unto Jesse, 
The Lord hath not chosen 



And Samuel said unto Jesse, 
Are here all thy children? 
And he said. There remaineth 
yet the youngest, and, behold, 
he keepeth the sheep. And 
Samuel said unto Jesse, Send 
and fetch him :. for we will not 
sit down tDl he come hither. 

And he sent, and brought 
him in. Now he was ruddy, 
and withal of a beautiful coun- 
tenance, an4 goodly to look to. 
And the Lord said. Arise, 
anoint him : for this is he. 

Then Samuel took the horn 
of oil, and anointed him in the 
midst of his brethren : and the 
Spirit of the Lord came upoa 
David from that day forward. 
So Samuel rose up, and went to 
Ramah. 
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.15. 

aOLIATH OP GATH. 

(Chap, xvii., yer. 1 to 11.) 

Now the Philistines gathered 
together their armies to battle, 
and were gathered together at 
Socoh, which belongeth to Ju- 
dah, and pitched between So- 
coh and Azekah, in Ephes- 
dammim. 

And Saul and the men of 
Israel were gathered together, 
and pitched by the valley of 
Elah, and set the battle in ar- 
ray against the Philistines. 

And the Philistines stood on 
a mountain on the one side, 
and Israel stood on a mountain 
on the other side : and tliere 
was a Talley between them. 

And there went out a cham- 
pion out of the camp of the 
Philistines, named Goliath, of 
Gath^ whose height wajs six cu- 
bits and a span. 

And he had a helmet of 
brass upon his head, and he 
was armed with a coat of mail; 
and the weight of the coat was 
five thousand shekels of brass. 
And he had greaves of brass 
upon his legs, and a target of 
brass between his shoulders. 

And the staff of his spear 
was like a weaver's beam; and 
hb spear's head weighed six 
hundr'ed shekels of iron : and 
one bearing a shield went be- 
fore him. 

And he stood and cried un- 
to the armies of Israel, and said 
unto them^ Why are ye come 



out to set your battle in array ? 
am not I a Philistine, and ye 
servants to Saul ? choose you a 
man for you, and let him come 
down to me. 

If he be able to fight with 
me, and to kill me, then will 
we be your servants: but if I 
prevail against him, and kill 
him, then shall ye be our ser- 
vants, and serve us. 

And the Philistine said, I 
defy the armies of Israel this 
day; give me a man, that we 
may fight together. 

When Saul and all Israel 
heard those words of the Philis- 
tine, they were dismayed, and 
greatly afraid. 

16. 

DAVID THE SHEPHERD. 

(Chap, xvii., rer. 12 to 27.) 

Now David was the son of 
that Ephrathite of Beth-lehem- 
judah, whose name was Jesse; 
and he had eight sons : and the 
man went among men for an 
old man in the days of Saul. 

And the three eldest sons of 
Jesse went and followed Saul 
to the battle : and the names of 
his three sons that went to the 
battle were Eliab the firstborn, 
and next unto him Abinadab, 
and the third Shammah. 

And David was the youngest : 
and the three eldest followed 
Saul. 

But David went and returned 
from Saul to feed his father's 
sheep at Beth-lehem. ^ 

And the Philistine drew near

morning and evening, and pre- 
sented himself forty days. 

And Jesse said unto David 
his son, Take now for thy 
brethren an ephah of this 
parched corn, and these ten 
loaves, and run to the camp to 
thy brethren ; 

And carry these ten cheeses 
unto the captain of their thou- 
sand, and look how thy breth- 
ren fare, and take their pledge. 

Now Saul, and they, and all 
the men of Israel, were in the 
valley of Elah, fighting with 
the Philistines. 

And David rose up early in 
the morning, and left the sheep 
with a keeper, and took, and 
went, as Jesse had commanded 
him ; and he came to the trench, 
as the host was going forth to 
the fight, and shouted for the 
battle. 

For Israel and the Philis- 
tines had put the battle in ar- 
ray, army against army. 

And David left his carriage 
in the hand of the keeper of 
the carriage, and rsfn into the 
army, and came and saluted his 
brethren. 

And as he talked with them, 
behold, there came up the 
champion, the Philistine of 
Gath, Goliath by name, out of 
the armies of the Philistines, 
and spake according to the 
same words : and David heard 
them. 

And all the men of Israel, 
when they saw the man, fled 
from, him; and were sore afraid. 



And the men -of Israel said, 
Have ye seen this man that is 
come up ? surely to defy Israel 
is he come up : and it shall be, 
that the man who killeth him, 
the king will enrich him with 
great riches, and will give him 
his daughter, and make his fa- 
ther's house free in Israel. 

And David spaketo the men 
that stood by him, saying. What 
shall be done to the man that 
killeth this Philistine, and 
taketh away the reproach from 
Israel? for who is this uncir- 
cumcised Philistine, that he 
should defy the armies of the 
living God ? 

And the people answered him 
after this manner, saying. So 
shall it be done to the man that 
killeth him. « 

17. 

DAVID AND GOLIATH. 
(Chap, xvii., Ter. 32 to 61.) 

And David said to Saul, Let 
no man's heart fail because of 
him ; thy servant will go and 
fight with this Philistine. 

And Saul said to David, Thou 
art not able to go against this 
Philistine to fight with him: 
for thou art but a youth, and 
he a man of war from his youth. 

And David said unto Saul, 
Thy servant' kept his father's 
sheep, and there came a lion, 
and a bear, and took a lamb out 
of the flock : 

And I went out after him, 
and smote him, and delivered it 
out of his mouth : and when 
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he arose against me^ I caught 
Lim bj his beard, and smote 
him, and slew him. 

Thy servant slew botl^ the 
lion and the bear : and this un- 
circumcised Philistine shall be 
as one of them, seeing he hath 
defied the armies of the living 
God. 

David said moreover, The 
Lord that delivered me out of 
the paw of the lion, and out of 
the paw of the bear, he will de- 
liver me out of the hand of this 
Philistine. And Saul said unto 
David, Go, and the Lord be 
with thee. 

And Saul armed David with 
his armour, and he put a hel- 
met of brass upon his head; 
also lie armed him with a coat 
of mail. 

And David girded his sword 
upon his armour, and he as- 
sayed to go; for he had not 
proved it. And David said 
unto Saul, I cannot go with 
these ;- for I have not proved 
them. And David put them off 
him. 

And he took his staff in his 
hand, and chose him five smooth 
stones out of the brook, and put 
them in a shepherd's bag which 
he bad, even in a scrip ; and his 
sling was in his hand : and he 
drew near to the Philistine. 

And the Philistine came on 
and drew near unto David ; and 
the man that bare the shield 
went before him. 

And when the Philistine 
looked about, and saw David, 



he disdained him : for he was 
but a youth, and ruddy, and of 
a fair countenance. 

And the Philistine said unto 
David, Am I dog, that thou 
comest to me witjn staves ? And 
the Philistine cursed David by 
his gods. 

And the Philistine said to 
David, Come to me, and I will 
give thy flesh unto the fowls of 
the air, and to the beasts of tlie 
field. 

Then said David to the Phil- 
istine. Thou comestJ;o me with 
a sword, and with a spear, and 
with a shield: but I come to 
thee in the name of the Lord 
of hosts, the God of the armies 
of Israel, whom thou hast de- 
fied. 

This day will the Lord de- 
liver thee into mine hand; and 
I will smite thee, and take thine 
head from thee ; and I will give 
the carcasses of the host of 
the Philistines this day unto 
the fowls of the air, and to the 
wild beasts of the earth ; that 
all the earth may know that 
there is a God in Israel. 

And all this assembly shall 
know that the Lord saveth not 
with sword and spear : for the 
battle is the Lord's, and he 
will give you into our hands. 

And it came to pass, when 
the Philistine arose, and came 
and drew nigh to meet David, 
that David hasted, and ran to- 
ward the army to meet the 
Philistine. 

And David put his hand in 
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his bag, and took thence a stone, 
and slang it, and smote the 
Philistine in his forehead, that 
the stone sunk into his fore- 
head ; and ho fell upon his face 
to the earth. 

So David prevailed over the 
Philistine with a sling and with 
a stone, and smote the Philis- 
tine and slew him ; but there 
was no sword in the hand of 
David. 

Therefore David ran and 
stood upon the Philistine, and 
took his sword, and drew it out 
of the sheath thereof, and slew 
him, and cut off his head there- 
with. And when the Philis- 
tines saw their champion was 
dead, thej fled.

SAUL* 8 ATTEMPTS TO KILL 
DAVID. 

(Chap. xvUi., yer. 6 to 16.) 

And David went out whither- 
soever Saul sent him, and be- 
haved himself wisely : and Saul 
set him over the men of war, 
and he was accepted in the 
sight of all the people, and 
also in the sight of Saul's 
servants. 

And it came to pass as they 
came, when David was returned 
from the slaughter of -the Philis- 
tine, that the women came out 
of all cities of Israel, singipg 
and dancing, to meet king Saul, 
with tabrets, with joy, and with 
instruments of music. 

And the women answered 
one Aiother as they played, 



and said, Saul hath slain his 
thousands, and David his ten 
thousands. 

And Saul was very wroth, 
and the saying displeased him ; 
and he said. They have ascribed 
unto David ten thousands, and 
to me they have ascribed but 
thousands : and .what can he 
have more but the kingdom ? 

And Saul eyed David from 
that day and forward. 

And it came to pass on the 
morrow, that the evil spirit 
from Grod came upon Saul, and 
he prophesied in the midst of 
the house: and David played 
with his hand, as at other 
times : and there was a javelin 
in Saul's hand. 

And Saul cast the javelin; 
for he said, I will smite David 
even to the wall with it. And 
David avoided out of his pre- 
sence twice. 

And Saul was afraid of David, 
because the Lord was with 
him, and was departed from 
Saul. 

Therefore Saul removed him 
from him, and made him his 
captain over a thousand; and 
he went out and came in before 
the people. 

And David behaved himself 
wisely in all his ways ; and the 
Lord was with him. 

Wherefore when Saul saw 
that he behaved himself very 
wisely, he was afraid of him. 

But all Israel and Judah 
loved David, because he went 
out and came in before them. 
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19. 

SAUL SEEKETH A WITCH. . 
(Cbap. xxTlii., ver. 8 to 14.) 

Now Samuel was dead, and 
all Israel liad lamented him, 
and buried liim in Bamah, 
even in his own city. And 
Sanl had put away those that 
had familiar spirits, and the 
wizards, out of the land. 

And the Philistines gathered 
themselves together, and came 
and pitched in Shunem: and 
Saul gathered all Israel to- 
gether, and they pitched in 
Gilboa. 

And when Saul saw the host 
of the Philistines, he was afraid, 
and his heart greatly trembled. 
And wben Saul inquired of 
the Lord, the Lord answered 
him not, neither by dreams, 
nor by Urim, nor by prophets. 
Then said Saul unto his 
servants. Seek me a woman 
that hath a familiar spirit, that 
I may go to her, and inquire 
of her. And his servants said 
to him. Behold, there is a wo- 
man that hath a familiar spirit 
at En^or. 

And Saul disguised himself, 
imd put on other raiment, and 
he went, and two men with 
him, and they came to the wo- 
man by night : and he said, I 
pray thee, divine unto me by 
the familiar spirit, and bring 
me him up, whom I shall name 
unto thee. 

And the woman said unto 

him. Behold, thou knowest 

what Saul hath done, how he

hath cut off those that have 
familiar spirits, and the wizards, 
out of the land : wherefore 
then layest thou a snare for 
my life, to cause me to die ? 

And Saul sware to her by 
the Lord, saying. As the Lord 
liveth, there shall no punish- 
ment happen to thee fbr this 
thing. 

Then said the woman. Whom 
shall I bring up unto thee? 
And he said, Bnug me up 
Samuel. 

And when the woman saw 
Samuel, she cried with a loud 
voice: and the woman spake 
to Saul, saying. Why hast thou 
deceived me ? for thou art Saul. 
And the king said unto her, 
Be not afraid : for what sawest 
thou? And the woman said 
unto Saul, I saw gods ascend- 
ing out of the earth. 

And he said unto her. What 
form is he of? And she said. 
An old man cometh up; and 
he is covered with a mantle. 
And Saul perceived that it was 
Samuel, and he stooped with 
his face to the ground, and 
bowed himself. 

20. 
Saul's rujn foretold. 

(Cbap.'xxxTii]^ rer. 15 to 26.) 

And Samuel said to Saul, 
Why hast thou disquieted me, 
to bring me up? And Saul 
answered, I am sore distressed; 
for the Philistines make war 
against me, and God is departed 
from me, and answereth me po 
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more, neftlier by prophets, nor 
by dreams : therefore I have 
called thee, that thou mayest 
make known unto me what I 
shall do. 

Then said Samuel, Where- 
fore then dost thou ask of me, 
seeing the Lord is departed 
from thee, and is become thine 
enemy ? 

And the Lord hath done to 
him, as he spake by me : for 
the Lord hath rent the king- 
dom out of thine hand, and 
given it to thy neighbour, even 
to David : 

Because thou obeyedst not 
the voice of the Lord, nor 
executedst his , fierce wrath 
upon Amalek, therefore hath 
the Lord done this thing unto 
thee this day. 

Moreover the Lord will also 
deliver Israel with thee into 
the hand of the Philistines : 
and to-morrow shalt thou and 
thy sons be with me : the Lord 
also shall deliver the host of 
Israel into the hand of the 
Philistines. 

Then Saul fell straightway 
all along on the earth, and was 
sore afraid, because of the 
words of Samuel: and there 
was no strength in him ; for he 
had eaten no bread all the»4ay, 
nor all the night. 

And the woman came unto 
Saul, and saw that he was sore 
troubled, and said unto him, 
Behold, thine handmaid hath 
obeyed thy voice^ and I have 
put my life in my hand, and 



have hearkened unto thy words 
which thoDFspakest unto me. 

Now therefore, I pray thee, 
hearken thou also unto the 
voice of thine handmaid, and 
let me set a morsel of bread 
before thee ; and eat, that thou 
mayest have strength, when 
thou goest on thy way. 

But he refused, and said, I 
will not eat. But his servants, 
together with the woman, com- 
pelled him ; and he hearkened 
unto their voice. So he rose 
from the earth, and sat upon 
the bed. 

And the woman had a fat 
calf in the house; and she 
hasted, and killed it, and took 
flour, and kneaded it, and did 
bake unleavened bread there- 
of: 

And she brought it before 
Saul, and before his servants; 
and they did eat. Then they 
rose up, and went away that 
night. 

21. 

DEATH OP SAUL. 
(Chap, xxxi., yer. 1 to 6.) 

Now the Philistines fought 
against Israel : and the men of 
Israel fled from before the - 
Philistines, and fell down slain 
in mount Gilboa. 

And the Philistines followed 
hard upon Saul and upon his • 
sons; and the Philistines slew 
Jonathan, and Abinadab, and 
Malchishua, Saul's sons. 

And the battle went sore 
against Saul, and the archers

hit him; and he was sore 
wounded of the archers. 

Then said Saul unto his 
armourbearer, Draw thy sword, 
and thrust me through there- 
with ; lest these uncircumcised 
come and thrust me through, 
and abuse me. But his armour- 
bearer would not; for he was 
sore afraid. Therefore Saul 
took a sword, and fell upon it. 

And when his armourbearer 
a^w that Saul was dead, he fell 
likewise upon his sword, and 
died with him. 

So Saul died, and his three 
sons, and his armourbearer, and 
all his men, that same day to- 
gether. 

22. 

DAVXD MADE KING OVER ALL 

ISRAEL. 

(Chap. T^ Ter. 1 to 10.) 

Then came all the tribes of 
Israel to David unto Hebron, 
^nd spake, saying, Behold, we 
are thy bone and thy flesh. 

Also in times past, when Saul 
was king over us, thou wast he 
that leddest out and broughtest 
in Israel : and the Lord said to 
thee. Thou shalt feed my people 
Israel, and thou shalt be a cap- 
tain over Israel. 

So all the elders of Israel 
came to the king to Hebron; 
and king David made a league 
with them in Hebron before 
the Lord : and they anointed 
David king over Israel. 

David was thirty years old 
when he began to reign, and 
he reigned forty years. 



In Hebron he reigned oyer 
Judah seven, years and six 
months : and in Jerusalem he 
reigned thirty and three years 
over all Israel and Judah. 

And the king and his men 
went to Jerusalem unto the 
Jebusites, the inhabitants of 
the land: which spake unto 
David, saying, Except thou 
take away the blind and the 
lame, thou shalt not come in 
hither : thinking, David cannot 
come in hither. 

Nevertheless, David took the 
strong hold of Zion : the same 
is the city of David. 

And David said on that day, 
Whosoever getteth up to the 
gutter, and smiteth the Jebu- 
sites, and the lame and the 
blind, that are hated of David's 
soul, he shall be chief and cap- 
tain. Wherefore they said, The 
blind and the lame shall not 
come into the house. 

So David dwelt in the fort, 
and called it the city of David. 
And David built round about 
from Millo and inward. 

And David went on, and 
grew great, and the Lord God 
of hosts was with him. 

23. 

God's promises to david. 

(Chap. Tii., Ter. 1 to 17.) 

And it came to pass, when 
the king sat in his house, and 
the Lord had given him rest 
round about from all his ene- 
mies; 

That the king said unto Na- 
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than tlie prophet, See now, I 
dwell in a house of cedar, but 
the ark of God dwelleth within 
curtains. 

And Nathan said to the king. 
Go, do all that is in thine heart ; 
for the Lord is with thee. 

And it came to pass that 
night, that the word of the 
Lord came unto Nathan, saying, 

Go and tell my servant David, 
Thus saith the Lord, Shalt 
thou build me a house for me 
to dwell in ? 

Whereas I have not dwelt in 
any house since the time that I 
brought up the children of Is- 
rael out of Egypt, even to this 
day, but have 'mdked in a tent 
and in a tabernacle. 

In all the places wherein I 
have walked with all the chil- 
dren of Israel spake I a word 
with any of the tribes of Israel, 
whom I commanded to feed my 
people Israel, saying. Why build 
ye not me a house of cedar ? 

Now therefore so shalt thou 
say unto my servant David, 
Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
I took thee from the sheepcote, 
from following the sheep, to be 
ruler over my people, over Is- 
rael: 

And I was with thee whither- 
soever thou wen test, and have 
cut off all thine enemies out of 
thy sight, and have made thee 
a great name, like unto the 
name of the great men that are 
in the earth. 

Moreover I will appoint a 



place for my people Israel, and 
will plant them, that they may 
dwell in a place of their own, 
and move no more; neither 
shall the children of wickedness 
affict them any more, as before- 
time. 

And as since the time that I 
commanded judges to be over 
my people Israel, and have 
caused thee to rest from all 
thine enemies. Also the Lord 
telleth thee tlja^ he will make 
thee a house. 

And when thy days be ful- 
filled, and thou shalt sleep with 
thy fathers, I will set up thy 
seed after thee, which shall pro- 
ceed out of thy bowels, and I 
will establish his kingdom. 

He shall build a house for 
my name, and I will stablish 
the throne of his kingdom for 
ever. 

I will be his Mher, and he 
shall be my son. If he com- 
mit iniquity, I will chasten him 
with the rod of men, and with 
the fltripes of the children of 
men : 

But my mercy shall not de- 
part away from him, as I took 
it from Saul, whom I put away 
before thee. 

And thine house and thy 
kingdom shall be established 
for ever before thee : thy throne 
shall be established for ever. 

According to all these words, 
and according to all this vision, 
so did Nathan speak unto 
David.

BAVIB's directions to SOLO- 
MON. 
(Chap, a., 7er. 1 to 4, 10 to 12.) 

Now the days of David drew 
nigh that he should die; and 
he charged Solomon his son, 
saying, 

I go the way of all the earth : 
be thou strong therefore, and 
shew thyself a man ; 

And keep the charge of the 
Lord thy God, to walk in his 
ways, to keep his statutes, and 
bis commandments, and his 
judgments, and his testimo- 
nies, as it is written in the law 
of Moses, that thou mayest 
prosper in all that thou doest, 
and whithersoever thou turnest 
thyself: 

That the Lord may continue 
his word which he spake con- 
cerning me, saying. If thy chil- 
dren take heed to their way, to 
walk before me in truth with 
all their heart and with all 
their soul, there shall not fail 
thee, said he, a man on the 
throne of Israel.

So David slept with his fa- 
thers, and was buried in the 
city of David. 

And the days that David 

reigned over Israel were forty

years : seven years reigned he 
in Hebron, and thirty and three 
years reigned he in Jerusalem. 
Then sat Solomon upon the 
throne of David his father; and 
his kingdom was established 
greatly. 

SOLOMON'S PRAYER FOR WIS- 
DOM. 
(Chap, iit, ver. 1 to 15.) 

And Solomon made af&nity 
with Pharaoh king of Egypt, 
and took Pharaoh's daughter, 
and brought her into the city 
of David, until he had made an 
end of building his own house, 
and the house of the Lord, and 
the wall of Jerusalem round 
about. 

Only the people sacrificed in 
high places, because there was 
no house built unto the name 
of the Lord, until those days. 

And Solomon loved the Lord, 
walking in the statutes of David 
his father: only he sacrificed 
and burnt incense in high 
placgg. 

And the king went to Gibeon 
to sacrifice there ; for that was 
the great high place : a thou- 
sand burnt offerings did Solo- 
mon offer upon that alt?ir. 

In Gibeon the Lord appeared 
to Solomon in a dream by night : 
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and God said, Ask what I shall 
give thee. 

And Solomon said, Thou hast 
shewed unto thy servant David 
my father great mercy, accord- 
ing as he walked before thee in 
truth, and in righteousness, and 
in uprightness of heart with 
thee; and thou hast kept for 
him this great kindness, that 
thou hast given him a son to 
sit on his throne^ as it is this 
day. 

And now, Lord my God, 
thou hast made thy servant 
king instead of David my fa- 
ther: and I am but a little 
child : I know not how to go 
out or come in. 

And thy servant is in the 
midst of thy people which thou 
hast chosen, a great people, that 
cannot be numbered nor counted 
for multitude. 

Give therefore thy servant an 
understanding heart to judge 
thy people, that I may discern 
between good and bad : for who 
is able to judge this thy so great 
a people ? 

And the speech pleased the 
Lord, that Solomon had asked 
this thing. 

And God said unto him, Be- 
cause thou hast asked this 
thing, and hast not asked for 
thyself long life ; neither hast 
asked riches for thyself, nor hast 
asked the life of thine enemies ; 
but hast asked for thyself un- 
derstanding to discern judg- 
ment; 

Behold, I have done accord- 



ing to thy word: lo, I have 
given thee a wise and an un- 
derstanding heart : so that there 
was none like thee before thee, 
neither after thee shall any 
arise like unto thee.

And if thou wilt walk in my 
ways, to keep my statutes and 
my commandments, as thy fa- 
ther David did walk, then I 
will lengthen thy days. • 

And Solomon awoke; and, 
behold, it was a dream. And 
he came to Jerusalem, and stood 
before the ark of the covenant 
of the Lord, and offered up 
burnt offerings, and offered 
peace offerings, and made a 
feast to all his servants. ' 
3. 
Solomon's judgment. 

(Chap, iii., ver. 16 to 28.) 

Then came there two women, 
that were harlots, unto the king, 
and stood before him. 

And the one woman said, 
my lord, I and this woman 
dwell in one house ; and I was 
delivered of a child with her 
in the house. 

And it came to pass the third 
day after that I was delivered, 
that this woman was delivered 
also: and we were together; 
there was no stranger with us 
in the house, save us two in the 
house. 
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And this woman's child died 
in the night j because she over- 
laid it. 

And she arose at midnight, 
and took my son from beside 
me, while thine handmaid slept, 
and laid it in her bosom, and 
laid her dead child in my bosom. 

And when I rose in the 
morning to give my chiM suck, 
behold, it was dead : but when 
I had considered it in the morn- 
ing, behold, it was not my son, 
which I did bear.

Then the king answered and 
said. Give her the living child, 
and in no wise slay it : she is 
the mother thereof 

And all Israel heard of the 
judgment which the king had 
judged; and they feared the 
king: for they saw that the 
wisdom of God was in him to 
do judgment. 

4. 
Solomon's grandeur. 

(Chap. It., yer. 20 to 34.) 

Judah and Israel were many, 
as the sand which is by the sea 
in multitude, eating and drink- 
ing, and making merry. 

And Solomon reigned over 
all kingdoms from the river 
unto the land of the Philistines, 
and unto the border of Egypt : 
they brought presents, and 
served Solomon all the days of 
his life. 

And Solomon's provision for 
one day was thirty measures of 
fine flour, and threescore mea- 
sures of meal. 

Ten fat oxen, and twenty 
oxen out of the pastures, and a 
hundred sheep, besides harts, 
and roebucks, and fallow deer, 
and fatted fowl. 

For he had dominion over 
all the region on this side the 
river, from Tiphsah even to Az- 
zah, over all the kings on this 
side the river: and he had 
peace on all sides round about 
him. 

And Judah and Israel dwelt 
safely, every man under hia 
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vine and under his fig tree, 
from Dan even to Beer-slieba, 
all the days of Solomon. 

And Solomon had forty thou- 
sand stalls of horses for his cha- 
riots, and twelve thousand horse- 
men. 

And those officers provided 
victuals for king Solomon, and 
for all that came unto king Sol- 
omon's table, every man in his 
month : they lacked nothing. 

Barley also and straw for the 
horses and dromedaries brought 
they unto the place where the 
officers were, every man accord- 
ing to his charge. 

And God gave Solomon wis- 
dom and understanding exceed- 
ing much, and largeness of 
heart, even as the sand that is 
on the sea shore. 

And Solomon's wisdom ex- 
celled the wisdom of all the 
children of the east country, 
and all the wisdom of Egypt. 

For he was wiser than all 
men ; than Ethan the Ezrahite, 
and Heman, and Chalcol, and 
Darda, the sons of Mahol : and 
his fame was in all nations round 
about. 

And he spake three thousand 
proverbs : and his songs were a 
thousand and five. 

And he spake of trees, from 
the cedar tree that is in Leba- 
non even unto the hyssop that 
springeth out of the wall : he 
spake also of beast, and of fowls, 
and of creeping things, and of 
fishes. 

And there came of all people 



to hear the wisdom of Solomon, 
from all kings of the earth, 
which had heard of his wis- 
dom. 

6. 

BUILDIlTa OP THE TEMPLE. 
(Chap, vl., yer. 1 to 10, 14 to 22, 37, 38.) 

And it came to pass in the 
four hundred and eightieth year 
after the children of Israel were 
come out of the land of Egypt, 
in the fourth year of Solomon's 
reign over Israel, in the month 
Zif, which is the second month, 
that he began to build the 
house of the Lord. 

And the house which king 
Solomon built for the Lord, 
the length thereof was three- 
score cubits, and the breadth 
thereof twenty cubits, and the 
height thereof, thirty cubits. 

And the porch before the 
temple of the house, twenty 
cubits was the length thereof, 
according to the breadth of the 
house ; and ten cubits was the 
breadth thereof before the 
house. 

And for the house he made 
windows of narrow lights. 

And against the wall of the 
house he built chambers round 
about, against the walls of the 
house round about, both of the 
temple and of the oracle : and 
he made chambers round about. 

The nethermost chamber was 
five cubits broad, and the mid- 
dle was six cubits broad, and 
the third was SQven cubits 
broad : for without in the wall 
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of the house he made narrowed 
rests round about, that the 
beams should not be fastened 
in the walls of the house. 

And the house, when it was 
in building, was built of stone 
made ready before it was 
brought thither : so that there 
was neither hammer nor axe 
nor any tool of iron heard in the 
house, while it was in building. 

The door for the middle 
chamber was in the right side 
of the house : and they went 
up with winding stairs into the 
middle chamber, and out of the 
middle into the third. 

So he built the house, and 
finished it; and covered the 
house with beams and boards 
of cedar. 

And then he built chambers 
against all the house^ five cu- 
bits high : and they rested on 
the house with timber of cedar. 

:|c 3|c * * * . 

So Solomon built the house, 
and finished it. 

And he built the walls of the 
house within with boards of 
cedar, both the floor of the 
house, and the walls of the 
ceiling: and he covered them 
on the inside with wood, and 
covered the floor. of the house 
with planks of fir. 

And he built twenty cubits 
on the sides of the house, both 
the floor and the walls with 
boards of cedar : he even built 
them for it within, even for the 
oracle, even for the most holy 
place. 



And the house, that is, the 
temple before it, was forty cu- 
bits long. 

And the cedar of the house 
within was carved with knops 
and open flowers: all was ce- 
dar; there was no stone seen. 

And the oracle he prepared 
in the house within, to set 
there the ark of the covenant 
of the Lord. 

And the oracle- in the fore- 
part was twenty cubits in 
length, and twenty cubits in 
breadth, and twenty cubits in 
the height thereof: and he 
overlaid it with pure gold ; and 
so covered the altar which wa^ 
of cedar. 

So Solomon overlaid the 
house within with pure gold : 
and he made a partition by the 
chains of gold before the ora- 
cle; and he overlaid it with 
gold. 4 

And the whole house he 
overlaid with gold, until he had 
finished all the house : also the 
whole altar that was by the ora- 
cle he overlaid with gold. 

* * * * . * 

In the fourth year was the 
foundation 6f the house of the 
Lord laid, in the month Zif : 

And in the eleventh year, 
in the month Bui, which, is the 
eighth month, was the house 
finished throughout all the parts 
thereof, and according to all the 
fashion of it. So was he seven 
years in building it. 
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6. 

DEDICATION OP THE TEMPLE. 

(Chap. Tiii., ver. 1 to 11.) 

Then Solomon assembled tlie 
elders of Israel, and all the 
heads of the tribes, the chief 
of the fathers of the children 
of Israel, nnto king Solomon in 
Jerusalem, that they might 
bring np the ark of the cove- 
nant of the Lord ont of the city 
of David, which is Zion. 

And all the men of Israel 
assembled themselves unto king 
Solomon at the feast in the 
month Ethanim, which is the 
seventh month. 

And all the elders of Israel 
came, and the priests took up 
the ark. 

And they brought up the 
ark of the Lord, and the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, and 
all the holy vessels that were 
in the tabernacle, even those 
did the priests and the Levites 
bring up. 

And king Solomon, and all 
the congregation of Israel, that 
were assembled unto him, were 
, with him before the ark, sacri- 
ficing sheep and oxen, that 
could not be told nor numbered 
for multitude. 

And th« priests brought in 
the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord unto Tiis place, into the 
oracle of the house, to the 
most holy place, even under 
the wings of the cherubim. 

For the cherubim spread 
forth their two wings over the 



place of the ark, and the che- 
rubim covered the ark and the 
staves thereof above. 

And they drew out the 
staves, that the ends of the 
staves were seen out in the 
holy place before the oracle, 
and they were not seen without : 
and there they are unto this 
day. 

There was nothing in the ark 
save the two tables of stone, 
which Moses put there at Ho- 
reb,,when the Lord made a 
covenant with the children of 
Israel, when they came out of 
the land of Egypt. 

And it came to pass, when 
the priests were come out of 
the holy place, that the cloud 
filled the house of the Lord, 

So that the priests could not 
stand to minister because of the 
cloud: for the glory of the 
Lord had filled the house of 
the Lord. 

7. 

god's ^covenant WITH SOLO- 
MON. 
(Chap, ix., ver. 1 to 9.) 

And it came to pass, when 
Solomon had finished the build- 
ing of the house of the Lord, 
and the king's house, and all 
Solomon's desire which he was 
pleased to do. 

That the Lord appeared to 
Solomon the second time, as 
he had appeared unto him at 
Gribeon. 

And the Lord said unto 
him, I have heard thy prayer 
and thy supplication, that thou 
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Hast made before me : I have 
haliowed this house, which 
thou hast built, to put my 
name there fpr ever ; and mine 
eyes and mine heart shall be 
there perpetually. 

And if thou wilt walk before 
me, as David thy father walked, 
in integrity of heart, and in 
uprightness, to do according to 
all that I have commanded 
thee, and wilt keep my statutes 
and my judgments ; 

Then I will establish the 
throne of thy kingdom upon 
Israel for ever, as I promised 
to David thy father, saying. 
There shall not fail thee a man 
upon the throne of Israel. 

But if ye shall at all turn 
from following me, ye or your 
children, and will not keep my 
commandments and my statutes 
which I have set before you, 
but go and serve other gods, 
and worship them ; 

Then will I cut off Israel 
out of the land which I have 
given them; and this house, 
which I have hallowed for my 
name, will I cast out of my 
sight; and Israel shall be a 
proverb and a byword among 
all people : 

And at this house, which is 
high, every one that pas^eth 
by it shail be astonished, and 
shall hiss ; and they shall say. 
Why hath the Lord done thus 
unto this land, and to this 
house? 

And they shall answer, Be- 
cause they forsook the Lobd 



their God, who brought forth 
their fathers out of the land of 
Egypt, and have taken hold 
upon other gods, and have 
worshipped them, and served 
them > therefore hath the Lord 
brought upon them all this 
evil.

THE QUEEN OF SHEBA's VISIT 

TO SOLOMON. 

(Chap, x, ver. 1 to 10.) • 

And when the queen of 
Sheba heard of the fame of 
Solomon concerning the name 
of the Lord, she came to prove 
him with hard questions. 

And she came to Jerusalem 
with a very great train, with 
camels that bare spices, and 
very much gold, and precious 
stones : and when she was come 
to Solomon, she communed 
with him of all that was in 
her heart. 

And Solomon told her all 
her questions : there was not 
any thing hid from the king, 
which he told her not. 

And when the queen of 
Sheba had seen all Solomon's 
wisdom, and the house that he 
had built, 

And the meat of his table, 
and the sitting of his servants, 
and the attendance of his 
ministers, and their apparel, 
and his cupbearers, and his 
ascent by which he went up 
unto the house of the Lord; 
there was no more spirit in her. 

And she said to the king. It 
was a true report that I heard 
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in mine own land of thy acts 
and of thy wisdom. 

Howbeit I believed not the 
words, until I came, and mine 
eyes had seen it; and, behold, 
the half was not told me : thy 
wisdom and prosperity exeeed- 
eth the fame which I heard. 

Happy are thy men, happy 
are these thy servants, which 
stand continually before thee, 
and tllat hear thy wisdom. 

Blessed be the Lord thy 
God, which delighted in thee, 
to set thee on the throne of 
Israel : because the Lord loved 
Israel' for ever, therefore made 
he thee king, to do judgment 
and justice. 

And she gave the king a 
hundred and twenty talents of 
gold, and of spicds very great 
store, and precious stones : 
there came no more such 
abundance of spices as these 
which the queen of Sheba 
gaye to king Solomon. 
9. 

SOLOMON'S WEALTH. 
(Chap. X., yer. 11 to 23.) 

And the navy also of Hiram, 
that brought gold from Ophir, 
brought in from Ophir great 
plenty of almug trees, and pre- 
cious stones. 

Now the weight of gold that 
came to Solomon in one year 
was six hundred threescore and 
six talents of gold. 

Besides that he had of the 
merchantmen, and of the traf- 
fick of the spice merchants, and 



of all the kings of Arabia, and 
of the governors of the coun- 
try. 

And king Solomon made two 
hundred targets of beaten gold : 
six hundred shekels of gold went 
to one target. 

And he made thre6 hundred 
shields of beaten gold ; three 
pounds of gold went to one 
shield : and the king put them 
in the house of the forest of 
Lebanon. 

Moreover, the king made a 
great throne of ivory, an<l over- 
laid it with the ^est gold. 

The throne had six steps, 
and the top of the throne was 
round behind : and there were 
stays on either side on the place 
of the seat, and two lions stood 
beside the stays. 

And twelve lions aiood there 
on the one side and on the other 
upon the six steps : there was 
not the like made in any king- 
dom. 

And all king Solomon's 
driqking vessels were of gold, 
and all the vessels of the house 
of the forest of Lebanon were 
of pure gold ; none were of sil- 
ver : it was nothing accounted 
of in the days of Solomon. 

For the king had at sea a 
navy of Tarshish with the navy 
of Hiram : once in three years 
came the navy of Tarshish, 
bringing gold, and silver, ivory, 
and apes, and peacocks. 

Sp king Solomon exceeded 
all the kings of the earth for 
riches and K)r wisdom. 
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10. 

Solomon's sins. 

(Chap. xL, ver. 1 to 13.) 

But king Solomon loved 
many strange women, together 
with the daughter of Pharaoh, 
women of the Moahites, Am- 
monites, Edomites, Zidonians, 
and Hittites ; 

Of the nations concerning 
which the Lord said unto the 
children of Israel, Ye shall not 
go in- to them, neither shall 
they come in unto you^ for 
surely they will^m away your 
heart after their gods : Solomon 
clave unto these in love. 

And he had seven hundred 
wives, princesses, and three 
hundred concubines: and his 
wives turned away his heart. 

For it qame to pass, when 
SolcHnon was old, that his wives 
turned away his heart after 
other gods : and his heart was 
not perfect with the Lord his 
GDd, as was the heart of David 
his father. 

For Solomon went after Ash- 
toreth the goddess of the Zi- 
donians, and after Milcom the 
abomination of the Ammonites. 

And Solomon did evil in the 
sight of the Lord> and went 
not fully after the Lord, as did 
David his father. 

Then did Solomon build a 
high place for Chemosh, the 
abomination oi Moab, in the 
hill that is before Jerusalem, 
and for Molech, the abomina- 
tion of the children of Ammon. 
14 



And likewise did he for all 
his strange wives, which burnt 
incense and sacrificed unto their 
gods. 

And the Lord was angry 
with Solomon, because his heart 
was turned from the Lord God 
of Israel, which had appeared 
unto him twice. 

And had commanded him 
concerning this thing, that he 
should not go after other gods ^ 
but he kept not that which the 
Lord commanded. 

Wherefore the Lord said 
unto Solomon, Fopsmuch as 
this is done of thee^ and thou 
hast not kept my covenant and 
my statutes, which I have com- 
manded thee, I will surely rend 
the kingdom from thee, and 
will give it to thy servant. 

Notwithstanding, in thy days 
I will not do it for David thy 
father's sake : but I will rend 
it out of the hand of thy son. 

Howbeit I will not rend 
away all the kingdom; but will 
give one tribe to thy son for 
David my servant's sake, and 
for Jerusalem's sake which I 
have chosen. 

11. 

OP JEROBOAM. 
(Chap, xi, ver. 26 to ,43.) 

And the man Jeroboam was 
a mighty mau of valour: and 
Solomon seeing the young man 
that he was industrious, he 
made him ruler over all the 
charge of the house of Joseph. 

And it came to pass at that 
time when Jeroboam went out 
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of Jerusalem, that the prophet 
Ahijah the Shilonite found him 
in the way; and he had clad 
himself with a new garment; 
and they two were alone in the 
field : 

And Ahijah caught the new 
garment that was on him, and 
rent it in twelve pieces : 

And he said to Jerohoam, 
Take thee ten pieces : for thus 
saith the Lord, the God of Is- 
rael, Behold, I will rend the 
kingdom out of the hand of 
Solomon, and will give ten 
tribes to thee : 

(But he shall have one tribe 
for my servant David's sake, 
and for Jerusalem's sake, the 
city which I have chosen out 
of all the tribes of Israel :) 

'Pecause that they have for- 
saken me, and have worshipped 
Ashtoreth the goddess of the 
Zidonians, Chemosh the god of 
the Moabites, and Milcom the 
god of the children of Ammon, 
and have not walked in my 
ways, to do that which is right 
in mine eyes, and to keep my 
statutes and my judgments, as 
did David his father. 

Howbeit I will not take the 
whole kingdom out of his hand : 
but I will make him prince all 
the days of his life for David 
my servant's sake, whom I 
chose, because he kept my com- 
mandments and my statutes : 

But I will take the kingdom 
out of his son's hand, and will 
give it unto thee, even ten 
tribes. 



And unto his son will I give 
one tribe, that David my ser- 
vant may have a light alway 
before me in Jerusalem, . the 
city which I have chosen me to 
put my name there. 

And I will take thee, and 
thou shalt reign according to 
all that thy soul desireth, and 
shalt be king over Israel.

Solomon sought therefore to 
kill Jeroboam. And Jeroboam 
arose, and fled into Egypt, unto 
Shishak king of Egypt, and 
was in Egypt until the death 
of Solomon. 

And the rest of the acts of 
Solomon, and all that he did, 
and his wisdom, are they not 
written in the book of the acts 
of Solomon ? 

And the time that Solomon 
reigned in Jerusalem over all 
Israel was forty years. 

And Solomon slept with his 
fathers, and was buried in the 
city of David his father : and 
Rehpboam his son reigned in 
his stead. 

12. 

REVOLT OF THE TEN TRIBES. 
(Chap, xii., ver. 1 to 8, 14 to 20.) 

And Rehoboam went to She- 
chem : for all Israel were come 
to Shechem to make him king. 

And it came to pass, when 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
who was yet in Egypt, heard 
of it, (for he was fled from the 
presence of king Solomon, and 
Jeroboam dwelt in Egypt,) 
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That they sent and called 
him. And Jeroboam and all 
the congregation of Israel 
came, and spake unto Reho- 
boam, saying, 

Thy father made our yoke 
grievous : now therefore make 
thou the grievous service of thy 
fether, and his heavy yoke 
wfiich he put upon us, lighter, 
and we will serve thee. 

And he said unto them. De- 
part yet for three days, then 
come again to me. And the 
people departed. 

And king Rehoboam con- 
sulted with the old men, that 
stood before Solomon his father 
while he yet lived, and said, 
How do ye advise that I may 
answer this people ? 

And they spake unto him, 
saying. If thou wilt be a ser- 
vant unto this people this day, 
and wilt serve them, and an- 
swer them, and speak good 
words to them, then they will 
be thy servants for ever. 

But he forsook the counsel 
of the old men, which they had 
given him, and consulted with 
the young men that were grown 
up with him, and which stood 
before him : 



And spake to them after the 
counsel of the young men, say- 
ing, My father made your yoke 
heavy, and I will add to your 
yoke : my father also chastised 



you with whips, but I will chas- 
tise you with scorpions. 

Wherefore the king heark- 
ened not unto the people ; for 
the cause was from the Lord, 
that he might perform his say- 
ing, which the Lord spake by 
Ahijah the Shilonite unto Jero- 
boam the son of Nebat. 

So when all Israel saw that 
the king hearkened not linto 
them, the people answered the 
king, saying, What portion have 
we in David ? neither have we 
inheritance in the son of Jesse : 
to your tents, Israel: now 
see to thine own house, David. 
So Israel departed unto their 
tents. 

But as for the children of 
Israel which dwelt in the cities 
of Judah, Rehoboam reigned 
over them. 

Then king Rehoboam sent 
Adoram, who was over the tri- 
bute ; and all Israel stoned him 
with stones, that he died. 
Therefore king Rehoboam made 
speed to get him up to his 
chariot, to flee to Jerusalem. 

So Israel rebelled against 
the house of David unto this 
day. 

And it came to pass, when 
all Israel heard that Jeroboam 
was come again, that they sent 
and called him unto the con- 
gregation, and made him king 
over all Israel ; there was none 
that followed the house of Da- 
vid, but the tribe of Judah 
only 
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13. 

THE DOOM OP JEROBOAM. 
(Chap, xir., ver. 1 to 9, 12 to 16.) 

At that time Abijah the son 
of Jeroboam fell sick. 

And Jeroboam said to his 
wife, Arise, I pray thee, and 
disguise thyself, that thou be 
not known to be the wife of 
Jeroboam ; and gel thee to Shi- 
loh : behold, there is Ahijah 
the prophet, which told me that 
I should be king over this 
people. . 

And take with thee ten 
loaves, and cracknels, and a 
cruse of honey, and go to him : 
he shall tell thee what shall be- 
come of the child. 

And Jeroboam's wife did so, 
and arose, and went to Shiloh, 
and came to the house of Ahi- 
jah. But Ahijah could not 
see; for his eyes were set by 
reason of his age. 

And the Lord said unto 
Ahijah, Behold, the wife of Je- 
roboam cometh to ask a thing 
of thee for her son ; for he is 
sick : thus and thus shalt thou 
say unto her; for it shall be, 
when she cometh in, that she 
shall feign herself to be another 
woman. 

And it was so, when Ahijah 
heard the sound of her feet, as 
she cam in at the door, that 
he said, Co:ne in, thou wife of 
Jeroboam ; why feign est thou 
thyself to be another ? for I am 
sent to thee with heavy tidings. 

Go, tell Jeroboam, Thus saith 



the Lord God of Israel, Foras- 
much as I exalted thee from 
among the people, and made 
thee prince over my people Is- 
rael, 

And rent the kingdom away 
from the house of David, and 
gave it thee : and yet thou hast 
not been as my servant David, 
who kept my commandments, 
and who followed me with all 
his heart, to do that only which 
was right in mine eyes ; 

But hast done evil above all 
that were before thee : for thou 
hast gone and made thee other 
gods, and molten images, to 
provoke me to anger, and hast 
cast me behind thy back : 

* * * * 

Arise thou therefore, get thee 
to thine own house : and when 
thy feet enter into the city, the 
child shall die. 

And all Israel shall mourn 
for him, and bury him : for he 
only of Jeroboam shall come to 
the grave, because in him there 
is found some good thing to- 
ward the Lord God of Israel 
in the house of Jeroboam. 

Moreover the Lord shall 
raise him up a king over Is- 
rael, who shall cut off the house 
of Jeroboam that day: but 
what ? even now. 

For the Lord shall smite Is- 
rael, as a reed is shaken in the 
water, and he shall root up Is- 
rael, out of this good land, 
which he gave to their fathers, 
and shall scatter them beyond 
the river, because they have 
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made their groves, provoking 
the Lord to anger. 

And he shall give Israel up 
hecause of the sins of Jero- 
hoam, who did sin, and who 
made Israel to sin. 

14. 

DEATH OP REHOBOAM. 
(Chap, xiv., ver. 25 to 31.) 

And it came to pass in the 
fifth year of king Rehohoam, 
that Shishak king of Egypt 
came up against Jerusalem : 

And he took away the trea- 
sures of the house of the Lord, 
and the treasures of the king's 
house ; te even took away all : 
and he took away all the shields 
of gold whichL Solomon had 
made. ^ 

And king Rehohoam made 
in their stead brazen shields, 
and committed them unto the 
hands of the chief of the guard, 
which kept the door of the 
king's house. 

And it was so, when the 
king went into the house of the 
Lord, that the guard bare 
them, and brought them back 
into the guard-chamber. 

Now the rest of the acts of 
Rehohoam, and all that he did, 
are they not written in the book 
of the Chronicles of the kings 
of Judah ? 

And there was war between 
Rehohoam and Jeroboam all 
their days. 

And Rehohoam slept with 
his fathers, and was buried with 
his fathers in the city of Pavid. 
14* 



And his mother's name was 
Naamah an Ammonitess. And 
Abijam his son reigned in his 
stead. 

15. 

REIGN OF ABIJAM. 
(Chap. XT., yer. 1 to 8.) 

Now in the eighteenth year 
of king Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat reigned Abijam over 
Judah. 

Three years reigned he in 
Jerusalem. And his mother's 
name was Maachah, the daugh- 
ter of Abishalom. 

And he walked in all the 
sins of his father, which he had 
done before him : and his heart 
was not perfect with the Lord 
his God, as the heart of David 
his father. 

Nevertheless for David's sake 
did the Lord his God give him 
a lamp in Jerusalem, to set up 
his son after him, and to esta- 
blish Jerusalem : 

Because David did that which 
was right in the eyes of the 
Lord, and turned not aside 
from any thing that he com- 
manded him all the days of his 
life, save only in the matter of 
Uriah the Hittite. 

And there was war between 
Rehohoam and Jeroboam all 
the days of his life. 

"Now the rest of the acts of 
Abijam, and all that he did, 
are they not written in the 
book of the Chronicles of the 
kings of Judah? And there 
was war between Abijam and 
Jeroboam, 
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And Abijam slept with his 
fathers; and they buried him 
in the city of David : and Asa 
his son reigned in his stead. 

16. 

REIGN OP ASA. 
(Chap. XT., TOT. 9 to 16, 24.) 

And in the twentieth year 
of Jeroboam king of Israel 
reigned Asa over Judah. 

And forty and one years 
reigned he in Jerusalem. And 
his mother's name was Maa- 
chah, the. daughter of Abisha- 
lom. 

And Asa did that which was 
right in the eyes of the Lord^ 
as did David his father. 

And he took away the sodo- 
mites out of the land, and re- 
moved all the idols that his 
fathers had made. 

And also Maachah his mo- 
ther, even her he removed from 
being queen, because she had 
made an idol in a grove ; and 
Asa destroyed her idol, and 
burnt it by the brook Kidron. 

But the high places were not 
removed : nevertheless Asa's 
heart was perfect with the Lord 
all his days. 

And he brought in the 
things which his father had 
dedicated, and the things which 
himself had dedicated, into the 
house of the Lord, silver, and 
gold, and vessels. 

* * * * 

And Asa slept with his fa- 
thers, and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of David 



his father: and Jehpshaphat 
his son reigned in his stead. 
17. 
Jeroboam's house de- 
stroyed. 

(Chap. XT., Ter. 25 to 30.) 

And Nadab the son of Jero- 
boam began to reign over Israel 
in the second year of Asa king 
of Judah, and reigned over 
Israel two years. 

And he did evil in the sight 
of the Lord, and walked in 
the way of his father, and in 
his sin wherewith he made Is- 
rael to sin. 

And Baasha the son of Ahi- 
jah, of the house of Issaohar, 
conspired against him; and 
Baasha smote him at Gibbethon, 
which belonged to the Philis- 
tines ; for Nadab and all Israel 
laid siege to Gibbethon. 

Even in the third year of 
Asa king of Judah did Baasha 
slay him, and reigned in his 
stead. 

And it came to pass, when 
he reigned, that he smote all 
the house of Jeroboam; he 
left not to Jeroboam any that 
breathed, until he had destroyed 
him, according unto the saying 
of the Lord, which he spake 
by his servant Ahijah the Shi- 
lonite. 

18. 

AHAB REIGNS OVER ISRAEL. 
(Chap. xtL, Ter. 29 to 83.) 

And in the thirty and eighth 
year of Asa king of Judah 
began Ahab the son of Omri 
to reign over Israel : and Ahab 
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^6 son of Omri reigned over 
Israel in Samaria twenty and 
two years. 

And Ahab the son of Omri 
did evil in the sight of the 
Lord above all that were before 
him. 

And it came to pssa, as if it 
had been a light thing for him 
to walk in the sins of Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat, that he took 
to wife Jezebel the daughter 
of Ethbaal king of the Zi- 
donians^ and went and served 
Baal, and worshipped him. 

And he reared up an altar 
for Baal in the house of Baal, 
which he had built in Sama- 
ria. 

And Ahab made a grove; 
and Ahab did more to provoke 
the Lord God of Israel to 
anger than all the kings of 
Israel that were before him. 

19. - , 

ELIJAH SENT TO ZAKEPHATH. 
(Chap. xviL, tct. 1 to 16.) 

And Elijah the Tishbite, 
who was of the inhabitants of 
Gilead, said unto Ahab, As the 
Lord God of Israel liveth, be- 
fore whom I stand, there shall 
not be dew nor rain these years, 
but according to my word. 

And the word of the Lord 
came unto him, saying, , 

Get thee hepce, and turn thee 
eastward, and hide thyself by 
the brook Cherith, that is be- 
fore Jordan. 

And it shall be, that thou 
Bhalt drink of the brook; and 



I have commanded the ravens 
to feed thee there. 

So he went and did accord- 
ing unto the word of the Lord : 
for he went and dwelt by the 
brook Cherith, that is before 
Jordan. 

And the ravens brought him 
bread and flesh in the morning, 
and bread and flesh in the even- 
ing ; and ho drank of the brook. 

And it came to pass after a 
while, t^^at the brook dried up, 
because there had been no rain 
in the land. 

And the word of the Lord 
came unto him, saying, 

Arise, get thee to Zarephath, 
which belongeth to Zidon, and 
dwell * there : behold, I have 
commanded a widow woman 
there to sustain thee. 

So he arose and went to Za- 
rephath. And when he came 
to the gate of the city, behold, 
the widow woman was there 
gathering of sticks: and he 
called to her, and said. Fetch 
me, I pray thee, a little water 
in a vessel, that I may drink. 

And as she was going to fetch 
it, he called to her, and said. 
Bring me, I pray thee, a morsel 
of bread in tiiine hand. 

And she said, As the Lord 
thy God liveth, I have not a 
cake, but a handful of meal in 
a barrel, and a little oil in a 
cruse: and, behold, I am ga- 
thering two sticks, that I may 
go in and dress nt for me and 
my son, that we may eat it, and 
die. 
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And Elijah said unto her, 
Fear not ; go and do as thou 
hast said : but make me there- 
of a little cake first^ and bring 
it unto me, and after make for 
thee and for thy son. 

For thus saith the Lord God 
of Israel, The barrel of meaJ 
shall not waste, neither shall 
the cruse of oil fail, until the 
day that the Lord sendeth rain 
upoh the earth. 

And she went and did ac- 
cording to the saying of Elijah : 
and she, and he, and her house, 
did eat many days. 

And the barrel of meal wast- 
ed not, neither did the cruse 
of oil fail, according to the word 
of the Lord, which he spake 
by Elijah. 

20.

And it came to pass after 
these things, that the son of 
the woman, the mistress of the 
house, fell sick; and his sick- 
ness was so sore, that there was 
no breath left in him. 

And she said unto Elijah, 
What have I to do with thee, 
thou man of God ? art thou 
come unto me to call my sin to 
remembrance, and to slay my 
son?

And he took him 
out of her bosom, and carried 
him up into a loft, where he 
abode, and laid him upon his 
own bed. 



And he cried unto the Lord, 
and said, Lord my God, hast 
thou also brought evil upon the 
widow with whom I sojourn, by 
slaying her son ? 

And he stretched himself 
upon the child three times, 
and cried unto the Lord, and 
said, Lord my G^d, I pray 
thee, let this child's soul come 
into him again. 

And the Lord heard the 
voice of Elijah ; and the soul 
of the child came into him 
again, and he revived. 

And Elijah took the child, 
and brought him down out of 
the chamber into the house, 
and delivered him unto his 
mother : and Elijah said. See, 
thy son liveth. 

And the woman said to Eli- 
jah, Now by this I know that 
thou art a man of God, and 
that the jvord of the Lord in 
thy mouth is truth. 
21. 

THE LITTLE CLOUD. 
(Chap, xyiii., rer. 1 to 2, 41 to 4fi.) 

And it came to pass after 
many days, that the word of 
the Lord came to Elijah in the 
third year' saying, Go, shew 
thyself unto Ahab ; and I will 
send rain upon the earth. 

And Elijah went to shew 
himself unto Ahab. And there 
was a sore famine in Samaria. 

* * * * 

And Elijah said unto Ahab, 
Get thee up, eat and drink ; for 
there is a sound of abundance 
of rain. 
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So Ahab went up to eat and 
to drink. And Elijah went up 
to the top of Carmel; and he 
cast himself down upon the 
earth, and put his face between 
his knees^ 

And said to his servant, Go 
up now^ look toward the sea. 
And he went up, and looked, 
and said, There is nothing. 
And he said Go again seven 
times. 

And it came to pass at the 
seventh time, that he said, Be- 
hold, there ariseth a little cloud 
out of the sea, like a man's 
hand. And he said. Go up, 
say unto Ahab, Prepare thy 
chariot, and get thee down, 
that the rain stop thee not.

And Jehoshaphat the son of 
Asa began to reign over Judah 
in the fourth year of Ahab king 
of Israel. 

Jehoshaphat was thirty and 
five years old when he began 
to reign ; and he reigned twenty 
and five years in Jerusalem. 



And his mother's name was 
Azubah the daughter of Shilhi. 
And he walked in all the 
ways of Asa his father; he 
turned not aside from it, doing 
that which was right in the 
eyes <>f the Lord : nevertheless 
the high places were not taken 
away; for the people offered 
and burnt incense yet in the 
high places.

And Jehoshaphat made peace 
with the king of Israel. 

Jehoshaphat made ships of 
Tarshish to go to Ophir for 
gold: but they went not; for 
the ships were broken at Ezion- 
geber. 

Then said Ahaziah the son 
of Ahab unto Jehoshaphat, Let 
my servants go with thy ser- 
vants in the ships. But Je- 
hoshaphat would not. 

And Jehoshaphat slept with 
his fathers, and was buried with 
his fathers in the city of David 
his father : and Jehoram his son 
reigned in his stead. 

23. 

AHAZIAH JIEIGNS OVER 

ISRAEL. 

(Chap, xxii., rer. 61 to 53.) 

Ahaziah the son of Ahab be- 
gan to reign over Israel in Sa- 
maria the seventeenth jrear of 
Jehoshaphat king of Judah, 
and reigned two years over Is- 
rael. 

And he did evil in the sight 
of the Lord, and walked in the 
way of his father, and in the

way of his motlier, and in the 
way of Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, who made Israel to sin : 
For he served Baal, and wor- 
shipped him, and provoked to 
anger the Lord God of Israel, 
according to all that his father 
had done.

ahaziah's attempts to take 

ELIJAH. 
(Chap. Li rer. 1 to 15.) 

Then Moab rebelled against 
Israel after the death of Ahab. 

And Ahaziah fell down 
through a lattice in his upper 
chamber that was in Sama,na, 
and was sick : and he sent mes- 
sengers, and said unto them, 
Go, inquire of Baal-zebub the 
god of Ekron whether I shall 
recover of this disease. 

But the angel of the Lord 
said to Elijah the Tishbite, 
Arise, go up to meet the mes- 
sengers of the king of Samaria, 
and say unto them, Is it not 
because there is not a God in 
Israel, that ye go to inquire of 
Baal-zebub the god of Ekron ? 

Now therefore thus saith the 
Lord, Thou shalt not come 
down from that bed on which 
thou art gone up, but shalt 
surely die. And Elijah de- 
parted. 

And when the messengers 
turned back unto him, he said 
unto them, Why are ye now 
turned back ? 

And they said unto him. 
There came a man up to meet 



us, and said unto us, Go, turn 
again unto the king that sent 
you, and say unto him. Thus 
saith the Lord, Is it not be- 
cause there is not a God in Is- 
rael, that thou sendest to in- 
quire of Baal-zebub the god of 
Ekron? therefore thou shalt not 
come down from that bed on 
which thou art gone up, but 
shalt surely die.

HEAVEN. 

(Chap, ii., TOT. 1 to 15, 23 to 26.) 

And it came to pass, when 
the Lord would take up Elijah 
into heaven by a whirlwind, 
that Elijah went with Elisha 
from Gilgal. 

And Elijah said unto Elisha, 
Tarry here, I pray thee; for 
the Lord hath sent me to 
Beth-el. And Elisha said unto 
him, As the Lord liveth, and 
as thy soul liveth, I will not 
leave thee. So they went down 
to Beth-el. 



And the sons of the prophets 
that were at Beth-el came forth 
to Elisha, ^nd said unto him, 
Knowest thou that the Lord 
will take away thy master from 
thy head to-day ? And he said, 
Yea, I know it ; hold ye your 
peace. 

And Elijah said unto him, 
Elisha, tarry here, I pray thee ; 
for the Lord hath sent me to 
Jericho. And he said. As the 
Lord liveth, and as thy soul 
liveth, I will not leave thee. 
So they came to Jericho. 

And the sods of the prophets 
that were at Jericho came to 
Elisha, and said unto him, 
Knowest thou that the Lord 
will take away thy master from 
thy head to day? And he 
answered. Yea, I know it; hold 
ye your peace. 

And Elijah said unto him. 
Tarry, I pray thee, here; for 
the Lord hath sent me to Jor- 
dan.

And fifty men of the sons of 
the prophets went, and stood to

And it came to pass, when 
they were gone over, that Elijah

And he went from thence to 
mount Carmel, and from thence 
he returned to Samaria. 

26. 
THE Widow's oit increased. 

(Chap, ir., rer. 1 to 7.) 

Now there cried a certain 
woman of the wives of the sons 
of the prophets unto Elisha, 
saying, Thy servant my husband 
is dead ; and thou knowest that 
thy servant did fear the Lord : 
and the creditor is come to take 
unto him my two sons to be 
bondmen. 

And Elisha said unto her, 
What shall I do for thee ? teU 
me, what hast thou in the 
house? And she said. Thine 
handmaid hath not any thing 
in the house, save a pot of oil. 

Then he said. Go, borrow 
thee vessels abroad of all thy 
neighbours, even empty vessels ' 
borrow not a few. 
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And when thou art come in, 
thou shalt shut the door upon 
thee and upon thy eons, and 
shalt pour out into all those 
vessels, and thou shalt set aside 
that wliich is full. 

So she went from him; and 
shut th^ door upon her and 
upon her sons, who brought the 
yessels to her ; and she poured 
out.

And it fell on a day^ that 
Elisha passed to Shunem, where 
was a great woman; and she 
constrained bim to eat bread. 
And so it was, that, as oft as 
he passed by, he turned in 
thither to eat bread. 

And she said unto her hus- 
band. Behold now, I perceive 
that this is a holy man of God; 
which paaseth by us continu- 
ally. 

Let us make a little chamber, 

I pray thee, on the wall ; and 

let us set for him there a bed, 

and a table, and a stool, and a

And it fell on a day, that he 
came thither, and he turned 
into the chamber, and lay there.

And he said unto him, Say 
now unto her. Behold, thou 
hast been careful for us with 
all this care; what is to be 
done for thee? wouldest thou 
be spoken for to the king, or 
to the captain of the host? 
And she answered, I dwell 
aniong mine own people. 

And he said, What then is 
to be done for her ? And Ge- 
hazi answered, Verily she hath 
no child; and her husband is 
old. 

And 
when he had called her; she 
stood in the door. 

And he said. About this sea- 
eon, according to the time of 
life, thou shalt embrace a son.

And the woman conceived, 
and bare a son at that season 
that Elisha had said unto her, 
according to the time of life. 

And when the child was 
grown, it fell on a day, that he 
went out to his father to the 
reapers. 

And he said unto his father, 
My head; my head I And he 
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said to a lad, Carry him to his 
mother. 

And when he had taken him, 
and brought him to his n^her, 
he sat on her knees till noon, 
and then died. 

28. 

THE CHILD RESTORED. 
(Chap, iv., Ter. 21 to 87.) 

And she went up, and laid 
him on the bed of the man of 
God, and shut the door upon 
him, and went out. 

And she called unto her hus- 
band, and said. Send me, I pray 
thoe, one of the young men, 
and one of the asses, that I 
may run to the man of God, 
and come again. 

And he said. Wherefore wilt 
thou go to him to day? it is 
neither new moon, nor sabbath. 
And she said, It shall be 
well. 

Then she saddled an ass, and 
said to her servant. Drive, and 
go forward ; slack not thy riding 
for me, exieept I bid thee. 

So she went, and came unto 
the man of God to mount Car- 
mel. And it came to pass, 
when the man of God saw her 
afar off, that he said to Gehazi 
his servant. Behold, yonder is 
that Shunammite : 

Run now, I pray thee, to 
meet her, and say unto her.

And when she came to the 



man of God to the hill, she 
caught him by the feet: but 
Gehazi came near to thrust her 
away. And the man of God 
said, Let her alone; for her 
soul is vexed within her : and 
the Lord hath hid it from me^ 
and hath not told me. . 

Then she said. Did I desire 
a son of my lord? did I not 
say, Do not deceive me ? 

Then he said to Gehazi, Gird 
up thy loins, and take my staff 
in thine hand, and go thy way : 
if thou meet any man, salute 
him not; and if any salute 
thee, answer him not again: 
and lay my staff upon the face 
of the ehild. 

And the mother of the child 
said. As the Lord liveth, and 
as thy soul liveth, I will not 
leave thee. And he arose, and 
fcUowed her. 

And Gkhazi passed on before 
them, and laid the staff upon 
the face of the child ; but there 
was neither voice, nor hearing. 
Wherefore he went again to 
meet him, and told him, saying. 
The child is not awaked. 

And when Elisha was come 
into the house, behold, the 
child was dead, and laid upon 
his bed. 

He went in therefore, and 
shut the door upon them twain, 
and prayed unto the Lord. 

And he went up, and lay 
upon the child, and put his 
mouth upon his mouth, and 
his eyes upon his eyes, and his 
hands upon his hands : and he 
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Btretched Mmself upon the 
child; and the flesh of the 
child waxed warm. 

Then he returned, und walk- 
ed in the house to and fro ; and 
went up, and stretched himself 
upon him : and the child 
sneezed seven times, and the 
cMld opened his eyes. 

And he called G^hazi, and 
said, Call this Shunammite. So 
he called her. And when she 
was come in unto him, he said, 
Take up thj son. 

Then she went in, and fell 
at his feet, and howed herself- 
to the ground, and took up her 
son, and went out. 

29. 

NAAMAN CURED OF HIS 

LEPROSY. 

(Chap. T., yer. 1 to 14.) 

JNTow Naaman, captain of the 
host of the kiog of Syria, was a 
great man with his master, and 
honourable, because by him the 
LoRP had given deliverance 
unto Syria: he was also a 
mighty man in valour, but he 
was a leper. 

And the Syrians had gone 
out by companies, and had 
brought away captive out of 
the land of Israel a little maid; 
and she waited on Naaman's 
wife. 

And she said unto her mis- 
tress. Would God my lord were 
with the prophet that is in Sa- 
maria ! for he would recover 
him of his leprosy. 

And one went in, and told 



his lord, saying, Thus and thus 
1 said the maid that is of the land 
of Israel. 

And the king of Syria said, 
Gt> to, go, and I will sen^ i 
letter unto the kiog of Israel. 
And he departed, and took 
with him ten talents of silver, 
and six thousand pieces of gold, 
and ten changes of raiment. 

And he brought the letter to 
the kinff of Israel, saying. Now 
when this letter is come unto 
thee, behold, I have therewith 
sent Naaman my servant to 
thee, that thou mayest recover 
him of his leprosy. 

And it came to pass, when 
the king of Israel had read the 
letter, that he rent his clothes, 
and said. Am I God, to kill and 
to make alive, that this man 
doth send unto me to recover a 
man of his leprosy? Where- 
fore consider, I pray you, and 
see how he seeketh a quarrel 
against me. 

And it was so, when Elisha 
the man of God had heard that 
the king of Israel had rent his 
clothes, that he sent to the 
king, saying, Wherefore hast 
thou rent thy clothes ? let him 
come now to me, and he shall 
know that there is a prophet in 
Israel. 

So Naaman came with his 
horses and with his chariot, 
and stood at the door of the 
house of Elisha. 

And Elisha sent a messenger 
unto him, saying, Go and wash 
in Jordan seven times, and thy 
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flesh shall come again to thee^ 
and thou shalt be clean. 

But Naaman was wroth, and 
went away, and said, Behold, I 
thought. He will surely come 
out to me, and stand, and call 
on the name of the Lord his 
God, and strike his hand over 
the place, . and recover the 
leper. 

Are not Abana and Pharpar, 
rivers of Damascus, better than 
all the waters of Israel ? may I 
not wash in them, and be clean ? 
So he turned and went away in 
a rage. 

And his servants* came near, 
and spake unto him, and said, 
My father, if the prophet had 
bid thee do some great thing, 
wouldest thou not have done it? 
how much rather then, when 
he saith to thee, Wash, and be 
clean ? 

Then went he down, and 
dipped himself seven times in 
Jordan, according to the saying 
of the man of God : and his flesh 
came again like unto the flesh of 
a little child, and he was clean. 
30. 

REIGN OP AHAZIAH. 

(Chap, viii., Ter. 26 to 29.) 

In the twelfth year of Joram 
the son of Ahab king of Israel 
did Ahaziah the son of Jehoram 
king of Judah begin to reign. 

Two and twenty years old 
was Ahaziah when he began to 
reign ;. and he reigned one year 
in Jerusalem. And his mother's 
name was Athaliah, the daugh- 
ter of Omri king of Israel. I 



And he walked in the way 
of the house of Ahab, and did 
evil in the sight of the Lord, 
as did the house of Ahab : for 
he was the son in law of the 
house of Ahab. 

And he went'with Joram the 
son of Ahab to the war against 
Hazael king of Syria in Bamoth- 
gilead ; and the Syrians wound- 
ed Joram. 

And king Joram went back 
to be healed in Jezreel of the 
wounds which the Syrians had 
given him at Bamah, when he 
fought against Hazael king of 
Sjrria. And Ahaziah the son 
of Jehoram king of Judah went 
down to see Joram the son of 
Ahab in Jezreel, because ho 
was sicL 

31. 

JEHU ANOINTED KINO. 
<Chap. ix., Ter. 1 to 10.) 

And Elisba the prophet call* 
ed one of the children of the 
prophets, and said unto him, 
Gird up thy loins, and take 
this box of oil in thine hand, 
and go to Bamoth-gilead : 

And when thou comest thither, 
look out there Jehu the son of 
Jehoshaphat the son of Nimshi, 
and go in, and make him arise 
up from among his brethren, 
and carry him to an inner cham- 
ber; 

Then take the box of oil, and 
pour it on his head, and say, 
Thus saith the Lord, I have 
anointed thee king over Israel. 
Then open the door, and flee, 
and tarry not. 
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So the young man, even the 
joung man the prophet, went 
to Eamoth-gilead. 

And when he came, behold, 
the captains of the host were 
sitting ; and he said, I have an 
errand to thee, captain. Apd 
Jehu said, Unto which of all 
us ? And he said, To thee, 
captain. 

And he arose, and went into 
the house; and he poured the 
oil on his head, and said unto 
him, Thus saith the Lord God 
of Israel, I have anointed thee 
king over the people of the 
Lord, even over Israel. 

And thou shalt smite the 
house of Ahab thy master, that 
I may avenge the blood of my 
servants the prophets, and the 
blood of all the servants of the 
Lord, at the hand of Jezebel. 

And I Will make the house 
of Ahab like the house of Jero- 
boam the son of Nebat, and 
like the house of Baasha the 
soa of Ahijah : 

And the dogs shall eat Jeze- 
bel in the portion of Jezreel, 
and there shall be none to bury 
her. And he opened the door, 
and fled. 

82. 

THE REIGN OF JEHOASH. 

(Chap. xiJ., rer. 1 to 3.) 

In the seventh year of Jehu, 
Jehoash began to reign; and 
forty years reigned he in Je- 
rusalem. And his mother's 
name was Zibiah of Beer-sheba. 

And Jehoash did that which 
was right in the sight of the 
15* 



Lord all his days wherein Je- 
hoiada the priest instmcted 
him. 

But the high places were 
not taken away : the people 
still sacrificed and burnt in- 
cense in the high places. 

83. 

DEATH OF ELISHA. 
(Chap. xiiL, tot. 20 to 21.) 

And Elisha died, and they 
buried him. And the bands 
of the Moabites invaded the 
land at the coming in of the 
year. 

And it came to pass, as they 
were burying a man, that be- 
hold, they spied a band of 
men; and they cast the man 
into the sepulchre of Elisha: 
and when the man was let 
down, and touched the bones 
of Elisha, he revived; and 
stood up on his feet. 

84. 
amaziah's good reign. 

(Chap. xiT, Ter. 1 to 7.) 

In the second year of Joash 
son of Jehoahai king of Israel 
reigned Amaziah the son of 
Joash king of Judah. 

He was twenty and five 
years old when he began to 
reign, and reigned twenty and 
nine years in Jerusalem. And 
his mother's name was Jehoad- 
dan of Jerusalem. 

And he did that which was 

right in the sight of the Lord, 

j yet not like David his &ther : 

I he did according to all things 

as Joash his father did.' 
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Hdwbeit the high places 
were not taken away: as yet 
the people did sacrifice and 
burnt incense on the high 
places. 

And it came to pass, as soon 
as the kingdom was confirmed 
in his hand, that he slew his 
servants which had slain the 
king his father. 

But the children of the 
murderers he slew not : accord- 
ing unto that which is written 
in the book of the law of 
Moses, wherein the Lord com- 
manded, saying, The fathers 
shall not be put to death for 
the children, nor the children 
be put to death for the fathers ; 
but every man shall be put to 
death for his own sin. 

He slew of Edom in the 
valley of salt ten thousand, and 
took Selah by war, and called 
the name of it Joktheel unto 
this day. 

35. 

azariah's good reign. 

(Cbap. XT., Ter. 1 to 7.) 

In the twenty and seventh 
year of Jeroboam king of Is- 
rael began Azariah son of Ama- 
ziah king of Judah to reign. 

Sixteen years old was he 
when he began to reign, and 
he. reigned two and fifty years 
in Jerusalem. And his mo- 
ther's name was Jeoholiah of 
Jerusalem. 

And he did that which was 
right in the sight of the Lord, 
according to all that his father 
Amaziah had done : 



Save that the high places 
were not removed : the people 
sacrificed and burnt incense 
still on the high places. 

And the Lord smote the 
king, so that ho was a leper 
unto the day of his death, and 
dwelt in a several house. And 
Jotham the king's son was 
over the. house, judging the 
people of the land. 

And the rest of the acts of 
Azariah, and all that he did, 
are they not written in the 
book of the Chronicles of the 
kings of Judah ? 

So Azariah slept with his 
fathers; and they buried him 
with his fathers in the city of 
David; and Jotham his son 
reigned in his stead.

THE REIGN OF AHAZ. 
(Ohftp. XTi, rer. 1 to 6.) 

In the seventeenth year of 
Pekah the son of Remaliah, 
Ahaz the son of Jotham king 
of Judah began to reign. 

Twenty years old was Ahaz 
when he began to reign, and 
reigned sixteen years in Je- 
rusalem, and did not that 
which was right in the sight 
of the Lord his God, like 
David his father. 

But he walked in the way 
of the kings of Israel, yea, 
and made his son to pass 
through the fire, according to 
the abon^inations of the hea- 
then, whom the Lord cast out . 
from before the children of 
Israel. 
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And he sacrificed and burnt 
incense in the high places, and 
on the hills, and under every 
green tree. . 

87. 

ISRAEL CARRIED AWAY. 

(Chap. xTii, rer. 1 to 7, 16 to 18.) 

In the twelfth year of Ahaz 
King of Judah began Hoshea 
the son of Elah to reign in 
Samaria over Israel nine years. 

And he did that which was 
evil in the sight of the Lord, 
but not as the Irings of Israel 
that were before him. 

Against him came up Shal- 
maneser king of Assyria ; and 
Hoshea became his servant^ and 
gavd him presents. 

And tbe king of Assyria 
found conspiracy in Hoshea: 
for he had sent messengers to 
So king of Egypt, and brought 
no present to the king of As- 
syria, as he had done year by 
year: therefore the king of 
Assyria shut him up, and bound 
him in prison. 

Then the king of Assyria 
came up throughout all the 
land, and went up to Samaria, 
and besieged it three years. 

In the ninth year of Hoshea 
the king of Assyria took Sa- 
maria, and carried Israel away 
into Assyria, and placed them 
in Halah and in Habor by the 
river of Gozan, and in the 
cities of the Medes. 

For so it was, that the chil- 
dren of Israel had sinned 
against the Lord their God, 
which had brought them up 



out of the land of Egypt, from 
under the hand of Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, and had feared 
other gods,

And they left all the com- 
mandments of the Lord their 
God, and made them molten 
images, even two calves, and 
made a grove, and worshipped 
all the host of heaven, and 
served Baal. 

And they caused their sons 
and their daughters to pass 
through the fire, and used 
divination and enchantments, 
and sold themselves to do evil 
in the sight of the Lord, to 
provoke him to anger. 

Therefore the Lord was 
very angry with Israel, and 
removed them out of his sight : 
there was none left but the 
tribe of Judah only.

hezekiah's good reign. 

(Chap, xriii., Ter. 1 to 8.) 

Now it came to pass in the 
third year, of Hoshea son of 
Elah king of Israel, that Heze- 
kiah the son of Ahaz king of 
Judah began to reign. 

Twenty and five years old 
was he when he began to reign ; 
and he reigned twenty and nine 
years in Jerusalem. His mo- 
ther's name also was Abi, the 
daughter of Zachariah. 

And he did that which was 
right in the sight of the Lord, 
according to all that David hi« 
father did.

And Isaiah said, This sign 
shalt thou have of the Lord, 
that the Lord will do the thing 
that he hath spoken : shall the 
shadow go forward ten degrees, 
or go back ten degrees ? 

And Hezekiah answered, It 
is a light thing for the shadow 
to go down ten degrees : nay, 
but let the shadow return back- 
ward ten degrees. 

And Isaiah the prophet cried 
unto the Lord : and he brought 
the shadow ten degrees back- 
ward, by which it had gone 
down in the dial of Ahaz.

manasseh's wicked reign. 

(Chap, xxi., ver. 1 to 6, 10 to 16.) 

Manasseh was twelve years 
old when he began to reign, and 
reigned fifty and five years in 
Jerusalem. And his mother's 
name was Hephzi-bah. 

And he did that which was 
evil in the sight of the Lord, 
after the abominations of the 
heathen, whom the Lord cast 
out before the children of Is- 
rael. 

For he built up again the 
high places which Hezekiah his 
father had destroyed; and he 
reared up altars for Baal, and 



made ^ grove, as did Ahab king 
of Israel; and worshipped all 
the host of heaven, and served 
them. 

And he built altars in the 
house of the Lord, of which 
the Lord said. In Jerusalem 
will I put my name. 

And he built altars for all 
the host of heaven in the two 
courts of the house of the 
Lord. 

And he made his son pass 
through the fire, and observed 
times, and used enchantments, 
and dealt with familiar spirits 
and wizards : he wrought much 
wickedness in the sight of the 
Lord, to provoke him to anger.

And the Lord spake by his 
servants the prophets, saying. 

Because Manasseh king of 
Judah hath done these abomi- 
nations, and hath done wickedly 
above all that the Amorites did, 
which were before him, and 
hath made Judah also to sin 
with his idols : 

Therefore thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel, Behold, I 
am bringing such evil upon - 
Jerusalem and Judah, that 
whosoever heareth of it, both 
his ears shall tingle. 

And I will stretch over Je- 
rusalem the line of Samaria, 
and the plummet of the house 
of Ahab : and I will wipe Je- 
rusalem as a man wipeth a dish, 
wiping it, and turning it up- 
side down.

Becatisc they have done that 
which was evil in my sight, 
and have provoked me to anger, 
since the day their fathers came 
forth j>ut of Egypt, even unto 
this day.

THE REIGN OP JOSIAH. 
(Cbap. xxiL, ycr. 1, 2.) 

Josiah was eight years old 
when he began to reign, and he 
reigned thirty and one years in 
Jerusalem. And his mother's 
name was Jedidah, the daugh- 
ter of Adaiab of Boscatb. ► 

And be* did that which was 
right in the sight of the Lord, 
and walked in all the way of 
David his father, and turned 
not afiide to the right hand or 
to the left.

(Chap. xxiU., ver. 19 to 27.) 

And sll the bouses also of 
the high places that were in the 
cities of Samaria, which the 
kings of Israel had made to 
provoke the LORD to anger, 
Josiah took away, and did to 
them according to all the acts 
that he had done in Beth-el. 

And he slew all the priests 
of the high places that were 
there upon the altars, and 
burned men's bones upon them, 
and returned to Jerusalem. 

And the king commanded 



all the people, saying. Keep 
the passover unto the Lord 
your God, as it is written in the 
book of this covenant. 

Surely there was not holden 
such a passover from the days 
of the judges that judged Is- 
rael, nor in all the days of the 
kings of Israel, nor of the kings 
of Judah ; 

But in the eighteenth year 
of king Josiah, wherein this 
passover was holden to the 
Lord in Jerusalem. 

Moreover the workers with 
familiar spirits, and the wizards, 
and the images, and the idols, 
and all the abominations that 
were spied in the land of Ju- 
dah and in Jerusalem, did Jo- 
siah put away, that he might 
perform the words of the law, 
which were written in the book 
that Hilkiah the priest found 
in the house of the Lord. 

And like unto him was there 
no king before him, that turned 
to the Lord with all his heart, 
and with all his soul, and with 
all his might, according to all 
the law of Moses ; neither after 
him arose there any like him. 

Notwithstanding, the Lord 
turned not from the fierceness 
of his great wrath, wherewith 
his anger was kindled against 
Judah, because of all the pro- 
vocations that Manasseh had 
provoked him withal. 

And the Lord said, I will 
remove Judah also out of 
my sight, as I Kave removed 
Israel, and will cast off this oily 
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Jerusalem wliich I have chosen, 
and the house of which I said, 
My name shall be there.

THE CAPTIVITY OF JUDAH. 
(Chap, xxlr., yer. 8 to 16.) 

Jehoiachin was eighteen years 
old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned in Jerusalem three 
months. And his mother's 
name was Nehushta, the daugh- 
ter of Elnathan 6f Jerusalem. 

And he did that which was 
evil in the sight of the Lord, 
according to all that his father 
had done. 

At that time the servants of 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Baby- 
lon came up against Jerusalem, 
and the city was besieged. 

And Nebuchadnezzar king 
of Babylon came against the 
city, and his servants did be- 
siege it. 

And Jehoiachin king of Ju- 
dah went out to the king of 
Babylon, he, and his mother, 
and his servants, and his princes, 
and his officers : and the king 
of Babylon took him in the 
eighth year of his reign. 

And he carried out thence 
all the treasures of the house 
of the Lord, and the treasures 
of the king's house, and cut in 
pieces all the vessels of gold 
which Solomon king of Israel 
had made in the temple of the 
Lord, as the Lord had said. 

And he carried away all Je- 
rusalem, and all the princes, 
amJ all the mighty men of i 
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valour, even ten thousand cap. 
tives, and all the craftsmen and 
smiths: none remained, save 
the poorest sort of the people 
of the land. 

And he carried away Jehoia- 
chin to Babylon, and the king's 
mother, and the king's wives, 
and his officers, and the mighty 
of the land, those carried he 
into captivity from Jerusalem 
to Babylon. « 

45. 
zedekiah made kino. 

(Chap, xxlr., ver. 17 to 20.) 

And the king of Babylon 
made Mattaniah his father's bro- 
ther king in his stead, and 
changed his name to Zedekiah. 

Zedekiah was twenty and one 
years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned eleven 
years in Jerusalem. And his 
mother's name was Hamutal, 
the daughter of Jeremiah of 
Libnah. 

And he did that which was 
evil in the sight of the Lord, 
according to all that Jehoiakim 
had done. 

For through the anger of the 
Lord it came to pass in Jeru- 
salem and Judah, until he had 
cast them out ,from his pre- 
sence, that Zedekiah rebelled 
against the king of Babylon. 

46. 

JERUSALEM DESTROYED. 
(Chap. xxT., yer. 1 to 13.) 

And it came to pass in the 
ninth year of his reign, in the 
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tenth month, in the tenth day 
of the month, that Nebuchad- 
nezzar king of Babylon came, 
he, and all his host, against Je- 
rusalem, and pitched against 
it ; and they built forts against 
it round about. 

And the city was besieged 
unto the eleventh year of king 
Zedekiah. . 

And on the ninth day of the 
fourth month the famine pre- 
vailed in the city, and there 
was no bread for the people of 
the land. 

And the city was broken up, 
and all the men of war fled by 
night by the way of the gate 
between two walls, which is by 
the king's garden : now the 
Ghaldees were against the city 
round about : and the king went 
the way toward the plain. 

And the army of the Chal- 
dees pursued after the king, 
and overtook him in the plains 
of Jericho: and all his army 
were scattered from him. 

So they took the king, and 
brought him up to the king of 
Babylon to Riblah; and they 
gave judgment upon him. 

And they slew the sons of 
Zedekiah before his eyes, and 
put out the eyes of Zedekiah, 
and bound him with fetters 
of brasS; and carried him to 
Babylon. 



And in the fifth month, on 
the seventh day of the month, 
which is the nineteenth year of 
king Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon, came Nebuzar-adan, 
captain of the guard, a servant 
of the king of Babylon, unto 
Jerusalem : 

And he burnt the house of 
the Lord, and the king s house, 
and all the houses of Jerusalem, 
and every great man's house 
burnt he with fire. ' 

And all the army of the 
Chaldees, that were with the 
captain of the guard, brake 
down the walls of Jerusalem 
round about. 

Now the rest of the people 
that were left in the city, and 
the' fugitives that fell away to 
the king of Babylon, with the 
remnant of the multitude, did 
Nebuzar-adan the captain of the 
guard carry away. 

But the captain of the guard 
left of the poor of the land to 
be vinedressers and husband- 
men. 

, And the pillars of brass that 
were in the house of the Lord, 
and the bases, and the brazen 
sea that was in the house of 
the Lord, did the Chaldees 
break in pieces, and carried the 
brasi^ of them to Babylon. 
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THE PROCLAMATION OP CYRUS 
(Chap, i., ver. 1 to 4.) 

Now in the first year of Cyrus' 
king of Persia, that the word 
of the Lord by the nxouth of 
Jeremiah might be fulfilled, 
the Lord stirred up the spirit 
of Cyrus king of Persia, that he 
made a proclamation through- 
out all his kingdom, and put it 
also in writing, saying. 

Thus saith Cyrus king of 
Persia, The Lord God of hea- 
ven hath given me all the king- 
doms of the earth ; and he hath 
charged me to build him a 
house at Jerusalem, which is in 
Judah. 

Who is there among you of 
all his people ? his God be with 
him, and let him go up to Je- 
rusalem, which is in Judah, and 
build the house of the Lord 
God of Israel, (he is the God,) 
which is in Jerusalem. 

And whosoever remaineth in 
any place where he fiojourneth, 
let the men of his place help 
him with silver, and with gold, 
and with goods, and with beasts, 
besides the freewill offering for 
the house of God that is in 
Jerusalem. * 

2. 

RETURN OF THE JEWS. 
(Chap, i., yer. 6 to 11.) 

Then rose up the chief of 
the fathers of Judah and Ben- 



jamin, and the priests, and the 
Levites, with all them whose 
spirit God had raised, to go up 
to build the house of the Lord 
which is in Jerusalem. 

And all they that were about 
them strengthened their hands 
with vessels of silver, with gold, 
with goods, and with beasts, and 
with precious things, besides 
all that was willingly offered. 

Also Cyrus the king brought 
forth the vessels of the house 
of the Lord, which Nebuchad- 
nezzar had brought forth out 
of Jerusalem, and had put them 
in the house of his gods : 

Even those did Cyrus king 
of Persia bring forth by the 
hand of Mithredath the trea- 
surer, and numbered them 
unto Sheshbazzar, the prince 
of Judah. 

And this is the number of 
them : thirty chargers of gold, 
a thousand chargers of sUver, 
..nine and twenty knives, 

Thirty basins of gold, silver 
basins of a second sort fonr 
hundred and ten, and oth^ 
vessels a thousand. 

All the vessels of gold and 
of silver were five thousand 
and four hundred. All these 
did Sheshbazzar bring up with 
them of the captivity that were 
brought up from 'Babylon unto 
Jerusalem. 
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THE NUMBER RETURNED. 
(Chap. iL, yer. 64 to 70.) 

The wbole congregation to- 
gether was forty and two thou- 
sand three hundred and three- 
score. 

Besides their servants and 
their maids, of whom there 
were seven thousand three 
hundred thirty and seven : and 
there were among them two 
hundred singing men and sing- 
ing women. 

Their horses were seven hun- 
dred thirty and six ; their muleSj 
two hundred forty and five ; 

Their camels, four hundred 
thirty and five ; their asses, six 
thousand seven hundred and 
twenty. 

And some of the chief of the 
fathers, when they came to the 
house of the Lord which is at 
Jerusalem, offered freely for 
the house of God to set it up 
in his place : 

They gave after their ability 
unto the treasure of the work 
threescore and one thousand 
drams of gold, and five thou- 
sand pounds of silver, and one 
hundred priests' garments. 

So the priests, and the Le- 
vites, and some of the people, 
and the singers, and the por- 
ters, and the Nethinim, dwelt 
in their cities, and all Israel in 
their cities. 



4. 

THE FOUNDATION OF THE 

TEMPLE LAID. 

(Chap, iii., ver. 8 to 13.) 

Now in the second year of 
their coming unto the house of 
God at Jerusalem^ in the second 
month, began Zerrubabel the 
son of Shealtiel, and Jeshua the 
son of Jozadak, and the rem- 
nant of their brethren the 
priests and the Levites, and all 
they that were come out of the 
captivity unto Jerusalem ; and 
appointed the Levites, from 
twenty years old and upward, 
to set forward the work of the 
house of the Lord. 

Then stood Jeshua with his 
sons and his brethren, Kadmiel 
and his sons, the sons of Judah, 
together, to set forward the 
workmen in the house of God : 
the sons of Henadad, with their 
sons and their brethren the Le- 
vites. 

And when the builders laid 
the foundation of the temple of 
the Lord, they set the priests 
in their apparel with trumpets, 
and the Levites the sons of 
Asaph with cymbals, to praise 
the Lord, after the ordinance 
of David king of Israel. 

And they sang together by 
coui'se in praising and giving 
thanks unto the Lord; because 
he is good, for his mercy endur- 
eth for ever toward Israel. And 
all the people shouted with a 
great shout, when they praised 
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the Lord, because the founda- 
tion of the house of the Lord 
was laid. 

But many of the priests and 
Levites and chief of the fathers, 
who were ancient men, that had 
seen the first house, when the 
foundation of this house was 
laid before their eyes, wept with 
a loud voice ; and many shouted 
aloud for joy : 

So that the people could not 
discern the noise of the shout of 
joy from the noise of the weep- 
ing of the people : for the people 
shouted with a loud shout, and 
the noise was heard afar oflf. 

5. 

THE TEMPLE COMPLETED. 
(Obap. yi, TOT. 14 to 22.) 

And the elders of the Jews 
builded, and they prospered 
through the prophesying of 
Haggai the prophet and Zecha- 
riah the son of Iddo. And 
they builded, and finished it, 
according to the commandment 
of the God of Israel, and ac- 
cording to the commandment 
of Cyrus, and Darius, and Ar- 
taxerxes king of Persia. 

And this house was finished 

on the third day of the month 

Adar, which was in the sixth 

year of the reign of Darius the 

. kin, AT. 

And the children of L^rael, 
the priests, and the Levites, 
and the rest of the children of 
the captivity, kept the dedica- 



tion of this house of Grod with 

And ofiered at the dedication 
of this house of God a hundred 
bullocks, two hundred rams, 
four hundred lambs ; and for a 
sin offering for all Israel, twelve 
he goats, according to the num- 
ber of the tribes of Israel. 

And they set the priests in 
their divisions, and the Levites 
in their courses, for the service 
of God, which is at Jerusalem ; 
as it is written in the book of 
Moses. 

And the children of the cap- 
tivity kept the passover upon 
the fourteenth day of the first 
month. 

For the priests and the Le- 
vites were purified together, all 
of them were pure, and killed 
the passover for all the children 
of the captivity, and for their 
brethren the priests, and for 
themselves. 

And the children of Israel, 
which were come again out of 
captivity, and all such as had 
separated themselves unto them 
from the fil thin ess of the hea- 
then of the land, to seek the 
Lord God of Israel, did eat, 

And kept the feast of un- 
leavened bread seven days with 
joy : for the Lord had made 
them joyful, and turned the 
heart of the king of Assyria 
unto theiU, to strengthen their 
hands in the work of the house 
of God, the God of Israel.

NEHEMIAH SENT TO JERU- 
SALEM. 
(Chap. U., Ter. 1 to 10.) 

And it came to pass in the 
month Nisan, in the twentieth 
year of Artaxerxes the king, 
that wine^ was before him : 
and I took up the wine, and 
gave it unto the king. Now I 
had not been beforetime sad in 
his presence. 

Wherefore the king said un- 
to me, Why is thy countenance 
sad, seeing thou art not sick? 
this is nothing else but sorrow 
of heart. Then I was very sore 
afraid, 

And said unto the king. Let 
the king live for ever: why 
should not my countenance be 
sad, when the city, the place 
of my fathers' sepulchres, lieth 
waste, and the gates thereof 
are consumed with fire ? 

Then the king said unto me. 
For what dost thou make re- 
quest? So I prayed to the 
Uod of heaven. 

And I said unto the king, 
If it please the king, and if 
thy servant have found favour 
in thy sight, that thou wouldest 
send me unto Judah, unto the 
city of my fathers* sepulchres, 
that I may build it* 
16 '^ 



And the king said unto me, 
(the queen also sitting by him,) 
For how long shall thy journey 
be ? and when wilt thou return r 
So it pleased the king to send 
me ; and I set him a time. 

Moreover I said unto the 
king. If it please the king, let 
letters be given me to the gov- 
ernors beyond the river, that 
they maj^ convey me over till I 
come into Judah ; 

And a letter unto Asaph the 
keeper of the king's forest, that 
he may give me timber to make 
beams for the gates of the pa- 
lace which appertained to the 
house, and for the wall of the 
city, and for the house that I 
shall enter into. And the king 
granted me, according to the 
good hand of my God upon 
me. 

Then I came to the govern- 
ors beyond the river, and gave 
them the king's letters. * Now 
the king had sent captains of 
the army and horsemen with 
me. 

When Samballat the Horon. 
ite, and Tobiah the servant, 
the Ammonite, heard of it, it 
grieved them exceedingly that 
there was come a man to seek 
the welfare of the childreu of 
Israel, 
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THE REBUILDING OP THE 

WALL. 

(Chap. uL, ver. 1 to 11.) 

Then Eliasliib the high priest 
rose up with his brethren the 
priests, and they built the sheep 
gate; they sanctified it^ and set 
up the doors of it ; even unto 
the tower of Meah they sancti- 
fied it, unto the tower of Ha- 
naneel. 

And next unto him builded 
the men of Jericho. And next 
to them builded Zaocur the son 
of Imri. 

But the fish gate did the 

sons of Hassenaah build, who 

also laid the beams thereof, 

and set up the doors thereof, 

the locks thereof, and the bars 

thereof. 

***** 

Moreover the olii gate re- 
paired Jehoiada the son of 
Paseah, and Meshullam the 
son of Besodeiah; they laid 
the beams thereof, and set up 
the doors thereof, and the locks 
thereof, and the bars thereof. 

And next unto them repaired 
Melatiah- the Gibeonite, and 
Jadon the Meronothite, the 
men of Gibeon, and of Mizpah, 
unto the throne of the governor 
on this side the river. ' 

Next unto him repaired Uz- 
ziel the son of Harhaiah, of the 
goldsmiths. Next unto him al- 
so repaired Hananiah the son 
of one of the apothecaries, and 
they fortified Jerusalem unto 
the broad wall. 



And next unto them repaired 
Rephalah the son of Hur, the 
ruler of the half part of Jeru- 
salem. 

And next unto them repaired 
Jedaiah the son of Harumaph^ 
even over against his house. 
And next unto him repaired 
Hattush the son of Hashab- 
niah. 

Malchijah the son of Harim, 
and Hashub the son of Pahath- 
moab, repaired the other piece, 
and the tower of the furnaces. 



THE SUBJECT CONTINUED. 
(Chap.iL,Ter.l2to32.) 

And next unto him repaired 
Shallum the son of Halohesh, 
the ruler of the half part of 
Jerusalem, he and his daugh- 
ters. 

The valley gate repaired Ha- 
nun, and the inhabitants of 
Zanoah ; they built it, and set 
up the doors thereof, the locks 
thereof, and the bars thereof, 
and a thousand cubits on the 
wall unto the dung gate. 

But the dung gate repaired 
Malchiah the son of B.echab, 
the ruler o^ part of Beth-hac- 
cerem ; ' he built it, and set up 
the doors thereof, the locks 
thereof, and the bars thereof.

After him ^ repaired Nehe- 
miah the son of Azbuk, the 
ruler of the half part of Beth- 
zur, unto the place over against 
the sepulchres of David, and to 
the pool that was made, and 
unto the house of the mighty. ' 

After him repaired Malchiah 
the goldsmith's son unto the 
place of the Nethinim, and of 
the merchants, over against the 
gate Miphkad, and to the go- 
ing up of the corner. 

And between the going up 
of the corner unto the sheep 
gate repaired the goldsmiths 
and the merchants. 

4. 

THE LAW READ AND EX- 
POUNDED. 
(Chap. TlU., Tcr. 1 to 8.) 

And all the people gathered 
themselves together as one 
man into the street that was 
before the water gate; and 
they spake unto Ezra the scribe 
to bring the book of the law 
of Moses, which the Lord had 
commanded to Israel. 

And Ezra the priest brought 
the law before the congregation 
both of men and women, and 
all that could hear with under- 
standing, upon the first day of 
the seventh month. 

And he read therein before 
the street that was before the 



water gate from the morning 
until midday, before the men 
and the women, and those that 
could understand; and the 
ears of all the people were at- 
tentive unto the book of the 
law. 

And Ezra the scribe stood 
upon a pulpit of wood, which 
-they had^made for the purpose ; 
and beside him stood Matti- 
thiah, and Shema, and Anaiab, 
and Urijah, and Hilkiah, and 
Maaseiah, on his right hand; 
and on his left hand, Pedaiah, 
and Mishael, and Malchiah, 
and Hashum, and Hashbadana, 
Zechariah, and Meshullam. 

And Ezra opened the book 
in the sight of all the people; 
for he was above all the people; 
and when he opened it, all the 
people stood up : - * 

And Ezrablessed the Lord, 
the great God. And all the 
people answered. Amen, Amen, 
with lifting up their hands: 
and they bowed their heads, 
and worshipped the Lord with 
their faces to the ground. 

Also Jeshua, and Bani, and 
Sherebiah, Jamin, Akkub, 
Shabbethai, Hodijah, Maaseiah, 
Kelita, Azariah, Jozabad, Ha- 
nan, Pelaiah^ and the Levites, 
caused the people to understand 
the law: and the people stood 
in their place. 

So they read in the book in 
the law of God distinctly, and 
gave the sense, and caused 
them to understand the read-, 
ing. 
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5. 
DEDICATION OP THE WALL. 
(Chap, xil., Ter. 27 to 48.) • 

And at the dedication of the 
wall of Jerusalem they sought 
the Levites out of all their 
places, to bring them to Je- 
rusalem^ to keep the dedication 
with gladness, both with thanks- 
givings, and with singing, with 
cymbals, psalteries, and with 
harps. 

And the sons of the singers 
gathered themselves together, 
both out of the plain country 
round about Jerusalem, and 
from the villages of Netophathi ; 

Also from the house of Gil- 
gal, and out of the fields of 
Geba and Azmaveth: for the 
singers had builded them vil- 
lages round about Jerusalem. 

And the priests and the Le- 
vites purified themselves, and 
purified the people, and the 
gates, and the wall. 

Then I brought up the 
"princes of Judah upon the 
wall, and appointed two great 
companies of them that gave 
thanks, whereof one went on 
the right hand upon the wall 
toward the dung gate : 

And at the fountain gate, 
which was over against them, 
they wei\t up by the stairs of 
the city of David, at the going 
up of the wdl, above the house 
of David, even unto the water 
gate eastward. 

And the other company of 
them that gave thanks went 
over against them and I after 



them, and the half of the 
people upon the wall, from 
beyond the tower of the f^imaces 
even unto the broad wall ; 

And from above the gate of 
Ephraim, and above the old 
gate, and above the fish gate, 
and the tower of Hananeel, 
and the tower of Meah, even 
unto the sheep gate : and they 
stood still in the prison gate. 

So stood the two companies 
of them that gave thanks iii 
the house of God, and I, and 
the half of the rulers with me : 

And the priests; Eliakim, 
Maaseiah, Miniamin, Michaiah, 
Elioenai, Zechariah, and Hana- 
niah, with trumpets ; 

And Maaseiah, and She- 
maiah, and Eleazar, and Uzzi, 
and Jehohanan, and Malchijah, 
and Elam, and Ezer. And 
the singers sang loud, with 
Jezrahiah their overseer. 

Also that day they oflfered 
great sacrifices, and rejoiced: 
for God had made them rejoice 
with great joy : the wives also 
and the children rejoiced : so 
that the joy of Jerusalem was 
heard even afar ofl^ 
6. 

THE SABBATH MUST BE KEPT. 
(Chap, xlii., Ter. 16 to 22.) 

In those days saw I in Ju- 
dah some treading winepresses 
on the sabbath, and bringing 
in sheaves, and lading asses; 
as also wine, grapes, and figs, 
and all manner of burdens, 
which they brought into Je- 
rusalem on the sabbath day: 
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and I testified against tiiem in 
the day wherein they sold 
victuals. 

There dwelt men of Tyre 
also therein, which brought 
fish, and all manner of ware, 
and sold on the sabbath unto 
the children of Judah, and in 
Jerusalem. 

Then I contended with the 
nobles of Judah, and said un^ 
them, What evil thing is this 
that ye do, and profane the 
sabbath day? 

Did not your fathers .thus, 
and did not our God bring all 
this evil upon us, and upon 
this city? yet ye bring more 
wrath upon Israel by profaning 
the sabbath. 

' And it came to pass, that 
when the gates of Jerusalem 
began to be dark before the 
sabbath, I commanded that the 
gates should be shut, and 



charged that they should not 
be opened till after the sab- 
bath : and some of my servants 
set I at the gates, that there 
should no burden be brought 
in on the sabbath dajr. 

So the merchants and sellers 
of all kind of ware lodged with- 
out Jerusalem once or twice. 

Then I testified against 
them, and said unto them. 
Why lodge ye about the wall f 
if ye do so again, I will lay 
hands on you. From that 
time forth came they no more 
on the sabbath. 

And I commanded the Le- 
vites, that they should cleanse 
themselves, and that they 
should come and keep the 
gates, to sanctify the sabbath 
day. Remember me, my 
God, concerning this also, and 
spare me according to the great- 
ness of thy mercy.

(Befi>re Christ, 521.) 



1. 

THE FEAST OP AHASUERUS. 

(Chap. !., Tcr. 1 to 12.) 

Now it pame to pass in the 
days of Ahasuerus, (this is 
Ahasuerus which reigned from 
India even unto Ethiopia, over 
a hundred and seven and twen- 
ty provinces,) 



That in those days, when 
the king Ahasuerus sat on the 
throne of his kingdom, which 
was in Shushan the palace. 

In the third year of his 
reign, he n^de a feast unto all 
his princes and his servantc; 
the power of Persia and Media, 
the nobles and princes of the 
provinces, being before him ', ' 
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When he shewed the riches 
of his glorious kingdom and 
the honour of his excellent ma- 
jesty many days, even a hun- 
dred and fourscore days. 

And when these days were 
Aa expired, the king made a feast 
'' ^ unto all the people that were 
present in Shushan the palace, 
both unto great and small, seven 
days, in the court of the garden 
of the king's palace ; 

Where were white, green, 
and bliie hangings, fastened 
with cords of fine linen and 
purple to silver rings and pil- 
lars of marble : the beds were 
of gold and silver, upon a pave- 
ment of red, and blue, and 
white, and black marble. 

And they gave them drink 
in vessels of gold, (the vessels 
being diverse one from an- 
other,) and royal wine in abun- 
dance, according to the state 
of the king. 

And the drinking was accord- 
ing to the law ; none did com- 
pel: for so the king had ap- 
pointed to all the officera of his 
house, that they should do ac- 
cording to every man's plea- 
sure. 

Also Vashti the queen made 
ja feast for the women in the 
royal houses which belonged to 
king Ahasuerus. 

On the seventh day, when 
the heart of the king was merry 
with wine, he commanded Me- 
human, Biztha^ Harbona, Big- 
tha, and Abagtha, Zethar, and 
CarcaS; the seven chamberlains 



that served in the presence of 
Ahasuerus the king, 

To bring Vashti the queen 
before the king with the crown 
royal, to shew the people and 
the princes her beauty : for she 
was fair to look on. 

But the queen Vashti refused 
to come at the king's command- 
ment by his chamberlains : 
therefore was the king very 
wroth, and his anger burned in 
him. 

2. 

ESTHER IS MAJ>M QUEEN. 
(Chap, ii., Tcr. 1 to 7, 16 to 20.) 

After these things, when the 
wrath of king Ahasuerus was 
appeased, he remembered Vash- 
ti, and what she had done, and 
what was decreed against her. 

Then said the king's ser- 
vants that ministered unto him, 
Let there be fair young virgins 
sought for the king : 

And let the king appoint of- 
ficers in all the provinces of his 
kingdom, that they may gather 
together all the fair young vir- 
gins unto Shushan the palace, 
to the house of the women, un- 
to the custody of Hege the king's 
chamberlain, keeper of the wo- 
men ; and let their things for 
purification be given them : 

And let the maiden which 
pleasetK the king be queen in- 
stead of Vashti. And the 
thing pleased the king; and 
he did so. 

Now in Shushan the palace 
there was a certain Jew, whose 
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name was Mordecai, the son of 
Jair, the son of Shimei, the son 
of Kish, a Benjamito ; 

Who had been carried away 
from Jerusalem with the cap- 
tivity which had been carried 
away with Jeconiah king of 
Jud[ah, whom Nebuchadnezzar 
the king of Babylon had carried 
away. 

And he brought up Hadas- 
sah, that is, Esther, his uncle's 
daughter : for she had neither 
father nor mother, and the 
maid was fair and beautiful; 
whom Mordecai, when her fa- 
ther and mother were dead, 
took for his own daughter. 

i|c :|c He • 

Now when the turn of Es- 
ther, the daughter of Abihail 
the uncle of Mordecai, who had 
taken her for his daughter, was 
come to go in unto the king, 
she required nothing but what 
Hegai the king's chamberlain, 
the keeper of the women, ap- 
pointed. And Esther obtained 
favour in the sight of all them 
that looked upon her. 

So Esther was taken nnto 
king Ahasuerus into his house 
royal in the tenth month, which 
is the month Tebeth, in the 
seventh year of his reign. 

And the king loved Esther 
above all the women, and she 
obtained grace and favour in 
his sight more than all the vir- 
gins ; so that he set the royal 
crown upon her head, and 
made, her queen instead of 
Vashti. 



Then the king made a great 
feast nnto all his princes and 
his servants, even Esther's 
feast; and he made a release 
to the provinces, and gave 
gifts, according to the state of 
the king. 

And when the virgins were 
gathered together the second 
time, then Mordecai sat in the 
king's gate. 

Esther had not yet shewed 
her kindred nor her people, as 
Mordecai had charged her : for 
Esther did the commandment 
of Mordecai, like as when she 
was brought np with him. 

3. 
haman's plot against the 

JEWS. 
(Chap, iii., ret. 1 to 18.) 

After these things did king 
Ahasuerus promote Haman the 
son of Hammedatha, the Agag- 
ite, and advanced him, and set 
his seat above all the princes 
that were with him. 

And all the king's servants, 
that were in the king's gate, 
bowed, and reverenced Haman : 
for the king had so commanded 
concerning him. But Mordecai 
bowed not, nor did him rever- 
ence. •* 

* * * * 

And when Haman saw that 
Mordecai bowed not, nor did 
him reverence, then was Haman 
fiill of wrath. 

And he thought scorn to lay 
hands on Mordecai alone ; for 
they had shewed him the peo.- 
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pie of Mordecai; wherefore 
Eaman sought to destroy all 
the Jews that were throughout 
the whole kingdom of Ahasu- 
erus, even the people of Mor- 
decai.

And Haman said unto king 
AhasueruS; There is a certain 
people scattered abroad and 
dispersed among all the people 
in the provinces of thy king- 
dom; and their laws are di- 
verse from all people ; neither, 
keep they the king's laws : 
therefore it is not for the 
king's profit to suffer them. 

If it please the king, let it 
be written* that they may be 
destroyed : and I will pay ten 
thousand talents of silver to 
the hands of those that have the 
charge of the business, to bring 
it into the king's treasuries. 

And the king took his ring 
from his hand, and gave it un- 
to Haman the son of Hamme- 
datha the Agagite, the Jews' 
enemy. 

And the king said unto Ha- 
man, The silver is given to thee, 
the people also, to do with 
them as it seemeth good to 
thee 

" 4. 

MOEDECAl'S CHARGE TO 
ESTHER. 

(Chap, ir., rer. 1 to 9.) 

When Mordecai perceived 
all that was done, Mordecai 
rent his clothes, and put on 
sackcloth with ashes, and went 
out into the midst of the city, 



and cried with a loud and a 
bitter cry ; 

And came even before the 
king's gate: for none might 
enter into the king's gate 
clothed with sackcloth. 

And in every province, 
.whithersoever the king's com- 
mandment and. his decree came, 
there was great mourning 
among the Jews, and fasting, 
and weeping, and wailing; and 
many lay in' sackcloth and 
ashes. 

So Esther's maids and her 
chamberlains came and told it 
her. Then was the queen 
exceedingly grieved; and she 
sent raiment to clothe Mordecai, 
and to take away his sackcloth 
from him: but he received it 
not. 

Then called Esther for Ha- 
tach, one of the king's cham- 
berlains, whom he had appoint- 
ed to attend upon her, and 
gave him a commandment to 
Mordecai, to know what it was, 
and why it was. 

So Hatach went forth to 
Mordecai unto the street of the 
city, which was befbre the 
king's gate. 

And Mordecai told him of 
all that had happened unto 
him, and of the sum of the 
money that Haman had pro- 
mised to pay to the king's trea- 
suries for the Jews, to destroy 
them. ■ 

Also he gave him the copy 
of the writing of the .decree 
that was given at Shushan to 
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destroj them, to shew it unto 
Esther, and to declare it unto 
her, and to charge her that she 
should go in unto the king, to 
make supplication unto him, 
and to make request before him 
for her people. 

And Hatach came and told 
Esther the words of Mordecai. 

5. 
Esther's fast. 

(Chap, iv., ver. 10 to 17.) 

Again Esther spake unto 
Hatach, and gave him com- 
mandment unto Mordecai ; 

All the king's servants, and 
the people of the king's pro- 
vinces, do know, that whoso- 
ever, whether man or woman, 
shall come unto the king into 
the inner court, who is not 
called, there is one law of his 
to put him to death, except 
such to whom the king shall 
hold out the golden sceptre, 
that he may live ; but I have 
not been called to come in unto 
the king these thirty days. 

And they told to Mordecai 
Esther's words. 

Then Mordecai commanded 
to answer Esther, Think not 
with thyself that thou shalt 
escape in the king's house, 
more than all the Jews. 

For if thou altogether bold- 
est thy peace at this time, then 
shall there enlargement and 
deliverance arise to the Jews 
from another place; but thou 
and thy &ther's house shall be 
and who knoweth 
17 



whether thou art come to the 
kingdom for such a time as 
this? 

Then Esther bade them . re- 
turn Mordecai this answer. 

Go, gather together all the 
Jews that are present in Shu- 
shan, and fast ye for me, and 
neither eat nor drink three 
days, night or day : I also and 
my maidens will fast likewise ; 
and so will I go in unto the 
king,, which is not according to 
the law : and if I perish, I pe- 
rish. 

So Mordecai went his way, 
and did according to all that 
Esther had commanded him. 

6. 
Esther's reception bt the 

KING. 
(Chap. T., Ter. 1 to 5.) 

Now it came to pass on the 
third day, that Esther put on 
her royaJ apparel, and stood in 
the inner court of the king's 
house, over against the king's 
house : and the king sat upon 
his royal throne in the royal 
house, over against the gate of 
the house. 

And it was so, when the 
king saw Esther the queen 
standing in the court, that she 
obtained favour in his sight: 
and the king held out to Esther 
the golden sceptre that was in 
his hand. So Esther drew 
near, and touched the top of 
the sceptre. 

Then said the king unto her, 
What wilt thou, queen Esther ? 
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and wbat is thy request? it 
shall be even given thee to the 
half of the kingdom. 

And Esther answered, If it 
seem good unto the king, let 
the king and Haman come this 
day unto the banquet that I 
have prepared for him. 

Then the king said, Cause 
Haman to make haste, that he 
may do as Esther hath said. So 
the king and Haman came to 
the banquet that Esther had 
prepared. 

7. 
Esther's banquet. 

<Ghftp. T., Ter. 6 to 14.) 

And the king said unto Es- 
ther at the banquet of wine. 
What is thy petition? and it 
shall be grdnted thee : and what 
is thy request? even to the 
half of the kingdom it shall be 
performed. 

Then answered Esther, and 
said. My petition and my re- 
quest is ; 

If I have found favour in 
the sight of the king, and if it 
please the king to grant my pe- 
tition, and to perform my re- 
quest, let the king and Haman 
come to the banquet that I 
shall prepare for them, and I 
will do to-morrow as the king 
hath said. 

Then went Haman forth that 
day joyful and with a glad 
heart: but when Haman saw 
Mordecai in the king's gate, 
that he stood not up, nor 
moved for him, he was fall of 
indignation against Mordecai. 



Nevertheless Haman refrain- 
ed himself : and when he came 
home, he sent and called for 
his friends, and Zeresh his wife. 

And Haman told them of the 
glory of his riches, and the 
multitude of his children, and 
all the things wherein the king 
had promoted him, and how he 
had advanced him above the 
princes and servants of the 
king. 

Haman said moreover, Yea, 
Esther the queen did let no 
man come in with the king 
unto the banquet that she had 
prepared but myself; and to- 
morrow am I invited unto ter 
also with the king. 

Yet all this availeth me no- 
thing, so long as I see Mordecai 
the Jew sitting at the king's 
gate. 

Then said Zeresh his wife and 
all his friends unto him. Let a 
gallows be made of fifty cubits 
high, and to morrow speak thou 
unto the king that Mordecai 
may be hanged thereon : then 
go thou in merrily with the 
king unto the banquet. And 
the thing pleased Haman ; and 
he caused the gallons to be 
made. 

8. 

haman's punishment. 

(Chap. Tii., rer. 1 to 10.) 

So the king and Haman 
came to banquet with Esther 
the queen. 

And the king said again unto 
Esther on the second day at the 
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banquet of wine, What is thy 
petition, queen Esther ? and it 
shall be granted thee : and 
what is thy request? and it 
shall be performed, even to the 
half of Uie kingdom. 

Then Esther the queen an 
swered, and said. If I have 
found favour in thy sight, 
Mng, and if it please the king, 
let my life be given me at my 
petition, and my people at my 
request : 

For we are sold, I and my 
people, to be destroyed, to be 
slain, and to perish. But if we 
had been sold for bondmen and 
bondwomen, I had held my 
tongue, although the enemy 
could hot countervail the king's 
damage. 

Then the king Ahasuerus 
answered and said unto Esther 
the queen, Who is he, and 
where is he, that durst presume 
in his heart to do so P 

And Esther said. The adver- 
sary and enemy is this wicked 
Haman. Then Haman was 
afraid before the king and the 
queen. 

And the king arising from 
the banquet of wine in his 
wrath went into the palace gar- 
den : and Haman stood up to 
make request for hii^ life to Es- 
ther the queen; for he saw 
that there was evil determined 
against him by the king. 

Then thaking returned out 
of the palace garden into the 
place of the banquet of wine ; 



and Haman was &llen upon the 
bed wbereon Esther was. Then 
said the king, Will he force the 
queen also before me in the 
house ? As the word went out 
of the king's mouth, they co- 
vered Haman's face. 

And Harbonah, one of the 
chamberlains, said before the 
king, Behold also the gallows 
fifty cubits high, which Haman 
had made for Mordecai, who 
had spoken good for the king, 
standeth in the house of Ha- 
man. Then the king said, 
Hang him thereon. 

So they hanged Haman on 
the gallows that he had pre- 
pared for Mordecai. Then was 
the king's wrath pacified. 

9. 

AHASUERUS AND MORDECAI. 
(Chap. X,, rer. 1 to 8.) 

And the king Ahasuerus laid 
a tribute upon the land, and 
upon the isles of the sea. 

And all the acts of his power 
and of his might, and the de- 
claration of the greatness of 
Mordecai, whereunto the king 
advanced him, are they not 
written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Media 
and Persia ?

So Eliphaz the Temanite 
and Bildad the Shuhite and 
Zophar the Naamathite wenty 
and did according as the Lord 
commanded them : the Lord 
also accepted Job. 

And the Lord turned the 
captivity of Job, when he 
prayed for his friends: also 
the Lord gave Job twice aa 
much as he had before. 

Then came there unto him 
all his brethren, and all his 
sisters, and all they that had 
been of his acquaintance be- 
fore, and did eat bread with 
him in his house: and they 
bemoaned him, and comforted 
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him over all the evil that the 
Lord had brought upon him : 
every man also gave him a 
piece of money, and every one 
an earring of gold. ^ 

So the LoBD blei^ed the lat- 
ter end of Job more than his 
beginning : for he had fourteen 
thousand sheep, and six thou- 
sand camels, and a thousand 
yoke of oxen, and a thousand 
she asses. 

He had also seven sons and 
three daughters. 

And he called the name of 



the first, Jemima; and the 
name of the second, Kezia; 
and the name of the third, Ke- 
ren-happuch. 

And in all the land were no 
women found so fair as the 
daughters of Job : and their 
father gave them inheritaDce 
among their brethren. 

After this lived Job a hun- 
dred and forty years, and saw 
hid sons, an4 his sons' sons, 
even four generations. 

So Job died, being old and 
full of days.

Let us swallow them up alive 
as the grave; and whole, as 
those that go down into the pit : 

We shiul find all precious 
substance, we shall fill out 
houses with spoil : 

Cast in thy lot among us;

For their feet run to evil, 
atad make haste to shed blood.

Envy thou not the oppressor, 
and choose none of his ways. 

For the froward is abomi- 
nation to the Lord: but his 
secret is with the righteous. 

The curse of the Lord is in 
the house of the wicked : but 
he blesseth the habitation of 
the just.

PARENTAL INSTRUCTION. 
(Chap, ir., rer. 1 to 13.) 

Hear, ye children, the in- 
struction of a father, and at- 
tend to know understanding. 



For I give you good doc- 
trine, forsake ye not my 
law. 

For I was my father's son, 
tender and only beloved in the 
sight of my mother. 

He taught me also, and said 
unto me, Let thine heart retain 
my words : keep my command- 
ments, and live. 

Get wisdom, get understand- 
ing : forget it not ; neither de- 
cline from the words of my 
mouth. 

Forsake her not, and she 
shall preserve thee : love her, 
and she shall keep thee. 

Wisdom is the principal 
thing; therefore get wisdom: 
and .with all thy getting get 
understanding. 

Exalt her, and she shall pro- 
mote thee : she shall bring thee 
to honour,^ when thou dost em- 
brace her. 

She shall give to thine head 
an ornament of grace : a crown 
of glory shall she deliver to 
thee. 

Hear, my son, and receive 
my sayings ; and the years of 
thy life shall be many. 

I have taught thee in the 
way of wisdom; I have led 
thee in right paths. 

When thou goest, thy steps 
sliall not be stndtened; and 
when thou runnest, thou shalt 
not stumble. 

Take fast hold of instraction ; 
let her not go: ke^. her; for 
she is thy life. . 
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OP INDUSTRY. 

Go to tbe ant, tli6u slug- 
gard ; conader her ^ays, and 
be wise : 

Which having no guide, 
overseer, or ruler, 

Provideth her meat in the 
summer, and gathereth her 
food in the harvest. 

How long wilt thou sleep, 
sluggard ? when wilt thou arise 
out of thy sleep ? 

Yet a little sleep, a little 
slumber, a little folding of the 
hands to sleep : 

So shall thy poverty come as 
one that travelleth, and thy 
want as an armed man.

WHAT GOD HATETH. 
(Chap, vi., rer. 18 to 22.) 

These six things doth the 
liORD hate ; yea, seven are an 
abomination unto him : 

A proud look, a lying tongue, 
and hands that shed innocent 
blood, 

A heart that deviseth wicked 
imaginations, feet that be swift 
in running to mischief, 

A false witness that speaketh 
lies, and he that soweth discord 
among brethren. 

My son, keep thy father's 
commandment, and forsake not 
the law of thy mother : 

Bind them continually upon 
thine heart, and tie them about 
thy neck. 

When thou goest, it shall 
lead thee ; when thou deepest,

it shall keep thee ; and when 
thou awakest, it shall t^ with 
thee. 

SUNDRY PROVERBS. 
(Chap, zx., Ter. 11 to 15.) 

Even a child is known by 
his doings, whether his work be 
pure, and whether it be right. 

The hearing ear, and the 
seeing eye, the IJord hath 
made even both of them. 

Love not sleep, lest thou 
come to poverty: open thine 
eyes, and thou shalt be satis- 
fied with bread. 

It is naught, it is naught, 
saith the buyer : but when he is 
gone his way, then he boasteth. 

There is gold, and a multi* 
tude of rubies ; but the lips of 
knowledge are a precious jewcL 
' 8. , 

SUNDRY PROVERBS. 
(Chap. zzii.| ver. 1 to 7.) 

A good name is rather to be 
chosen than great riches, and 
loving favour rather than silver 
and gold. 

The rich and poor meet to- 
gether : the Lord b the maker 
of them all. 

A iprudent man foreseeth 
the evil, and hideth himself: 
but Xhe simple pass on, and 
are punished. 

By humility and the fear of 
the Lord are riches, and ho- 
nour, and life. 

Thorns and snares are in the 
way of the froward : he that 
doUi keep his soul shall be for 
from them.

What profit hath a man of 
all his labour which he taketh 
under the sun ?

The sun^lso ariseth, and the 
sun goeth down, and hasteth to 
his place where he arose. 

The wind goeth toward the 
south, and tumeth about unto 
the north; it whirleth about 
continually, and the wind re- 
turneth again according to his 
circuits.

way of the sea, beyond Jordan, 
in Galilee of the nations.

restoration' OF ISRAEL. 
(Chap. zL, ver. 10 to 16.) 

And in that day there shall 
be a root of Jesse, which shall 
stand for an ensign of the peo- 
ple; to it shall the Gentiles 
seek : and his rest shall be glo- 
rious. 

And it shall come to pass in 



that day, that the Lord shall 
set his hand again the second 
time to recover the remnant of 
his people, which shall be left, 
from Assyria, and from Eg3rpt, 
and from Pathros, and from 
Cush, and from Elam, and 
from Shinar, and from Ha- 
math, and from the islands of 
the sea. 

And he shall set up an en- 
sign for the nations, and shall 
assemble the outcasts of Israel, 
and gather together the dis- 
persed of Judah from the four 
corners of the earth. 

The envy also of Ephraim 
shall depart, and the adversa- 
ries of Judah shall be cut off:

Lift je op a banner upon the 
high mountain, exalt the voice 
unto them, shake the hand, 
that they may go into the gates 
of the nobles. 

I have commanded my sanc- 
tified ones, I have also called 
my mighty ones for mine an- 
ger, even them that rejoice in 
my highness. 

The noise of a multitude in 
the mountains, like as of a great 
people ; a tumultous noise of the 
kingdoms of nations gathered 
together: the Lord of hosts 
mustereth the host of the 
battle. 

They come from a far- coun- 
try, from the end of heaven, 
even the Lord, and the wea- 
pons of his indignation, to de- 
stroy the whole land.

neither shall the Arabian pitch 



tent there; neither shall the 
shepherds make their fold 
there. 

But wild beasts of the desert 
shall lie' there ; and their houses 
shall be fall of doleful creatures; 
and owls shall dwell there, and 
satyrs shall dance there. 

And the wild beasts of the 
islands shall cry in their deso- 
late houses, and dragons in 
their pleasant palaces: and 
her time is near to come, and 
her days shall not be pro- 
longed.

JUDGMENTS UPON EGYPT. 
(Chap, xix., Ter. 1 to 11.) 

The burden of Egypt. Be- 
hold, the Lord rideth upon a 
swift cloud, and shall come into 
Egypt : and the idols of Egypt 
shall be moved at his presence, 
and the heart of Egypt shall 
melt in the midst of it. 

And I will set the Egyptians 
against the Egyptians : and 
they shall fight every one 
against his brother, and every 
one against his neighbour ; city 
against city, and kingdom 
against kingdom. 

And the spirit of Egypt 
shall fail in the midst thereof; 
and I will destroy the counsel 
thereof: and they shall seek 
to the idols, and to the charm- 
ers, and to them that have 
familiar spirits, and to the 
wizards.

The paper reeds by the 
brooks, by the mouth of the 
brooks, and every thing sown 
by the brooks, shall wither, be 
driven away, and be no more.

The burden of Tyre. Howl, 
ye ships of Tarshish ; for it is 
laid waste, so that there is no 
house, no entering in : from 
the land of Chittim it is re- 
vealed to them. 

Be still, ye inhabitants of the 
isle ; thou whom the merchants 
of Zidon, that pass over the 
sea, have replenished. 

And by great waters the seed 
of Sihor, the harvest of the 
river, is her revenue ; and she 
is a mart of nations. 



Be thou ashamed, O Zidon : 
for the sea hath spoken, eyea 
the strength of the sea, saying, 
I travail not, nor bring forth 
children, neither do I nourish 
up young men, nor bring up 
virgins. 

As at the report concerning 
Egypt, so shall they be sorely 
pained at the report of Tyre. 

Pass ye over to Tarshish; 
howl, ye inhabitants of the 
isle. 

Is this your joyous city, 
whose antiquity is of ancient 
days ? Tier own feet shall ^arry 
her afar off to sojourn. 

Who hath taken this counsel 
against Tyre, the crowning city, 
whose merchants are princes, 
whose traffickers are the hon- 
ourable of the earth ? 

The Lord of hosts hath pur- 
posed it, to stain the pride of 
all glory, and to bring into con- 
tempt all the honourable of the 
earth.

' EPHRAIM THREATENED. 
(Chap. zxTilL; ver. 1 to 4.) 

Woe to the crown of pride, 
to the drunkards of Ephraim, 
whose glorious beauty is a fad- 
ing flower, which are on the 
head of the fat valleys of them 
that are overcome with wine ! 

Behold, the Lord hath a 
mighty and strong one, which 
as a tempest of hail sLnd a de- 
stroying storm, as a flood of 
mighty waters overflowing, shall 
cast down to the earth with the 
hand.

And caused me to pass by 
them round about: and, behold, 
there were very many in the 
open valley ; and, lo^ they were 
very dry. 

And he said unto me. Son 
of man, can these bones live ? 
And I answered Lord God, 
thou knowest. 

Again he said unto me. Pro- 
phesy upon these boneff, and 
say unto them, ye dry bones, 
hear the word of the Lord. 

Thus saith the Lord GoD 
unto these bones; Behold, I 
will cause breath to enter into 
you, and ye shall live : 



And I will lay sinews upon 
you, and will bring up flesh 
upon you, and cover you with 
skin, and put breath in you, 
and ye shall live; and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord. 

So I prophesied as I was 
commanded : and as I prophe- 
sied, there was a noise, and be- 
hold a shaking, and the bones 
came together, bone to his 
bone. 

And when I beheld, lo, the 
sinews and the flesh came up 
upon them, and the skin cover- 
ed them above : but there was 
no breath in them. 

Then said he unto me. Pro- 
phesy unto the wind, prophesy, 
son of man, and say unto the 
wind. Thus saith the Lord GoD; 
Come from the four winds, 
breath, and breathe upon these 
slain, that they may live. 

So I prophesied as he com- 
manded me, and the breath 
came into them, and they lived, 
and stood up upon their feet, 
an exceeding great army. 

Then he said unto me, Son 
of man, these bones are the 
whole house of Israel : behold, 
they say. Our bones are dried, 
and our hope is lost: we are 
cut off for our parts. 

Therefore prophesy and say 
unto them. Thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, my people, I 
will open your graves, and cause 
you to come up out of ypur 
graves, and bring you into the 
land of Israel. 

And ye shall know that I am 
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the Lord, when I have opened 
your graves, O my people, and 
brought you up out of your 
graves. 

And shall put my Spirit in 
you, and ye shall live, and I 
shall place you in your own 
land : then shall ye know that 
I the Lord have spoken it, and 
performed it, saith the Lord.

(Chap. 

And the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying. 

Son of man, set thy face 
against Gog, the land of Magog, 
the chief prince of Meshech 
and Tubal, and prophesy against 
him.

God; Behold, I am against 
thee, Gog, the chief prince 
df Meshech and Tubal : 

And T will turn thee back, 
and put hooks into thy jaws, 
and I will bring thee forth, add 
all thine army, horses and 
horsemen, all of them clothed 
with all sorts of armour, even 
a great company with bucklers 
and shields, all of them handling 
swords : 

Persia, Ethiopia, and Libya 
"with them ; all of them with 
shield and helmet : 

Gomer, and all his bands; 
the house of Togarmah of the 
north quarters, and all his 
bands : and many people with 
thee. 



Be thou prepared, and pre- 
pare for thyself, thou, and aH 
thy company that are assembled 
unto thee, and be thou a guard 
unto them. 

Afler many days thou shalt 
be visited : in the latter years 
thou shalt come into the land 
that is brought back from the 
sword, and is gathered out of 
many people, against the moun- 
tains of Israel, which have been 
always waste : but it is brought 
forth out of the nations, and 
they shall 'dwell safely all of 
them. 

Thou shalt ascend and come 
like a istorm, thou shalt be like 
a cloud to cover the land, thou, 
and all thy bands, and many 
people with thee. 

Thus saith the Lord God; 
It shall also come to pass, that 
at the same time shall things 
come into thy mind, and thou 
shalt think an evil thought : 

And thou shalt say, I will go 
up to the land of unwalled Tr- 
iages; I will go to them that 
are at rest, that dwell safely, all 
of them dwelling without walls, 
and having neither bars nor 
gates. 

To take a spoil, and to take 
a prey; to turn thine hand 
upon the desolate places that 
are now inhabited, and upon 
the people that are gathered 
out of the nations, which have 
gotten cattle and goods, that 
dwell in the midst of the 
land.

THE DESTRUCTION OP GOG. 
(Chap, xxxix., xer. 1 to 7.) 

Therefore, thou son of man, 
prophesy against Gog, and say, 
Thus saith the Lord God ; Be- 
hold, I am against thee, Gog, 
the chief prince of Meshech 
and Tubal : 

And I will turn thee hack, 
and leave but the sixth part of 
thee, and will cause thee to 
come up from the north parts, 
and will bring thee upon the 
mountains of Israel : 

And J will smite thy bow 
out of thy lefb hand, and will 
cause thine arrows to fall out 
of thy right hand. 

Thou shalt fall upon the 
mountains of Israel, thou, and 
all thy bands, and the people 
that is with thee : I will give 
thee unto the ravenous birds 
of every sort, and to the beasts 
of the field, to be devoured. 

Thou shalt fall upon the open 
field: for I have spoken it, 
saith the Ijord God. 

And I will send a fire on 
Magog, and among them, that 
dwell carelessly in the isles: 
21 



and they shall know that I am 
the Lord. 

So will I make my holy name 
known in the midst of my peo- 
ple Israel ; and I will not let 
them pollute my holy name any 
more : and the heathen shall 
know that I am the Lord, the 
Holy One in Israel. 

10. 

JUDGMENTS AND MERCIES. 
(Chap, xxziz., yer. 21 to 29.) 

And I will set my glory 
among the heathen, and all the 
heathen shall see my judgment 
that I have executed, and my 
hand that I have laid upon 
them. 

So the house of Israel shall 
know that I am the Lord their 
God from that day and for- 
ward. 

And the heathen shall know 
that the house of Israel went 
into captivity for their iniquity : 
because they trespassed against 
me,' therefore hid I my face 
from them, and gave them into 
the hand of their enemies ; so 
fell they all by the sword. 

According to their unclean- 
ness and according to their 
transgressions havd^I done unto 
them, and hid my face from' 
thefn. 

Therefore thus saith the Lord 
GoDj Now will I bring again 
the captivity of Jacob, and 
have mercy upon the whole 
house of Israel, and will bo 
jealous for my holy name 5 
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After that they have borne 
their shame, and all their tres- 
passes whereby they have tres- 
passed against me, when they 
dwelt safely in their land, and 
none made them afraid. 

When I have brought them 
again from the people, and ga- 
thered them out of their ene- 
mies' lands, and am sanctified 
in them in the sight of many 
nations : 



Then shall they know that I 
am the Lord their Ood, which 
caused them to be led into cap- 
tivity among the heathen : but 
I have gathered them unto their 
own land, and>have lefb none 
of them any more there. 

Neither will I hide my face 
any more from them: for I 
have poured out my spirit upon 
the house of Israel; suth the 
Lord God.

DANIEL AND HIS COM- 
PANIONS. 
(Cliap. 1., rer. 1 to 7.) 

In the third year of the 
reign of Jehoiakim king of Ju- 
dah came Nehuchadnezzar king 
of Bahylon unto Jerusalem^ and 
besieged it. 

And the Lord gave Jehoia- 
kim king of Juoah into his 
hand, with part of the vessels 
of the house of God, which he 
carried into the land of Shinar 
to the house of his god ; and he 
l)rought the vessels into the 
treasure-house of his god. 

And the king spake unto 
Ashpenaz the master of his 
eunuchs, that he should bring 
certain of the children of Is- 



rael, and of the king's seect^ 
and of the princes ; 

Children in whom was no 
blemish, but well favoured, and 
skilful in all wisdom, and cun- 
ning in 'knowledge, and under- 
standing science, and such as 
had ability in them to stand in 
the king's palace, and whom 
they might teach the learning 
and the tongue of the Chaldeans. 

And the king appointed them 
a daily provision of the king^s 
meat, and of the wine which 
he drank : so nourishing them 
three years, that at the end 
thereof they might stand be- 
fore the king. 

Now among these were of 
the children of Judah, Daniel, 
Hananiah, Mishael, and Aut- 
riah: 
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Unto whom the prince of the 
ennuchs gave names: for he 
gare unto Daniel the name of 
Belteshazzar ; and to Hananiah, 
of Shadrach} and to Mishael, 
of Meshach; and to Azariah; 
of Abed-nego. 
2. 
Nebuchadnezzar's dream. 

• (Chap, it, Ter. 1 to 18.) 

And in the second year of the 
reign of Nebuchadnezzar, Nebu- 
chadnezzar dreamed dreams^ 
wherewith his spirit was trou- 
bled; and his sleep brake £rom 
him. 

Then the kin^ commanded 
to call the magicians, and the 
astrologers, and the sorcerer^, 
and the Chaldeans, for to shew 
the king his dreams. So they 
came and stood before the 
king. 

And the king said unto 
them, I have dreamed a dream, 
and my spirit was troubled to 
know tlie dream. 

Then spake the Chaldeans 
to the king in Syriac, king, 
live for ever : teU thy servants 
the dream, and we will shew 
the interpretation. 

The king answered and said 
to the Chaldeans, The thing is 
gone from me : if ye will not 
make known unto me the 
dream, with the interpretation 
thereof, ye shall be cut in 
pieces, and your houses shall be 
made a dunghill. 

But if ye shew the dream, 
and the interpretation thereof, 
ye shall receive of me gifts and 



rewards and great honour: 
therefore shew me the dream, 
and the interpretation thereof. 

They answered again and 
said, Let the king teU his ser- 
vants the dream, and we will 
shew the interpretation of it. 

The king answered and said, 
I know of certainty that ye 
would gain the time, because 
ye see the thing is gone from 
me. 

But if ye ^dll not make 
known unto me the dream, 
there is but one decree for you : 
for ye have prepared lying and 
corrupt words to spe^ ^fore 
me, till the time be changed : 
therefore tell me the dream, and 
I shall know that ye can shew 
me the interpretation thereof. 

The Chaldeans answered be- 
fore the king, and said. There 
is not a man upon the earth 
that can shew the king's mat- 
ter : therefore there is no king, 
lord, nor ruler, that asked such 
things at any magician, or as* 
trologer, or Chaldean. 

And it is a rare thing tha^ 
the king requireth, and there 
is none other that can shew it 
before the king, except the 
gods, whose dwelling is not 
with 'flesh. 

For this cause the king was 
angry and very furious, and 
commanded to destroy all the 
wise men of Babylon. 

And the decide went forth 
that the wise men should be 
slain 5 and they sought Daniel 
and his fellows to be slain. 
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8. 

THE DREAM REVEALED TO 

DANIEL. 
(Chap. U., Ter. 19, 24 to 28, SI to 46.) 

Then was the secret revealed 
unto Daniel in a ni^ht vision. 
Then Daniel blessed the God 

of heaven. 

3ic :rc ♦ ♦ 

Therefore Daniel went in 
unto Arioch, whom the king 
had ordained to destroy the 
wise men of Babylon : he went 
and said thus unto him; De- 
stroy not the wise, men of Ba- 
bylon : bring me in before the 
king, and I will show unto 
the king the interpretation. 

Then Arioch brought in 
Daniel before the king in 
haste, and said thus unto him, 
I have found a man of the Ciip- 
tives of Judah, that will make 
known unto the king the inter- 
pretation. 

The king answered and said 
to Daniel, whose name was Bel- 
teshazzar. Art thou able to 
make known unto me the 
dream which* I have seen, and 
the interpretation thereof? 

Daniel answered in the pre- 
sence of the king, and said, 
The secret which the king 
hath demanded cannot the wise 
men, the astrologers, the ma- 
gicians, the soothsayers, shew 
unto the king ; 

But there is a God in heaven 
that revealeth secrets, and 
niaketh known to the king Ne- 
buchadnezzar what shall be in 
the latter days. Thy dream, 



and the visions of thy head 
upon thy bed, are these. 

* * * ;|r 

Thou, O king, sawest, and 
behold a great image. This 
great image, whose brightness 
was excellent, stood before 
thee; and the form thereof was 
terrible. 

This image's head was of 
fine gold, his breast and his 
arms of sUver, his belly and his 
thighs of brass, 

His legs of iron, his feet part 
of iron and part of clay. 
^ Thou sawest till that a stone 
was cut out without hands, 
which smote the image upon 
his feet that were of iron and 
clay, and brake them to pieces. 

Then was the iron, the clay, 
the brass, the silver, and the 
gold, broken to pieces together, 
and became like the chaff of 
the summer threshingfloors ; 
and the wind carried them 
away, that no place was found 
for them : and the stone that 
smote the image became a great 
mountain, and filled the whole 
earth. 

This is the dream; and we 
will tell the interpretation 
thereof before the king. 

Thou, O king, art a king of 
kings : for the God of heaven 
hath given thee a kingdom, 
power, and strength, and glory. 

And wheresoever the chil- 
dren of men dwell, the beasts 
pf the field and the fowls of 
the heaven hath he given into 
thine hand, and hath made 
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tliee ruler over them all. Thou 
art this head of gold. 

And after thee shall arise 
another kingdom inferior to 
tiiee, and another third king- 
dom of brass, which, shall bear 
rule over all the earth. 

And the fourth kingdom 
shall be strong as iron : foras- 
.much as iron breaketh in pieces 
and subdueth all things; and 
as iron that breaketh all these, 
shall it break in pieces and 
bruise. 

And whereas thou sawest the 
feet and toes, part of potters' 
clay, and part of iron, the 
kingdom shall be divided ; but 
there shall be in it of the 
strength of the iron, forasmuch 
as thou sawest the iron mixed 
with miry clay. 

And as the toes of the feet 
were part of iron, and part of 
clay, so the kingdom shall be 
partly strong, and partly broken. 

And whereas thou sawisst 
iron mixed with miry clay, 
they shall mingle themselves 
with the seed of men : but they 
shall not cleave one to another, 
even as iron is not mixed with 
clay. 

And in the days of these 
kings shall the God of heaven 
set up a kingdom, which shall 
never be destroyed: and the 
kingdom shall not be left to 
other people, but it shall break 
in pieces and consume all these 
kingdoms, and it shall stand 
for ever. 

Forasmuch aa thou sawest 
21* 



that the stone was cut out of 
the mountain without handfi, 
and that it brake in pj^ces the 
iron, the brass, the clay, the 
silver, and the gold; the great 
God hath made known to the 
king what shall come to pass 
hereafter: and the dream is 
certain, and the interpretation 
thereof sure. 

5. 
Daniel's reward. 

(Chap, ii., yer. 46 to 49.) 

Then the king Nebuchad* 
nezzar fell upon his face, and 
worshipped jDaniel, and com- 
manded that they shoi^ld offer 
an oblation and sweet odours 
unto him. 

The king answered unto 
Daniel, and said. Of a truth it 
is, that your God is a God of 
gods, and a Lord of kings, and 
a revealer of secrets, seeing 
thou couldest reveal this secret. 

Then the king made Daniel 
a great man, and gave him 
many great gifts, and made 
him ruler over the whole pro- 
vince of Babylon, and chief of 
the governors over all the wise 
men of Babylon. 

Then Daniel irequested of 
the king, and he set Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, over 
the affairs of the province of 
Babylon ; but Daniel sat in the 
gate of the king. 
6. 
belshazzar's feast. 

(Chap. T., yer. 1 to 9.) • 

Belshazzar the king mfide ^ 
great feast to a thousand of his 
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lords, and drank wine before 
the thousand. 

Belsbazzar, while he tasted 
the wine, commanded to bring 
the golden and silver vessels 
which his father Nebuchad- 
nezzar had taken out of the 
temple which was in Jenisalem ; 
that the king and' his princes, 
his wives and his concubines, 
might drink therein. 

Then they brought the 
golden vessels that were taken 
out of the temple of the house 
of God which was at Jerusa- 
lem; and the king and his 
princes, his wives and his con- 
cubines, drank in them. 

They drank wine, and praised 
the gods of gold, and of silver, 
of brass, of iron, of wood, and 
of stone. 

In the same hour came forth 
fingers of a man's hand, and 
wrote over against the candle- 
stick upon the plaster of the 
wall of the king's palace : and 
the king saw the part of the 
hand that wrote. 

Then the king's countenance 
was changed, and his thoughts 
troubled him, so that the joints 
of his loins were loosed, and 
his knees smote one against 
another. 

The king cried aloud to 
bring in the astrologers, the 
Chaldeans, and the soothsayers. 
And the king spake, and said 
to the wise men of Babylon, 
Whosoever shall read this writ- 
ing, and shew me the inter- 
pretation thereof; shall be 



clothed with scarlet, and have 
a chain of gold about his neck, 
and shall be the third ruler in 
the kingdom. 

Then came in all the king's 
wise men : but they could not 
read the writing, nor make 
known to the king the inter- 
pretation thereof. 

Then was king Belshazzar 
greatly troubled, and his counte- 
nance was changed in him, 
and his lords were astonished. 
7. 

DANIEL CALLED. 
(Chap. ▼., Ter. 10 to 18.) 

Now the queen, by reason 
of the words of the king and 
his lords, came into the ban- 
quet house : and the queen 
spake and said, O king, Hve 
for ever ; let not thy tlroughts 
trouble thee, nor let thy counte- 
nance be changed : 

There is a man in thy king- 
dom, in whom is the spirit of 
the holy gods , and in the days 
of thy father light and under- 
standing and wisdom, like the 
wisdom of the gods, was found 
in him ; whom the king Nebu- 
chadnezzar thy father, the king, 
I say, thy father, made master 
of the magicians, astrologers, 
Chaldeans, and soothsayers ; 

Forasmuch as an excellent 
spirit, and knowledge, and un- 
derstanding, interpreting of 
dreams, and shewing of hard 
sentences, and dissolving of 
doubts, were found in the same 
Daniel, whom the king named 
Belteshazzar : now let Daniel 
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be called, and he will shew the 
interpretation. 

Then was Daniel brought in 
before the king. And the 
king spake and said unto 
Daniel, Art thou that Daniel, 
which art of the children. of 
the captivity of Judah, whom 
the king my father brought 
out of Jewry ? 

I have even heard of thee, 
that the spirit of the gods is 
in thee, and that light and un- 
derstanding and excellent wis- 
dom is fouud in thee. 

And now the wise men, the 
astrologers, have been brought 
in before me, that they should 
read this writing, and make 
known unto me Vie interpreta- 
tion thereof: but they could 
not shew the interpretation of 
the thing : 

And I have heard of thee, 
that thou canst make interpre- 
tations, and dissolve doubts: 
now if thou canst read the 
writing, and make known to 
me the interpretation thereof, 
thou shalt be clothed with 
scarlet, and have a chain of 
gold about thy neck, and shalt 
be the third ruler in the king- 
dom. 

8. 

DANIEL READETH THE WRIT- 
ING. 
(Chap. T., Ter. 17 to 31.) 

Then Daniel answered and 
said before the king. Let thy 
gifts be to thyself, and give thy 
rewards to another; yet I will 
rttad the writing uotQ the king. 



and make known to him the 
interpretation. 

O thou king, the most high 

Grod gave Nebuchadnezzar thy 

father a kingdom, and majesty, 

and glory, and honour : 

I And for the majesty that he 

' gave him, all people, nations, 

I* and languages, trembled and 

I feared before him : whom he 

would he slew ; and whom he 

would he kept alive ; and whom 

he would he set up ; and whom 

j he would he put down. 

But when his heart was lifted 

I up, and his mind hardened in 

pride, he was deposed from his 

kingly throne, and they took 

his glory from him : 

And he was driven from the 
sons of men: and his heart 
was made like the beasts, and 
his dwelling was with the wild 
asses : they fed him with grass 
like oxen, and his body was 
wet with the dew of heaven ; 
till he knew that the most high 
God ruled in the kingdom of 
men, and that he appointeth 
over it whomsoever he will. 

And thou his son, O Bel- 
shazzar, hast not humbled thine 
heart, though thou k newest all 
this; 

But hast lifted up thyself 
against the Lord of heaven; 
and they have brought the ves- 
sels of his house before thee, 
and thou and thy lords, thy 
wives and thy concubines, have 
drunk wine in them ; and thou 
hast praised the gods of silver, 
and gold, of braes, iron, wood, 
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and stone^ which » see not; nor 
hear, nor know; and the God 
in whose hand thy hreath is, 
and whose are all thy ways, 
hast thou not glorified : 

Then was the part of the 
hand sent from him ; and this 
writing was written. 

And this is the writing that 
was written, MENE, MENE, 
TEKEL, UPHARSIN. 

This is the interpretation of 
the thing: MENE; God hath 
numbered thy kingdom, and 
finished it. 

TEKEL; Thou art weighed 
in the balances, and art found 
wanting. 

PERES; Thy kingdom is 
divided, and given to the 
Modes and Persians. 

Then commanded Belshaz- 
zar, and they clothed Paniel 
with scarlet, and put a chain of 
gold about his neck, and made 
a proclamation concerning him, 
that he should be the third 
(uler in the kingdom. 

In that night was Belshazzar 
the king of the Chaldeans 
slain. 

And Dariua the Median took 
the kingdom, being about three- 
score and two years old. 
9. 

CONSPIBAOY AGAINST DANIEL. 

(Chap. Ti, ver. 1 to 9.) 

It pleased Darius to set over 
the kingdom a hundred and 
twenty princes, which should 
be over the whole kingdom ; 

And over these three presi- 
dents; of Mfhom Daniel was 



first: that the princes might 
give accounts unto them, and 
the king should have no dam- 
age. 

Then this Daniel was pre- 
ferred aboye the presidents and 
princes, because an excellent 
spirit was in him,; and the king 
thought to set him over the 
whole realm. 

Then the presidents and 
princes sought to find occasion 
against Daniel concerning the 
kingdom; but they could find 
none occasion nor fault ; foras- 
niuch as he was faithful, nei- 
ther was there any error or fault 
found in him. 

Then said these men. We 
shall not find any occasion 
against this Daniel^ except we 
find it against him concerning 
the law of his God. 

Then these presidents and 
princes assembled together to 
the king, and said thus unto 
him. King Darius, live for 
ever. 

All the presidents of the 
kingdom, the governors, and 
the princes, the counsellors, and 
the captains, have consulted 
together to establish a royal 
statute, and to make a firm de- 
cree, that whosoever shall ask 
a petition of any god or man 
for thirty days, save of thee, 
king, he shall be cast into the 
den of lions. 

Now, king, establish the 
decree, and sign the writing; 
that it be not changed, accord- 
ing to the law of the " "'" 
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and Persians^ wbicli altereth 
not. 

Wherefore king Darius sign- 
ed the writing and the decree. 

10. 

- DANIEL CONDEMNED. 
(Chap. Ti., yer. 10 to 17.) 

Now when Daniel knew that 
tbe writing was signed, he went 
into his house; and, his win- 
dows being open in his cham- 
ber toward Jerusalem, he kneel- 
ed upon his knees three times 
a day, and prayed, and gave 
thanks before his God^ as he 
did aforetime. 

Then these men assembled, 
and found Daniel praying and 
making supplication oefore his 
God. 

Then they came near, and 
spake before the king concern- 
ing the king's decree; Hast 
thou not signed a decree, that 
every man that shall ask a pe- 
tition of any god or man within 
thirty days, save of thee, 
king, shall be cast into the den 
of lions ? The king answered 
and said. The thing is true, ac- 
cording to the law of the Medes 
and Persians, which altereth 
not. 

Then answered they and said 
before the king, That Daniel, 
which is of the children of the 
captivity of Judah, regardeth 
not thee, O king, nor the de- 
cree that thou hast signed, but 
maketh his petition three times 
a day. 

Then the king; when he 



heard these words, was sore dis- 
pleased with himself, and set 
his heart on Daniel to deliver 
him : and he laboured till the 
going down of the sun to deli- 
ver him. 

Then these men asssembled 
unto the king, and said unto 
the king. Know, king, that 
the law of the Medes and Per- 
sians is, That no decree nor 
statute which the king estab- 
lisheth may be changed. 

Then the king commanded, 
and they brought Daniel, and 
cast him into the den of lions. 
Now the king spake and said 
unto Daniel, Thy God whom 
thou servest continually, he 
will deliver thee. 

And a stone was brought, 
and laid upon th$ mouth of the 
den; and the king sealed it 
with his own signet, and with 
the signet of his lords; that 
the purpose might not be 
changed concerning Daniel. 

11. 

THE lions' den. 
(Cbap. yl, Ter. 18 to 28.) 

Then the king went to his 
palace, and passed the night 
fasting: neither were instru- 
ments of music brought before 
him : and his sleep went from 
him. 

Then the king arose very 
early in the morning, and went 
in haste, unto the den of lions. 

And when he came to the 
den, he cried with a lamentable 
voice unto Daniel : and the 
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king spake and said to Daniel, 

Daniel, servant of the living 
God, is thy God, whom thou 
servest continually, able to de- 
liver thee from the lions ? 

Then said Daniel unto the 
king, king, live for ever. 

My Gt)d hath sent his angel, 
and hath shut the lions' mouths, 
that they have not hurt me: 
forasmuch as before him inno- 
cency was found in me; and 
also before thee, king, have 

1 done no hurt. 

Then was the king exceeding 
glad for him, and commanded 
taat they should take Daniel 
up out of the den. So Daniel 
was taken up out* of the den, 
and no manner of hurt waa 
found .upon him, because he 
believed in his God. 

And the king commanded, 
and they brought those men 
which had accused Daniel, and 
they cast them into the den of 
lions, them, their children, and 
their wives ; and the lions had 
the mastery of them, and brake 
all their bones in pieces or ever 
they came at the bottom of the 
den. 

Then king Darius wrote unto 
all people, nations, and lan- 
guages, that* dwell in all the 
earth; Peace be multiplied 
unto you. 

I make a decree. That in 
every dominion of mv kingdom 
men tremble and fear before 
the God of Daniel : for he is 
the living God, and steadfast 
for ev«r, and his kingdom that 



which shall not be destroyed, 
and his dominion shall be evea 
unto the end. 

He delivereth and rescueth,, 
and he worketh signs and won- 
ders in heaven and in earthy 
who hath delivered Daniel from 
the power of the lions. 

So this Daniel prospered in 
the reign of Darius, and in the 
reign of Cyrus the Persian.

Daniel's vision of four 

BEASTS. 
(Chap, vii., ver. 1 to 14.) 

In the first year of Belshaz- 
zar king of Babylon, Daniel had 
a dream and visions of his head 
upon /his bed: then he wrote 
the dream, and told the sum c^ 
the matters. 

Daniel spake and said, I saw 
in my vision by night, and, be- 
hold, the four winds of the hea- 
ven strove upon the great sea. 

And four great beasts came 
up from the sea, diverse. one 
from another. 

The first was like a lion, and 
had eagle's wings : I beheld till 
the wings thereof were pluck- 
ed, and it was lifted up from 
the earth, and made stand upon 
the feet as a man, and a man's 
.heart was given to it. 

And behold another beast, a 
second, like to a bear, and it 
raised up it&elf on one side, and 
it had three ribs in the mouth 
of it between the teeth of it : 
and they said thus unto it, Arise, 
devour much flesh. 
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After this I beheld, and lo 
another, like a leopard, which 
Lad upon the back of it four 
"wings of a fowl 3 the beast -had 
also four heads ; and dominion 
was given to it. 

After this I saw in the night 
visions, and behold a fourth 
beast, dreadfdl and terrible, and 
strong exceedingly ; and it had 
great iron teeth: it devoured 
and brake in pieces, and stamp- 
ed the residue with the feet of 
it : and it was diverse from all 
the beasts that were before it ; 
and it had ten horns. 

I considered the horns, and, 
behold, there came up among 
them another little horn, before 
whom there were three of the 
first horns plucked up by the 
roots : and, behold, in this horn 
were eyes like the eyes of a 
man, and a mouth speaking 
great things. 

I beheld till the thrones 
were cast down, and the An- 
cient of days did sit, whose gar- 
ment was white as snow, and 
the hair of his head like the 
pure wool : his throne was like 
the fiery fiame, and his wheels 
as burning fire. 

A fiery stream* issued and 
came forth from before him : 
thousand thousands ministered 
unto him, and ten thousand 
times ten thousand stood before 
him : the judgment was set, and 
the books were opened. 

I beheld then, because of the 
voice of the great words which 
the horn sps^e, I beheld even 



till the beast was slain, and his 
body destroyed, and given to 
the burning flame. 

As concerning the rest of 
the beasts, they had their do- 
minion taken away : yet their 
lives were prolonged for a sea- 
son and time. 

I saw in the night visions, 
and, behold, one like the Son 
of man came with the clouds 
of heaven, and came to the An- 
cient of days, and they brought 
him near before him. 

And there was given him 
dominion, and glory, and a 
kingdom, that all people, na- 
tions, and languages, should 
serve him : his dominion is an 
everlasting dominion, which 
shall not pass away, and his 
kingdom that which shall not 
be destroyed.

THE VISION INTERPRETED/ 
(Chap. TiL, ver. 15 to 27.) 

I Daniel was grieved in my 
spirit in the midst of my body, 
and the visions of my head 
troubled me. 

I came near unto one of 
them that stood by, and asked 
him the truth of all this. So 
he told me, and made me know 
the interpretation of the things. 

These great beasts, which 
are four, are four kings, which 
shall arise out of the earth. 

But the saints of the Most 
High shall take the kingdom, 
and possess the kingdom for 
ever, even for ever and ever. 
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Then I would know the 
truth of the fourth beast, 
which was diverse from all the 
others, exceeding dreadful, 
whose teeth were of iron, and 
his nails of brass; which de- 
Youredy brake in pieces, and 
stamped the residue with his 
feet; 

And of the ten horns that 
were in his head, and of the 
other which came up, and be- 
fore whom three fell ; even of 
that horn that had ejes^ and~ a 
mouth that spake very great 
things, whose look was more 
stout than his fellows. 

I beheld, and the same horn 
made war with the saints, and* 
prevailed against them ; 

Until the Ancient of days 
came, and judgment was given 
to the saints of the Most 
High; and the time came 
that the saints possessed the 
kingdom. 

Thus he said, The fourth 
beast shall be the fourth king- 
. dom upon earth, which shall be 
diverse from all kingdoms, and 
shall devour the whole earth, 
and shall tread it down, and 
break it in pieces. 

And the ten horns out of 
this kingdom are ten kings 
that shall arise: and another 
shall rise afler them; and he 
shall be diverse from the first, 
and he shall subdue three 
kings. 

And he shall speak _great 
words against the Most High, 
and shall wear out the saints 



of the Most High, and think 
to change times and laws : and 
they shall be given into his 
hand until a time and times 
and the dividing of time. 

But the judgment shall sit, 
and they shall take away his 
dominion, to consume and to 
destroy it unto the end. 

And the kingdom and do- 
minion, and the greatness of 
the kingdom under the whole 
heaven, shall be given to the 
people of the saints of the Most 
High, whose kingdom is an 
everlasting kingdom, and all 
dominions shall serve and obey 
him.

TROUBLE AND DELIYERANOS. 

(Chap, zii., rer. 1 to 3.) 

And at that time shall Mi- 
chael stand up, the great prince 
which standeth for the children 
of thy people : and there shall 
be a time of trouble, such as 
never was since there was a na- 
tion even to that same time: 
and at that time thy people 
shall be delivered, every one 
that shall be found written in 
the book. 

And mai^of them that sleep 
in the dust of the earth shall 
awake, some to everlasting life, 
and some to shame and ever- 
lasting contempt.

thy judgments, he hath cast 
out thine enemy : the King of 
Israel, even the Lord, is in 
the midst of thee : thou shalt 
not see evil any more. 

In that day it shall be said 
to Jerusalem, Fear thou not : 
and to Zion, Let not thine 
hands be slack. 

The Lord thy God in the 
midst of thee is mighty; he 
will save^ he will rejoice over 
thee with joy ; he will rest in 
his love, he will joy over thee 
with singing. 

I will gather them that are 
sorrowflil for the solemn assem- 
bly, who are of thee,. to whom 
the reproach of it was a bur- 
den. 

Behold, at that time I will 
undo all that afflict thee : and 
I will save her that halteth, 
and gather her that was driven 
out ; and I will get them praise 
and fame in every land where 
they have been put to shame. 

At that time will I bring 
you again, even in the time 
that I gather you: for I will 
make you a name and a praise 
among all people of the earth, 
when I turn back your captiv- 
ity before your eyes, saith the 
Lord.

Yet ye sav, Wherein 
hast thou loved us f Was not 
Esau Jacob's brother? saith 
the Lord : yet I loved Jacob, 

And I hated Esau, and laid 
his mountains and his heritage 
waste for the dragons of the 
wilderness. 

Whereas Edom saith, We are 
impoverished, but we will return 
and build the desolate places ; 
thus saith the. Lord of hosts, 
They shall build, but I will 
throw down; and they shall 
call them, The border of wick- 
edness, and, The people against 
whom the Lord hath indigna- 
tion for ever. 

A son honoureth his father, 
and a servant his master: if 
then I be a father, where is 
mine honour? and if I be a 
master, where is my fear ? saith 
the Lord of hosts unto you, O 
priests, that despise tbj name.

Ye offer polluted bread upon 



mine altar ; and ye say, Wherein 
have we polluted thee? In 
that ye ^say. The table of the 
Lord is contemptible. 

And if ye offer the blind for 
sacrifice, is it not evil ? and if 
ye offer the lame and sick, is it 
not evil ? offer it now unto thy 
governor; will he be pleased 
with thee, or accept thy per- 
son ? saith the Lord of hosts.

THE MESSENGER PROMISED. 
(Chap, iti., Ter. 1 to 8.) 

Behold, I will send my Mes- 
senger, and he shall prepare 
the way before me : and the 
Lord, whom ye seek, shall sud- 
denly come to his temple, even 
the messenger of the covenant, 
whom ye delight in: behold, 
he shall come, saith the Lord 
of hosts. 

But who mav abide the day 
of his coming: and who shall 
stand when he appeareth ? for 
he is like a refiner's fire, and 
like fillers' soap :

Now the birth of Jesus 
Christ was on this wise : "When 
as his mother Mary was es> 
poused to Joseph, before they 
came together, she was found 
with child of the Holy Ghost. 

Then Joseph her husband, 
being a just man, and not will- 
ing to make her a public ex- 
ample, was minded to put her 
away privily. 

But while he thought on 
these things, behold, the angel 
of the Lord appeared unto him 
in' a dream, saying, Joseph, 
thou son of David, fear not to 
take unto thee Mary thy wife : 
for that which is conceived in 
her is of the Holy Ohost. 

And she shall bring forth a 
son, and thou shalt call his 
name JESUS: for he shall 
save his people from their sins. 

Now all this was done, that 
it might be fulfilled which was

spoken of the Lord by the 
prophet, saying, 

Behold, a virgin shall bo 
with child, and shall bring 
forth a son, and they shall call 
his name Emmanuel, which 
being interpreted iS; God with 
us. 

Then Joseph being raised 
from sleep did as the angel of 
the Jjord bad bidden him, and 
took unto him his wife : 

And knew her not till she 
had brought forth her firstborn 
son : and he culled his name 
JESUS. 



THE WISE MEN. 
(Chap, ii., Ter. 1 to 16.) 

Now when Jesus was born in 
Bethlehem of Judea in the 
days of Herod the king, be- 
hold, there came wise men 
from the east to Jerusalem, 

Saying, Where is he that is 
born King of the Jews ? for 
we have seen }x\a star in thot 

(266) 
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east; and are come to worship 
him. 

When Herod the king had 
heard these things, he was 
troubled, and all Jerusalem 
with him. 

And when he had gathered 
all the chief priests and scribes 
of the people together, he de- 
manded of them where Christ 
should be born. 

And they said unto him, In 
Bethlehem of Judea : for thus 
it is written by the prophet, 

And thou Bethlehem, in the 
land of Judah, art not the 
least among the princes of 
Judah : for out of thee shall 
come a (Governor, that shall 
rule my people Israel. 

Then Herod, when he had 
privily called the wise men, in- 
<][uired of them diligently what 
time the star appeared. 

And he sent them to Bethle- 
hem, and said. Go and search 
diligently for the young child ; 
and when ye have found him, 
bring me word again, that I 
may come and worship him 
also. 

When they had heard the 
king, they departed; and, lo, 
the star, which they saw in the 
east, went before them, till it 
came and stood over where the 
young child was. 

When they saw the star, 
they rejoiced with exceeding 
great joy. 

And when they were come 
into the house, they saw the 
young child with Maiy hisl 



mother, and fell down, and 
worshipped him : and when 
they had opened their treasures, 
they presented unto him gifts ; 
gold, and frankincense, and 
myrrh. 

And being warned of Crod 
in a dream • that they should 
not return to Herod, they de- 
parted into their own country 
another -way. ^ 

And when they were de 
parted, behold, the angel of 
the Lord appeareth to Joseph 
in a dream, saying, Arise, and 
take the young child and his 
mother, and flee into Egypt, 
and be thou there until I bring 
thee word : for Herod will seek 
the young child to destroy him. 

When he arose, he took the 
youn^ child and his mother 
by night, and departed into 
Egypt: 

And was there until the 
death of Herod : that it might 
be fulfilled which was spoken 
of the Lord by the prophet, 
saying, Out of Egypt have I 
called my son.

HEROD KILLSTH THE GHIL* 

DREN. 

(Chap, it, Ter. 16 to 23.) 

Then Herod, when he saw 
that he was mocked of the wise 
men, was exceeding wroth, and 
sent forth, and slew all the 
children that were in Bethle- 
hem, and in all the coasts 
thereof, from two years old and 
under, according to the tim« 
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wbicli he liad diligently in- 
quired of the wise men. 

Then was fulfilled that which 
was spoken by Jeremy the 
prophet, saying, 

In Hamdi was there a voice 
heard} lamentation, and weep- 
ing, and great mourning, Rachel 
weeping for her children, and 
would not be comforted, be- 
cause they are not. 

But when Heiod was dead, 
behold, an angel of the Lord 
appeareth in a dream to Joseph 
in Egypt, 

Saying, Arise, and take the 
young child. and his mother, 
and go into the land of Israel : 
for they are dead which sought 
the young child's life. 

And he arose, and took the 
young child and his mother, 
and came into the land of Is- 
rael. 

But when he heard that 
Archelaus did reign in Judea 
in the room of his father Herod, 
he was afraid to go thither: 
notwithstanding, being warned 
of God in a dream, he turned 
aside into the parts of Galilee : 

And he came and dwelt in a 
city called Nazareth : that it 
might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by the prophets. He 
shall be called a Nazarene.

THE BAPTISM OF JESUS. 
(Chap, m^ ver. 1 to e, 13 to 17.) 

In those days came John the 
Baptist, preaching in the wil- 
derness of Judea^ 



And saying, Repent ye : for 
the kingdom of heaven is at 
hand. 

For this is he that was 
spoken of by the prophet 
Esaias, saying, The voice of 
one crying in the wilderness. 
Prepare ye the way of the 
Lord, make his paths straight. 

And the same John had his 
raiment .of camel's hair, and a 
leathern girdle about his loins ; 
and his meat was locusts and 
wild honey. 

Then went out to him Jeru- 
salem, and all Judea, and all 
the region round about Jordan, 

And were baptized of him 

in Jordan, confessing their 

sins. 

* * * * 

Then cometh Jesus from 
Gulilee to Jordan unto John, 
to be baptized of him. 

But tfohn forbade him, say- 
ing, I have need to be bap- 
tized of thee, and comest thou 
to me? 

And Jesus answering said 
unto him, Suffer it to be so 
now: for thus it becometh-us 
to fulfil all righteousness. Then 
he suffered him. 

And Jesus, when he was 
baptized, went up straightway 
out of the water: and, lo, the 
heavens were opened unto him, 
and he saw the Spirit of God 
descending like a dove, and 
lighting upon him : 

And lo a voice from heaven, 
saying. This is my beloved Son, 
in whom I am well pleased. 
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JESUS IS TEMPTED. 

(Chap, iv., Ter. 1 to 11.) 

Then was Jesus led up of the 
Spirit into the wilderness to be 
tempted of the devil. 

And when he had fasted forty 
days and forty nights, he was 
afterwards ahungered. 

And when the tempter came 
to him, he said, If thou be the 
Son of God, command that 
these stones be made bread. ^ 

But he answered and said, 
It is written, Man shall not 
live by bread alone, but by 
every word that proceedeth out 
of the mouth of God. 

Then the devil taketh him 
up into the holy city, and set- 
teth him on a pinnacle of the 
temple, 

And saith unto him. If thou 
be the Son of <God, cast thyself 
down : for it is written, He 
shall give his angels charge 
concerning thee : and in their 
hands they shall bear thee up, 
lest at any time thou dash thy 
foot against a stone. 

Jesus said unto him. It is 
written again. Thou shalt not 
tempt the Lord thy God. 

Again, the devil taketh him 
up into an exceeding high 
mountain, and shewethr him all 
the kingdoms of the world, and 
the glory of them ; 

And saith unto him, All 
these things will I give thee, 
if thou wilt fall down and wor- 
ship me. 

Then saith Jesus unto him. 



Get thee hence, Satan : for ifr 
is written, Thou shalt worship 
the Lord thy God, and him 
only shalt thou serve. 

Then the devil leaveth him, 
and, behold, angels came and 
ministered unto him. 

6. 

JESUS BEGINNETH TO PREACH* 
(Chap, iv., Ter. 17 to 25.) 

From that time Jesus began 
to preach, and to say, Repent : 
for the kingdom of heaven is at 
hand. 

And Jesus, walking by the 
sea of Galilee, saw two breth- 
ren, Simon called Peter, and 
Andrew his brother, casting a 
net into the sea : for they were 
fishers. 

And he saith unto them, 
Follow me, and I will make 
you fishers of men. 

And they straightway left 
their nets, and followed him. 

And. going on from thence, 
he saw other two brethren, 
James the son of Zebedee, and 
John his brother, in a ship 
with Zebedee their father, 
mending their nets; and he 
called them. 

And they immediately left 
the ship and their father, and 
followed him. 

And Jesus went about all 
Galilee, teaching in their syna- 
gogues, and preaching the gos- 
pel of the kingdom, and heal- 
ing all manner of sickness and 
all manner of disease among 
the people. 
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And bis feme went through- 
out all Syria : and they brought 
unto him all sick people that 
were t^en with divers diseases 
and torments, and those which 
were possessed with devils, and 
those which were lunatic, and 
those that had the palsy; and 
be healed them. 

And there followed him 
great multitudes of people from 
Galilee, and from Decapolis, 
and from Jerusalem, and from 
Judea, and from beyond Jor- 
dan. 

7. 

THE BEATITUDES. 
(Chap. T^ Ter. 1 to 12.) 

And seeing the multitudes, 
be went up into a mountain : 
and when he was set, his disci- 
ples came unto him : 

And he opened bis mouth, 
and taught them, saying, 

Blessed are the poor in spirit : 
for theirs is the kingdom of 
heaven. 

Blessed are they that mourn : 
for they shall he comforted^ 

Blessed are the meek: for 
they shall inherit the earth. 

Blessed are they which do 
hunger and thirst after right- 
eousness: for they shall be 
filled. 

Blessed are the merciful : for 
they shall obtain mercy. 

Blessed are the pure' in heart : 
for they shall see God. 

Blessed are the peacemakers : 
for they shall be called the 
children of God.

Blessed are they which are 
persecuted for righteousness' 
sake : for theirs is the kingdom 
of heaven. 

Blessed are ye, when men 
shall revile you, and persecute 
you, and shall say all manner 
of evil against you felsely, for 
my sake. 

B^joice, and be exceeding 
glad : for great is your reward 
in heaven: for so persecuted 
they the prophets which were 
before you. 

8. 
OF Christ's disciples. 

(Chap. T., Ter. 13 to 20.) 

Ye are the salt of the earth : 
but if the salt have lost his sa- 
vour, wherewith shall it be 
salted? it is thenceforth good 
for nothing, but to be cast out, 
and to be trodden under foot 
of men. 

Ye are the light of the world. 
A city that is set on a hill can- 
not be hid. 

Neither do men light a can- 
dle, and put it under a bushel, 
but on a oandlestick; and it 
giveth light unto all tlmt are in 
the house. 

Let your light so shine be- 
fore men, that they may see 
your good works, and glorify 
your Father which is in heaven. 

Think not that I am come to 
destroy the law, or the pro- 
phets: I am not come to de- 
stroy, but to fulfil. 

For verily I say unto you, 
Till heaven and earth paa8> ono 
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jot or one tittle shall in no 
wise pass from the law, till all 
be fulfilled. 

Whosoever therefore shall 
break one of these least com- 
mandments, and shall teach 
men so, he shall be called the 
least in the kingdom of heaven : 
but whosoever shall do and 
teach them, the same shall be 
called great in the kingdom of 
heaven. 

For I say unto you, That ex- 
cept your riorhteousness shall 
exceed the righteousness of 
the scribes and Pharisees, ye 
shall in no case enter into the 
kingdom of heaven. 

9. 

OP ANGER. 
(Chap, v., ver. 21 to 26.) 

Ye , have heard that it was 
said by them of old time, Thou 
shalt not kill : and whose ver 
shall kill, shall be in danger of 
the judgment : 

But I say unto you. That 
whosoever is angry with his 
brother without a cause, shall 
be in danger of the judgment : 
and whosoever shall say to his 
brother, Raca, shall be in dan- 
ger of the council : but whoso- 
ever shall say, Thou fool, shall 
be in danger of hell-fire. 

Therefore, if thou bring thy 
gift to the altar, and there re- 
memberest that thy brother 
hath aught against thee, 

Leavfc there thy gift before 
the altar, and go thy way ; first 
be reconciled to thy brother, 



and then come and offer thy 
gift. 

Agree with thine adversary 
quickly, while thou art in the 
way with him ; lest at any time 
the adversary deliver thee to 
the judge, and the judge de- 
liver thee to the officer, and 
thou be cast into prison. 

Verily I say unto thee. Thou 
shalt by no means come out 
thence, till thou hast paid the 
uttermost farthing. 

10. 

OP ADULTERY. 
(Chap, v., Ter. 27 to 32.) 

Ye have heard that it was 
said by them of old time, Thou 
shalt not commit adultery : 

But I say unto you, That 
whosoever looketh on a woman 
to lust after her, bath com- 
mitted adultery with her already 
in his heart. 

And if thy right eye offend 
thee, pluck it out, and east it 
from thee : for it is profitable 
for thee that one of thy mem- 
bers should perish, and not that 
thy whole body should be cast 
into hell. 

And if thy right hand offend 
thee, cut it off, and cast it from 
thee : for it is profitable for 
thee that one of thy members 
should perish, and not that thy 
whole body should be cast into 
hell. 

It hath been said. Whoso- 
ever shall put away his wife, let 
him give her a writing of di- 
vorcement : 
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But I say unto you, That 
whosoever shall put away his 
~^wife, saving for the cause of 
fornication, causeth her to com- 
mit adultery: and whosoever 
shall marry her that is divorced, 
ommitteth adultery. 

11. 
OP OATHS AND REVENGE. 

(Chap, y., yer. 33 to 42.) 

Again, ye have heard that 
it hath been said by them of 
old time, Thou shalt not for- 
swear thyself, but shalt perform 
unto the Lord thine oaths : 

But I say unto you. Swear 
not at all : neither by heaven ; 
for it is God's throne : 

Nor by the earth ; for it is 
his footstool : neither by Jeru- 
salem ; for it is the city of the 
great King : 

Neither shalt thou swear by 
thy head, because thou canst 
not make one hair white or 
black. 

But let your communication 
be, Yea, yea; Nay, nay: for 
whatsoever is more than these 
cometh of evil. 

Ye have heard that it hath 
been said. An eye for an eye, 
^ and a tooth for a tooth. 

But I say unto you, that ye 
resist not evil : but whosoever 
shall smite thee on thy right 
cheek, turn to him the other 
also. 

And if any man will sue 
thee at the law, and take away 
thy coat, lot him have thy 
cloak also* 



And whosoever shall compel 
thee to go a mile, go with him 
twain. 

Give to him that asketh 
thee, and from him thatiwould 
borrow of thee, turn not thou 
away. 

LOVE YOUR ENEMIES. 
(Chap, y., yer. 43 to 48.) 

Ye have heard that it hath 
been said, Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour, and hate thine ene- 
my: 

But I say unto you, Love 
your enemies, bless them that 
curse you, do good to them 
that hate you, and pray for 
them which despitefully use 
you, and persecute you ; 

That ye may he the children 
of your Father which is in hea- 
ven : for he maketh his sun to 
rise on the- evil and on the 
good, and scndeth rain on the 
just and on the unjust. 

For if ye love them which 
love you, what reward have ye ? 
do not even the publicans the 
same? 

And if ye salute your breth- 
ren only, what do ye more than 
others? do not even the pub- 
licans so ? 

' Be ye therefore perfect, even 
as your Father which is in hea- 
ven is perfect. 

13. 

OF GIVING ALMS. 
(Chap, yi., yer. 1 to 4.) 

Take heed that ye do not 
your alms before men, to be 
seen of them : otherwise ye havo 
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no reward of your Father which 
is in heaven. 

Therefore, when thou doest 
thine alms, do not sound a 
trum]}et before thee,- as the 
hypocrites do, in the syna- 
gogues, and in the streets, that 
they may have glory of men. 
Verily I say unto you. They 
have their reward. 

But when thou doest alms, 
let not thy left hand know what 
thy right hand doeth ; . 

That thine alms may be in 
secret : and thy Father which 
seeth in secret, himself shall 
reward thee openly. 

14. 

OF PRAYER. 
(Chap. tL, ver. 5 to 16.) 

And when thou prayest thou 
shalt not be as the hypocrites 
are: for they love to pray 
standing in the synagogues, 
and in the, comers of the 
streets, that they may be seen 
of men. Verily I say unto 
you, They have their reward. 

But thou, when thou prayegt, 
enter into thy closet, and wHen 
thou hast shut thy door, pray 
to thy Father which is in se- 
cret; and thy Father, which 
seeth in secret, shall reward 
thee openly. 

But when ye pray, use not 
vain repetitions, as the heathen 
do: for they think that they 
shall be heard for their much 
speaking. 

Be not ye therefore like unto 
them ; for your Father knoweth 



what things ye have need of 
before ye ask him. 

After this manner therefore 
pray ye : Our Father which art 
in heaven, Hallowed be thy 
name. 

Thy kingdom come. Thy 
will be done in earth, as it is in 
heaven. 

Give us this day our daily 
bread : 

And forgive us our debts, as 
we forgive our debtors. 

And lead us: not ipi;o temp- 
tation, but delivif-is fyom evil : : 
For thine is the kingdom^ and 
the power, and the glory, fyi 
ever. Aroen. 

For, if ye forgivA aneii t^eir 
trespaseeatj your hc^avi^ily Fa* 
tber will also tbrgiye you : 

.But if ye forgive not me^^ 
their tre^pLisseis, neither wUl 
ybiir Father forgive yt>ur ires- 
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15: 

OF FA&!riNO 4ND TREASUBSS. 

(Cbap. vl., ver. 16 to 23.) 

Moreover, when ye fest, be 
not OS the hypocrites, of a sad 
countenance : for they disfigure 
their faees^ that they may ap- 
pear unto men to fiist Verily 
I say unto you, They have 
their reward. 

But thou, when thou fastest, 
anoint- thine head, and wash 
thy face ; 

That thou appear not unto 
men, to fast, but unto thy Fa- 
ther, which is in secret: and 
thy Father, which seeth in 
secret, shall reward thee openly. 
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Xiay not up for yourselves 
treasures upon earth, where 
moth and rust doth corrupt, 
and where thieves break 
through and steal : 

But lay up for yourselves 
treasures in heaven, where nei- 
- ther moth nor rust doth cor- 
rupt, and where thieves do not 
break through nor steal. 

For where your treasure 
is, there will your heart be 
also. 

The light of the body is the 
eye I if tbercfore thine L>ye be' 
Ejiirjglc, tiiy whole body shall be 
full of light. 

But if thine eve be t vil, thy 
^hule Vjody shall be full of 
darkuF^a. If tlicrcture the 
U^bt that is id thee be dark- 
ness, ht)w greiit is that dark- 
ness ! 

OF QOD ASn MAMMON. 
(Cti»Pi jU ror. 24 to :Vt,J 

No nmo can serve two mas- 
teia : fur either he will hate 
the one, and love the other; or 
else he will hold to the one, and 
despise the other. Ye cannot 
serve God and mammon. 

Therefore I say unto you. 
Take no thought for your life, 
what ye shall eat, or what ye 
shall drink; nor yet for your 
body, what ye sliall put on. Is 
not the life more than meat, 
and the body than raiment? 

Behold the fowls of the air : 
for they sow not, neither do 



they reap, nor gather into barns ; 
yet your heavenly Father feed- 
eth them. Are ye not much 
better than they ? 

Which of you by taking 
thought can add on^ cubit unto 
his stature ? 

And why take ye thought 
for raiment? Consider the 
lilies of the field how they 
grow ; they toil not, neither do 
they spin ; 

And yet I say unto you, 
That even Solomon in all his 
glory was not arrayed like one 
of these. 

Wherefore, if God so clothe 
the grass of the field, which to- 
day is, and to-morrow is cast 
into the oven, shall he not 
much more clothe you, ye 
of little faith ? 

Therefore take no thought, 
saying. What shall we eat ? or, 
What shall we drink ? or, 
Wherewithal shall we be 
clothed ? 

(For after all these things 
do the Gentiles seek) for your 
heavenly Father knoweth that 
ye have need of all these 
things. 

But seek ye first the king- 
dom of God, and his righteous- 
ness, and all these things shall 
be added unto you. 

Take therefore no thought 
for the morrow : for the morrow 
shall take thought for the things 
of itself Sufficient unto the 
day is the evil thereof. - 
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17. 

OF RASH JUBQMENT. 
(Chap. Tii^ rer. 1 to 6.) 

Judge not, that ye be not 
judged. 

For with what judgment ye 
judge, ye shall be judged : and 
with what measure ye mete, it 
shall be measured to you again. 

And why beholdest thou the 
mote that is in thy brother's 
eye, but considerest not th^ 
beam that is in thine own eye ? 

Or how wilt thou say to thy 
brother. Let me pull out the 
mote out of thine eye ; and be- 
hold, a beam is in thine own 
eye? 

Thou hypocrite, first cast out 
the beam out of thine own eye ; 
and then shalt thou see clearly 
to cast out the mote out of thy 
brother's eye. 

Give not that which is holy 
unto the dogs, neither cast ye 
your pearls before swine, lest 
they trample them under their 
feet, and turn again and rend 
you. 

18. 

ASKING AND STRIVING. 
(Chap. yiL, rer. 7 to 14.) 

Ask, and it shall be given 
you; seek, and ye shall find; 
knock, and it shall be opened 
unto you : 

For every one that asketh, 
receiveth ; and he that seeketh, 
findeth ; aiid to him that knock- 
eth, it shall be opened. 

Or what man is there of you, 



whom if his son ask bread, inll 
he give him a stone ? 

Or if he ask a fish, will he 
give him a serpent ? 

If ye then being evil know 
how to give good ^fts unto 
your children, how much more 
shall your Father which is in 
heaven give good things to 
them that ask him ? 

Therefore all things whatso- 
ever ye would that men should 
do to you, do ye even so to 
them : for this is the law and 
the prophets. 

Enter ye in at the strait 
gate ; for wide is the gate, and 
broad is the way, that leadeth 
to destruction, and many there 
be which go in thereat : 

Because, strait is the gate, 
and narrow is the way, which 
leadeth unto life, and few there 
be that find it. 
19. 

OP FALSE PROPHETS. 
. (Chap. vlL, vor. 15 to 23.) 

Beware of false prophets, 
which come to you in sheep's 
clothing, but inwardly they are 
ravening wolves. 

Ye shall know them by their 
fruits : Do men gather grapes 
of thorns, or figs of thistles f 

Even so every good tree 
bringeth forth good fruit; but 
a corrupt tree bringeth forth 
evil fruit. 

A good tree cannot bring 
forth evil^ fruit, neither can a 
corrupt tree bring forth good 
fruit. 
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Every tree tbat bringeth not 
forth good fruit is hewn down, 
and cast into the fire. 

Wherefore, by their fruits ye 
shall know them. 

Not every one that saith un- 
to me, Lord, Lord, shall enter 
into the kingdom of heaven; 
but he that doeth the will of 
my Father which is in heaven. 

Many will say to me in that 
day, Lord, Lord, have we not 
prophesied in thy name? and 
in thy name have cast out de- 
vils ? and in thy name done 
many wonderful works ? 

And then will I profess unto 
them, I nev«r knew you : de- 
part from me, ye that work ini- 
qtdty. 

20. 

THE HOUSE ON THE ROOK. 

(Chap. Tii., Tor. 24 to 29.) 

Therefore, whosoever heareth 
these sayings of mine, and do- 
eth them, I will liken him unto 
a wise man, which built his 
hovse upon a rock : 

And the rain descended, and 
the floods came, and the winds 
blew, and beat upon that house ; 
and it fell not : for it was found- 
ed upon a rock. 

And every one that heareth 
these sayings of mine, and do- 
eth them not, shall be likened 
unto a foolish man^ which b^ilt 
his house upon the sand : 

And the rain descended, and 
the floods came, and the winds 
blew; and beat upon that house ; 



and it fell : and great was the 
fall of it. 

And it came to pass when 
Jesus had ended these sayings, 
the peopled were astonished at 
his doctrine. 

For he taught them as one 
having authority, and not as 
the scribes. 

21. 

A LEPER CLEANSED. 

(Chap, viii., Ter. 1 to 4.) 

When he was come down 
from the mountain^ great mul- 
titudes followed him. 

And, behold, there came a 
leper and worshipped him, say- 
ing. Lord, if thou wilt, thov 
canst make me clean. 

And Jei^us put forth hi? 
hand, and touched hhn, saying, 
I will; be thou clean. And 
immediately his leprosy was 
cleansed. 

And Jesus saith unto him, 
See thou tell no man; but go 
thy way, shew thyself to the 
priest, and ofier the gift that 
Moses commanded, for a testi- 
mony unto them. 

22. 

OF SUNDRY MIRACLES. ' 
(Chap. TiiL, Tor. 6 to 17.) 

And when Jesus was entered 
into Capernaum, there came 
unto him a centurion, beseech- 
ing him, 

And saying, Lord, my ser- 
vant lieth at home sick of the 
palsy, grievously tormented. 

And Jesus saith unto him, I 
will come and heal him. 
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The centurion answered and 
said, Lord, I am not worthy 
that thou shouldest come under 
my roof: but speak the word 
only, and my servant shall be 
healed. 

For I am a man under au- 
thority, having soldiers under 
me: and I say to this man, 
Go, and he goeth ; and to an- 
other, Come, and he cometh; 
and to my servant, Do this, 
and he doeth it. 

When Jesus heard it, he 
marvelled, and said to them 
that followed, Verily I say un- 
to you, I have not found so 
great faith, no, not in Israel. 

And I say unto you, That 
many shall come from the east 
and west, and shall sit down 
with Abraham, and Isaac, and 
Jacob, in the kingdom of hea- 
ven : 

But the children of the king- 
dom shall be cast out into outer 
darkness : there shall be weep- 
ing and gnashing of teeth. 

And Jesus said unto the 
centurion, Go thy way ; and as 
.thou hast believed, so be it 
done unto thee. And his ser- 
vant was healed in the selfsame 
hour. 

And when Jesus was come 
into Peter's house, he saw his 
wife's mother laid, and sick of 
a fever. 

And he touched her hand, 
and the fever left her: and 
she arose, and ministered unto 
them. 

When the even was come, 



they brought unto him many 
that were possessed with devils : 
and he cast out the spirits with 
his word, and healed all that 
were sick : 

That it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken by !Esaias 
the prophet, saying, Himself 
took our infirmities, and bare 
our sicknesses. 

23. 

DEVILS CAST OUT. 
(Chap. vUL, yet. 28 to 34.) 

And when he was come to 
the other side into the countiy 
of the Gergesenes, there met 
him two possessed with devils, 
coming out of the tombs, ex- 
ceeding fierce, so that no man 
might pass by that way. 

And, behold, they cried out, 
saying, What have we to do 
with thee, Jesus, thou son of 
God ? art thou come hither to 
torment us before the time ? 

And there was a good way 
off from them a herd of many 
swine feeding. 

So the devils besought him, 
saying, If thou cast us out, suf- 
fer us to go away into the herd 
of swine. 

And he said unto them, Go. 
And when they were come out, 
they went into the herd of 
swine : and, behold, the whole 
herd of swine ran violently 
down a steep place into the sea, 
and perished in the waters. 

And they that kept tbem 
fled, and went their ways into 
the city, and told every things 
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and what was befallen to the 
possessed of the devils. 

And, behold, the whole city 
came out to meet Jesus: and 
when they saw him, they be- 
sought him that he would de- 
part out of their coasts. 

24. 

CHRIST CURETH THE PALSY. 
(Chap, ir., ver. 1 to 8.) 

And he entered into a ship, 
and passed over, and came into 
his own city. 

And, behold, they brought 
to him a man sick of the palsy, 
lying on a bed : and Jesus see- 
ing their faith said unto the 
sick of the palsy; Son, be of 
good cheer ; thy sins be forgiv- 
en thee. 

And, behold, certain of the 
scribes said within themselves, 
This man blasphemeth. 

And Jesus knowing their 
thoughts said. Wherefore think 
ye evil in your hearts ? 

For whether is easier, to say, 
Thy sins be forgiven thee; or 
to say, Arise, and walk ? 

But that ye may know that the 
Son of man hath power on earth 
to forgive sins, (then saith he 
to the sick of the palsy,) Arise, 
take up thy bed, and go unto 
thine house. 

And he arose, and departed 
to his house 

But when the multitudes 
saw it, they marvelled, and 
glorified God, which had given 
such power unto men. 
24 



25. 

MATTHEW CALLED. 
(Chap, ix., Ten 9 to 13.) 

And as Jesus passed forth 
from thence, he saw a man, 
named Matthew, sitting at the 
receipt of custom : and he saith 
unto him. Follow me. And he 
arose, and followed him. 

And it came to pass, as Je- 
sus sat at meat in tjie house, 
behold, many publicans and 
sinners came and sat down 
with him and his disciples. 

And when the Pharisees saw 
it, they said unto his disciples. 
Why eateth your Master with 
publicans and sinners ? 

But when Jesus heard that, 
he said unto them. They that 
be whole need not a physician, 
but they that are sick. 

But go ye and learn what 
that meaneth, I will have mer- 
cy, and not sacrifice : for I am 
not come to call the righteous, 
but sinners to repentance. 

26. 

THE ruler's daughter. 
(Chap. Ix., ver. 18, 19, 23 to 30.) 

•While he spake these things 
unto them, behold, there came 
a certain ruler, and worshipped 
him, saying. My daughter is 
even now dead : but come and 
lay thy hand upon her, and 
she shall live. 

And Jesus arose, and follow- 
ed him, and so did his disci- 
ples. 

* * * * 
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And when Jesus came into 
the ruler's house^ and saw the 
minstrels aUd the people mak- 
ing a noise, 

He said unto them, Give 
place : for the maid is not dead, 
but sleepeth. And they laugh- 
ed him to scorn. 

But when the people were 
put forth, he went in, and took 
her by the hand, and the maid 
arose. 

And the fame thereof went 
abroad into all that land. 

And when Jesus departed 
thence, two blind men followed 
him, crying,*and saying, Thou 
Son of David, have mercy on 
us. 

And when he was come into 
the house, the blind men came 
to him : and Jesus saith unto 
them. Believe ye that I am 
able to do this ? They said un- 
to him, Yea, Lord. 

Then touched he their eyes, 
saying, According to your faith 
be it unto you. 

And their eyes were opened ; 
and Jesus straitly charged them, 
saying. See that no man know 
it. 

27. 

CHRIST SENDETH OUT THE 
TWELVE. 

(Chap. X., yer. 1 to 15.) 

And when he had called 
unto him his twelve disciples, 
he gave them power against 
unclean spirits, to cast them out, 
and to heal all manner of sick- 
ness and all manner of disease. 

Now the names of the twelve 



ies are these: The first, 
Simon, who is called Peter, and 
Andrew his brother; James 
the son of Zebedee, and John 
his brother; 

* Philip, and Bartholomew; 
Thomas, and Matthew the pub- 
lican; James the son of Al- 
pheus, and Lebbeus, whose 
surname was Thaddeus ; 

Simon the Canaanite, and 
Judas Iscariot, who also be- 
trayed him. 

These twelve Jesus sen t forth, 
and commanded them, saying, 
Go not into the way of the 
Gentiles, and into any city of 
the Samaritans enter ye not : 

But go rather to the lost 
sheep of the house of Israel. 

And as ye go, preach, saying. 
The kingdom of heaven is at 
hand. 

Heal the sick, cleanse the 
lepers, raise the dead, cast out 
devils : freely ye have received, 
freely give. 

Provide neither gold, tlor 
silver, nor brass in your purses; 

Nor scrip for your journey, 
neither two coats, neither shoes, 
nor yet staves: for the work- 
man is worthy of his meat. 

And into whatsoever city or 
town ye shall enter, inquire 
who in it is worthy ; and Uiere 
abide till ye go thence. 

And wnen ye come into a 
house, salute it. 

And if the house be worthy, 
let your peace come upon it: 
but if it be not worthy, let 
your peace return to you. 
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And whosoever sliall not re- 
ceive yon, nor hear yonr words, 
when ye depart out of that 
house or city, shake off the 
dust of your feet. 

Verily I say unto you. It shall 

be more tolerable for the land of 

Sodom and Gomorrah in the day 

of judgment, than for that city. 

28. 

Christ's charge to the 
apostles. 

(Chap. X., Ter. 16 to 33.) 

Behold, I send you forth as 
sheep in the midst of wolves : 
be ye therefore wise as serpents, 
and harmless as doves. 

But beware of men: for 
they will deliver you up to the 
councils, and they will scourge 
you in their synagogues ; 

And ye shall be brought be- 
fore governors and kings for 
my sake, for a testimony against 
them and the Gentiles. 

But when they deliver you 
up, take no thought how or 
what ye shall speak : for it shall 
Be given you in that same hour 
what ye shall speak. 

For it is not ye that speak, 
but the Spirit of your Father 
which speaketh in you. 

And tlie brother shall deliver 
up the brother to death, and 
the father the child: and the 
children shall rise up against 
their parents, and cause them 
to be put to death. > 

And ye shall be hated of all 
men for my name's sake : but 
he that endureth to the end 
shall be saved. 



But when they persecute you 
in this city, flee ye into ano- 
ther : for verily I say unto you, 
Ye shall not have gone over 
the cities of Israel, till the Son 
of man be come. 

The disciple is not abof e his 
master, nor the servant above 
his lord. 

It is enough for the disciple 
that he be as his master, and 
the servant as his lord. If they 
have called the master of .the 
house Beelzebub, how much 
more shall they call them of his 
household ?. 

Fear them not therefore : for 
there is nothing covered, that 
shall not be revealed ; and hid, 
that shall not be known. 

What I tell you in darkness, 
that speak ye . in light : and 
what ye hear in the ear, that 
preach ye upon the housetops. 

And fear not them which 
kill the body, but are not able 
to kill the soul : but rather fear 
him which is able to destroy 
both soul and body in hell. 

Are not two sparrows sold 
for a farthing ? and one of them 
shall not fall on the ground 
without your Father. 

But the very hairs of your 
head are all numbered. 

Fear ye not therefore, ye are 
of more value than many spar- 
rows. 

Whosoever therefore shall 
confess me before men, him 
will I confess also before my 
Father which is in heaven. 

But Whosoever shall deny me 
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before men, him will I also deny 
before my Father which is in 
heaven. 

29. 

THE CHARGE CONTINUED. 
(Chap, z., Ter. 34 to 42.) 

Think not that I am come to 
send peikce on earth: I came 
not to send peace, but a sword. 

For I am come to set a man 
at variance against his father, 
and the daughter against her 
mother, and the daughter in 
law against her mother in law. 

And a man's foes shall be 
they of his own household. 

He that loveth father or mo- 
ther more than me is not wor- 
thy of me : and he that loveth 
son or daughter more than me 
is not worthy of me. 

And he that taketh not his 
cross, and followeth after me, 
is not worthy of me. 

He thattf ndeth his life shall 
lose it : and he that loseth his 
life for my sake shall find it. 
. He that receiveth you receiv- 
eth me ; and he that receiveth 
me receiveth him that sent me. 

He that receiveth a prophet 
in the name of a prophet shall 
receive a prophet's reward; and 
he that recpiveth a righteous 
man in the name of a righteous 
man shall receive a righteous 
man's reward. 

An J whosoever shall give to 
drink unto one of these little 
ones a cup of cold water only 
in th^ name of a disciple, verily 
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THE GOSPEL REVEALED TO 
BABES. 
(Chap, xi., rer. 25 to 30.) 

At that time Jesus answered 
and said, I thank thee, Fj^ 
ther. Lord of heaven and earth, 
because thou hast hid these 
things from the wise and pru- 
dent, and hast revealed them 
unto babes. 

Even so. Father; for so it 
seemed good in thy sight. 

All things are delivered ante 
me of my Father : and no man 
knoweth the Son, but the Fa- 
ther : neither knoweth any man 
the Father, save the Sod, and 
he to whomsoever the Son will 
reveal him. 

Come unto me, all ye that 
labour and are heavy laden, and 
I will give you rest. 

Take m j yoke upon you, and 
learn of me ; for I am meek 
and lowly in heart; and ye 
shall find rest unto your souls. 

For my yoke is easy, and my 
burden is light. 

31. 

THE PHARISEES REBUKED- 
(Chap, xii., Ter. 1 to 13.) 

At that time Jesus went on 
the sabbath day through the 
corn; and his disciples ^^^'^ 
ahungered, and began to pluck 
the ears of corn, and to eat. 

But when the Pharisees saw 
it, they said unto him, Behold, 
thy disciples do that which i? 



I say unto you, he shall in no not lawful to do upon the sab- 
wise lose his reward. I bath day. 
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But he said unto them, Have 
ye not read what David did, 
when he was ahungered, and 
they that were with him ; 

How he entered into the 
house of God, and did eat the 
shewbread, which was not law- 
ful for him to eat, neither for 
them which were with him, 
but only for the priests ? 

Or have ye not read in the 
law, how that on the sabbath 
days the priests in, the temple 
profane the sabbath, and are 
blameless ? 

But I say unto you, That in 
this place is one griBater than 
the temple. 

But if ye had known what 
this meaneth, I will have mercy, 
and not sacrifice, ye would not 
have condemned the guiltless. 

For the Son of man is Lord 
even of the sabbath day. 

And when he was departed 
thence, he went into their syna- 
gogue : 

And, behold, there was a 
man which had his hand with- 
ered. And they asked him, 
saying, Is it lawful to heal on 
the sabbath days ? * that they 
might accuse him. 

And he said unto them. 
What man shall there be among 
you, that shall have one sheep, 
and if it fall into a pit on the 
sabbath day, will he not lay 
hold on it, and lift it out ? 

How much then is a man 
better than a sheep ? Where- 
fore it is lawful to do well on 
the sabbath days. 
24* 



Then saith he to the man, 
Stretch forth thine hand. And 
he stretched it forth; and it 
was restored whole, like as the 
other. 

32. 

' JESUS HEALETH MANY. 
(Chap, xii., Ter. U to 30.) 

Then the Pharisees went out, 
and held a council against him, 
how they might destroy him. 

But when Jesus knew it, he 
withdrew himself from -thence : 
and great multitudes followed 
him, and he healed them all ; 

And charged them that they 
should not make him known : 

That it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken by Esaias the 
prophet, saying. 

Behold my servant, whom I 
have chosen; my beloved, in 
whom my soul is well pleased : 
I will put my Spirit upon him, 
and he shall shew judgment to 
the Gentiles. 

He shall not strive, nor cry ; 
neither shall any man hear his 
voice in the streets. 

A bruised reed shall he not 
break, and smoking fiax shall 
he not quench, till he send 
forth judgment unto victory. 

And in his name shall the 
Gentiles trust. 

Then was brought unto him 
one possessed with a devil, 
blind, and dumb : and he healed 
him, insomuch that the blind 
and dumb b(^h spake and saw. 

And all the people were 
amazed, and said, Is not this 
the son of Pavid ? 
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But when the Pharisees 
heard it, they said, This feilow 
doth not cast out devils, but by 
Beelzebub the prince of the 
devils. 

And Jesus knew their 
thoughts, and said unto them, 
Every kingdom divided against 
itself is brought to desolation ; 
and every city or house divided 
against itself shall not stand : 

And if Satan cast out Satan, 
he is divided against himself; 
how shall then his kingdom 
stand? 

And if I by Beelzebub cast 
out devils, by whom do your 
children cast them out? there- 
fore they shall be your judges. 

But if I cast out devils by 
the Spirit of God, then the 
kingdom of God is come unto 
you. 

Or else how can one enter 
into a strong man's house, and 
spoil his goods, except he first 
bind the strong man ? and then 
he will spoil his house. 

He that is not with me is 
against me ; and he that gather- 
eth not with me scattereth 
abroad. 

33. 

THE UNPARDONABLE SIN. 

(Chap, xii., ver. 31 to 37.) 

Wherefore I say unto you, 
All manner of sin and blas- 
phemy shall be forgiven unto 
men : but the blasphemy against 
the Holy Ghost ^^hall not be 
forgiven unto men. 

And whosoever speaketh a 
word against the Son of man, it 



shall be forgiven him : bnt 
whosoever speaketh against the 
Holy Ghost, it shall not be 
forgiven him, neither in this 
world, neither in the world to 
come. 

Either make the tree good, 
and his fruit good; or else 
make the tree corrupt, and his 
fruit corrupt: for the tree is 
known by his fruit. 

generation of vipers, how 
can ye, being evil, speak good 
things? for out of the abund- 
ance of the heart, the mouth 
speaketh. 

A good man, out of the 
good treasure of the heart, 
bringeth forth good things: 
and an evil man, out of 5ie 
evil treasure, bringeth 'forth 
evil things. 

But I say unto you, That 
every idle word that men shall 
speak, they shall give account 
thereof in the day of judg- 
ment. 

For by thy words thou shalt 
be justified, and by thy words 
thou shalt be condemned. 
34. 

THE PHARISEES SEEK A SIGN. 
(Chap. xU., Ter. 38 to 46.) 

Then certain of the scribes 
and of the Pharisees answered, 
saying. Master, we would see a 
sign from thee. 

But he ansT^ered and said 
unto them. An evil and adul- 
terous generation seeketh after 
a sign; and there shall no 
sign be given to it, but the 
sign of the prophet Jonas : 
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For as Jonas was three days 
and three nights in the whale's 
belly : so shall the Son of man 
be three days and three nights 
in the heart of the earth. 

The men of Nineveh shall 
rise in the judgment with this 
generation^ and shall condemn 
it: because they repented at 
the preaching of Jonas; and, 
behold, a greater than Jonas is 
here. 

The queen of the south shall 
rise up in the judgment with 
this generation, and shall con- 
demn it : for she came from 
the uttermost parts of the 
earth to hear the wisdom of 
Solomon ; and, behold, a greater 
than Solomon is here. 

When the unclean spirit is 
gone out of a man, he walketh 
through dry places, seeking 
rest, and findeth none. 

Then he saith, I will return 
into my house from whence I 
came out; and when he is 
come, he findeth it empty, 
swept, and garnished. 

Then goeth he, and taketh 
with himself seven other spirits 
niore wicked than himself, and 
they enter in and dwell there : 
and the last state of that man 
is worse than the first. Even 
80 shall it be also unto this 
wicked generation. 
35. 

PARABLE OP THE SOWER. 
(Chap. xiiL, yer. 1 to 9.) 

The same day went Jesus 
oat of the house, and sat by 
the sea side. 



And great multitudes were 
gathered together unto him, so 
that he went into a ship, and 
sat; and the whole multitude 
stood on the shore. 

And he spake many things 
unto them in parables, saying, 
Behold, a sower went forth to 
sow; 

And when he sowed, some 
seeds fell by the way side, and 
the fowls came and devoured 
them up : 

Some fell ^pon stony places, 
where they had not much earth : 
and forthwith they sprung up, 
because they had no deepness 
of earth : 

And when the sun was up, 
they were scorched; and be- 
cause they had no root, they 
withered away. 

And some fell among thorns; 
and the thorns sprung up, and 
choked them : 

But others fell into good 
ground, and brought forth 
fruit, some a hundredfold, 
some sixtyfold, some thirty- 
fold. 

Who hath ears to hear let 
him hear. 

36. 

THE PARABLE EXPLAINED. 
(Chap, xiii, yer. 18 to 23.) 

Hear ye therefore the para- 
ble of the sower. 

When any one heareth the 
word of the kingdom, and un- 
derstandeth it not, then cometh 
the wicked one, and catcheth 
away that which was sown in 
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Ills heart. This is he which 
received seed by the way-side. 

Bat he that received the seed 
into stqpy places^ the same is 
he that heareth the word, and 
anon with joy receive th it ; 

Yet hath he not root in him- 
self, but dureth for a while 
for when tribulation or persecu- 
tion ariseth because of the word, 
by and by he is offended. 

He also that received seed 
among the thorns is he that 
heareth the word : and the care 
of this world, and the deceitfal- 
ness of riches choke the word, 
and he becometh unfruitful. 

But he that received seed in- 
to the good ground is he that 
heareth the word, and under- 
standeth it; which also heareth 
fruit, and bringeth forth, some 
an hundred-fold, some sixty, 
some thirty. 

37. 

PARABLE OP THE TARES. 
(Chap. xilL, T©r. 24 to 30.) 

Another parable put he forth 
unto them, saying, The king- 
dom of heaven is likened unto 
a man which sowed good seed 
in his field : 

But while men slept, his 
enemy came and sowed tares 
among the wheat, and went his 
way. 

But when the blade was 
sprung up, and brought forth 
fruit, then appeared the tares 
also. 

So the servants of the house- 
holder came and said unto him, 



Sir, didst thou not sow good 
seed in thy field? from whence 
then hath it tares ? 

He said unto them. An ene- 
my hath done this. The ser- 
vants said unto him. Wilt thou 
then that we go and gather 
them up ? 

But he said, Nay; lest while 
ye gather up the tares, ye root 
up ako the wheat with them. 

Let both grow together until 
the harvest : and in the time 
of harvest I wilJ say to the 
reapers. Gather ye together 
first the tai'es, and bind them 
in bundles to burn them: but 
gather the wheat into mybaro. 
38. 

THE PARABLE EXPLAINEP. 
(Chap, xiii., ver. 36 to 43.) 

Then Jesus sent the multi- 
tude away, and went into thi 
house : .and his disciples came 
unto him, saying. Declare unto 
us the parable of the tares of 
the field. 

He answered and said nuto 
them. He that soweth the good 
seed is the Son of man ; 

The field is the world; the 
good seed are the children oi 
the kingdom ; but the tares are 
the children of the wicked one; 

The enemy that sowed them 
is the devil ; the harvest js the 
end of the world ; and the reap- 
ers are the angels. 

As therefore the tares are 
gathered and burned in ^^^ 
fire ) so shall it be in the end 
of this world. 
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The Son of man sball send 
forth his angels, and they shall 
gather out of his kingdom all 
things that offend^ and them 
which do iniquity; 

And shall cast them into a 
furnace of fire : there shall be 
wailing and gnashing of teeth. 

Then shalj the righteous 
shine forth as the sun in the 
kingdom of their Father. Who 
hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

' 39. 

THE FIVE LOAVES. 

(Chap, adv., ver. 14 to 21.) 

And Jesus went forth, and 
saw a great multitude, and was 
moved with compassion toward 
them, and he healed their sick. 
And when it was evening, 
his disciples came to him, say- 
ing, This is a desert place, and 
the time is now past ; send the 
multitude away, that they may 
go into the villages, and buy 
themselves victuals. 

But Jesus said unto them, 
They need not depart ; give ye 
them to eat. 

And they say unto him. We 
have here but five loaves, and 
two fishes. 

He said, Bring them hither 
to me. 

And he commanded the mul- 
titude to sit down on the grass, 
and took the five loaves, and 
the two fishes, and looking up 
to heaven, he blessed, and brake, 
and gave the loaves to his dis- 
ciples, and the disciples to the 
multitude. 



And they did all eat, and 
were filled : and they took up 
of the fragments that remained 
twelve baskets fall. 

And they that had eaten 
were about five thousand men, 
beside women and children* 

40. 

CHRIST ON THE SEA. 
(Chap, xiv., yer. 22 to 33.) 

And straightway Jesus con- 
strained his disciples to get in- 
to a ship, and to go before him 
unto the other side, while he 
sent the multitudes away. 

And when he had sent the 
multitudes away, he went up 
into a mountain apart to pray : 
and when the evening was- 
come, he was there alone. 

But the ship was. now in the 
midst of the sea, tossed with 
waves : for the wind was con- 
trary. 

And in the fourth watch of 
the night Je^us went unto 
them, walking on the sea. 

And when the disciples saw 
him waiting on the sea, they 
were troubled, saying, It is a 
spirit ; and they cried out for 
fear.. 

But straightway Jesus spake 
unto them, saying, Be of good 
cheer ; it is I ; be not afraid. 

And Peter answered him and 
*said. Lord, if it be thou, bid me 
come unto thee on the water. 

And he said. Come. And 
when Peter was come down out 
of the ship, he walked on the 
water, to go to Jesus. 
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But wben lie saw the wind 
boisterous^ be was afraid; and 
beginning to sink^ iie cried, 
saying, Lord, save me. 

And immediately Jesus 
stretched forth his hand, and 
caught him, and said unto him, 
O thou of little faith, wherefore 
didst thou doubt ? 

And when they were come 
into the ship, the wind ceased. 

Then they that were in the 
ship came and worshipped him, 
saying, Of a truth thou art the 
Son of God. 

41. 

THE WOMAN OP CANAAN. 
(Chap. XT., yer. 21 to 28.) 

Then Jesus went thence, 
and departed into the coasts of 
Tyre and Sidon. 

And, behold, a woman of 
Canaan came out of the same 
coasts, and cried unto him, 
saying. Have mercy on me, O 
Lord, thou Son of David ; my 
daughter is grievously vexed 
with a devil. 

But he answered her not a 
word. And his disciples came 
and besought him, saying. 
Send her away ; for she orieth 
af^r us. 

But he answered and said, I 
am not sent but unto the lost 
sheep of the house of Israel. 

Then came she and worship- 
ped him, saying, Lord, help me. 

But he answered and said, 
It is not meet to take the chil- 
dren's bread, and to cast it to 
dogs 
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And she said, Truth, Liord : 
yet the dogs eat of the crumbs 
which &11 from their masters' 
table. 

Then Jesus answered and 
said unto her, woman^ gi^&t 
is thy faith : be it unto thee 
even as thou wilt. And her 
daughter was made whole from 
that very hour. 

42. 

PETER CONFESSETH CHRIST. 
(Chap. r?L, tot. 13 ta 20.) 

When Jesus came into the 
coasts of Cesarea PhUippi, he 
asked his disciples, sayings 
Whom do men say that I, the 
Son of man, am ? 

And they said. Some say 
that thou art John the Baptist; 
some, Elias ; and others, Jere- 
mias, or one of the prophets. 

He saith unto them, But 
whom say ye that I am ? 

And Simon Peter answered 
and said. Thou art the Christ, 
the Son of the living God. 

And Jesus^ answered and 
said unto him, Blessed art thou, 
Simon Bar-jona : for flesh and 
blood hath not revealed it unto 
thee, but my Father which is 
in heaven. 

And I say also unto thee. 
That thou art Peter, and upon 
this rock I will build my 
church; and the gaies of hell 
shall not prevail against it. 

And I will give unto thee 
the keys of the kingdom of 
heaven : and whatsoever thou 
shalt bind on earth shall be 
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bound in heaven ; and whatso- 
ever thou shalt loose on earth 
shall be loosed in heaven. 

Then charged he his dis- 
ciples that they should tell no 
man that he was Jesus the 
Christ. 

43. 

CHRIST REBUKETH PETER. 

(Chap. XTi., Ter. 21 to 28.) 

From that time forth began 
Jesus to shew unto his disciples^ 
how that he must go unto 
Jerusalem, and suffer many 
things of the elders and chief 
priests and scribes, and be 
killed, and be raised again the 
third day. 

Then Peter took him, and 
began to rebuke him, saying, 
Be it far from thee. Lord : this 
shall not be unto thee. 

But he turned, and said 
unto Peter, Get thee behind 
me, Satan : thou art an offence 
unto me : for thou savourest 
not the things that be of God, 
but those that be of men. 

Then said Jesus unto his 
disciples, If any man will come 
after me, let him deny himself, 
and take up his cross, and 
follow me. 

For whosoever will save his 
life shall lose it: and whoso- 
ever will lose his life for my 
•lake shall find it. 

For what is a man profited, 
if he shall gain the whole 
world, and lose his own soul ? 
or what shall a man give in 
exchange for his soul? 



For the Son of man shall 
come in the glory of his Fa- 
ther with his angels ; and then 
he shall reward every man ac- 
cording to his works. 

44. 

THE TRANSFIGURATION. 
(Chap. xriL, yer. 1 to 9.) 

And afler six days Jesus 
taketh Peter, James, and John 
his brother, and bringeth them 
up into a lugh mountain apart, 

And was transfigured before 
them : and his face did shine 
93 the sun, and his raiment 
was white as the light. 

And, behold, there appeared 
unto them Moses and Elias 
talking with him. 

Then answered Peter, and 
said unto Jesus, Lord, it is 
good for us ^ be here : if thou 
wilt, let us make here three 
tabernacles; one for thee, and 
one for Moses, and one for 
Elias. 

While he yet spake, behold, 
a bright cloud overshadowed 
them : ancl behold a voice out 
of the cloud, which said, This 
is my beloved Son, in whom 
I am well pleased; hear ye 
him. 

And when the disciples 
heard it, they fell on their 
face, and were, sore afraid. 

And Jesus came and touched 
them, and said. Arise, and be 
not afraid. 

And when they had lifted 
up their eyes, they saw no man, 
save Jesus only. 
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And as they came down 
from tlie mountain, Jesus 
cliarged them, saying. Tell the 
vision to no man, until tte 
Son of man be risen again 
from the dead. 

45. 

OP HUMILITY. 
(Chap. XTlil., yer.' 1 to 14.) 

At the same time came the 
disciples unto Jesus, saying, 
Who is the greatest in the 
kingdom of heaven ? 

And Jesus called a little 
child unto him, and set him in 
the midst of them. 

And said. Verily I say unto 
you. Except ye be converted, 
and become as little children, 
ye shall not enter into the 
kingdom of heaven. 

Whosoever thea:'efore shall 
humble himself as this little 
child, the same is greatest in 
the kingdom of heaven. 

And whoso shall receive one 
such little child in my name 
receiveth me. 

But whoso shall offend one 
of these little ones which be- 
lieve in me, it were better for 
him that a millstone were 
hanged about his neck, and 
that he were drowned in the 
depth of the sea. 

Woe unto the. world because 
of offences I for it must needs 
be that offences come } but 
woe to that man by whom the 
offence cometh ! 

Wherefore if thy hand or 
thy foot offend thee^ cut them 



off, and cast them from thee : 
it is better for thee to enter 
into life halt or maimed, rather 
than having two hands or two 
feet to be cast into everlasting 
fire. 

And if thine eye offend thee, 
pluck it out, and cast it from 
thee : it is better for thee to 
enter into life with one eye, 
rather than having two eyes to 
be cast into hell fire. 

Take heed that ye despise 
not one of these little ones; 
for I say unto you. That in 
heaven their angels do always 
behold the face of my Father 
which is in heaven. 

For the Son of man is come 
to save that which was lost. 

How think ye? if a man 
have a hundred sheep, and one 
of them be gone astray, doth 
he not leave the ninety and 
nine, and goeth jnto the moun- 
tains, and seeketh that which 
is gone astray ? 

And if so be that he find it, 
verily I say unto you, he re- 
joiceth more of that sheep, 
than of the ninety and nine 
which went not astray. 

Even so it is not the will of 
your Father which is in heaven, 
that one of these little ones 
should perish. 

46. , 

OP OFFENCES. 
(Chap. XTiiL, yer. 16 to 20.) 

Moreover if thy brother shall 
trespass against thee, go and 
tell him his fault between thee 
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and him aloDe : if he shall 
hear thee, thou hast gained thy 
brother. 

But if he will not hear thee, 
then take with thee one or two 
more, that in the mouth of two 
or three witnesses every word 
may he established. 

And if he shall neglect to 
hear them, tell it unto the 
church : but if. he neglect to 
hear the church, let him be 
unto thee as a heathen man 
and a publican. 

Verily I say unto ypu, What- 
soever ye shall bind on earth 
shall be bound in heaven ; and 
whatsoever ye shall loose on 
earth shall be loosed in heaven. 

Again I say unto you. That 
if two of you shall agree on 
earth as touching any thing that 
they shall ask, it shall be done 
for them of my Father 'which 
is in heaven. 

For where two or three are 
gathered together in my name, 
there am I in the midst of 
them. 

47. 

OF FORGIYENESS. 
(Chap. zriU., yer. 21 to 35.) 

Then came Peter to him, and 
said, Lord, how oft shall my 
brother sin against me, and I 
forgive him ? till seven times ? 

Jesus saith unto him, I say 
not unto thee. Until seven 
times : but, Until seventy times 
0even. 

Therefore is the kingdom of 
keaven likened unto a certain 
25 



king, which would take account 
of his servants. 

And when he had begun to 
reckon, one was brought unto 
him, which owed him ten thou- 
sand talents. - 

But forasmuch as he had not 
to pay, his lord commanded 
him to be sold, and his wife, 
and children, and all that he 
had, and payment to be made. 

The servant therefore fell 
down, and worshipped him, say- 
ing, Lord, have patience with 
me, and I will pay thee all. 

Then the lord of that servant 
was moved with compassion, 
and loosed him, and forgave 
him the debt. 

But the same servant went 
out,.and found one of his fellow 
servants, which owed him a 
hundred pence : and he laid 
hands on him, and took him by 
the throat, saying. Pay me that 
thou owest. 

And his fellow servant fell 
down at his feet, and besought 
him, saying. Have patience 
with me, and I will pay thee all. 

And he would not : but went 
and cast him into prison, till ho 
should pay the debt. 

So when his fellow servants 
saw what was done, they were 
very sorry, and came and told 
unto their lord all that was 
done. , 

Then his lord, after that he 
had called him, said unto him, 
thou wicked servant, I for- 
gave thee all that debt, because 
then dedredst mo : 
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Shouldest not thou also baye 
had compassion on thy fellow 
servant, even as I had pity on 
thee? 

And his lord was wroth, and 
delivered him to the torment- 
ors,- till he should pay all that 
was due unto him. 

So likewise shall my heavenly 
Father do also unto you, if ye 
from your hearts forgive not 
every one his brother their 



48. 

MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE. 
(Chftp. six., yer. 1 to 9.) 

And it came to pass, that 
when Jesus had finished these 
sayiHgs, he departed from Gali- 
lee, and came into the coasts 
of Judea beyond Jordan ; 

And great multitudes fol- 
lowed him ; and he healed them 
there. 

The Pharisees also came unto 
him, tempting him, and saying 
unto him. Is it lawful for a man 
to put away his wife for every 
cause? 

And he answered and said 
unto them. Have ye not read, 
that he which made them at 
the beginning made them male 
and female, 

And said. For this cause 
shall a man leave father and 
mother, and shall cleave to his 
wife : and they twain shall be 
one flesh ? 

Wherefore they are no more 
twain, but one flesh. What 
dierefore Gtod hath joined to- 
gether, let noaian pat asunder. 



They say iinto him, Why did 
Moses then command to g:ive a 
writing of divorcement, and to 
put her away ? 

He saith unto them, Moses 
because of the hardness of your 
hearts suffered you to pat awaj 
your wives: but from the b^ 
ginning it was not so. 

And I say unto you. Whoso- 
ever shall put away his wife, 
except it be for fornication, and 
shall marry another, committeth 
adultery: and whoso marrieth 
her which is put away doth 
commit adultery. 

49. 

DANGER OF RICHES. 
(Chap, zix^ yer. 10 to 20.) 

And, behold, one came and 
said unto him, Good Master, 
what good thing shall I do, 
that I may have eternal lifb ? 

And he said unto him. Why 
callest thou me good ? there is 
none good but one, that is, Grod : 
but if thou wilt enter into life, 
keep the commandments. 

He saith unto him. Which ? 
Jesus said. Thou shalt do no 
murder. Thou shalt not commit 
adultery. Thou shalt not steal. 
Thou shalt not bear Mse wit- 
ness. 

Honour thy father and thy 
mother: and, Thou shalt love 
thy neighbour as thyself. 

The young man saith unto 
him, All these things have I 
kept from my youth up : what 
lack I yet? 

Jesus said unto him. If thoa 
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wilt be perfect, go and sell that 
thou hast, and give to the poor, 
and thou shalt have treasure in 
heaven : and come and follow me. 

But when the young man 
heard that saying, he went away 
sorrowful : for he had great 
possessions. 

Then said Jesus unto his dis- 
ciples, Verily I say unto you. 
That a rich man shall hardly 
enter into the kingdom of hea- 
ven. 

And again I say unto you, It 
is easier for a camel to go 
through the eye of a needle, 
than for a rich man to enter 
into the kingdom of God. 

When his disciples heard it, 
they were exceedingly amazed, 
saying, Who then can be saved ? 

But Jesus beheld them, and 
said unto them. With men this 
is impossible ; but with God all 
things are possible. 
60. 

OP THE VINEYARD. 
(Chap, xx^yer. 1 to 16.) 

For the kingdom of heaven 
is like unto a man that is a 
householder, which went out 
early in the morning to hire 
labourers into his vinevard. 

And when he had agreed 
with the labourers for a penny 
a day, he sent them into his 
vineyard. 

And he went out about the 
third hour, and saw others 
standing idle in the market- 
place, 

And said unto them ; Go ye 
also into the vineyard, and 



whatsoever is right I will give 
you. And they went their way.^ 

Again he went out about the 
sixth and ninth hour, and did 
likewise. 

And about the eleventh hour 
he went out, and found others 
standing idle, and saith unto 
them. Why stand ye here all 
the day idle ? 

They say unto him, Because 
no man hath hired us. He 
saith unto them, Go ye also into 
the vineyard; and whatsoever 
is right, that shall ye receive. 

So when even was come, the. 
lord of the vineyard saith unto 
his steward. Call the labourers, 
and give them their hire, begin- 
ning from the last unto tho^ 
first. 

And when they came that 
were hired about the eleventh 
hour, they received every man 
a penny. 

But when the first came, 
they supposed that they should 
have received more; and they 
likewise received e very < man a 
penny. 

And when they had received 
it, they murmured^against the 
goodman of the house. 

Saying, These last have 
wrought but one hour, and thou 
hast made them equal unto us, 
which have borne the burden 
and heat of the day. 

But he answered one of 
them, and said. Friend, I do 
thee no wrong : didst not thou 
agree with me for a penny ? 

Take that thine is, and go 
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tby way : I will give unto this 
last, even as unto thee. 

Is it not lawful for me to do 
what I will with mine own? 
Is thine eye evil, because I am 
good? 

So the last shall be first, and 
the first last: for many be 
called; but few chosen. 

51. 

CHRIST ENTEBETH JERUSALEM. 
(Chap, xxl., yer. 1 to 11.) 

And when they drew nigh 
unto Jerusalem, and were come 
to Bethphage, unto the mount 
of Olives, then sent Jesus two 
disciples, 

Saying unto them, Go into 
the village over against you, 
and straightway ye shall find 
an ass tied, and a colt with her : 
loose them, and bring them 
unto me. 

And if any man say aught 
unto you, ye shall say, The 
Lord hath need of them ; and 
straightway he will send them. 

All this was done, that it 
might be. fulfilled which was 
spoken by the prophet, saying, 

Tell ye the daughter of Zion, 
Behold, thy King cometh unto 
thee, meek, and sitting upon 
an ass, and a colt the foal of an 
ass. 

And the discipies went, and 
did as Jcsas commanded them, 

And brought the ass, and 

the colt, and put on them 

their clothes, and they set him 

thereon. 

And a very great multitude 



spread their garments in tlie 
way ; others cut down branches 
from the trees, and strewed 
them in the way. 

And the multitudes that 
went before, and that followed, 
cried, saying, Hosanna to the 
Son of David : Blessed is he 
that cometh in the name of the 
Lord ; Hosanna in the highest. 

And when he was come into 
Jerusalem, all the city was 
moved, saying, Who is this? 

And the multitude said, This 
is Jesus the prophet of Naa- 
retfi of Gralilee. 

62. 

THE PRIESTS REBUKED. 
(aiap.xxL,T«r.l2tol6.) 

Apd Jesus went into the 
temple of God, and cast out all 
them that sold and booghtw 
the temple, and overthrew the 
tables of the money changcrS; 
and the seats of them that sold 
doves. 

And said unto them, It^s 
written, My house shall be 
called the house of prayer; but 
ye have made it a den of 
thieves. 

And the blind and' the Yf 
came to him in the temple; 
and he healed them. 

And when the chief prie^ 
and scribes saw the wonderftu 
things that he did, and the 
children crying in the temp, 
and saying, Hosanna to the Son 
of David ; they were sore dis^ 
pleased, 

And said unto him. Hearest 
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thou what these say? And 
Jesus saith unto them, Yea; 
have ye never read, Out of the 
mouth of babes and sucklings 
• thou hast perfected praise ? 

53. 

THE HOUSEHOLDER. 
(Chap, xxi, Ter. 33 to 41.) 

There was a certain house- 
bolder, which planted a vine- 
yard, and hedged it round 
about, and digged a wine-press 
in it, and built a tower, and let 
it out toiiusbandmen, and went 
into a far country : 

And when the time of the 
fruit drew near, he sent his 
servants to the husbandmen, 
that they might receive the 
fruits of it. 

And the husbandmen took 
his servants, and beat one, and 
killed another, and stoned 
another. 

Again he sent other servants 
more than the first : and they 
did unto them likewise. 

But last of all, he sent unto 
them his son, saying. They 
will reverence my son. 

But when the husbandmen 

saw the son, they said among 

themselves. This is the heir; 

come, let us kill him, and let 

■ us seize on his inheritance. 

And they caught him, and 
cast him out of the vineyard, 
and slew him. 

When the lord therefore of 
the vineyard cometh, what will 
he do unto those husbandmen ? 

They say unto him. He will 
25* 



miserably destroy those wicked 
men, and will let out his vine- 
yard unto other husbandmen, 
which shall render him the 
fruits in their seasons. 

54. 

THE WEDDING FEAST> 
(Chap, sudi., yer. 1 to 14.) 

And Jesus answered and 
spake unto them again by para- 
bles, and said, 

The kingdom of heaven is 
like unto a certain king, which 
made a marriage for his son. 

And sent forth his servants 
to call them that were bidden 
to the wedding: and they 
would not come. 

Again, he sent forth other 
servants, saying. Tell them 
which are bidden. Behold, I 
have prepared my dinner: my 
oxen and my fktlings are killed, 
and all things are ready: oome 
unto the marriage. 

But they made light of.it, 
and went their ways, one to his 
farm, another to his merchant 
disc. 

And the remnant took his 
servants, and entreated them 
spitefully, and slew them. 

But when the king heard 
thereof, he was wroth : and he 
sent forth his armies, and de- 
stroyed those murderers, and 
burned up their city. 

Then saith he to his ser- 
vants, The wedding is ready, 
but they which were bidden 
were not worthy. 

Go ye therefore into the hi^« 
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ways, and as many as ye shall . 
find, bid to the marriage. { 

So those servants went out I 
into the highways, and gathered 
together all as many as they 
found* both bad and good : and | 
the wedding was furnished with 
gtiests. 

And when the king came in 
to see the guests, he saw there 
a man which had not on a wed- 
ding-garment : 

And he saith unto him. 
Friend, how earnest thou in 
hither, not having a wedding- 
garment.? And he was speech- 
less. 

Then said the king to the 
servants, Bind him hand and 
foot, and take him away, and 
cast him into outer darkness : 
there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth. 

For many are called, but few 
are chosen. 

55. 

THB GREAT COMMANDMENT. 
(Chap. xxU., ver. 34 to 40.) 

But when the Pharisees had 
heard that he had put the Sad- 
ducees to silence, they were 
gathered together. 

Then one of them, which 
was a lawyer, asked him a 
question, tempting him, and 
saying, ' ^ 

• Master, which is the great 
commandment in the law f 

Jesus said unto him, Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart, and with all 
thy soul, and with all thy 
mind. . 



And love the uppermoBt 
rooms at feasts, and the ohiei 
seats in the synagogues. 

And greetings in the toff' 
kets, and to be called of meO; 
Rabbi, Rabbi. ,^. 

But be not ye called BabW' 
for one is your Master. ^''^ 
Christ I and all ye are brethren. 

And call no man yont la- 
ther upon the earth : ^^^ ^^^ 



This is the first and great 
commandment. 

And the second is like unto 
it. Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bour as thyself. 

On these two command- 
ments hang all the law and the 
prophets. 

56. 

THE DISCIPLES AEE BEETHftEN. 
(Chap, xxm^ Ter. 1 to 12.) 

Then spake Jesus to the 
multitude, and to his discipl^ 
. Saying, The scribes and the 
Pharisees sit in Moses' seat: 

All therefore whatsoe^ 
they bid you observe, that ob- 
serve and do; but do not ye 
after their works : for they say, 
and do not. 

For they bind heavy har- 
dens and grievous to be borne, 
and lay them on men's shoa^- 
ders; but they themselves wiu 
not move them with one oi 
their fingers. , . 

But all their works they do 
for to be seen of men: tncy 
make broad their pbylaojentf, 
and enlarge the borders of tm 
garments.

And Jesus answered and said 
unto theni) Take heed that no 
man deceive you. 

For many shall come in my 
name, saying, T am Christ; 
and shall deceive many. 

And ye shall hear of wars 
and rumours of wars : see that 
y« be opt troubled: for oil 



these things must come to 
pass, but the end is not yet. 

For nation shall rise against 
nation, and kingdom against 
kingdom: and there shall be 
&mines, and pestilences, and 
earthquakes, in divers places. 

All these are the beginning 
of sorrows. 

Then shall they deliver you 
up to be afflicted, and shall kill 
you : and ye shall be hated of 
all nations for my name's sake. 

And then shall many be 
offended, and shall betray one 
another, and shall hate one 
another. 

And many false prophets 
shall rise, and shall deceive 
many. 

And because iniquity shall 
abound, the love of many shall 
wax cold. 

But he that shall endure 
unto the end, the same shall 
be saved. 

And this gospel of the king- 
dom shall be preached in all 
the world for a witness unto 
all nations ; and then shdl the 
end come. 

58. 

WATCH. 
(Chap, xzir., yer. 36 to 44.) 

But of that day and hour 
knoweth no man, no, not the 
angels of heaven, but my Fa- 
ther only. 

But as the days of Noah 
were, so shall also the coming 
of the Son of man be. 

For as. in the days that wen 
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before the flood they were eat- 
ing and drinking; manying 
and giving in marriage^ until 
the day that Noah entered into 
the ark, 

And knew not until the flood 
came, and took them all away; 
80 shall also the coming of the 
Son of man be. 

Then shall two be in the 
field; the one shall be taken, 
and the other left. 

Two women shall be grind- 
ing at the mill ; the one shall 
be taken, and the other left. 

Watch therefore; for ye 
know not at what hour your 
Lord doth come. 

But know this, that if the 
goodman of the house had 
known in what watch the thief 
would come, he would have 
watched, and would not have 
suffiered his house to be broken 
up. 

Therefore be ye also ready : 
for in such an hour as ye think 
not the Son of man cometh. 
59. 

OP THE TEN VIRGINS. 
(Chap. xzT., yer. 1 to 13.) 

Then shall the kingdom of 
heayen be likened unto ten vir- 
gins, which took their lamps, 
and went forth to meet the 
bridegroom. 

And five of them were wise, 
and five were foolish. 

They that were foolish took 
their lamps, and took no oil 
with them : 

But the wise took oil in their 
yessels with their lamps, I 



While the bridegroom titf- 
ried^ they all slumbered aod 
slept. 

And at midnight there was 
a cry made, Behold, the bride- 
groom cometh; go ye out to 
meet him. 

Then all those virgins arose, 
and trimmed their lamps. 

And the foolish said onto 
the wise, Giye ub of your wl: 
for our lamps are gone out 

But the wise answered, say- 
ing. Not so; lest there be not 
enough for us and you : bat go 
ye rather to them that sell, and 
buy for yourselyes. v 

And while they went to buy, 
the bridegroom came; and the? 
that were ready, went in with 
him to the marriage : and the 
door was shut. 

Afterward came also ^e 
other virgins, saying, Lo™; 
Lord, open to us. 

But he answered and said, 
Verily I say unto you, I kn^^ 
you not. 

Watch therefore, for y« 
know neither the day nor ">« 
hour wherein the Son of Dian 
cometh. 

60. 

OP THE TALENTS. 
(Chap. xxT., rer. 14 to 80.) 

For the kingdom of heaven 
is as a man travelling into a ^ 
country, who called hia own 
servants, and delivered unto 
them his goods. 

And unto one he gave fiv« 
talents, to another two, and t« 
another One; to every mj^l^*^ 
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cording to Ms several ability; 
and straightway took his jour- 
ney. 

Then he that had received 
the five talent^s, wont and traded 
with the same, and made them 
other five talents. 

And likewise he that had re- 
ceived two, he also gained other 
two. 

But he that had received 
one, went and digged in the 
earth, and hid his lord's mo- 
ney. 

After a long time the lord 
of those servants oometh, and 
reckoneth with them. 

And so he that had received 
five talents, came and brought 
other five talents, saying, Lord, 
thou deliveredst unto me five 
talents : behold,^ I have gained 
beside them five talents more. 

His lord said unto him. Well 
done, thou good and faithful 
servant; thou hast been faith- 
ful over a few things, I will 
make thee ruler over many 
things : enter thou into the joy 
of thy lord. 

He also that had received 
two talents came, and said. 
Lord, thou deliveredst unto me 
two talents: behold, I have 
gained two other talents be- 
sides them. 

His lord said unto him. Well 
done, good and faithful ser- 
vant; thou hast been faithful 
over a few things, I will make 
thee ruler over many things: 
enter thou into the joy of thy 
lord. 



Then he which had received 
the one talent came, and said, 
Lord, I knew thee that thou 
art an hard man, reaping 
where thou hast not sown, and 
gathering where thou hast not 
strewed : 

And I was afraid, and went 
and hid thy talent in the 
earth ; lo, there thou hast that 
is thine. - 

His lord answered and said 
unto him. Thou wicked and 
slothful servant, thou knewest 
that I reap where I sowed not, 
and gather where I have* not 
strewed : 

Thou oughtest therefore to 
have put my money to the ex- 
changers, and then at my com- 
ing I should have received 
mine own with usury. 

Take therefore the telent 
from him, and give it unto hi A 
which hath ten talents. 

For unto every one that hath 
shall be given, and he shall have 
abundance : but from him that 
hath not, shall be taken away 
even that which he hath. 

And cast ye the unprofitable 
servant into outer darkness :< 
there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth. 

61. 

OF THE LAST JUDGMENT. 
(Chap, xify., Ter. 31 to 45.) 

When the Son of man shall 
come in his glory, and all the 
holy angels with him, then 
shall he sit upon the throne of 
his glory : 
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And before bim sball be ga- 
thered all oatioDs: and he 
shall separate them one from 
another, as a shepherd divid- 
eth bis sheep from the goats : 

And he shall set the sheep 
on his right hand, but the 
goats on the leil. 

Then shall the king say unto 
them on his right hand, Come, 
ye blessed of my Father, in- 
herit the kingdom prepared for 
you from the foundation of the 
world : 

For I was an hungered, and 
ye gave me meat : I was thirs- 
ty, and ye gave me drink: I 
was a stranger, and ye took me 
in : 

Naked, and ye clothed me : 
I was sick, and ye visited me : 
I was in prison, and ye came 
unto me. 

♦ Then shall the righteous an- 
swer him, saying, Lord, when 
saw we thee an hungered, and 
fed thee ? or thirsty, and gave 
thee drink ? 

When saw we thee a stran- 
ger, and took thee in ? or na- 
ked, and clothed thee ? 
• Or when saw we thee sick, 
or in prison, and came unto 
thee? 

And the King shall answer 
and say unto them. Verily I 
say unto you. Inasmuch as ye 
have done it unto one of the 
least of these my brethren, ye 
have done it unto me. 

Then shall he say also unto 
them on the left hand. Depart 
from me, ye cursed^ into ever- 



lasting fire, prepared for the 
devil and his angels : 

For I was an hungered, and 
ye gave me no meat : I was 
thirsty, jind ye gave me no 
drink : 

I was a stranger, and ye took 
me not in : naked, and ye cloth- 
ed me not : sick, and in prison, 
and ye visited me not. 

Then shall they also answer 
him, saying. Lord, when saw 
we thee an hungered, or athirst, 
or a stranger, or naked, or sick, 
or in prison, and did not minis- 
ter unto thee ? 

Then shall he answer them, 
saying, Verily I say unto you. 
Inasmuch as ye did it not to 
one of the least of these, ye did 
it not to me. 

And these shall go away into 
everlasting punishment : but 
the righteous into life eternal. 

^ 62. 

CONSPIRACY AGAINST JESUS. 
(Cbap^ zxTi^ Tor. 1 to-5, 14 to 16.) 

And it came to pass, when 
Jesus had finished all these 
sayings, he said unto his disci- 
ples, 

Ye know that after two days 
is the feast of the passover, and 
the Son of man is betrayed to 
be crucified. 

Then assembled together the 
chief priests, and the scribes, 
and the elders of the people, 
unto the palace of the high 
priest, who was called Caia- 
phas. 

And consulted that diey 
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miglit take Jesus by subtilty, 
and kill him.* 

But they said, Not on the 
feast day, lest there be an up- 
roar among the people.

Then one of the twelve, call- 
ed Judas Iscariot, went unto 
tbe chief priests, 

And said unto them, What 
will ye give me, and I will de- 
liver him unto you? And they 
covenanted with him for thirty 
pieces of silver. 

And from that time he 
sought * opportunity to betray 
him. 

63. 

THE lord's supper. 
(Obap. xxTl., ver. 17 to 30.) 

Now the first day of the 
feast of unleavened bread the 
disciples came to Jesus, saying 
unto him, Where wilt thou that 
we prepare for thee to eat the 
passover ? 

And he said. Go into the 
city to such a man, and say un- 
to him. The Master saith. My 
time is at hand; I will keep 
the passover at thy house with 
my disciples. 

And the disciples did as Je- 
sus had appointed them; and 
they made ready the passover. 

Now when the even was 
come, he sat down with the 
twelve. 

And as they did eat, he said. 
Verily I say unto you, that one 
of you shall betray me. 
: And diey were ezoeeding 



sorrowful, and began every one- 
of them to say unto him, Lord, 
is it I? 

And he answered and said, 
He that dippeth his hand with 
me in the dish^ the same shall 
betray me. 

The Son of man goeth as it 
is written of him ; but woe un- 
to that man by whom the Son 
of man is betrayed ! it had been 
good for that man if he had not 
been born. 

Then Judas, which betrayed 
him, answered and said. Mas- 
ter, is it I ? He said unto him, 
Thou hast said. 

And as they were eating, 
Jesus took bread, and blessed 
it, and brake it, and gave it to 
the disciples, and said^ Take^ 
eat ; this is my body. 

And he took the cup, and 
gave thanks, and gave it to 
them, saying, Drink ye all of it; 

For this is my blood of the 
new testament, which is shed 
for many for the remission of 
sins. > 

But I say unto you, I will 
not drink henceforth of this 
fruit of the vine, until that day 
when I drink it new with you 
in my Father's kingdom. 

And when they had sung a 
hymn, they went out into the 
mount of Olives. 

64. 

PETER WARNED. 
(Ohap. xxTl., Ter. 31 to 86.) 

Then saith Jesus unto them, 
All ye flhall be offended be- 
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.cause of me this night : for it 
is written, I will smite the 
Shepherd, and the sheep of 
the flock shall be scattered 
abroad. 

But after I am risen again, 
I will go before you into Gali- 
lee. 

Peter answered and said un- 
to him, Thpugh all men shall 
be offended because of thee, 
yet will I never be 'offended. 

Jesus said unto him, Verily 
I say unto thee, That this 
night, before the cock crow, 
thou shalt deny me thrice. 

Peter said unto him, Though 
I should die with thee, yet will 
I not deny thee. Likewise al- 
so said all the disciples. 

65. 

CHRIST IN THE GARDEN. 
(Chap. XXV i., yer. 36 to 46.) 

Then cometh Jesus with 
them unto a place called Geth- 
semane, and saith unto the 
disciples. Sit ye here, while I 
go and pray yonder. 

And he took with him Peter 
and the two sons of Zebedee, 
and began to be sorrowful and 
very heavy. 

Then saith he unto them. 
My soul is exceeding sorrow- 
ful, even unto death : tarry ye 
here, and wat/ch with me. 

And he went a little further, 
and fell on his face, and pray- 
ed, saying, my Father, if it 
be possible, let this cup pass 
from me: nevertheless, not afi 
I will; but as thou wilt. 



And he cometh unto the 
disciples, and findeth tb^m 
asleep, and saith unto Pe-ter, 
What, could ye not watch with 
me one hour ? 

Watch and pray, that ye 
enter not into temptation : the 
spirit indeed is willing, but the 
flesh is weak. 

He went away again the 
second time, and prayed, say- 
ing, my Father, if this cup 
may not pass away from me, 
except I drink it, thy will be 
done. 

And he came and found 
them asleep again : for their 
eyes .were heavy. 

And he left them, and went 
away again, and prayed the 
thfrd time, saying the same 
words. 

Then cometh he to his dis- 
ciples, and saith unto them, 
Sleep on now, and take your 
rest: behold, ihe hour is at 
hand, and the Son of man is 
betrayed into the hands of 
sinners. 

Eise, let us be going: he- 
hold, he is at hand that doth 
betray me. 

66. 

CHRIST BETRAYED. 
(Chap. xxTi, ver. 47 to 56.) 

And while he yet spake, lo, 
Judas, one of the twelve, came; 
and with him a great multitude 
with swords and staves, from 
the chief priests and elders of 
the people. 

Now he that betrayed him 
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gave them a sign, saying, 
Whomsoever I shall kiss, that 
same is he ; hold him fast. 

And forthwith he came to 
Jesus, and said, Hail, Master; 
and kissed him. 

And Jesus said unto him, 
Friend, wherefore art thou 
come ? Then came they, and 
laid hands on Jesus, and took 
liim. 

And, behold, one of them 
which were with Jesus stretch- 
ed out his hand, and drew his 
sword, and struck a servant of 
the high priest, and smote off 
bis ear. 

Then said Jesus unto him. 
Put up again thy sword into 
his place : for all they that 
take the sword shall perish 
with the sword. 

Thinkest thou that I cannot 
now pray to my Father, and 
he shall presently give me 
more than twelve legions of 
angels ? 

But how then shall the 
Scriptures be fulfilled, that 
thus it must be ? 

In that same hour said Jesus 
to the multitudes; Are ye come 
out as against a thief with 
swords and staves for to take 
me? I sat daily with you 
teaching in the temple^ and ye 
laid no hold on me. 

But all this was done, that 
the Scriptures of the prophets 
might be fulfilled. Then all 
the disciples forsook him, and 



67. 

CHRIST BEFORE CAIAPHAS. 
(Chap, xxvl, Ter. 67 to 68.) 

And they that had laid hold 
on Jesus, led him away to 
Caiaphas the high priest, where 
the scribes and the elders were 
assembled. 

But Peter followed him afar 
off, unto the high priest's 
palace, and went in, and sat 
with the servants to see the 
end. 

Now the chief priests, and 
elders, and all the council, 
sought false witness against 
Jesus, to put him to death ; 

But found none : yea, though 
many false witnesses came, yet 
found they none. At the last 
came two false witnesses, 

And said. This fellow said, I 
am able to destroy the temple 
of God, and to build it in three 
days. 

And the high priest arose, 
and said unto him, Answerest 
thou nothing? what is it which 
these witness against thee ? 

But Jesus held his peace. 
And the high priest answered 
and said unto him, I adjure 
thee by the living God, that 
thou tell us whether thou be 
the Christ the Son of God! 

Jesus saith unto him. Thou 
hast said: nevertheless, I say 
unto you, Hereafter shall ye 
see the Son of man sitting on 
the right hand of power, and 
coming in the clouds of heaven. 
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Then tlie high priest rent 
his clothes, sayings He hath 
spoken blasphemy; what fur- 
ther need have we of witnesses ? 
behold, now ye have heard his 
blasphemy. 

What think ye? They an- 
Tswered and said, He is guilty 
of death. 

Then did they spit in his 
face, and buffeted him; and 
others smote him with the 
palms of their hands. 

Saying, Prophesy unto us, 
thou Christ, Who is he that 
smote thee ? 

68. 

PETER DENIETH CHRIST. 
(Chap, xxvi^ ver. 69 to 76.) 

Now Peter sat without in the 

Ealace : and a damsel came unto 
im, saying, Thou also wast 
with Jesus of Galilee. 

But he denied before them 
all, saying, I know not what 
thou sayest. 

And when he was gone out 
into the porch, another maid 
saw him, and said unto them 
that were there. This fellow was 
also with Jesus of Nazareth. 

And again he denied with 
an oath, I do not know the 
man. 

And after a while came unto 
him they that stood by, and 
said to Peter, Surely thou aJso 
art one of them ; for thy speech 
bewrayeth thee. 

Then began he to curse and 
to swear, saying, I know not 
the man. And immediately 
the cock cr€?w. 



And Peter remembered the 
word of Jesus, which eaid unto 
him. Before the cock crow, 
thou shalt deny me thriqe. And 
he went out, and wept bitterly. 

69. 

DEATH OP JUDAS. 
(Chap. xxviL, ver. 1 to 10.) 

When the morning was come, 
all the chief priests and elders 
of the people took counsel 
against Jesus to put him to 
death: 

And when they had bound 
him, they led him away, and 
delivered him to Pontius Pilate 
the governor. 

Then Judas, which had be- 
trayed him, when he saw that 
he was condemned, repented 
himself, and brought again the 
thirty pieces of silver to. the 
chief priests and elders. 

Saying, I have sinned in that 
I have betrayed the innocent 
blood. And they said, What 
is that to us ? see thou to that 

And he cast down the pieces 
of silver in the temple, and de- 
'parted, and went and hanged 
himself. 

And the chief priests took 
the silver pieces, and said. It 
is not lawful for to put tlwm 
into the treasury, because it is 
the price of blood. 

And they took counsel, and 
bought with them the potter's 
field, to bury strangers in. 

Wherefore that field was 
called. The field of blood, ui^o 
this day. 
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Then was fulfilled that which 
was spoken by Jeremy the pro- 
phet, saying, And they took 
the thirty pieces of silver, the 
price of him that was valued, 
whom they of the children of 
Israel did value ; 

And gave them for the pot- 
ter's field, as the Lord appointed 



me. 
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JESUS BEFORE PILATE. 
(Chap xxvli., Ter. 11 to 28.) 

And Jesus stood before the 
governor: and the governor 
asked him, saying, Art thou the 
King of the Jews ? And Je- 
sus said unto him, Thou sayest.^ 

And when he was accused of 
the chief priests and elders, he 
answered nothing. 

Then said Pilate unto him, 
Hearest thou not how many 
things they witness against thee ? 

And he answered him to 
never a word ; insomuch that 
the governor marvelled greatly. 

Now at that feast the go- 
vernor was wont to release unto 
the people a prisoner, whom 
they would. 

And they had then a notable 
prisoner, called Barabbas. 

Therefore when they were 
gathered together, Pilate said 
unto them. Whom will ye that 
I release unto you ? Barabbas, 
or Jesus which is called Christ ? 

For he knew t)iat for envy 
they had delivered him. 

When he was set down on 
the judgment seat, his^ wife 
sent unto him, saying. Have 



thou nothing ^o do with that 
just man : for I have suffered 
many things this day: in a 
dream because of him. 

But the chief priests and 
elders persuaded the multitude 
that they should ask Barabbas, 
and destroy Jesus. 

The governor answered and 
said unto them. Whether of the 
twain will ye that I release 
unto you? They said, Barabbas. 

Pilate saith unto them, What 
shall I do then with Jesus 
which is called Christ ? They 
all say unto him, Let him be 
crucified. 

And the governor said. Why, 
what evil hath he done ? But 
they cried out the more, say- 
ing. Let him be crucified. 

When Pilate saw that he 
could prevail nothing, but that 
rather a tumult was made, he 
took water, and washed his 
hands before the multitude, 
Saying, I am innocent of the 
blood of this just person : see 
ye to it. 

Then answered all the people, 
and said. His blood be on ns, 
and on our children. 

Then released he Barabbas 
unto them : and when he had 
scourged Jesus, he delivered 
him to be crucified. 
71. 

JESUS IS CRUCIFIED. 
(Chap, xxvii., ver. 27 to 54.) 

Then the soldiers of the go- 
vernor took Jesus into the com- 
mon hall, and gathered unto 
him the whole band of soldiers. 
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And they stripped him, and 
put on him a scarlet robe. 

And when they had platted 
a crown of thorns, they put it 
upon his head, and a reed in 
his right hand : and they bowed 
the knee before him, and mock- 
ed him, saying, Hail, King of 
the Jews ! 

And they spit upon him, and 
took the reed, and smote him 
on the bead. 

And after that they had 
mocked him, they took the 
robe off from him, and put his 
own raiment on him, and led 
him away to crucify him. 

And as they came out, they 
found a man of Cyrene, Simon 
by name : him they compelled 
to bear his cross. 

And when they were come 
unto a place called Golgotha, 
that is to say, a place of a 
skull, 

They gave him vinegar to 
drink mingled with gall : and 
when he had tasted thereof, he 
would not drink. 

And they crucified him, and 
parted his garments, casting 
lots : that it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken by the pro- 
phet, They parted my garments 
among them, and upon my ves- 
ture did they cast lots. 

, And sitting down they watch- 
ed him there; 

And set up over his head 
his accusation written, THIS 
IS JESUS THE KING OF 
THE JE.WS. 

Then were there two thieves 



crucified with him; one on the 
right hand, and another on the 
left. 

And they that passed by 
reviled him, wagging their 
heads. 

And saying, Thou that de- 
stroyest the temple, and build-. 
^st it in three days, save thy- 
self. If thou be the Son of 
God, come down from the 
cross. 

Likewise also the chief 
priests mocking him, with the 
scribes and elders, said, 

-He saved others; himself he 
cannot save. If he be the king 
of Israel, let him now come 
down from the cross, and we 
will believe him. 

He trusted in God ; let him 
deliver him now, if he will 
have him: for he said, I am 
the Son of G^d. 

The thieves also, which were 
crucified with him^ cast the 
same in his teeth. 

Now firom the sixth hour, 
there was darkness over all the 
land unto the ninth hour. 

And about the ninth hour 
Jesus cried with a loud voice, 
saying, Eli, Eli, lama sabach- 
thani ? that is to say. My God, 
my God, why hast thou forsak* 
en me? 

Some of them that stood 
there, when they heard that, 
said. This man calleth for 
Elias. 

And straightway one of 
them ran, and took a sponge, 
and filled it with vinegar, and 
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put it on a reed^ and gave him 
to drink. 

The rest said, Let be, let us 
866 whether Elias will come to 
save him. 

Jesus, when he had cried 
again with a loud voice, yielded 
up the ghost. 

And, behold, the vail of the 
temple was rent in twain from 
the top to the bottom ; and the 
earth did quake, and the rocks 
rent ; 

And the graves were open- 
ed; and many bodies of the 
saints which slept arose, 

And came out of the graves 
after his resurrection, and went 
into the holy city, and appear- 
ed unto many. 

Now when the centurion, 
and they that were with him, 
watching Jesus, saw the earth- 
quake, and those things that 
were done, they feared greatly, 
saying, Truly this was the Son 
of God. 

72. 

THE TOMB OF JESUS. 
(Chap, xxvii., ver. 65 to 66.) 

And many women were there 
beholding afar off, which follow- 
ed Jesus from Galilee, minister- 
ing unto him : 

Among which was Mary Mag- 
dalene, and Mary the mother of 
James and Joses, and the mo- 
ther of Zebedee's children. 

When the even was come, 
there came a rich man of Ari- 
mathea, named Joseph, who al- 
so himself was Jesus' disciple : 



He went to Pilate, and beg- 
ged the body of Jesus. Theu 
Pilate commanded the body to 
be delivered. 

And when Joseph had taken 
the body, he wrapped it in a 
clean linen cloth. 

And laid it in his own new 
tomb, which he had hewn out 
in the rock : and he rolled a 
great stone to the door of the 
sepulchre, and departed. 

And there was Mary Magda- 
lene, and the other Mary, sitting 
over against the sepulchre. 

Now the next day, that fol- 
lowed the day of the prepara- 
tion, the chief priests and Phari- 
sees came together unto Pilate, 

Saying, Sir, we remember 
that that deceiver said, while 
he was yet alive. After three 
days I will rise again. 

Command therefore that the 
sepulchre be made sure until 
the third day, lest his disciples 
come by night, and steal him 
away, and say unto the people. 
He is risen from the dead : so 
the last error shall be worse 
than the first. 

Pilate said unto them. Ye 
have a watch: go your way, 
make it as sure as ye can. 

So they went, and made the 
sepulchre sure, sealing the 
stone, and setting a watch. 

73. 

EESURRECTION OP JESUS. 
(Chap. xxTiii., ver. 1 to 16.) 

In the end of the. sabbath, 
as it began to dawn toward th« 
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first day of the week, came 
Mary Magdalene and the other 
Mary to see the sepulchre. 

And, behold, there was a 
great earthquake : for the angel 
of the Lord descended from 
heaven, and came and rolled 
back the stone from the door, 
and sat upon it. 

His countenance was like 
lightning, and his raiment 
white as snow : 

And for fear of him the 
keepers did shake, and became 
as dead men. 

And the angel answered and 
said unto the women, Fear not 
ye: for I know that ye seek 
Jesus, which was crucified. 

He is not here : for he is 
risen, as he said. Come, see 
the place where the Lord lay. 

And go quickly, and tell his 
disciples that he is risen from 
the dead; and, behold, he 
goeth before you 'into Galilee ; 
there shall ye see him : lo, I 
have told you. 

And they departed quickly 
from the sepulchre with fear 
and great joy j and did run to 
bring his disciples word. 

And as they went to tell his 
disciples, behold, Jesus met 
them, saying, All hail. And 
they came and held him by the 
feet, and worshipped him. 

Then said Jesus unto them. 
Be not afraid : go tell my bre- 
thren that they go into Galilee, 
and there shall they see me. 

Now when they were going, 
behold; some of the watch 



came into the city, and shewed 
unto the chief priests all the 
things that were done. 

And when they were as- 
sembled with the elders, and 
had taken counsel, they gave 
large money unto the soldiers, 

Saying, Say ye, His disciples 
came by night, and stole him 
away while we slept. 

And if this come to the 
governor's ears, we will per- 
suade him, and secure you. 

So they took the money, and 
did as they were taught : and 
this saying is commonly re- 
ported among the Jews until 
this day. 

74. 

THE GREAT COMMISSION. 
(Chap. xxTiii., Ter. 16 to 20.) 

Then the eleven disciples 
went away into Galilee, into^a 
mountain where Jesus had ap- 
pointed them. 

And when they saw him, 
they worshipped him: but 
some doubted. 

And Jesus came and spake 
unto them, saying, All power 
is given unto me in heaven and 
in earth. 

Go ye therefore, and teach 
all nations, baptizing them in 
the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost : 

Teaching them to observe 
all things whatsoever I have 
commanded you : and, lo, I am 
with you alway, even unto the 
end of the world. Amen. 
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HOW TO BE GREATEST. 
(Ohap. X., Ter. 32 to 45.) 

And they were in the way 
going up to Jerusalem; and 
Jesus went before them : and 
they were amazed; and as 
they followed, they were afraid. 
And he took again the twelve, 
and began to tell them what 
things should happen unto 
him, 

Saying, Behold, we go up to 
Jerusalem; and the Son of 
' man shall be delivered unto the 
chief priests, and tmto the 
scribes; and they shall con- 
demn him to death, and shall 
deliver him to the Gentiles : 

And they shall mock him, 
and shall scourge him, and 
shall spit upon him, and shall 
kill him; and the third day he 
shall rise again. 

And James and John, the 
sons of Zebedee, come unto 
him, saying, Master, we would 
that thou shouldest do for us 
whatsoever we shall desire. 

And he said unto them. 
What would ye that I should 
do for you ? 

They said unto him. Grant 
unto us that we may sit, one 
on thy right hand, and the 



other on thy left hand, in thy 
glory. 

But Jesus said unto them, 
.Ye know not what ye ask : can 
ye drink of the cup that I 
drink of? and be baptized 
with the bafptism that I am 
baptized with ? 

And they said unto him, 
We can. And Jesus said unto 
them. Ye shall indeed drink of 
the cup that I drink of; and 
with the baptism that I am 
baptized withal shall ye be 
baptized : 

But to sit on my right hand 
And on my left hand is not 
mine to give; but it shall be 
given to them for whom it is 
prepared. 

And when the ten heard it, 
they began to be much dis- 
pleased with James and John. 

But Jesus called them to 
him, and saith unto them. Ye 
know that they yhich are ac-- 
counted to rule over the Gen- 
tiles exercise lordship over 
them; and their great ones 
exercise authority upon them. 

But so shall it not be among 
you: but whosoever will be 
great among you, shall be your 
minister : 

And whosoever of you will 
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be the cMefest; sliall be servant 
of all. 

For even the Son of man 
came not to be ministered unto, 
but to minister, and to give his 
life a ransom for many. 

2. 

OP THE BESURRECTION. 
(Chap. ziL, yer. 18 to 27.) 

Then come unto him the 
SadduceeS; which say there is 
no resurrection ; and they asked 
him, saying, 

Master, Moses wrote unto 
us, If a man's brother* die, and 
leave his wife behind him, and 
leave no children, that his bro- 
ther should take his wife, and 
raise up seed unto his brother. 

Now there were seven bre- 
thren : and the first took a wife, 
and dying left no seed. 

And the second took her, 
and died, neither left he any 
seed : and the third likewise. 

And the seven had her, and 
left no seed: last of all the 
woman died also. 

In the resurrection there- 
fore, when they shall rise, 
whose wife shall she be of them ? 
for the seven had her to wife. 

And Jesus answering said 
unto them. Do ye not there- 
fore err, because ye know not 
the Scriptures, neither the 
power of God ? 

For when they shall rise 
from the dead, they neither 
marry, nor are given in mar- 
riage; but are as the angels 
which are in heaven. 



And as touching the dead, 
that they rise; have ye not 
read in the book of Moses, 
how in the bush Grod spake 
unto him, saying, I am the 
God of Abraham, and the God 
of Isaac, and the God of Jacob ? 

He is not the God of the 
dead, but the God of the living: 
ye therefore do greatly err. • 

3. 

THE widow's mite. 
(Cbap. xiL, ver. 41 to 44.)^ 

And Jesus sat over against 
the treasury, and beheld how 
the people cast money into the 
treasury : and many that were 
rich cast in much. 

And there came a certain 
poor widow, and she threw in 
two mites, which make a far- 
thing. 

And he called unto him his 
disciples, and saith unto them, 
Verily I say unto you. That 
this poor widow hath cast more 
in, than all they which have 
cast into the treasury : 

For all they did cast in of 
their abundance : but she of 
her want did cs^ in all that 
she had, even all her living. 

4. * 

THE PRECIOUS OINTMENT. 
(Chap, xiv., ver. 3 to 9.) 

And being in Bethany, in 
the house of Simon the leper, 
as he sat at meat, there ckme a 
woman having an alabaster- 
box of ointment of spikenard, 
very precious; and she brake 
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tlie boZ; and poured it on his 
head. 

And there were some that 
had indignatioa within them- 
selves, and said, Why was this 
waste of the ointment made ? 

For it might have been sold 
for more than three hundred 
pence, and have been given to 
the poor. And they murmured 
against her. 

And Jesus said, Let her 
alone; why trouble ye her? 
she hath wrought a good work 
on me. 



For ye have the poor with 
you always, and whensoever ye 
will ye may do them good : but 
me ye have not always. 

She hath done what she 
could: she is come aforehand 
to anoint my body to the bury- 
ing. 

Verily I say unto you, Where- 
soever this gospel shall be 
preached throughout the whole 
world, this also that she hath 
done shall be spoken of, for a 
memorial of her.

THE ANNUNCIATION. 
(Chap. L, Ter. 26 to 35.) 

The angel Gabriel was sent 
from God unto a city of Gali- 
lee, named Nazareth, 

To a virgin espou^d to a 
man whose name was^oseph, 
of the house of David ; and the 
virgin's name was Mary. 

And the angel came in unto 
her, and said. Hail, thou that 
art highly favoured, the Lord 
is with thee : blessed art thou 
among women. 

And when she saw him, she 



was troubled at his saying, and 
cast in her mind what manner 
of salutation this should be. 

And the angel said unto her, 
Fear not, Mary : for thou hast 
found favour with God. 

And, behold, thou shalt con- 
ceive in thy womb, and bring 
forth a son, and shalt call his 
name JESUS. 

He shall be great, and shall 
be called the Son of the High- 
est; and the JiOrd God shall 
give unto him the throne of his 
father David : 

And he shall reign over the 
house of Jacob for ever; and 
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of bis kingdom there shall be 
no end. 

Then said Mary unto the an- 
gel, How shall this be, seeing 
I know not a man ? 

And the angel answered and 
said unto her, The Holy Ghost 
shall come upon thee, and the 
power of the Highest shall 
overshadow thee : therefore al- 
so that holy thing which shall 
be bom of thee shall be called 
. the Son of God. 



THE BIRTH OF CHRIST. 
(Chap. iL, Ter. 1 to 7.) 

And it came to past! in those 
days, that there went out a de- 
cree from Cesar Augustus, that 
all the world, should be taxed. 

And this taxing was first 
made when Cyrenius was gov- 
ernor of Syria. 

And all went to be taxed, 
every one into his own city. 
' And Joseph also went up 
from Galilee, out of the city 
* of Nazareth, into Judea, unto 
the city of David, which is 
called Bethlehem, (because he 
was of the house and lineage 
of David,) 

To be taxed with Mary his 
espoused wife, being great with 
child. 

And so it was, that, while 
they were there, the days were 
accomplished that she should 
be delivered. 

And she brought forth her 
firstborn son, and wrapped him 
in swaddling clothes, and laid 



him in a manger; because there 
was no room for them in the 
inn. 

-3. 

" THE SHEPHERDS. 
(Chap, ii., ver. 8 to 20.) 

And there were in the same 
country shepherds abiding in 
the field, keeping watch over 
their flock by night. 

And, lo, the angel of the 
Lord came upon them, and the 
glory of the Lord shone round 
about them ; and they were sore 
afraid. 

And the angel said unto 
them. Fear not : for, behold, I 
bring you good tidings of great 
joy, which shall be to all peo- 
ple. 

For unto you is born this 
day in the city of David a 
Saviour, which is Christ the 
Lord. 

And this shall be a sign un- 
to you ; Ye shall find the babe 
wrapped in swaddling clothes, 
lying in a manger. 

And suddenly there was 
with the angel a multitude of 
the heavenly host praising God, 
and saying, 

Glory to God in the highest, 
and on earth peace, good will 
toward men. 

And it came to pass, as the 
angels were gone away from 
them into heaven, the shep- 
herds said one to another, Let 
us now go even unto Bethle- 
hem-, and see this thing which 
is come to pass, which tbe 
Lord hath made known unto us. 
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And they came with haste, 
and found Mary and Joseph, 
and the' babe lying in a man- 
ger. 

And when they had seen it, 
they made known abroad the 
saying which was told them 
concerning this child. 

And all they that heard it 
wondered at those things which 
were told them by the shep- 
herds. 

But Mary kept all these 
things, and pondered them in 
her heart. 

And the shepherds returned, 
glorifying and praising Gt)d for 
all the things that they had 
heard and seen, as it was told 
unto them. 

4. 

JESUS IN THE TEMPLE. 
(Chap, ii., rer. 40 to 62.) 

And the child grew, and 
waxed strong in spirit, filled 
with wisdom; and the grace of 
God was upon him. 

Now his parents went to Je- 
rusalem every year at the feast 
of the passover. 

And when he was twelve 
years old, they went up to Je- 
rusalem after the custom of the 
feast. 

And when they had fulfilled 
the days, as they^ returned, the 
child Jesus tarried behind in 
Jerusalem ; and Joseph and his 
mother knew not of it. 

But they, supposing him to 
have been in the company, 
went a day's journey; and they 



sought him among their kins- 
folk and acquaintance. 

And when they found him 
not, they turned back again to 
Jerusalem, seeking him. 

And it came to pass, that 
after three days they found him 
in the temple, sitting in the 
midst of the doctors, both hear- 
ing them, and asking them 
questions. 

And all that heard him were 
astonished at his understanding 
and answers. 

And when they saw him, 
they were amazed : and his mo- 
ther said unto him, Son, why 
hast thou thus dealt with us ? 
behold, thy father and I have 
sought thee sorrowing. 

And he said unto them, 
How is it that ye sought me ? 
wist ye not that I must be 
about my Father's business ? 

And they understood not the 
saying which he spake unto 
them. 

And he went down with 
them, and came to Nazareth, 
and was subject unto them : 
but his mother kept all these 
sayings in her heart. 

And Jesus increased in wis- 
dom and stature, and in favour 
with Gk)d and man. 
5. 

JESUS PREACHETH. 
(Chap. It., ver. 14 to 32.) 

And Jesus returned in the 
power of the Spirit into Gali- 
lee : and there went out a fame 
of him through all the region 
round about. 
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And he taught in their 
synagogues, being glorified of 

And he came to Nazareth, 
where he had been brought 
up : and; as his custom was, he 
went into the synagogue on the 
sabbath day, and stood up for 
to read. 

And there was delivered unto 
him the book of the prophet 
Esaias. And when he had 
opened the book, he found the 
place where it was written, 

The Spirit of the Lord is 
upon me, because he hath ap- 
pointed me to preach the gos- 
pel to the poor ; he hath sent 
me to heal the brokenhearted, 
to preach deliverance to the 
captives, and recovering of 
sight to the blind, to set at 
liberty them that are bruised. 

To preach the acceptable year 
of the Lord. 

And he closed the book, and 
he gave it again to the minis- 
ter, and sat down. And the 
eyes of all them that were in 
the synagogue were &stened on 
him. 

And he began to say unto 
them, This day is this scripture 
fulfilled in your cars. 

And all bare him witness, 
and wondered at the gracious 
words which proceeded out of 
his mouth. And they said. Is 
not this Joseph's son f 

And he said unto them, Ye 
will surely say unto me this 
proverb. Physician, heal thy- 
ielf : whatsoever we have heard 



done in Capernaum, do also 
here in thy country. 

And he said. Verily I say 
unto you. No prophet ns ac- 
cepted in his own country. 

But I tell you of a truth, 
many widows were in Israel in 
the days of Ellas, when the 
heaven was shut up three years 
and six months, when grei^ 
famine was throughout all the 
land; . 

But unto none of them was 
Ellas sent, save unto Sarepta, 
a city of Sidon, unto a woman 
that was a widow. 

And many lepers were in Is- 
rael in the time of Eliseus the 
prophet ; and none of them was 
cleansed, saving Naaman the 
Syrian. 

And all they in the syna- 
gogue, when they heard these 
things, were filled with wrath, 

And rose up, and thrust him 
out of the city, and led him 
unto the brow of the hill 
whereon their city was built, 
that they might cast him down 
headlong. 

But he, passing through the 
midst of them, went his way. 

And came down to Caper- 
naum, a city of Gralilee, and 
taught them on the sabbath days. 

And they were astonished 
at his doctrine: for his word 
was with power. 
6. 

THE WIDOW OF NAIN. 
(Chap. Tii^ Ter. 11 to 1«.) 

And it came to pass the day 
after, that he went into a dty 
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called Nain ; and many of his 
disciples went with him, and 
muoh people. 

^ow when he came nigh to 
the gate of the city, behold, 
there was a dead man carried 
out, the only son of his mother, 
and she was a widow: and 
BaQch people of the city was 
with her. 

And when the Lord saw her, 
lie had compassion on her, and 
said unto her, Weep not. 

And he came and touched 
the bier: and they that bare 
him stood still. And he said, 
Young man, I say unto thee, 
Arise. 

And he that was dead sat 
up, and began to speak : and he 
delivered bim to his mother. 

And there came a fear on 
all : and they glorified God, 
saying, That a great prophet is 
risen up among us ; and. That 
God hath visited his people. 

7. 

FOLLOW CHRIST. 
(Chap, iz^ Ter. 23 to 26.) 

If any man will come after 
me, let him deny himself, and 
take up hb cross daily, and fol- 
low me. 

For whosoever will save his 
life, shall lose it : but whoso- 
ever will lose his life for my 
sake, the same shall save it. 

For what is a man advan- 
taged, if he gain the whole 
world, and lose himself, or be 
oast away ? 

For whosoever shall be 
27 



asbamed of me, and of my 
words, of bim shall the Son of 
man be ashamed, when he 
shall come in his own glory, 
and in his Father's, and of the 
holy angels. 

8. 

THE GOOD SAMARITAN. 
(Chap. X., Ter. 25 to 37.) 

And, behold, a certain law- 
yer stood up, and tempted bim, 
saying. Master, what shaU I do . 
to inherit eternal life ? 

He said unto him, What is 
written in the law ? how readest 
thou? 

And he answering said, 
Thou shalt love the Lord, thy 
God with all thy heart, and 
with all thy soul, and with all 
thy strength, and with all thy 
mind ; and thy neighbour as 
thyself. 

And he said unto him, Thou 
hast answered right: this do, 
and thou sbalt live. 

But he, willing to justify 
himself, said unto Jesus, And 
who is my neighbour ? 

And Jesus answering said, 
A certain man went down from 
Jerusalem to Jericho, and fell 
among thieves, which stripped 
him of his raiment, and wound* 
ed him, and departed^ leaving 
him half dead. 

And by chance there came 
down a certain priest that way; 
and when he saw him, he passed 
by on the other side. 

And likewise a Levite, when 
he was at the place, came and 
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looked on him, and passed by 
on the other side. 

But a certain Samaritan, as 
he journeyed, came where he 
was ; and when he saw him, he 
had compassion on him. 

And went to him, and bound 
up his wounds, pouring in oil 
and wine, and set him on his 
own beast, and brought him to 
an inn, and took care of him. 

And on the morrow when 
he departed, he took out two 

Eence, and gave them to the 
ost, and said unto him, Take 
care of him : and whatsoever 
thou spendest more, when I 
come again, I will repay thee. 

Which now of these three 
thinkest thou, was neighbour 
unto him that fell among the 
thieves? 

And he said, He that showed 
mercy on him. Then said Jesus 
unto him, Go^ and do thou 
likewise. 

9. 

OP COVETOUSNESS. 
(Chap, xii., ver. 16 to 21.) 

And he said unto them, 
Take heed, and beware of cov- 
etousness : for a man's life con- 
sisteth not in the abundance of 
the things which he possesseth. 

And he spake a parable un- 
to them, saying, The ground of 
a certain rich man brought forth 
plentifully : 

And he thought within him- 
self, saying. What shall I do, 
because I have no room where 
to bestow my fruits ? 



And he said, This will I do : 
I will pull down my bams, and 
build greater; and there will I 
bestow all my fruits and my 
goods. 

And I will say to my soid, 
Soul, thou hast much goods 
laid up Vor many years; take 
thine ease, eat, drink, and be 
merry. 

But God said unto him, Thou 
fool, this night thy soul shall be 
required of thee : then whose 
shall those things be which thou 
hast provided ? 

So is he that layeth up trea- 
sure for himself, and is not rich 
toward God. 

10. 

THE FAITHFUL STEWARD. 
(Chap, xii., ver. 42 to 48.) 

Who then is that faithful 
and wise steward, whom his 
lord shall make ruler over his 
household, to give them their 
portion' of meat in due season ? 
/Blessed is that servant, whom 
his lord when he cometh shall 
find so doing. 

Of a truth I say unto you, 
that he will make him ruler 
over all that he hath. 

But and if that servant say 
in his heart, My lord delayeth 
his coming; and shall begin to 
beat the men-servants, and maid- 
ens, and to eat and drink, and 
to be drunken ; 

The lord of that servant will 
come in a day when he looketh 
not for him, and at an hour 
when he is not aware, and will

cut him in sunder, and will ap- 
point him his. portion with the 
unbelievers. 

And that servant which knew 
his lord's will, and prepared not 
himself, neither did according 
to his will, shall be beaten with 
many stripes. 

But he that knew not^ and 
did commit things worthy of 
stripes, shall be beaten with few 
stripes. For unto whomsoever 
much is^ven,'Of him shall be 
much required ; and to whom 
men have committed much, of 
him they will ask the more. 

11. 

HOW TO BE EXALTED. 
(Chap, xiy., yer. 7 to 14.) 

And he put forth a parable 
to those which were bidden, 
when he marked how they 
chose out the chief rooms; say- 
ingunto them. 

When thou art bidden of 
any man to a wedding, sit not 
down in the highest room. Jest 
a more honourable man than 
thou be bidden of him ; 

And he that bade thee and 
him come and say to thee, Give 
this man place; and thou begin 
with shame to- take the lowest 
room. 

But when thou art bidden, 
go and sit down in the lowest 
room ; that when he that bade 
thee cometh, he may say unto 
thee, Friend, go up higher: 
then shalt thou have worship 
in the presence of them that sit 
at meat with thee. 



For whosoever exalteth him- 
self shall be abased, and he 
that humbleth himself shall be 
exalted. 

When thou makest a dinner 
or a supper, call not thy friends, 
nor thy brethren, neither thy 
kinsmen, nor thy rich neigh- 
bours ; lest they also bid thee 
again, and a recompense be 
made thee. 

But when thou makest a 
feast, call the poor, the maimed^ 
the lame, the blind ; 

And thou shalt be blessed: 
for they cannot recompense 
thee : for thou shalt be recom- 
pensed at the resurrection of 
the just. 

12. 

THE GREAT SUPPER. . 
(Chap, xiy., ver. 16 to 24.) 

A certain man made ^ great 
supper, and bade many : 

And sent his servant at sup- 
per-time, to say to them that 
were bidden, Come, for all 
things are now ready. 

And they all with one con- 
sent began to make excuse. 
The first said unto him, I have 
bought a piece of ground, and 
I must needs go and see it : I 
pray thee have me excused. 

And another said, I have 
bought five yoke of oxen, and I 
go to prove them : I pray thee 
have me excused. 

And another said, I have 
married a wife : and therefore 
I cannot come. 

So that servant came, and 
shewed his lord these things 
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Tben the master of the house 
being angry, said to his ser- 
vant, 60 out quickly into the 
streets and • lanes of the city, 
brirrg in hither the poor, and 
the maimed, and the halt, and 
the blind. 

And the servant said. Lord, 
it is done as thou ' hast com- 
manded, and yet there is room. 

And the lord said unto the 
servant. Go out into the high- 
ways and hedges, and compel 
them to come in, that my 
house may be filled. 

For I say unto you, that 
none of those men which were 
hidden, shall taste of my sup- 
per. 

13. 

THE LOST SHEEP. 
(Chap. xv.f Ter. 1 to 10.) 

Then drew n^ar unto him all 
the publicans and sinners for to 
hear him. 

And the Pharisees and scribes 
murmured, saying. This man 
receiveth sinners, and eateth 
with them. 

And he spake this parable 
unto t^em, saying. 

What man of you having an 
hundred sheep, if he lose one 
of them, doth not leave the 
ninety and nine in the wilder- 
ness, and so after that which 
is lost, until he find it ? 

And when he hath found it, 
he layeth it on his shoulders, 
rejoicing. 

And when he cometh home, ! 
he calleth together his friends 



and^ his neighbours, saying 
unto them, Bejoice with me: 
for I have found my sheep 
which was lost. 

I say unto you, that like- 
wise joy shall be in heaven 
over one sinner that repenteth, 
more than over ninety and 
nine just persons which need 
no repentance. 

Either what woman having 
ten pieces of silver, if she lose 
one piece, dodi. not light a 
candle, and sweep the house, 
and seek diligently till she 
find it. 

And when she hath found 
it, she calleth her friends and 
her neighbours together, say- 
ing, Bejoice with me; for I 
have found the piece which I 
had lost. 

Likewise, I say unto you, 
There is joy in the presence of 
the angels of God over one sin- 
ner that repenteth. 

14. 

THE PRODIGAL SON. 
(Cbap. XT., ver. 11 to 32.) 

And he said, A certain man 
had two sons : 

And the younger of them 
said to his fathex". Father, give 
me the portion of goods that 
falleth to me. And he divided 
unto them his living. 

And not many days after, 
the younger son gathered all 
together, and took his journey 
into a far country, and there 
wasted his substance with riot- 
ous living. ' 
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And when he had spent all, 
there arose a mighty fiimine in 
that land ; and he began to be 
in want. 

And he went and joined 
bimself to a citizen of that 
oountiy; and he sent him into 
his fields to feed swine. 

And he would fain have 
filled his belly with the husks 
that the swine did eat ; and no 
man gave unto him. 

And when he came to him- 
self, he said, How many hired 
servants of my father's have 
bread enough and to spare, and 
I perish with hunger ! 

I will arise and go to my 
father, and will say unto him, 
Father, I have sinned against 
heaven, and before thee, 

And am no more worthy to 
be called thy son : make me as 
one of thy hired servants. 

And he arose, and came to 
his father. But when he was 
yet a great way off, his father 
saw him, and had compassion, 
and ran, and fbll on his neck, 
and kissed him. 

And the son said unto him. 
Father, I have sinned against 
heaven, and in thy sight, and 
am no more worthy to be called 
thy son. 

But the &ther said to his 
servants, Bring forth the best 
robe, and put it on him ; and 
put a ring on his hand, and 
shoes on his feet : 

And bring hither the fatted

calf, and kill it; and let us 
eat, and be merry : ^ 

For this my son was dead, 
and is alive again > he was lost, 
and is found. And they began 
to be merry. 

Now his elder son was. in 
the field : and as he came and 
drew nigh to the house, ho 
heard n^usic and dancing. 

And he called one of the 
servants and asked what these 
things meant. 

And he said unto him. Thy 
brother is come; and thy fa- 
ther hath killed the fatted calf, 
because he hath received him 
safe and sound. 

And ho was angry, and 
would not go in; therefore 
came his father out, and en- 
treated him. 

And he answering, said to 
his father, Lo, these many 
years do I serve thee, neither 
transgressed I at any time thy 
commandment; and yet thou- 
never gavest me a kid, that I 
might make merry with my 
friends : 

But as soon as this thy son 
was come, which hath devoured 
thy living. with harlots, thou 
hast killed for him the fatted 
calf. 

And ho said unto him. Son, 
thou art ever with me ; and all 
that I have is thine. 

It was meet that we should 
make merry, and be glad : for 
this thy brother was dead, and 
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is alive again; and was lost, 
and is found. 

15. 

THE UNJUST STEWARD. 
(Chap. XTi., Ter. 1 to 12.) 

And lie said also unto bis 
disciples, There was a certain 
rich man which had a steward ; 
and the same was accused unto 
him that he had wasted his 
goods. 

And h^ oiled him, and said 
unto him, How is it that I hear 
this of thee ? give an account 
of thy stewardship : for thou 
inayest be no longer steward. 

Then the steward said within 
himself, What shall I do? for 
my lord taketh away from me 
the stewardship : I cannot dig; 
to beg I am ashamed. 

I am resolved what to do, 
that when I am put out of the 
stewardship, they may receive 
me into their houses. 

So he called every one of his 
lord's debtors unto him, and 
said unto the first, How much 
owest thou unto my lord ? 

And he said, An hundred 
measures of oil. And he said 
unto him, Take thy bill, and 
sit down quickly, and write 
fifty. 

Then said he to another, 
And how much owest thou? 
And he said, An hundred 
mcasureff of wheat. And he 
said unto him, Take thy bill, 
and write fourscore. 
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And the lord commended 
the unjust steward, because he 
had done wisely : for the chil- 
dren of this world' are in their 
generation wiser than the chil- 
dren of light. 

And I say unto you, Make 
to yourselves friends of the 
mammon of unrighteousness; 
that when ye fail, they may re- 
ceive you into everlasting habi- 
tations. 

He that is faithful in that 
which is least, is faithful also 
in much ; and he that is un- 
just in the least, is unjust also 
in much. 

If therefore ye have not 
been faithful in the unright- 
eous mammon, who will com- 
mit to your trust the true 
riches ? 

And if ye have not been 
faithful in that which is an- 
other man's, who shall give 
you that which is your own ? 

16. 

THE RICH MAN AND LAZARUS. 
(Chap, zt!., Ter. 19 to 81.) 

There was a certain rich . 
man, which was clothed in pur- 
ple and fine linen, and fared 
sumptuously every day : 

And there was a certain b^- 
gar named Lazarus, which was 
laid at his^gate, full of sores, 

And desiring.to be fed with 
the crumbs which fell from the 
rich man's table: moreover, 
the dogs came and licked his 
sores. 
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And it came to pass, that 
the beggar died, and was car- 
ried by the angels into Abra- 
ham's bosom. The rich man 
also died, and was buried : 

And in hell he lifted up his 
eyes, being in torments, and 
seeth Abraham afar off, and 
Lazarus in his bosom. 

And he cried, and said, Fa- 
ther Abraham, have mercy on 
me, and send Lazarus, that he 
may dip the tip of his finger 
in water, and cool my tongue : 
for I am tormented in this 
flame. 

But Abraham said. Son, re- 
member that thou in thy life- 
time teceivedst thy good things, 
and likewise Lazarus evil things: 
but now he is comforted, and 
thou art tormented. 

And besides all this, between 
us and you there is a great 
gulf fixed : so that they which 
would pass from hence to you, 
cannot; neither can they pass 
to us, that would come from 
thence. 

Then he said, I pray thee 
therefore, father, that thou 
wouldest send him to my fa- 
ther's house : 

For I have five brethren; 
that he may testify unto them, 
lest they also come into this 
place of torment. 

Abraham saith unto him. 
They have Moses and the 
prophets ; let them hear them. 

And he said, Nay, father 
Abraham : bat if one went 



unto them from the dead, they 
will repent. 

And he said unto him, Tf 
they hear not Moses and the 
prophets, neither will they be 
persuaded, though one rose 
from the dead. 

17. 

UNPROFITABLE SERVANTS. 

(Chap, xvii., Ter. 6 to 10.) 

And the apostles said unto 
the Lord, Increase our faith. 

And the Lord said. If ye had 
faith as a grain of mustard- 
seed, ye might say unto this 
sycamine-tree. Be thou plucked 
up by the root, and be thou 
planted in the sea; and it 
should obey you. 

But which of you having a 
servant ploughing, or feeding 
cattle, will say unto him by 
and by, when he is come from 
the field, Go and sit down to 
meat ? 

And will not rather say unto 
him. Make ready wherewith I 
may sup, and gird thyself, and 
serve me, till I have eaten and 
drunken ; and afterward thou 
shalt eat and drink '/ 

Doth he thank that servant, 
because he did the things that' 
were commanded him ? I trow 
not. 

So likewise ye, when ye shall 
have done all those things 
which are commanded you, 
say, We are unprofitable ser- 
vants : we have done that 
which was our duty to do. 
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18. 

THE IMPORTUNATE WIDOW. 
(Chap, xviil., tct. 1 to 8.) 

And he spake a parable unto 
them to this end, that men 
ought always to pray, and not 
to faint; 

Saying, There was in a city 
a judge, which feared not God, 
neither regarded man. 

And there was a widow in 
that city ; and she came unto 
him, saying, Avenge me of 
mine adversary. 

And he would not for a 
while: but afterward he said 
within himself. Though I fear 
not God, nor regard man, 

Yet, because this widow 
troubleth me, I ^will avenge 
her, lest by her continual 
coming she weary me. 

And the Lord said, Hear 
what the unjust judge saith. 

And shall n6t God avenge 
his own elect, which cry day 
and night unto him, though he 
bear long with them ? 

I tell you that he will avenge 

them speedily. Nevertheless 

when the Son of man cometh, 

shall he find faith on the 

.earth? 

19. 

THE PHARISEE AND THE 

PUBLICAN. 

(Chap. xTiii.,ver. 9 to 17.) 

And he spake this parable 
unto certain which trusted in 
themselves that they were 
righteous, and despised others : 



Two men went up into the 
temple to pray; the one a 
Pharisee, and the other a pub- 
lican. 

The Pharisee stood and 
prayed thus with himself, God, 
I thank thee, that I am not as 
other men are, extortioners, 
unjust, adulterers, or even as 
this publican. 

I fast twice in the week, I 
give tithes of all that I pos- 
sess. 

And the publican, standing 
afar oflf, would not lift up so 
much as his eyes unto heaven, 
but smote upon his breast, say- 
ing, God be merciful to me a 
sinner. 

I tell you, this man went 
down to his house justified 
rather than the other: for 
every one that exalteth him- 
self shall be abased; and he 
that humbleih himself shall be 
exalted. 

And they brought unto him 
also infants, that he would 
touch them: but when his 
disciples saw it, they rebuked 
them. 

But Jesus called them unto 
him, and said. Suffer little chil- 
dren to come unto me, and for- 
bid them not: for of such ia 
the kingdom of God. 

Verily I say unto you. Who- 
soever shall not receive the 
kingdom of Gt)d as a little 
child, shall in no wise enter 
therein,

THE DIVINITY OP CHRIST. 
(Chap, i., Ter. 1 to 15, 17.) 

In the beginning was the 
Word, and the Word was with 
God, and the Word was God. 

The same was in the begin- 
ning with God. 

All things were made by 
him ; and without him was not 
any thing made that was made. 

In him was life ; and the life 
was the light of men. 

And the light shineth in 
darkness; pnd the darkness 
comprehended it not. 

There was a man sent from 
God, whose name was John. 

The same came for a wit- 
ness, to bear witness of the 
Light, that all men through 
him might believe. 

He was not that Light, but 
was sent to bear witness of that 
Light. 

That was the true Light, 
which lighteth every man that 
Cometh into the world. 

He was in the world, and 
the world was made by him, 
and the world knew him not. 

He came unto his own, and 
his own received him not. 

But as many as received 
him^ to them gave he power 



to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on 
his name : 

Which were born, not of 
blood, nor of the will of the 
flesh, nor of the will of man, 
but of God. 

And the Word was made 
flesh, and dwelt among us, (and 
we beheld his glory, the glory 
as of the only begotten of the 
Father,) full of grace and 
truth. 

John bare witness of him, 
and cried, saying. This was he 
of whom I spake. He that 
Cometh after me is preferred be- 
fore me ; for he was before me. 

* * * * 

For the law was given by 
Moses, but grace and truth 
came by Jesus Christ. 
2. 

WATER TURNED TO WINE. 
(Chap, ii., Ter. 1 to 11.) 

And the third day there 
was a inarriage in Cana of Gali- 
lee; and the mother of Jesus 
was there. 

And both Jesus was called, 
and his disciples, to the mar- 
riage. 

And when they wanted wine, 
the mother of Jesus saith unto 
him. They have no wine. 

Jesus saith unto her, Wo- 
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man, what liave I to do with 
thee? mine hour is not yet 
come. 

His mother saith unto the 
servants, Whatsoever he saith 
unto you, do it. 

And there were set there six 
water-pots of stone, after the 
manner of the purifying of the 
Jews, containing two or three 
firkins apiece. 

Jesus saith unto them. Fill 
the water-pots with water. And 
they filled them up to the 
brim. 

And he saith unto them. 
Draw out now, and bear unto 
the governor of the feast. And 
they bare it. 

When the ruler of the feast 
had tasted the water that was 
made wine, and knew not 
whence it was, (but the ser- 
vants which drew the water 
knew,) the governor of the 
feast called the bridegroom. 

And saith unto him. Every 
man at the beginning doth set 
forth good wine; and when 
men have well drunk, then 
that which is worse : but thou 
hast kept the good wine until 
now. 

This beginning of miraqles 

did Jesus in Cana of Gtililee, 

and manifested forth his glory; 

and his disciples believed on him . 

3. 

THE NEW BIRTH. 
(Chap, iil., Tor. 1 to 8.) 

There was a man of the 
Pharisees, named Nicodemus, 
a ruler of the Jews : 



The same came to Jesus by 
night, and said unto him, Kab- 
bi, we know that thou art a 
teacher come from God : for no 
man can do these miracles that 
thou doest, except God be with 
him. 

Jesus answered and said 
unto him. Verily, verily, I say 
unto thee, Except a man be 
born again, he cannot see the 
kingdom of God. 

Nicodemus saith unto him, 
How can a man be born when 
he is old? can he enter the 
second time into his mother's 
womb, and be born ? 

Jesus answered, Verily, ve- 
rily, I say unto thee. Except a 
man be bom of water and of 
the Spirit, he cannot enter into 
the kingdom of God. 

That which is bom of the 
flesh is flesh ; and that which 
is bora of the Spirit is spirit 

Marvel not that I said unto 
thee, Ye must be born again. 

The wind bloweth where it 
listeth, and thou hearest the 
sound thereof, but canst not 
tell whence it cometh, and 
whither it goeth : so is every 
one that is bora of the Spirit 



god's love. 

(Chap. iiL, ver. 14 to 19.) 

And as Moses lifted up the 
serpent in the wilderness, even 
so must the Son of man be 
lifted up : 

That whosoever believe th in 
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him should not perish, but 
have eternal life. 

For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth 
in« him should not perish, but 
have everlasting life. 

For God sent not his Son 
into the world to condemn the 
world; but that the world 
through him might be saved. 

He that believeth on him is 
not condemned: but he that 
believeth not is condemned 
already, because he hath not 
believed in the name of the 
only begotten Son of God. 

And this is the condemna- 
tion, that light is come into the 
world, and men loved darkness 
rather than light, because their 
deeds were evil. 



THE POOL OF BETHESDA. 
(Chap, v., yer. 2 to 9.) 

Now there is at Jerusalem, 
by the sheep market, a pool, 
which is called in the Hebrew 
tongue, Bethesda, having five 
porches. 

In these lay a great multi- 
tude of impotent folk, of blind, 
halt, withered, waiting for the 
moving of the water. 

For an angel went down at a 
certain season into the pool, 
and troubled the water: who- 
soever then first after the 
troubling of the water stepped 
in, was made whole of whatso- 
ever disease he had. 

And a certain man was there, 



which- had an infirmity thirty 
and eight years. 

When Jesus saw him lie, 
and knew that he had been 
now a long time in that case, 
he saith unto him. Wilt thou 
be made whole ? 

The impotent man answered 
him. Sir, I have no man, when 
the water is troubled, to put 
me into the pool : but while I 
am coming, another steppeth 
down before me. 
■ Jesus saith unto him, Kise, 
take up thy bed, and walk. 

And immediately the man 

was made whole, and took up 

his bed, and walked : and on 

the same day was the sabbath. 

6. 

JESUS IS THE SON OP GOD. 
(Chap, v., ver. 19 to 30.) 

Then answered Jesus and 
said unto them. Verily, verily, 
I say unto you, The Son can 
do nothing of himself, but 
what he seeth the Father do : 
for what things soever he 
doeth, these also doeth the Son 
likewise. 

For the Father loveth the 
Son, and sheweth him all 
things that himself doeth : and 
he will shew him greater 
works than these, that ye may 
marvel. 

For as the Father raiseth up 
the dead, and quickeneth them; 
even so the Son quickeneth 
whom he will. 

For the Father judgeth no 
man; but hath committed all 
judgment jmto the Son :

That all men should honour 
the Son, even as they honout 
the Father. He that honoureth 
not the Son, honoureth not 
the Father which hath sent 
him. 

Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, He that heareth my word, 
and helieveth on him that sent 
me, hath everlasting life, and 
shsdl not come into condemna- 
tion ; but is passed from death 
unto life. 

Verily, verily, I say unto 
you. The hour is coming, 
and now is, when the dead 
shall hear the voice of the Son 
of God: and they that hear 
shall live. 

For as the Father hath life 
in himself, so hath he given to 
the Son to have life in him- 
self; 

And hath given him au- 
thority to execute judgment 
also, because he is the Son of 
man. 

Marvel not at this : for the

And shall come forth ; they 
^at have done good, unto 
the resurrection of life; and 
they that have done evil, 
unto the resurrection of dam- 
nation.

which hath sent me.

OP THE SCRIPTURES. 
(Cbap. v., Ter. 39 to 47.) 

Search the scriptures;- for 
in them ye think ye have eter- 
nal life: and they are they 
which testify of me. 

And ye will not come to nie, 
that ye might have life. 

I receive not honour from 

2n. 

But I know you, that ye 
have not the love of God in 
you. 

I am come in my Father's 
name, and ye receive me not : 
if another shall come in his 
own name, him ye will re- 
ceive. 

How can ye believe, which 
receive honour one of another, 
and seek not the honour that 
Cometh from God only ? 

Do not think that I will ac- 
cuse you to the Father: there 
is one that accuseth you, even 
Moses, in whom ye trust. 

For had ye believed Moses, 
ye would have believed me: 
for he wrote of me. 

But if ye believe not his 
writings, how shall ye believe 
my words? 

8. 

THE BREAD OF LIFE. 
(Chap. Ti., Ter. 85 to 40, 44 to 61.) 

And Jesus said unto them, 
I am the bread of life : he that 
Cometh to me, shall never hun- 
ger; and he that believeth on 
mC; shall never thirst. 
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But I said anto yon, that ye 
also Iiave seen me, and believe 
not. 

All that the Father giveth 
me, shall come to me ; and him 
that Cometh to me, I will in no 
wise cast out. 

For I came down from hea- 
ven, not to do mine own will, 
but the will of him that sent 
me. 

And this is the Father's will 
which hath sent me, that of all 
which he hath given me, I 
should lose nothing, but should 
raise it up again at the last 
day. 

And this i* the will of him 
that sent me, that every one 
which seeth the Son, and be- 
lieveth on him, may have ever- 
lasting life: and I will raise 
him up at the last day. 

* * * * 

No man can come to me, ex- 
cept the Father which hath sent 
me draw him : and I will raise 
him up at the last day. 

It is written in the prophets, 
And they shall be all taught of 
God. Every man therefore that 
hath heard, ^nd hath learned 
of the Father, cometh unto 
me. 

Not that any man hath seen 
the Father, save he which is 
of God, he hath seen the Fa- 
ther. 

Verily, verily, I say unto 
you. He that believeth on me 
hath everlasting life. 

I am that bread of life. 

Your fathers did eat manna 
28 



in the wilderness, and are 
dead. " 

This is the bread which com- 
eth down from heaven, that a 
man may eat thereof, and not 
die. 

I am the living bread which 
caiJio down from heaven : if 
any ? Hill eat of this bread, he 
sliMti live for -ever: and the 
bread that I will give is my 
flesh, which I will give for the 
life of the world. 
9. 

THE LIGHT OF THE WORLD. 

(Chap. viiL, ver. 12 to 19.) 

Then spake Jesus again un- 
to them, saying, I am the light 
of the world : he that followeth 
me shall not walk in darkness, 
but shall have the light of 
life. 

The Pharisees therefore said 
unto him, Thou bearest record 
of thyself.; thy record is not 
true. 

Jesus answered and said un- 
to them. Though I bear record 
of myself, yet my record is 
true : for I know whence I 
came, and whithei:^ I go : but 
ye cannot tell whence I come, 
and whither I go. 

Ye judge after the flesh, I 
judge no man. 

And yet if I judge, my 
judgment is true : for I am 
not alone, but I and the Father 
that sent me. 

It is also written in your 
law, that the testimony of two 
men is true. 
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I am one that bear witness 
of njyself ; and the Father that 
• sent me, beareth witness of 
me. 

Then said they unto him, 
Where is thy Father ? Jesus 
answered. Ye neither know 
me, nor my Father : if ye had 
known me, ye should have 
known my Father also. 

10. 

TRUE FREEDOM. 
(Chap. viiL, ver. 31 to 36.) 

Then said Jesus to those 
Jews which believed on him, 
If ye continue in my word, 
then are ye my disciples in- 
deed; 

And ye shall know the truth, 
and the truth shall make you 
free. 

They answered him. We be 
Abraham's seed, and were 
never in bondage to any man : 
how sayest thou. Ye shall be 
made free ? 

Jesus answered them. Veri- 
ly, verily, I say unto you. Who- 
soever committeth sin, is the 
servant of sin. 

And the servant abideth, not 
in the house for ever, but the 
Son abideth ever. 

If the Son therefore shall 
make you free, ye shall be free 
indeed. 

11. 

THE BLIND MAN HEALED. 
(Chap, ix., ver. 1 to 7.) 

And as Jesus passed by, he 
saw a man which was blind, 
from his birth. 



And his disciples asked him, 
saying, Master, who did sin, 
this man, or his parents, that 
he was born blind ? 

Jesus answered, Neither 
hath this man sinned, nor his 
parents : but that the works of 
God should be made manifest 
in him. 

I must work the works of 
him that sent me whOe it is 
day: the night cometh, when 
no man can work. 

As long as I am in the world, 
I am the light.of the world. 

When he had thus spoken, 
he spat on the ground, and 
made clay of the spittle, and 
he anointed the eyes of the 
blind man with the clay. 

And said unto him. Go, wash 
in the pool of Siloam, (which is 
by interpretation, Sent.) He 
went his way therefore, and 
washed, and came seeing. 

12. 

THE GOOD SHEPHERD. 
(Chap. X., ver. 1 to 18.) 

Verily, verily, I say unto 
you. He that entereth not by 
the door into the sheepfold, 
but climbeth up some other 
way, the same is a thief and a 
robber. 

But he that entereth in by 
the door, is the shepherd of the 
sheep. 

To him the porter openeih ; 
and the sheep hear his voice : 
and he calleth his own sheep 
by name, and leadeth them 
out. 
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And when he putteth forth 
his own sheep, he goeth he- 
fore them, and the sheep fol- 
low him : for they know his 
voice. 

And a stranger will they not 
follow, hut will flee from him : 
for they know not the voice of 
strangers. 

This parahle spake Jesus 
unto them : hut they under- 
stood not what things they 
were which he spake unto 
them. 

Then said Jesus unto them 
again, Verily, verily, I say un- 
to you, I am the door of the 
sheep. 

All that ever came hefore 
me are thieves and rohhers : 
but the sheep did not hear 
them. 

I am the door : by me if any 
man ent^r in, he shall be sav- 
ed, and shall go in and out, and 
find pasture. 

The thief cometh not, but 
for to steal, and to kill, and to 
destroy : I am come that they 
might have life, and that they 
might have it more abund- 
antly. 

I am the good shepherd : the 
good shepherd giveth his life 
for the sheep. 

But he that is an hireling, 
and not the shepherd, whose 
own the sheep are not, seeth 
the wolf coming, and leaveth 
the sheep, and fleeth ; and the 
wolf catcheth them, and scat- 
tereth the sheep. 



The hireling fleeth, because 
he is an hireling, and careth 
not for. the sheep. 

I am the good shepherd, and 
know my sheep, and am known 
of mine. 

As the Father knoweth me, 
even so know I the Father: 
and I lay down my life for the 
sheep. 

And other sheep I have, 
which are not of this fold : 
them also I must bring, and 
they shall hear my voice ; and 
there shall be one fold, and one 
shepherd. 

Therefore doth my Father 
love me, because I lay down 
my life, that I might take it 
again. 

No man taketh it from me, 
but I lay it down of myself. I 
have power to lay it down, and 
I have power to take it again. 
This commandment have I re- 
ceived of my Father. 

13. 
Christ's sheep. 

(Chap. x.,Ter. 27 to 30.) 

My sheep hear my voice, and 
I know them, and they follow 
me: 

And I give unto them eter- 
nal life ; and they shall never 
perish, neither shall any pluck 
them out of my hand. 

My Father, which gave them 
me, is greater than all : and 
none is able to pluck them out 
of my Father's hand. 

I and my Father are one. 
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14. 

DEATH OP LAZAEUS. 

(Chap, x!., yer. 1 to 14.) 

Now a certain man was sick, 
named Lazarus, of Bethany, the 
town of Mary and her sister 
Martha. 

It was that Mary which 
anointed the Lord with oint- 
ment, and wiped his feet with 
her hair, whose brother Lazarus 
was sick. 

Therefore his sisters sent 
unto him, saying, Lord, behold, 
lie whom thou lovest is sick. 

When Jesus heard that, he 
said, This sickness is not unto 
death, but for the glory of God, 
that the Son of Grod might be 
glorified thereby. 

Now Jesus loved Martha, and 
her sister, and Lazarus. 

When he had heard there- 
fore that he was sick, he abode 
two days still in the same place 
where he was. 

Then after that saith he to 
his disciples. Let us go into 
Judca again. « 

His disciples say unto him. 
Master, the Jews of late sought 
to stone thee ; and goest thou 
thither again ? 

Jesus answered, Are there 
not twelve hours in the day? 
If ary man walk in the day, he 
etumbleth not, because he seeth 
the light of this world. 

But if a man walk in the 
night, he stumble th, because 
there is no light in him. 

These things said he : and 



after that he saith unto them^ 
Our friend Lazarus sleepeth ; 
but I go, that I may awake 
him out of sleep. 

Then said his disciples, Lord, 
if he sleep, he shall do well. 

Howbeit Jesus spake of his 
death : but they thought that 
he had spoken of taking of rest 
in sleep. 

Then said Jesus unto them 
plainly, Lazarus is dead. 
15. 

JESUS WITH THE MOURNERS. 
(Chap, xi., yer. 18 to 27.) 

New Bethany was nigh unto 
Jerusalem, about fifteen fur- 
longs off: 

And many of the Jews came 
to Martha and Mary, to comfort 
them concerning their brother. 

Then Martha, as soon as she 
heard that Jesus was coming, 
went and met him : but Mary 
sat still in the house. 

Then said Martha unto Jesus, 
Lord, if thou hadst been here, 
my brother had not died. 

But I know, that even now, 
whatsoever thou wilt ask of 
God, God will give it thee. 

Jesus saith unto her, Thy 
brother shall rise again. 

Martha saith unto him, I 
know that he shall rise again in 
the resurrection at the last day. 

Jesus said unto her, I am 
the resurrection, and the life : 
he that believeth in me, though 
he were dead, yet shall he live : 

And whosoever liveth and 
believeth in me shall never die. 
Believest thou this ? 
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She saith unto him, Yea, 
Iiord : I believe that thou art 
the Christ, the Son of God, 
which should come into the 
world. 

16. 

LAZARUS IS RAISED. 

(Chap, xi., ver.^ to 45.) 

Jesus therefore again groan- 
ing in himself cometh to the 
grave. It was a cave, and a 
stone lay upon it. 

Jesus said, Take ye away the 
stone. Martha, the sister of 
him that was dead, saith unto 
him, Lord, by this time he 
stinketh: for he hath been 
dead four days. 

Jesus saith unto her. Said I 
not unto thee, that, if thou 
wouldest believe, thou shouldest 
see the glory of God ? 

Then they took away the 
stone from the place where the 
dead was laid. And Jesus 
lifted up his eyes, and said. 
Father, I thank thee that thou 
hast heard me. 

And I knew that thou hear- 
est me always : but because of 
the people which stand by I 
said it, that they may believe 
that thou ha.st sent me. 

And when he thus had spoken, 
he cried with a loud voice, La- 
zarus, come forth. 

And he that was dead came 
focth, bound hand and foot with 
graveclothes ; and his face was 
bound about with a napkin. 
Jesus saith unto them. Loose 
him, and let'him go. 
28* 



Theti many of the Jews 
which came to Mary, and had 
seen the things which Jesus 
did, believed on him. 

17. 

OF HIS OWN DEATH. 
(Chap, xii., ver. 24 to 33.) 

Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, Except a corn of wheat 
fall into the ground and die, it 
abideth alone : but if it die, it 
bringeth forth much fruit. 

He that loveth his life shall 
lose it; and he that hateth his 
life in this world, shall keep it 
unto life eternal. 

If any man serve me, let him 
follow me; and where I am, 
there shall also my servant be : 
if any man serve me, him will 
my Father honour. 

Now is my soul troubled; 
and what shall I say ? Father, 
save me from this hour: but 
for this x^ause came I unto this 
hour. 

Father, glorify thy name. 
Then came there a voice from 
heaven, saying, I have both 
glorified it, and will glorify it 
again. 

The people therefore that 
stood by, and heard it, said that 
it thundered: others said. An 
angel spake to him. 

Jesus answered and said, 
This voice came not because of 
me, but for your sakes. 

Now is the judgment of this 
world : now shall the prince of 
this world be oast out. 

And I, if I be lifted up fron^ 
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the earth, will draw all men 
unto me. 

This he said, signifying what 
death he should die. 
18. 

MEN MUST BELIEVE. 
(Chap, zii., yer. 44 to 60.) 

Jesus cried, and said, He 
that helieveth on me, helieveth 
not on me, but on him that sent 
me: 

And he that seeth me, seeth 
him that sent me. 

I am come a light into the 
world, that whosoever helieveth 
on me should not abide in dark- 
ness. 

And if any man hear my 
words, and believe not, I judge 
him not: for I came not to 
judge the world, but to save 
the world. 

He that rejecteth me, and 
receiveth not my words, hath 
one that judgeth him : the word 
that I have spoken, the same 
shall judge him in the last day. 

For I have not spoken of 
myself; but the Father which 
sent me, he gave me a com- 
mandment, what I should say, 
and what I should speak. 

And I know that his com- 
mandment is life everlasting: 
whatsoever I speak therefore, 
even as the Father said unto 
me, so I speak. 
19. 

CHRIST WASHETH HIS DISCI- 
PLES' FEET. 
. (Chap. xiiL, yer. 1 to 17.) 

Now before the feast of the 
passover, when Jesus knew that 



his hour was come that he 
should depart out of this world 
unto the Father, having loved 
his own which were in the world, 
he loved them unto the end. 

And supper being ended, (the 
devil having now put into the 
heart of Judas Iscariot, Simon's 
son, to betray him,) 

Jesus knowing that the Fa- 
ther had given all things into 
his hands, and that he was 
come from Grod, and went to 
God; 

He riseth firom supper, and 
laid aside his garments, and 
took a towel, and girded himself. 

Aitcr that, he poureth wator 
into a basin, and began to 
wash the disciples'* feet, and to 
wipe them with the towel 
wherewith he was girded. 

Then cometh he to Simon 
Peter: and Peter saith unto 
him. Lord, dost thou wash my 
feet? 

Jesus answered and said unto 
him. What I do thou knowest 
not now ; but thou shalt know 
hereafter. 

Peter saith unto him. Thou 
shalt never wash my feet. 
Jesus answered him. If I wash 
thee not, thou hast no part with 
me. 

Simon Peter saith unto him. 
Lord, not my feet only, -but 
also my hands and my head. 

Jesus saith to him. He that 
is washed needeth not save to 
wash his feet, but is clean every 
whit : and ye are clean, but not 
all. 
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For he knew who should be- 
tray him: therefore said he, 
Ye are not all clean. 

So after he had washed their 
feet, and had taken ^is gar-^ 
ments, and was set down again, 
he said unto them, Know ye 
what I have done to you? 

Ye call me Master, and Lord : 
and ye say well ; for so I am. 

If I then, your Lord and 
Master, have washed your feet ; 
ye also ought to wasn one ano- 
ther's feet. 

For I have given you an ex- 
ample, that you should do as I 
have done to you. 

Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, the servant is not greater 
than his lord ; neither he that 
is sent greater than he that 
Bent him. 

If ye know these things, 
happy are ye if ye do them. 

20. 

THE NEW COMMANDMENT. 
(Chap. xiiL, Ter. 34, 35.) 

A new commandment I give 
unto you, That ye love one ano- 
ther ; as I have loved you, that 
ye also love one another. 

By this shall all men know 
that ye are my disciples, if ye 
have love one to another. 
21. 

JESUS THE WAY, THE TRUTH 

AND THE LIFE. 

(Chap, xir., Ter. 1 to 14.) 

Let not your heart be troub- 
led : ye believe in God, believe 
also in me. 

In my Father's house are 



many mansions : if it were i^ot 
so, I would have told you. I 
go to prepare a place for you. 

And if I go and prepare a 
place for you, I will come again 
and receive you unto myself; 
that where I am, there ye may 
be also. 

And whither I go ye know, 
and the way ye know. 

Thomas saith unto him. 
Lord, we know not whither . 
thou goest; and how can we 
know the way ? 

Jesus saith unto him, I am 
the way, the truth, and the 
life : no man cometh unto the 
Father, but by me. 

If ye had known me, yo 
should have known my Father 
also : and from henceforth ye 
know him, and have seen him. 

Philip saith unto him. Lord, 
shew us the Father, and it 
sufficeth us. 

Jesus saith unto him. Have 
I been so long time with you, 
and yet hast thou not known 
me, Philip ? he that hath seen 
me, hath seen the Father; and 
how sayest thou then. Shew us 
the Father? 

Believest thou not that I am 
in the Fatl^er, and the Father 
in me ? the words that I speak 
unto you, T speak not of my- 
self: but the Father that 
dwelleth in me, he doeth the 
works. 

Believe me that I am in the 
Father, and the Father in me : 
or else believe me for the very 
works' sake. 
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Verily, verily, I say unto 
you. He that believetli on me, 
the works that I do shall he do 
also; and greater works than 
these shall he do; because I 
go unto my Father. 

And whatsoever ye shall ask 
in my name, that will I do, 
that the Father may be glori- 
fied iti the Son. 

If ye shall ask any thing in 
my name, I will do it. 
22. 

OF THE COMFORTER. 
(Chap, xiv., Ter. 16 to 21.) 

If ye love me, keep my com- 
mandments : 

And I will pray the Father, 
and he shall give you another 
Comforter, that he may abide 
with you for ever ; 

Even the Spirit of truth ; 
whom the world cannot receive, 
because it seeth him not, nei- 
ther knoweth him : but ye 
know him; for he dwelleth 
with you, and shall be in you. 

I will not leave you comfort- 
less : I will come to you. 

Yet a little while, and the 
world seeth me no more ; but 
ye see me : because I live, ye 
shall live also. 

At that day ye shall know 
that I am in my Father, and 
ye in me, and I in you. 

He that hath my command- 
ments, and keepeth them, he 
it is that loveth me : and he 
that loveth me, shall be loved 
of my Father, and I will love 
him, and will manifest myself 
to him. 



23. 

OF LOVj: AND PEACE. 
(Chap. xiT., Tcr. 23 to 27.) 

If a man love me, he will 
keep my words : and my Father 
will love him, and we will 
come unto him, and make our 
abode with him. 

He that loveth me not, 
keepeth not my sayings : and 
the word which ye hear is not 
mine but the Father's which 
sent me. 

These things have I spoken 
unto you, being yet present 
with you. 

But the Comforter, which is 
the Holy Ghost, whom the 
Father will send in my name, 
he shall teach you all things, 
and bring all things to your re^ 
membrance, whatsoever I have 
said unto you. 

Peace I leave with you, my 
peace I give unto you : not as 
the world giveth, give I unto 
you. Let not your heart be 
troubled, neither let it be 
afraid. 

24. 

OF THE TRUE VINE. 
(Chap. XV., ver. 1 to 17.) 

I am the true vine, and my 
Father is the husbandman. 

Every branch in me that 
beareth not fruit, he taketh 
away: and every branch that 
beareth fruit, he purgeth it, 
that it may bring forth more 
fruit. 

Now ye are clean through 
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the word wbich I have spoken 
unto ydu. 

Abide in me, and I in you. 
As the branch cannot bear 
fruit of itself, except it abide 
in the vine : no more can ye, 
except ye abide in me. 

I am the vine^ ye are thd 
branches: He that abideth in 
me, and I in him, the same 
bringeth forth much fruit : for 
without me ye can do no- 
thing. 

If a man abide not in me, he 
is cast forth as a branch, and 
is withered; and men gather 
them, and cast them into the 
fire, and they are burned. 

If ye abide in me, and my 
words abide in you, ye shall 
ask what ye will, and it shall 
be done unto you. 

Herein is my Father glori- 
fied, that ye bear much fruit; 
BO shall ye be my disciples. 
25. 

LOVE ONE ANOTHER. 
(Chap. xv.,Ter. 9 to 17.) 

As the Father bath loved 
me, so have I loved you : con- 
tinue ye in my love. 

If ye keep my command- 
ments, ye shall abide in my 
love : even as I have kept my 
Father's commandments, and 
abide in his love. 

These things have I spoken 
unto you, that my joy might 
remain in you, and that your 
joy might be full. 

This is my commandment, 
That ye love one another, as I 
have loved you. 



Greater love hath no man 
than this, that a man lay down 
his life for his friends. 

Ye are my friends, if ye do 
whatsoever I command you. 

Henceforth I call you not 
servants ; for the servant know- 
eth not what his lord doeth: 
but I have called you friends ; 
for all things that I have heard 
of my Father, I have made 
known unto ;fou. 

Ye have not chosen me, but 
I have chosen you, and ordain- 
ed you, that ye should go and 
bring forth fruit, and that your 
fruit should remain : that what- 
soever ye shall ask of the Fa- 
ther in my name, he may give 
it you. 

These things I command 
you, that ye love one another. 
26. 

THE DISCIPLES COMFORTED. 
(Chap. XV., Ver. 18 to 27.) 

If the world hate you, ye 
know that it hated me before it 
hated you. 

If ye were of the world, the 
world would love his own ; but 
because ye are not of the world, 
but I have chosen you out of 
the world, therefore the world 
hateth you. 

Remember the word that I 
said unto you. The servant is 
not greater than his lord. If 
they have persecuted me, they 
will also persecute you ; if they 
have kept my saying, .they will 
keep yours also. • 

But all these things will they 
do unto you for my name's 
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sake, because they know not 
him that sent me. 

If I had not come and spoken 
unto them^ they had not had 
sin; but now they have no 
closdc for their sin. 

He that hateth me hat^th 
my Father also. 

If I had not done among 
them the works which none 
other man did, they had not had 
sin; but now have they both 
seen and hated both me and 
my Father. 

But this cometh to pass, 
that the word might be ful- 
filled that is written in their 
law, They hated me without a 
cause. 

But when the Comforter is 
come, whom I will send unto 
you from the Father, even the 
Spirit of truth, which pro- 
coedeth from the Father^ he 
shall testify of me: 

And ye also shall bear wit- 
ness, because ye have been 
with me from the beginning. 
27. 

OP PRATER TO CHRIST. 
(Chap, xvi., Ter. 23 to 33.) 

Verily, verily, I say unto 
you. Whatsoever ye shall ask 
the Father in my name, he 
will give it you. 

Hitherto have ye asked no- 
thing in my name : ask, and ye 
shall receive, that your joy may 
be full. 

These .things have I spoken 
unto you in proverbs : but the 
time cometh when I shall no 
more speak unto you in pro- 



verbs, but I shall shew you 
plainly of the Father. 

At that day ye shall ask in 
my name : and I say not unto 
you, that I will pray the Father 
for you: 

For the Father himself loveth 
you, because ye have loved me, 
and have believed that I came 
out from God. 

I came forth from the Fa- 
ther, and am come into the 
world : again, I leave the world, 
and go to the Father. 

His disciples said unto him, 
Lo, now speakest thou plainly^ 
and speakest no proverb. 

Now are we sure that thou 
knowest all things, and needest 
not that any man should ask 
thee : by this we. believe that 
thou camest forth from Grod. 

Jesus answered them, Do ye 
now believe ? 

Behold, the hour cometh, 
yea, is now come, that ye shall 
be scattered, every man to his 
own, and shall leave me alone : 
and yet I am not alone^ becanse 
the Father is with me. 

These things I have spoken 
unto you, that in me ye might 
have peace. In the world ye 
shall have tribulation : but be 
of good cheer; I have over- 
come the world. 
28. 

JESUS PRAYETH THE FATHER. 
(Chap. XTii., Tor. 1 to 8.) 

These words spake Jesus, 
and lifted up his eyes to 
heaven, and said, Father, the 
hour is come ; glorify thy Son, 
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that tliy Son also may glorify 
thee: 

As thou hast given him 
power over all flesh, that he 
should give eternal life to as 
many as thou hast given him. 

And this is life eternd, that 
they might know thee the only 
true God, and Jesus Christ 
whom thou hast sent. 

I have glorified thee on 
the earth : I have finished the 
work which thou gavest me 
to do. 

And now, Father, glorify 
thou me with thine own self, 
with the glory which I had 
with thee hefore the world was. 
I have manifested thy name 
unto the men which thou 
gayest me out of the world: 
thine they were, and thou 
gayest them me ; and . they 
have kept thy word. 

Now they have known that 
all things whatsoever thou hast 
given me are of thee. 

For I have given unto them 
the words which thou gavest 
me; and they have received 
them, and have known surely 
that I came out from thee, and 
they have believed that thou 
didst send me. 

29. 

jpS0S PRAYETH FOR THE 

APOSTLES. 

(Chap. XTii., yer. 9 to 17, 20, 21.) 

I pray for them-: I pray not 
for the world, but for them 
which thou hast given me ; for 
they are thine. 

And all mine are thine, and 



thine are mine ; and I am glo- 
rified in them. 

And now I am no more in 
the world, but these are in the 
world, and I come to thee. 
Holy Father, keep through 
thine own name those whom 
thou hast given me,. that they 
may be one, as we are. 

While I was with them in 
the world, I kept them in thy 
name: those that thou gavest 
me I have kept, and none of 
them is lost, but the son of 
perdition; that the scripture 
might be fulfilled. 

And now come I to thee, 
and these things I speak in the 
world, that they might have 
my joy fulfilled in themselves. 

I have given them thy 
word; and the world hath 
hated them, because they are 
not of the world, even as I am 
not of the world. 

I pray not that thou shouldest 
take them out of the world, but 
that thou shouldest keep them 
from the evil. 

They are not of the world, 
even as I am not of the world. 

Sanctify them through thy 
truth : thy word is truth. 

Neither pray I for these 
alone, but for them also which 
shall believe on me through 
their word ; 

That they all may be one; as 
thou, Father, art in me, and I 
in thee, that they also may be 
one in us : that the world may 
believe that thou hast sent me. 
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(Anno Domini, 88.) 



Christ's charge to the 
apostles. 

(Chi^ L, TOT. 1 to 8.) 

The former treatise have I 
made, Theophilus, of all 
that Jesus began both to do 
and teaoh. 

Until the day in which he 
was taken up, after that he 
through the Holy Ghost had 
given commandments unto the 
apostles whom he had chosen : 

To whom also he shewed 
himself alive after his passion, 
by many infallible proofs, being 
seen of them forty days, and 
speaking of the things pertain- 
ing to the kingdoltai of God : 

And being assembled toge- 
ther with them, commanded 
them that they should not de- 
part from Jerusalem, but wait 
for the promise of the Father, 
which, saith he, ye have heard 
of. me. 

For John truly baptized with 
water ; but ye shall be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost not many 
days hence. 

When they therefore were 
come together, they asked of 
him, saying, Lord, wilt thou at 
this time restore again the 
kingdom to Israel? 

And he said unto them, It 



is not for you to know the 
times or the seasons which the 
Father hath put in his own 
power. 

But ye shall receive power 
after that the Holy. Ghost is 
come upon you : and ye shall 
be witnesses unto me, both io 
Jerusalem, and in all Judea, 
and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth. 

2. 
Christ's ascension. 

(Chap, i., Tcr. 9 to 14.) 

And when he had spoken 
these . things, while they be- 
held, he waa taken upj an<i* 
cloud received him out of their 
sight. 

And while they looked stead- 
fastly toward heaven as he 
went up, behold, two men 
stood by them in white ap- 
parel; 

Which also said, Ye men ot 
Galilee, why stand ye ga«n^ 
up into heaven? thiB same 
Jesus which is taken up fi^® 
you into heaven, shall so coffl« 
in like manner as ye have seen 
him go into heaven. 

Then returned they onto «^ 
rusalem, from the mount called 
Olivet, which is from Jerusalem 
a sabbath-day's journey. 

And when they were come 
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in, they went up into an upper 
room, where abode both Peter, 
and James, and John, and An- 
drew, Philip, and Thomas, Bar- 
tholomew, and Matthew, James 
the son of Alpheus, and Simon 
Zelotes, and Judas the brother 
of James. ' : 

These all continued with one 
accord in prayer and supplica- j 
tion, with the women, and Mary , 
the mother of Jesus,^ and with 
his brethren. j 

3. 

THE DAY OF PENTECOST. | 
(Chap. IL, ver. 1 to 13.) | 

And when the day of Pente- 
cost was fully come, they were 
all with one accord in one 
place. 

And suddenly there came a 
sound from heaven, as of a 
rushing mighty wind, and it 
filled all 'the house where they 
were sitting. 

And there appeared unto 
them cloven tongues like as 
of fire, and it sat upon each of 
them. 

And they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost, and began to 
speak with other tongues, as 
the Spirit gave them utterance. 

And there were dwelling at 
Jerusalem Jews, devout men, 
out of every nation under 
heaven. . 

Now when this was noised 
abroad, the multitude came to- 
gether, and were confounded, 
because that every man heard 
them speak in his own lan- 
guage.

•And they were all amazed, 
and marvelled, saying one to 
another, Behold, are not all 
these which speak, Galileans ? 

And how hear we every man 
in our own tongue, wherein we 
were born? 

Parthians, and Medes, and 
Elamites, and the dwellers in 
Mesopotamia, and in Judea, 
and Cappadocia, in Pontus, 
and Asia, 

Phrygia, and Pamphylia, in 
E^ypt, and in the parts of 
Libya about Cyrene, and stran- 
gers of Kome, Jews and prose- 
lytes, 

Cretes and . Arabians, we do 
hear them speak in our tongues 
the wonderful works of God. 

And they were all amazed, 
and were in doubt, saying one 
to another. What meaneth 
this? 

Others mocking, said. These 
men are full of new wine. 

4. 

PETER'S DISCOURSE. 
(Chap. U., Ter. 14 to 86.) 

But Peter, standing up with 
the eleven, lifted up his voice, 
and said unto them, Ye men 
of Judea, and all ye that dwell 
at Jerusalem, be this known 
unto you, and hearken to my 
words : 

For these are not drunken, 
as ye suppose, seeing it is but 
the third hour of the day. 

But this is that which was 
spoken by the prophet Joel, 

And it shall come to pass in 
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the last days, saith God, I wijl 
pour out of my Spirit upon all 
flesh : and your sons and your 
daughters shall prophesy, and 
your young men shall see 
visions, and your old men shall 
dream dreams : 

And on my servants, and on 
my hand-maidens, I will pour 
out in those days of my Spirit; 
and they shall prophesy : 

And I will shew wonders in 
heaven above, and signs in the 
earth beneath ; bloody and fire^ 
and vapour of smoke. 

The sun shall be turned into 
darkness, and the moon into 
blood, before that great and no- 
table day of the Lord come. 

And it shall come to pass, 
that whosoever shall call on 
the name of the Lord, shall be 
saved. • 

Ye men of Israel, hear these 
words; Jesus of Nazareth, a 
man approved of God among 
you by miracles, and wonders, 
and signs, which God did by 
him in the midst of you, as ye 
yourselves also know : 

Him, beiing delivered by the 
determinate council and fore- 
knowledge of God, ye have 
taken, and by wicked hands 
have crucified and slain : 

Whom God hath raised up, 
having loosed the pains of 
death : because it was not pos- 
sible that he should be holden 
of it. 

For David speaketh concern- 
ing him, I foresaw the Lord 
always before my face; for he 



is on my right hand, that I 
should not be moved : 

Therefore did my heart re- 
joice, and my tongue was glad; 
moreover also, my flesh shall 
rest in hgpe : 

Because thou wilt not leave 
my soul in hell, neither vrilt 
thou suffer thine Holy One to 
see corruption. 

Thou hast made known to 
me the ways of life ; thou shalt 
make me full of joy with thy 
countenance. 

Men and brethren, let me 
freely speak unto you of the 
patriarch David^ that he is 
both dead and buried, and his 
sepulchre is with us unto this 
day. 

Therefore being a prophet, 
and knowing that God had 
sworn with an oath to him, 
that of the fruit of his loins, 
according to the flesh, he would 
raise up Christ to sit on his 
throne ; 

He seeing this before, spake 
of the resurrection of Christ, 
that his soul was not left in 
hell, neither his flesh did see 
corruption. 

This Jesus hath God raised 
up, whereof we all are wit- 
nesses. 

Therefore being by the rifflit 
hand of God exalted, and having 
received of the Father the pro* 
mise of the Holy Ghost, he 
hath shed forth this, which yo 
now see and hear. 

For David is not ascended 
into the heavens, but he saith 
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Limself, The Lord said unto 
my Lord, Sit thou on my right 
liand, 

Until I make thy foes thy 
footstool. 

Therefore let all the house 
of Israel know assuredly, that 
God hath made that same Jesus 
"whom ye have crucified, both 
Lord and Christ. 

MANY ARE CONVERTED. 
(Chap, it, yer. 37 to 43.) 

Now when they heard this, 
they were pricked in their 
heart, and said unto Peter and 
to the rest of the apostles, Men 
and brethren, what shall we do ? 

Then Peter said unto them. 
Repent, and be baptized every 
one of you in the name of 
Jesus Christ, for the remission 
of sins, and ye shall receive the 
gift of the Holy Ghost. 

For the promise is unto you. 
and to your children, and to all 
that are afar off, even as many 
as the Lord our God shall call. 

And with many other words 
did he testify and exhort, say- 
ing, Save yourselves from this 
untoward generation. 

Then they that gladly re- 
ceived his , word were bap- 
tized : and the same day there 
were added unto them about 
three thousand souls. 

And they continued stead- 
fastly in the apostles' doctrine 
and fellowship, and in break 
ing of bread, and in prayers. 

And fear came upon every 
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soul: and many wonders and 
signs were done by the apostles. 

6. 

A LAME MAN HEALED. 
(Chap, iit, Ter. 1 to 10.) 

Now Peter and John went up 
together into the temple, at the 
hour of prayer, being the ninth 
hour. 

And a certain man lame from 
his mother's womb was carried, 
whom they laid daily at the 
gate of the temple which is 
called Beautiful, to ask alms of 
them that entered into the tem- 
ple; 

Who, seeing Peter and John 
about to go into the temple, 
asked an alms. 

And Peter fastening his eyes 
upon him with John, said. 
Look on us. 

And he gave heed unto them, 
expecting to receive something 
of them. 

Then Peter said. Silver and 
gold have I none ; but such as 
I have give I thee: In the 
name of Jesus Christ of Naza- 
reth, rise up and walk. 

And he took him by the right 
hand, and lifted him up : and 
immediately his feet and ankle- 
bones received strength. 

And he, leaping up, stood, 
and walked, and entered with 
them into the temple, walking, 
and leaping, and praising God. 

And all the people saw him 
walking and praising God : 

And they knew that it was 
he which sat^for alms at the 
Beautiful gate of the temple: 
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and they were filled with won- 
der and amazement at that 
T^ich had happened unto him. 

7. 

PETER PREACHETH CHRIST. 
(Cbap. UL, Ter. 12 to 23.) 

And when Peter saw it, he 
answered unto the people, Ye 
men of Israel, why marvel ye 
at this? or why look ye so 
earnestly on us, as though by 
our own power or holiness we 
had made this man to walk ? 

The God of Abraham, and 
of Isaac, and of Jacob, the God 
of our fathers, hath glorified 
his Son Jesus ; whom ye deli- 
vered up, and denied him in 
the presence of Pilate, when 
he was determined to let 
him go. 

But ye denied the Holy One 
and the Just, and desired a 
murderer to be granted unto 
you; 

And killed the Prince of 
life, whom God hath raised from 
the dead } whereof we are wit- 
nesses. 

And his name, through faith 
in his name, hath made this 
man strong, whom ye see and 
know : yea, the faith which is 
by him hath given him this 
perfect soundness in the pre- 
sence of you all. 

And now, brethren, I wot 
that through ignorance ye did 
it, as did also your rulers. 

But those things, which God 
before had shewed by the mouth 
of all his prophets, that Christ 



should suffer, he hath so ful- 
filled. 

Bepent ye therefore, and be 
converted, that your sins may 
be blotted out, when the times 
of refreshing shall come from 
the presence of the Lord ; 

And he shall send Jesus 
Christ, which before was pleach- 
ed unto you : 

Whom the heaven must re- 
ceive until the times of restitu- 
tion of all things, which God 
hath spoken by the mouth of 
all his holy prophets since the 
world be^n. 

For Moses truly said unto 
the fathers, A Prophet shall 
the Lord your God raise up 
unto you of your brethren, like 
unto me ; him shall ye hear in 
all things whatsoever he shall 
say unto you. 

And it shall come to pass, 
that every soul, which will 
not hear that Prophet, shall 
be destroyed from among the 
people. 

.8. 

THE BELIEVERS. 

(Chap, iv., Ter. 82 to ST.) 

And the multitude of them 
that believed were of one heart 
and of one soul : neither said 
any of them that aught of the 
things which he possessed was 
his own; but they had all 
things common. 

And with great power gave 
the apostles witness of the re- 
surrection of the Lord Je^us : 
and great grace was upon them 
all. 
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Neither was there any among 
them that lacked : for as many 
as were possessors of lands or 
houses sold them, and brought 
the prices of the things that 
were sold, 

And laid them down at the 
apostles' feet : and distribation 
was made unto eyery man ac- 
cording as he had need. 

And Joses, who by the 
apostles was surnamed Barna- 
bas, (which is, being interpreted, 
The son of consolation,) a Le- 
vite, and of the country of Cy- 
prus, 

Having • land, sold it, and 
brought the money, and laid it 
at the apostles' feet. 

9. 

ANANIAS AND BAPPHIBA. 
(Chap. T.| rer. 1 to 10.) 

But a certain man named 
Ananias, with Sapphira his 
wife, sold a possession. 

And kept back part of the 
price, (his wife also being priyy 
to it,) and brought a certain 
part, and laid it at the apostles' 
feet. 

But Peter said, Ananias, why 
hath Satan filled thine heart to 
lie to the Holy Ghost, and to 
keep back part of the price of 
the land ? 

While it remained, was it not 
thine own? and after it was 
sold, was it not in thine own 
power? why hast thou con- 
ceived this thing in thine heart ? 
thou hast not lied unto men, 
but unto Ood. 
29* 



And Ananias hearing these 
words, fell down, and gave up 
the ghost. And great fear 
came on all them that heard 
these things. 

And the young men arose, 
wound him up, and carried him 
out, and buried him. 

And it was «bout the space 
of three hours after, when his 
wife, not knowing what was 
done, came in. 

And Peter answered unto 
her. Tell me whether ye sold 
the land for so much? And 
she said, Yea, for so much. 

Then Peter said unto her, 
How is it that ye have agreed 
together to tempt the Spirit of 
the Lord? behold the feet of 
them which have buried thy 
husband are at the door, and 
shall carry thee out. 

Then fell she down straight- 
way at his feet, and yielded up 
the ghost. And the young 
men came in, and found her 
dead, and carrying her forth, 
buried her by her husband. 

10* 

DEACONS APPOINTED. 
(Chap. tL, Ter. 1 to 8.) 

And in those days, when the 
number of the disciples was 
multiplied, there arose a mur- 
muring of the Grecians against 
the Hebrews, because their 
widows were neglected in the 
daily ministration. 

Then the twelve called the 
multitude of the disciples unto 
them, and said. It is not reason

that we sboUld leave the word 
of God, and serve tables. 

Wherefore, brethren, look ye 
out among you seven men of 
honest report, full of the Holy 
Ghost and wisdom, whom we 
may appoint over this business. 

Dut we will give ourselves 
continually to prayer, and to 
the ministry of the word. 

And the saying pleased the 
whole multitude: and they 
chose Stephen, a man full of 
faith and of ^e Holy Ghost, 
and Philip, and Prochorus, and 
Nicanor, and Timon, and Par- 
menas, and Nicolas a proselyte 
of Antioch, 

Whom they set before the 
apostles: and when they had 
prayed, they laid their hands 
on them. 

And the word of God in- 
creased ; and the number of the 
disciples multiplied in Jerusa- 
lem greatly; and a great com- 
pany of the priests were obe- 
dient to the faith. 

And Stephen, full of faith 
and power, did great wonders 
and miracles among the people. 

11. 

STEPHEN FALSELY ACCUSED. 
(Chap. Ti., Ter. 9 to 15.) 

Then there arose certain of 
• the synagogue, which is called 
the synagogue of the Liber- 
tines, and Cyrenians, and Alex- 
andrians, and of them of Cilicia 
and of Asia, disputing with 
Stephen. 

And they were not able to 



resist the wisdom and the spirit 
by which be spake. 

Then they suborned men, 
which said. We have heard 
him speak blasphemous words 
against Moses, and against Grod. 

And they stirred up the peo- 
ple, and' the elders, and the 
scribes, and came upon him, 
and caught him, and brought 
him to the council. 

And set up false witnesses, 
which said, This man ceaseth 
not to speak blasphemous words 
against this holy place, and the 
law: 

For we have heard him say, 
that this Jesus of Nazareth 
shall destroy this place, and 
shall change the customs which 
Moses delivered us. 

And all that sat in the coun- 
cil, looking steadfastly on him, 
saw his face as it had been the 
face of an angel. 

12. 

THE DEFENCE OP STEPHEN. 
(Chap, vii., ver. 1 to 7, 44 to 53.) 

Then said the high priest, 
Are these things so ? 

And he said. Men, brethren, 
and fathers, hearken ; The G^ 
of glory appeared unto our 
father Abraham, when he was 
in Mesopotamia, before he 
dwelt in Charran, 

And said unto him. Get thee 
out of thy country, and from 
thy kindred, and come into the 
land which I shall shew thee. 

Then came he out of the 
land of the Chaldeans, and 
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dwelt in Charran : and from 
thence, when his father was 
dead, he removed him into 
this land, wherein ye now 
dwell. 

And he gave him none inhe- 
ritance in it, no, not so much 
as to set his foot on : yet he 
promised that he would give it 
to him for a possession, and to 
his seed afler him, when as yet 
be had no child. 

And God spake on this wise. 
That his seed should sojourn in 
a strange land ; and that they 
should bring them into bondage, 
and entreat them evil four hun- 
dred years. 

And the nation to whom they 

shall be in bondage will I judge, 

said GU>d : and after that shall 

they come forth, and serve me 

in this place. 

♦ * * * 

Our fathers had the taber- 
nacle of witness in the wilder- 
ness, as he had appointed, 
speaking unto Moses, that he 
should make it according to the 
fashion that he had seen. 

Which also our fathers, that 
came after, brought in with 
Jesus into the possession of the 
Gentiles, whom God drave out 
before the face of our fathers, 
unto the days of David ; 

Who found favour before 
God, fend desired to find a ta- 
bernacle for the God of Jacob. 

But Solomon built him an 
house. 

Howbeit, the Most' High 
dwelletb not in temples made 



with hands; as saith the pro- 
phet. 

Heaven is my throne, and 
earth is my footstool : what 
house will ye build me ? saith 
the Lord : or what is the place 
of my rest ? 

Hath not my hand made all 
these things? 

Ye stiflF-necked, and uncir- 
cumcised in heart and ears, ye 
do always resist the Holy 
Ghost : as your fathers did, so 
do ye. 

Which of the prophets have 
not your fathers persecuted? 
and they have slain them which 
shewed before of the coming 
of the Just One -, of whom ye 
have been now the betrayers 
and murderers; 

Who have received the law 
by the disposition of angels^ 
and have not kept it. 

13. 

STEPHEN STONED TO DEATH. 
(Chap. tU., Ter. 64 to 60.) 

When they heard these 
things, they were cut to the 
heart', and they gnashed on 
him with their teeth. 

But he, being full of the 
Holy GhostJ looked up stead- 
fastly into heaven, and saw the 
glory of God, and Jesus stand- 
ing on the right hand of God, * 

And said. Behold, I see the 
heavens opened, and the Son 
of man standing on the right 
hand of God. 

Then they cried out with a 
loud voice, and stopped their 
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ears, and ran upon bim with 
one accord, 

And cast him. out of the 
city, and stoned him : and the 
witnesses laid down their clothes 
at a young man's feet, whose 
name was Saul. 

And they stoned Stephen, 
calling upon God, and saying, 
Lord Jesus, receive my spirit. 

And he kneeled down and 
cried with a loud voice, Lord, 
lay not this sin to their charge. 
And when he had said thb, he 
fell asleep. 

14. 

CONVERSION OP SAUL. 
(Chap. Ix, ret. 1 to 9.) 

And Saul, yet breathing 
out threatenings and slaughter 
against the disciples of the 
"Lord, went unto the high 
priest. 

And desired of him letters 
to Damascus to the synagogues, 
that if he found any of this 
way, whether they were men 
or women, he might bring 
them bound unto Jerusalem. 

And as he journeyed, he 
came' near Damascus : and sud- 
~denly there shined round about 
him a light from heaven : 

And he fell to the earth, and 
heard a voice saying unto him, 
Saul, Saul, why persecutest 
thou me ? 

And he said, Who art thou, 
Lord ? And the Lord said, I 
am Jesus whom thou perse- 
cutest. It is hard for thee to 
kick against the pricks. 



And he trembling, and as- 
tonished, said. Lord, what wik 
thou have me to do? And 
the Lord said unto him, Arise, 
and go into the city, and it 
shall be told thee what thou 
must do. 

And the men which journey- 
ed with him stood speechless, 
hearing a voice, but seeing no 
man. 

And Saul arose from the 
earth ; and when his eyes were 
opened, he saw no man: but 
they led him by the hand, and 
brought him into Damascus. 

And he was three days with- 
out sight, and neither did eat 
nor drink. 

15. 

BAPTISM OP SAUL. 
(Chap, ix^ rer. 10 to 20.) 

And there was a certain dis- 
ciple at Damascus, yarned Ana- 
nias; and td him said the 
Lord in a vision, Ananias. 
And he said, Behold, I am 
here. Lord. 

And the Lord said unto him. 
Arise, and go into the street 
which is called Straight, and 
inquire in the house of Judas 
for one called Saul of Tarsus : 
for behold, he prayeth. 

And hath seen in a vision a 
man named Ananias, coming 
in, and putting his hand on 
him, that he might receive his 
sight. 

Then Ananias answered. 
Lord, I have heard by many 
of this man, how much evil 
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he hath done to thy saints at 
Jerusalem : 

And here he hath authority 
from the chief priests, to bind 
all that call on thy name. 

But the Lord said unto him, 
Go thy way : for he is a chosen 
vessel unto me, to bear my 
name before the Gentiles, and 
kings, • and the children of 
Israel. 

For I will shew him how 
great things he must suffer for 
my name's sake. 

And Ananias went his way, 
and entered into the house : 
and putting his hands on him, 
said, Brother Saul, the Lord 
(even Jesus that appeared unto 
thee in the way as thou camest) 
hath sent me, that thou might- 
est receive thy sight, and be 
filled with the Holy Ghost. 

And immediately there fell 
from his eyes as it had been 
scales : and he received sight 
forthwith, and arose, and was 
baptized. 

And when he had received 
meat, he was strengthened. 
Then was Saul certain days 
with the disciples which were 
at Damascus. 

And straightway he preach- 
ed Christ in the synagogues, 
that he is the Son of God. 

16; 

TABITHA RESTORED TO LIFE. 
(Chap, ix^ ver. 36 to 42.) 

Now there was at Joppa a 
certain disciple named Tabitha, 
which by interpretation is call- 



ed Dorcas 5 this woman was full 
of good works and alms-deeds 
which she did. 

And it came to pass in those 
days, that she was sick, and 
died : whom when they had 
washed, they laid her in an 
upper chamber. 

And forasmuch as Lydia was 
nigh to Joppa, and the disciples 
had heard that Peter was there, 
they sent unto him two men, 
desiring him that he would not 
delay to come to them. 

Then Peter arose, and went 
with them. When he was 
conie, they brought him into 
the upper chamber: and all 
the widows stood by him weep- 
ing, and shewing ^he coats and 
garments which Dorcas made, 
while she was with them. 

But Peter put them all 
forth, and kneeled down, and 
prayed; and turning him to 
the body, said, Tabitha, arise. 
And she opened her eyes : and 
when she saw Peter, she sat 
up. 

And he gave her his hand, 
and lifted her up; and when 
he had called the saints and 
widows, he presented her 
alive. 

And it was known through 
out all Joppa: and many be- 
lieved in the Lord. 

17. 

THE VISION OP CORNELIUS. 
(Chap, z., Ter. 1 to 8.) 

There was a certain man in 
Cesarea, called Cornelius, a cen- 
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turion of tlie band caUed the 
Italian band, 

A devout man, and one that 
feared God with all his house, 
which gave much alms to the 
people, and prayed to Crod al- 
ways. 

He saw in a vision evident- 
ly, about the ninth hour of the 
day, an angel of God coming in 
to him, and saying unto him, 
Cornelius. 

And when he looked on him, 
he was afraid, and said, What 
is it. Lord ? And he said unto 
him, Thy prayers and thine 
alms are come up for a memo- 
rial before God. 

And now send men to Joppa, 
and call for one Simon, whose 
surname is Peter : 

He lodgeth with one Simon 
a tanner, whose house is by 
the sea-side : he shall tell thee 
what thou oughtest to do. 

And when the angel which 
spake unto Cornelius was de- 
parted, he called two of his 
household servants, and a de- 
vout soldier of them that wait- 
ed on him continually ; 

And when he had declared 
all these things unto them, he 
sent them to Joppa. 

18. 
Peter's vision. 

(Chap., X., Tcr. 9 to 23.) 

On the morrow, as they went 
on their journey, and drew nigh 
unto the city, Peter went up 
upon the house-top to pray, 
about the sixth hour : 



And he became very hungry, 
and would have eaten : but 
while they made ready, he fell 
into a trance. 

And saw heaven opened, and 
a certain vessel descending un- 
to him, as h had been a great 
sheet knit at the four comers, 
and let down to the earth: 

Wherein were all manner of 
four-footed beasts of the earth, 
and wild beasts, and creeping 
things, and fowls of the air. 

And there came a voice to 
him. Rise, Peter^; kill, and 
eat. 

But Peter said. Not so, 
Lord; for I have never eaten 
any thing that is common or 
unclean. 

And the voice spake unto 
him again the second time, 
What God hath cleansed, that 
call not thou common. 

This was done thrice: and 
the vessel was received up 
again into heaven. 

Now while Peter doubted in 
himself what this vision which 
he had seen should mean, be- 
hold, the men which were sent 
from Cornelius had made in- 
quiry for Simon's house, and 
stood before the gate, 
. And called, and asked whe- 
ther Simon, which was sumam- 
ed Peter, were lodged there. 

While Peter thought on the 
vision, the Spirit said unto 
him. Behold, three men seek 
thee. 

Arise therefore, and get thee 
down, and go with them, doubt- 
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ing nothing: for I have sent 
them. 

Then Peter went down to 
the men which were sent unto 
him from Cornelius ; and said, 
Behold, I am he whom ye seek : 
what is the cause wherefore ye 
are come ? ^ 

And they said, Cornelius the 
centurion, a just man, and one 
that feareth God, and of good 
report among all the nations of 
the Jews, was warned from God 
by an holy angel to send for 
thee into his house, and to hear 
words of thee. ' 

Then called he them in, and 
lodged them. And on the 
morrow Peter went away with 
them, and certain brethren 
from Joppa accompanied him. 

19. 

CORNELIUS AND PETER MEET. 
(Chap. X., vcp. 24 to 33.) 

And the morrow after they 
entered into Cesarea. And 
Cornelius waited for them, and 
had called together his kinsmen 
and near friends. 

And as Peter was coming in, 
Cornelius met him, and fell 
down at his feet, and worship- 
ped him. 

But Peter took him up, say- 
ing. Stand up : I myself also 
am a man. 

And as he talked with him, 
he went in, and found many 
that were come together. 

And he said unto them. Ye 
know how that it is an unlaw- 
ful thing for a man that is a 



Jew to keep company, or come 
unto one of another nation; 
but God hath shewed me that 
1 should not call any man com- 
mon or unclean. 

Therefore came I unto you 
without gainsaying, as soon as 
I was sent for : I ask therefore 
for what intent ye have sent 
for m© ? 

And Cornelius said, Four 
days ago I was fasting until 
this hour; and at the ninth 
hour I pi*ayed in my house, 
and behold, a man stood before 
me in bright clothing, 

And said, Cornelius, thy 
prayer is heard, and thine alms 
are had in remembrance in the 
sight of God. 

Send therefore to Joppa, and 
call hither Simon, whose sur- 
name is Peter ; he is lodged in 
the house of one Simon a tan- 
ner, by the sea -side: who, 
when he cometh, shall speak 
unto thee. 

Immediately therefore I sent 
to thee; and thou hast well 
done that thou art come. Now 
therefore are we all here pre- 
sent before God, to hear all 
things that are commanded 
thee of God. • 

20. 

PETER PREACHETH CHRIST. 
(Chap. X., ver. 34 to 48.) 

Then Peter opened his 
mouth, and said, Of a truth I 
perceive that God is no re- 
specter of persons : 

But in every nation, he that 
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fearcth him and worketh right- 
eousness, is accepted with him. 
The word which God sent 
unto the children of Israel, 
preaching peace hy Jesus 
Christ : (he is Lord of all :) 

That word, I say, ye know, 
which was puhlished through- 
out all Judea, and hegan from 
Galilee, after the b^tism 
which John preached ; 

How God anointed Jesus of 
Nazareth with the Holy Ghost 
and with power r who went 
about doing good, and healing 
all that were oppressed of the 
devil ; for God was with him. 

And we are witnesses of all 

things which he did, both in 

the land of the Jews, and in 

Jerusalem; whom they slew 

^ and hanged on a tree : 

Him God raised up the 
third day, and shewed him 
openly ; 

Not to all the people, but 
unto witnesses chosen before 
of God, even to us, who did 
eat and drink with him after 
he rose from the dead. 

And he commanded us to 
preach unto the people, and to 
testify that it is he which was 
ordained of God to be the 
Judge of quick and dead. 

To him give all the prophets 
witness, that through his name 
whosoever believeth in*** him 
shall receive remission of sins. 

While Peter yet spake these 
words, the Holy Ghost fell on 
all them which heard the 
word. 



And they of the circum- 
cision which believed, were 
astonished, as many as came 
with Peter, because that on 
the Gentiles also was poured 
out the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. 

For they heard them speak 
with tongues, and magnify 
God. Then answered Peter, 

Can any man forbid water, 
that these should not be bap- 
tized, which have received the 
Holy Ghost as well as we ? 

And he commanded them to 
be baptized in {he name of the 
Lord. 

21. 

PETER IN PRISON. 
(Chap, xil., yer. 1 to 10.) 

Now about that time Herod 
the king stretched forth hia 
hands to vex certain of the 
church. 

And he killed James the 
brother of John with the ^ 
sword. 

And because he saw it 
pleased the Jews, he proceeded 
fiirther to take Peter also. 
Then were the days of un- 
leayened bread. 

And when he had appre- 
hended him, he put him in 
prison, and delivered him to 
four quaternions of soldiers to 
keep him ; intending aft^r 
Easter to bring him forth to 
the people. 

Peter therefore was kept in 
prison : but prayer was made 
without ceasing of the church 
unto God for him. 
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And when Herod would 
have brought him forth, the 
same night Peter was sleeping 
between two soldiers, bound 
with two chains : and the 
keepers before the door kept 
the prison. 

And, behold, the angel of 
the Lord came upon him, and 
a light shined in the prison 1 
and he smote Peter on the 
side, and raised him up, say- 
ing, Arise up quickly. And 
his chains fell off from his 
hands. 

And the angel said unto 
him. Gird thyself, and bind on 
thy sandals : and so he did. 
And he saith unto him. Cast 
thy garment about thee, and 
follow me. 

And he went out, and fol- 
lowed him; and wist not that 
it was true which was done by 
the angel ; but thought he saw 
a vision. 

When they were past the 
first and the second ward, they 
came unto the iron gate that 
leadeth unto the city; which 
opened to them of his own ac- 
cord : and they went out, and 
passed on through one street; 
and forthwith the angel de- 
parted from him. • 

22. 

PAUL AT CYPRUS. 
(Chap, xiii^ ver. 1 to 12.) 

Now there were in the church 
that was at Antioch certain 
prophets and teachers ; as Bar- 
nabas, and Simeon that was 
30 



called Niger, and Lucius of Gy- 
rene, and Manaen, which had 
been brought up with Herod 
the tetrarch, and Saul. 

As they ministered to the 
Lord, and fasted, the Holy 
Ghost said, Separate me Barna- 
bas and Saul for the work 
whereunto I have called them. 

And when they had fasted 
and prayed, and laid their 
hands on them, they sent them 
away. 

So they, being sent forth by 
the Holy Ghost, departed unto 
Seleucia ; and from thence they 
sailed to Cyprus. 

And when they were at 
Salamis, they preached the 
word of God in the sybagogues 
of the Jews : and they had 
also John to their minister. 

And when they had gone 
through the isle unto Paphos, 
they found a certain sorcerer, a 
false prophet, a Jew, whose 
name was Bar-jesus : 

Which was with the deputy 
of the country, Sergius Pkulus, 
a prudent man ; who called for 
Barnabas and Saul, and desired 
to hear the word of God. 

But Elymas the sorcerer (for 
so is his name by interpreta- 
tion) withstood them, seeking 
to turn away the deputy from 
the faith. 

Then Saul, who also is called 
Paul, filled with the Holy 
Ghost, set his eyes on him, 

And said, full of all sub- 
tilty and all mischief, thou 
child of the devil, thou enemy 
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ef all righteousness, wilt thou 
not cease to pervert the right 
ways of the Lord ? 

And now, hehold, the hand 
of the Lord is upon thee, and 
thou shalt be blind, not seeing 
the sun for a season. And im- 
mediately there fell on him a 
mist and a darkness; and he 
went about seeking some to 
lead him by the hand. 

Then the deputy, when he 
saw what was done, believed, 
being astonished at the doc- 
trine of the Lord. 

23. 

PERSECUTION OF THE APOS- 
TLES. 
(Chap, xiv., vor. 1 to 7.) 

And it came to pass in Ico* 
nium, that they went both to- 
gether into the synagogue of 
the Jews, and so spake, that a 
great multitude both of the 
Jews and also of the Greeks 
believed. 

But the unbelieving Jews 
stirred up the Gentiles, and 
made their minds evil affected 
against the brethren. 

Long time therefore abode 
they speaking boldly in the 
Lord, which gave testimony 
unto the word of his grace, 
and granted signs and wonders 
to be done by their hands. 

But the multitude of the 
city was divided : and part held 
with the Jews, and part with 
the apostles. 

And when there was an as- 
sault made both of the Gentiles, 



and also of the Jews with their 
rulers, to use them despite- 
fully, and to stone them, 

They were aware of it, and 
fled unto Lystra and Derbe, 
cities of Lycaonia, and unto 
the region that lieth round 
about : 

And there they preached 
the gospel. 

24. 

LYDIA CONVERTED. 
(Chap, zri., yer. 9 to 15.) 

And a vision appeared to 
Paul in the night ; There stood 
a man of Macedonia, and 
prayed him, saying, Come over 
into Macedonia, and help us. 

And after he had seen the 
vision, immediately we endea- 
voured to go into Macedonia, 
assuredly gathering that the 
Lord had called us for to 
preach the gospel unto them. 

Therefore loosing from Troas, 
we came with a straight course 
to Samothracia, and the next 
day to Neapolis ; 

And from thence to Philippi, 
which is the chief city of that 
part of Macedonia, and a colony : 
and we were in that city abiding 
certain days. 

And on the sabbath we went 
out of the city by a river side, 
where prayer vras wont to be 
made; and we sat down, and 
spake unto the women which 
resorted thither. 

And a certain woman named 
Lydia, a seller of purple, of the 
city of Thyatira, which wor- 
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sliipped God, heard us : whose 
heart the Lord opened, that 
she attended unto the things 
which were spoken of Paul. 

And when she was baptized, 
and her household, she be- 
sought us, saying, If ye have 
judged me to be faithful to the 
Lord, come into my house, and 
abide there. And she con- 
strained us. 

25. 

PAUL AT THESSALONIOA. 
(Chap, xrii., yer. 1 to 8.) 

Now when they had passed 
through Amphipolis and Apol- 
lonia, they came to Thessalonica, 
■where was a synagogue of the 
Jews: 

And Paul, as his manner 
was, went in unto them, and 
three sabbath days, reasoned 
with them out of the Scrip- 
tures, 

Opening and alleging, that 
Christ must needs have suf- 
fered, and risen again from the 
dead ; and that this Jesus, whom 
I preach unto you, is Christ. 

And some of them believed, 
and consorted with Paul and 
Silas ; and of the devout Greeks 
a great multitude, and of the 
chief women not a few. 

But the Jews which believed 
' not, moved with envy, took 
unto them certain lewd fellows 
of the baser sort, and gathered 
a company, and set all the city 
on an uproar, and assaulted the 
house of Jason, and sought to 
bring them out to the people. 



And when they found them 
not, they drew Jason and cer- 
tain brethren unto the rulers of 
the city, crying. These that 
have turned the world upside 
down are come hither also ; 

Whom Jason hath received : 
and these all do contrary to the 
decrees of Cassar^ saying that 
there is another king, one 
Jesus. 

And they troubled the people 
and the rulers of the city, 
when they heard these things. 

26. 

PAUL AT ATHENS. 
(Chap. ZTii., yer. 22 to 33.) 

Then Paul stood in the midst 
of Mars' hill, and said. Ye men 
of Athens, I perceive that in 
all things ye are too supersti- 
tious. 

For as I passed by, and be- 
held your devotions, I found 
an altar with this inscription, 
TO THE UNKNOWN GOD. 
Whom therefore ye ignorantly 
worship, him declare I unto 
you. 

God that made the world 
and all things therein, seeing 
that he is Lord of heaven and 
earth, dwelleth not in temples 
made with hands ; 

Neither is worshipped with 
men's hands, as though he 
needed any thing, seeing he 
giveth to all life, and breath, 
and all things; 

And hath made of one blood 
all nations of men for to dwell 
on all the face of the earthy 
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and hath determined the times 
before appointed, and the 
bounds of their habitation ; 

That they should seek the 
Lord, if haply they might feel 
after him, and find him, though 
he be not far from every one 
of us : 

For in him we live, and 
move, and have our being ; as 
cei*tain also of your own poets 
have said, For we are also his 
offspring. 

Forasmuch then as we are 
the offspring of God, we ought 
not to think that the Godhead 
is like unto gold, or silver, or 
stone, graven by art and man's 
device. 

And the times of this igno- 
rance God winked at ; but now 
commandeth all men every- 
where to repent : 

Because he hath appointed a 
day, in the which he will judge 
the world in righteousness by 
that man whom he hath or- 
dained ; whereof he hath given 
assurance unto all men, in that 
he hath raised him from the 
dead. 

And when they heard of the 
resurrection of the dead, some 
mocked : and others said, We 
will hear thee a^ain of this 
matter. 

^o Paul departed from among 
them. 

27. 

PAUL AT CORINTH. 
(Chap. XTlii , Tor. 1 to 6.) 

After these things Paul de- 
parted from Athens, and came 
to Corinth; 



And found a certain Jew 
named Aquila, born in Pontus, 
lately come from Italy, with his 
wife Priscilla, (because that 
Claudius had commanded all 
Jews to depart from Kome,) 
and came unto them. 

And because he was of the 
same craft, he abode with them, 
and wrought : for by their oc- 
cupation they were tentmakers. 

And he reasoned in the syna- 
gogue every sabbath, and per- 
suaded the Jews and the Greeks. 

And when Silas and Timo- 
theus were come from Mace- 
donia, Paul was pressed in the 
spirit, and testified to the Jews 
that Jesus was Christ. 

And when they opposed 
themselves, and blasphemed, 
he shook his raiment, and said 
unto them, Your blood be upon 
your own heads ; I am clean : 
from henceforth I will go unto 
the Gentiles. 

28. 

Paul's speech before 

AGRIPPA. 
(Chap, xxvi., yer. 2 to 23.) 

I think myself happy, king 
Agrippa, because I shall answer 
for myself this day before thee, 
touching all the things whereof 
I am accused of the Jews : 

Especially, because I know 
thee to be expert in all customs 
and questions which are among 
the Jews : wherefore I beseech 
thee to hear me patiently. 

My manner of life from my 
youth, which was at the first 
among mine own nation at Je- 
rusaleiiv tnow all the Jews, 
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Which knew me from the 
beginning, (if they would tes- 
tify,) that after the most strait- 
est sect of our religion, I lived 
a Pharisee. 

And now I stand, and am 
judged for the hope of the pro- 
mise made of God unto our 
fathers : 

Unto which promise our twelve 
tribes, instantly serving God day 
and night, hope to come. For 
which hope's sake, king Agrip- 
pa, I am accused of the Jews. 

Why should it be thought a 
thing incredible with you, that 
God should raise the dead ? 

I verily thought with myself, 
that I ought to do many things 
contrary to the name of Jesus 
of Nazareth. 

Which thing I also did in 
Jerusalem: and many of the 
saints did I shut up in prison, 
having received authority from 
the chief priests; and when 
they were put to death, I gave 
my voice against them. 

And I punished them oft in 
every synagogue, and compelled 
them to blaspheme ; and being 
exceedingly mad against them, 
I persecuted them even unto 
strange cities. 

Whereupon, as I went to Da- 
mascus, with authority and com- 
mission from the chief priests, 

At mid-day, king, I saw 
in the way a light from heaven, 
above the brightness of the sun, 
shining round about me, and 
them which journeyed with me. 

And when we were all fallen 
30* 



to the earth, I heard a voice 
speaking unto me, and saying 
in the Hebrew tongue, Saul, 
Saul, why persecutest thou me ? 
It is hard for thee to kick 
against the pricks. 

And I said. Who art thou, 
Lord? And he said, I am 
Jesus whom thou persecutest. 

But rise, and stand upon 
thy feet : for I have appeared 
unto thee for this purpose, to 
make thee a minister and a 
witness both of these, things 
which thou hast seen, and of 
those things in the which I 
will appear unto thee ; 

Delivering thee from the 
people, and from the Gentiles, 
unta whom now I send thee. 

To open their eyes, and to 
turn them from darkness to 
light, and froni the power of 
Satan unto God, that they 
may receive forgiveness of sins, 
and inheritance among them 
which are sanctified by faith 
that is in me. 

Whereupon, king Agrippa, 
I was not disobedient unto the 
heavenly vision : 

But shewed first unto them 
of Damascus, and at Jerusalem, 
and throughout all the coasts 
of Judea, &nd then to the 
Gentiles, that they should re- 
pent and turn to God, and do 
works meet for repentance. 

For these causes the Jews 
caught niie in the temple, and 
went about to kill me. 

Having therefore obtained 
help of God, I continue unto 
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this day, witnessing "both to" 
small and great, saying none 
other things than those which 
the prophets and Moses did 
say should come : 

That Christ should suffer, 
and that he should be the first 
that should rise from the dead, 
and should shew light unto the 
people, and to the Gentiles. 
29. 

FESTUS AND PAUL. 
(Chap. xxTi., ver. 21 to 82.) 

• And as he thus spake for 
himself, Festus said with a 
loud voice, Paul, thou art be- 
side thyself^ much learning 
doth make thee mad. 

But he said, I am not mad, 
most noble Festus ; but speak 
forth the words of truth and 
soberness. 

For the king knoweth of 
these things, before whom also 
I speak freely: for I am per- 
suaded that none of these things 
are hidden from him ; for this 
thing was not done in a corner. 

King Agrippa, believest thou 
the prophets? I know that 
thou believest. 

Then Agrippa said unto Paul, 
Almost thou persuadest me to 
be a Christian. 

And Paul said, I would to 
God, that not only thou, but 
also all that hear me this day, 
were both almost, and altoge- 
ther such as I am, except these 
bonds. 

And when he had thus 
Rpoken, the king rose up, and 
the governor, and Bemice, and 
they that sat with them : 



And when they were gone 
aside, they talked between 
themselves, saying, This man 
doeth nothing wordiy of death 
or of bonds. 

Then said Agrippa unto 
Festus, This man might have 
been set at liberty, if he had 
not appealed unto Cesar. 

30. 

PAUL AT ROME. 
(Ch^. zxriii., Ter. 16 to 20.) 

And when we came to Eome, 
the centurion delivered the 
prisoners to the captain of the 
guard: but Paul was suffered 
to dwell by himself with a sol- 
dier that kept him. 

And it came to pass, that 
after three days Paul called the 
chief of the Jews together: 
and when they were come to- 
gether, he said unto them. 
Men and brethren, though I* 
have committed nothing against 
the people, or customs of our 
fathers, yet was I delivered 
prisoner from Jerusalem into 
the hands of the Bomans : 

Who, when they had exa- 
mined me, would have let me 
go, because there was no cause 
of death in me. 

But when the Jews spake 
against it, I was constrained to 
appealunto Cesar ; not that I had 
aught to accuse my nation of. 

For this cause therefore have 
I called for you, to see you, 
and to speak with you : be- 
cause that for the hope of Is- 
rael I am bound with this 
chain.

(Romans, cbap. L, Ter. 1 to 0.) 

Paul, a servant of Jesus

Which he had promised 
afore by his prophets in the 
holj Scriptures, 

Concerning his Son Jesus 
Christ our Lord, which was 
made of the seed of David ac- 
cording to the flesh ; 

And declared to be the Son 
of God with power, according 
to the spirit of holiness, by the 
resurrection from the dead : 

By whom we have received 
grace and apostleship, for obe- 
dience to the faith among all 
nations, for his name : - 

Among whom are ye also the 
called of Jesus Christ : 

To all that be in Rome, be- 
loved of God, called to be 
saints: Grace to you, and 
peace, from God our Father 
and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

First, I thank my God 
throujih Jesus Christ for you 
all, that your faith is spoken 
of throughout the whole world. 

For God is my witness, whom 



I serve with my spirit in the 
gospel of his Son, that without 
ceasing I make mention of you 
always in my prayers.

god's IMPARTIAL JUDGApSNT. 
(Romans, chap. IL, ver. 1 to 11.) 

Therefore thou art inexcusa- 
ble, man, whosoever thou art 
that judgest : for wherein thou 
judgest another, thqu con- 
demnest thyself; for thou that 
judgest doest the same things. 

But we are sure that the 
judgment' of God is according 
to truth against them which 
commit such things. 

And think'est thou this, 
man, that judgest them which 
do such things, and doest the 
same, that thou shalt escape 
the judgment of God ? 

Or despisest thou the riches 
of his goodness and forbearance 
and long-suffering; not know- 
ing that the goodness of God 
leadeth thee to repentance ? 

But, after thy hardness and 
impenitent heart, treasurest up 
unto thyself wrath against the 
day of wrath and revelation of 
the righteous judgment of God; 

Who will render to every 
man according to his deeds : 

To them who by patient con- 
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tinuance in well doing seek for 
glory and honour and immor- 
tality, eternal life : 

But unto them that are con- 
tentious, and do not obey the 
truth, but obey unrighteous- 
ness, indignation and wrath, 

Tribulation and anguish, 
upon every soul of man that 
doeth evil; of the Jew first, 
and also of the Gentile ; 

But glory, honour, and peace, 
to every man that worketh good ; 
to the Jew first, and also to the 
Grentile : 

For there is no xespect of 
persons with God. 

8. 

(ff JUSTIFICATION. 
(Romans, chap, t^ ver. 1 to 8.) 

Therefore being justified by 
faith, we have peace with God, 
through our Lord Jesus Christ : 

By whom also we have access 
by faith into this* grace wherein 
we stand, and rejoice in hope 
of the glory of God. 

And not only so, but we 
glory in tribulations also; know- 
ing that tribulation worketh pa- 
tience ; ^ 

And patience, experience ; 
and experience, hope : 

And hope maketh not 
ashamed: because the love of 
God is shed abroad in our 
hearts by the Holy Ghost 
which is given unto us. 

For when we were yet with- 
out strength, in due time Christ 
died for the ungodly. 

For scarcely for a righteous 



man will one die : yet perad- 
venture for a good man some 
would even dare to die. 

But Gtxl commendeth his 
love towards us, in that while 
we were yet sinners, Christ 
died for us. 

4. 

OP CHRISTIAN DUTIES. 
(Romans, chap, ziLyTer. 9 to 21.) 

Let love be without dissimu- 
lation. Abhor that which is 
evil ; cleave to that which is 
good. 

Be kindly affectioned one 
to another with brotherly love; 
in honour preferring one an- 
other ; 

Not slothful in business; 
fervent in spirit; serving the 
Lord ; 

Rejoicing in hope; patient 
in tribulation ; continuing in- 
stant in prayer; 

Distributing to the necessity 
of saints ; given to hospitality. 

Bless them which persecute 
you; bless, and curse not. 

Rejoice with them that do 
rejoice, and weep with them 
that weep. 

Be of the same mind one 
toward another. Mind not high 
things, but condescend to men 
of low estate. Be not wise m 
your own conceit^. 

Recompense to no man eru 
for evil. Provide things honest 
in the sight of all men. 

If it be pc^ible, as much as 
lieth in you, live peaceably with 
all men. 
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Dearly beloved, avenge not 
yonjselves, but rather give 
place unto wratb : for it is 
written, Vengeance is mine ; I 
will repay, saith the Lord. 

Therefore, if thine enemy 
hunger, feed him ; if he thirst, 
give him drink : for in so doing 
thou shalt heap coals of fire on 
his head. 

Be not overcome of evil, but 
overcome evil with good. 

'• 5. 

DUTIES TO MAGISTRATES. 
(RomanB, chap, xiii., ver. 1 to 5.) 

Let every soul be subject 
unto the higher powers. For 
there is no power but of God : 
the powers that be are ordained 
of God. 

Whosoever therefore resisteth 
the power, resisteth the ordi- 
nance of God : and they that 
resist shall receive to them- 
selves damnation. 

For rulers are not a terror to 
good works, but to- the evil. 
Wilt thou then not be afraid 
of the power ? do that which is 
good, and thou shalt have praise 
of the same : 

For he is the minister of 
God to thee for good. But if 
thou do that which is evil, be 
afraid ; for he beareth not the 
sword in vain : for he is the 
minister of God, a revenger to 
execute wrath upon him that 
doeth evil. 

Wherefore ye must needs be 
subject, not only for wrath, but 
also for conscience' sake. 



6. 

OP THE COMMANDMENTS. 
(Romans, chap, xiil., ver. 7 to 10.) 

Kender therefore to all their 
dues : tribute to whom tribute 
is due; custom to whom cus- 
tom; fear to whom fear; ho- 
nour to whom honour. 

Owe no man any thing, but 
to love one another: for he 
that loveth another hath ful- 
filled the kw. 

For this. Thou shalt not com- 
mit adultery. Thou shalt not 
kill. Thou shalt not steal. Thou 
shalt not bear false witness, 
Thou shalt not covet; and if 
there be any other command- 
ment, it is briefly comprehend- 
ed in this saying, namely, 
Thou shalt love thy neighbour 
as thyself. 

Love worketh no ill to his 
neighbour: tnerefore love is 
the fulfilling of the law. 



ALL JUDGED OP GOD. 
(Romans, chap, xir., ver. 10 to IS.) 

But why dost thou judge thy 
brother ? or why dost thou set 
at nought thy brother ? for we 
shall all stand before the judg- 
ment-seat of Christ. 

For it is written, As I live, 
saith the Lord, every knee 
shall bow to me, and every 
tongue shall confess to God. 

So then every one of us 
shall give account of himself 
to God. 

Let us not therefore judge 
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one another any more: but 
judge this rather, that no man 
put a stumbling-block, or an 
occasion to fall in his bro- 
ther's way. 

8. 
OP god's kingdom. 

(BomaDB, chap, zir^ ver. 16 to 19.) 

Let not then your good be 
evil spoken of: 

For the kingdom of God is 
not meat and drink, but right- 
eousness, and peace, and joy in 
the Holy Ghost. 

For he that in these things 
serveth Christ, is acceptable to 
God, and approved of men. 

Let us therefore follow a^r 
the things which make for 
peace, and things wherewith 
one may edify another. 

9. 

THE STRONG TO BEAR WITH 
THE WEAK. 

(Romans, chap, xr., ver. 1 to 7.) 

We then that are strong 
ought to bear the infirmities 
of the weak, and not to please 
ourselves. 

Let every one of us please 
his neighbour for his good to 
edification. 

For even Christ pleased not 
himself; but, as it is written, 
The reproaches of them that 
reproached thee fell on me. 

For whatsoever things were 
written aforetime were written 
for our learning, that we 
through patience and comfort 
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of the Scriptures might have 
hope. 

. Now the God of patience 
and consolation grant you to 
be likeminded one toward an- 
other according to Christ Jesoa : 
That ye may with one mind 
and one mouth glorify God, 
even the Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

Wherefore receive ye- one 
another, as Christ also received 
us, to the glory of Gt)3. 

10. 

PREACHING THE GROSS. 
(L Cor., ohap. !., ver. 18 to 21, 25 to 31.) 

For the preaching of the 
cross is to them that perish, 
foolishness ; but unto us which 
are saved, it is the power of 
God. 

For it is written, I will de- 
stroy the wisdom of the wise, 
and will bring to nothing the 
understanding of the prudent. 

Where is the wise ? where is 
the scribe? where is the dis- 
puter of this world ? hath not 
God made foolish the wisdom 
of this world? 

For after that in the wisdom 
of God the world by wisdom 
knew not God, it pleased God 
by the foolishness of preaching 
to save, them that believe. 

***** 

Because the foolishness of 
God is wiser than men; and 
the weakness of God is stronsrer 
than men. 

For ye see your calling, 
brethren, how that not many 
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wise men after the flesh, not 
many mighty, not many noble, 
are called : 

But God hath chosen the 
foolish things of the world to 
confound the wise; and God 
hath chosen the wea^ things of 
the world to confound the 
things which are mighty; 

And base things of the world, 
and things which are despised, 
hath God chosen, yea, and 
things which are not, to bring 
to nought things that are : 

That no flesh should glory 
in his presence. 

But of him are ye in Christ 
Jesus, who of God is made unto 
us wisdom, and righteousness, 
and sanctification, and redemp- 
tion : 

That, according as it is writ- 
ten. He that glorieth, let him 
glory in the Lord. 
11. 

OP GOING TO LAW. 
(I. Cor., chap, ri., yer. 1 to 10.) 

Dare any of you, having a 
matter against another, go to 
law before the unjust, and not 
before the saints ? 

Do ye not know that the 
saints shall judge the world? 
and if the world shall be judged 
by you, are ye unworthy to 
judge the smallest matters ? 

Know ye not that we shall 
judge angels ? how much more, 
things that pertain to this life ? 

If then ye have judgments 
of things pertaining to this life, 
aet them to judge who are least 
esteemed in the church. 



I speak to your shame. Is 
it so, that there is not a wise 
man among you ? no, not one 
that shall be able to judge be- 
tween his brethren ? 

But brother goeth to law 
with brother, and that before 
the unbelievers. 

Now therefore there is ut- 
terly a fault among you, be- 
cause ye 'go to law one with 
another. Why do ye not rather 
take wrong ? why do ye not ra- 
ther suffer yourselves to be de- 
frauded ? 

Nay, ye do wrong, and de- 
fraud, and that your brethren. 

Know ye not that the un- 
righteous shall not inherit the 
kingdom of God ? Be not de- 
ceived j neither fornicators, nor 
idolaters, nor adulterers, nor 
effeminate, nor abusers of them- 
selves with mankind, 

Nor thieves, nor covetous, 
nor drunkards, nor revilers, nor 
extortioners, shall inherit the 
kingdom of God. 
12. 

THE EXCELLENCY OP CHARITY. 
(I. Cor., chap. xiiL, yer. 1 to 13.) 

Though I speak with the 
tongues of men and of angels, 
and have not charity, I am be- 
come as sounding brass, or a 
tinkling cymbal. 

And though I have the gift 
of prophecy, and understand 
all mysteries, and all know- 
ledge; and though I have all 
faith, so that I could remove 
mountains, and have not ch&> 
rity, I am nothing. 
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And though I bestow all my 
goods to feed the poor^ and 
though I give my body to be 
burned, and have not charity, 
it profiteth me nothing. 

Charity suflfereth long, and 
is kind; charity envieth not; 
charity vaunteth not itself, is 
not puffed up, 

Doth not behave itself un 
seemly, seeketh not her own, is 
not easily provoked, thinketh 
no evil; 

Rejoice th not in iniquity, but 
rejoice th in the truth ; 

Beareth all things, believeth 
all things, hopeth all things, 
en dure th all things. 

Charity never faileth : but 
whether there be prophecies, 
they shall fail; whether there 
be tongues, they shall cease; 
whether there be knowledge, it 
shall vanish away. 

For we know in part, and 
we prophesy in part. 

But when that which is per- 
fect is come, then that which 
is in part shall be done away. 

When I was a child, I spake 
as a child, I understood as a 
child, I thought as a child : but 
when I became a man, I put 
away childish things. 

For now we see through a 
glass, darkly ; but then face to 
face : now I know in part ; but 
then shall I know even as also 
I am known. 

And now abideth faith, hope, 
charity, these three; but the 
greatest of these is charity. | 



13. 

HOW THE DEAD ARE RAISED. 
(I. Cor^ chi^. XT., ver. 35, 51 to 57.) 

But some man will say, How 
are the dead raised up? tnd 
with what body do they come? 

* * * * 

Behold, I shew you a mys- 
tery; We shall not all sleep, 
but we shall all be changed, 

In a moment, in the twink- 
ling of an eye, at the last 
trump : for the trumpet shall 
sound, and the dead shall be 
raised incorruptible, and we 
shall be changed. 

For this corruptible must put 
on incorruption, and this mortal 
must put on immortality.

14. 

OP UNEQUAL MARRIAGES- 

(IL Cor., chap, vl^ rer. 14 to 18.) 

Be ye not unequally yoked 
together with unbelievers: W^ 
what fellowship hath righteou^ 
ness with unrighteousness? ^^ 
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what commuDion hath light 
with darkness ? 

And what concord hath Christ 
with Belial ? or what part hath 
he that believeth with an infidel ? 

And what agreement hath 
the temple of God with idols? 
for ye are the temple of the 
living God ; as God hath said, 
I will dwell in them, and walk 
in them ; and I will be their 
God, and they shall be my 
people. 

Wherefore come out from 
among them, and be ye sepa- 
rate, saitb the Lord, and touch 
not the unclean thing; and I 
will receive you; 

And will be a Father unto 
you, and ye shall be my sons 
and daughters^ saith the Lord 
Almighty. 

15. 

OF THE TRUE HEIR. 
(Gal.i chap. ir» ver. 1 to 7.) 

Now I say, That the heir, as 
long as he is a child, differ- 
eth nothing from a servant, 
though he be lord of all ; 

But is under tutors and go- 
vernors until the time appointed 
of the father. 

Even so we, when we were 
children, were in bondage under 
the elements of the world : 

But when the fulness of the 
time was come, God sent forth 
his son, made of a woman, 
made under the law, 

To redeem them that^were 

^ under the law, that we might 

receive the adoption of sons. 
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And because ye are sons, 
God hath sent forth the Spirit 
of his Son into your hearts, 
crying, Abba, Father. 

Wherefore thou art no more 
a servant, but a son ; and if a 
son, then an heir of God through 
Christ. 

16. 

GOSPEL LIBERTY. 
(Gal., chap, v., ver. 13 to 26.) 

For^ brethren, ye have been 
called unto liberty; only use 
not liberty for an occasion to 
the flesh, bnt by love serve one 
another. 

For all the law is fulfilled in 
one word, even in this. Thou 
shalt love thy neighbour as thy- 
self. 

But if ye bite and devour 
one another, take heed that ye 
be not consumed one of ano- 
ther. 

This I say then, Walk in the 
Spirit, and ye shall not fulfil 
the lust of the flesh. 

For the flesh lusteth against 
the Spirit, and the Spirit 
against the flesh : and these are 
contrary the one to the other; 
so that ye cannot do the things 
that ye would. 

But if ye be led by the Spi- 
rit, ye are not under the law. 

Now the works of the flesh 
are manifest, which are these. 
Adultery, fornication, unclean- 
ness, lasciviousness. 

Idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, 
variance, emulations, wrath| 
strife, seditions, heresiof^ 
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Envyings, murders, drunken- 
ness, revellings, and sucli like : 
of the which I tell you hefore, 
as I have also told you in time 
past, that they which do such 
things shall not inherit the 
kingdom of Gk)d. 

But the fruit of the Spirit is 
love, joy, peace, long-suffering, 
gentleness, goodness, faith, 

Meekness, temperance : a- 
gainst such there is no law. 

And they that are Christ's 
have crucified the flesh, with 
the affections and lusts. 

If we live in tba Spirit, let 
us also walk in the Spirit. 

Let us not be desirous of 
vain-glory, provoking one ano- 
ther, envying one another. 

17. 

DO GOOD TO ALL. 
(Oal., chftp. tL, ver. 1 to 16.) 

Brethren, if a man be over- 
taken in a fault, ye which are 
spiritual, restore such an one in 
the spirit of meekness; consi- 
dering thyself, lest thou also be 
tempted. 

Bear ye one another's bur- 
dens, and so fulfil the law of 
Qhrist. 

For if a man think himself 
to be something, when he is 
nothing, he deoeiveth himself. 

But let every man prove his 
own work, and then shall he 
have rejoicing in himself alone, 
and not in apother. 

For every man shajl bear his 
o.wn burden. 

Let him that is taught in the 



word, communicate unto him 
that teacheth in all good things. 

Be not deceived ; God is not 
mocked : for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap. 

For he that sowetb to his 
flesh, shall of the flesh reap cor- 
ruption : but he that soweth to 
the Spirit, shall of the Spirit 
reap life everlasting. 

And let us not be weary in 
well-doing: for in due season 
we shall reap if we faint not. 

As we have therefore oppor- 
tunity, let us do good unto all 
men, especially unto them who 
are of the household of faith. 
18. 

OF QBACE AND QOOD WOBKS. 
(Eph^ chap, ii., yer. 1 to 10.) 

And you hath he quickened, 
who were dead in trespasses 
and sins ; 

Wherein in time past ye 
walked according to the course 
of this world, according to the 
prince of the power of the air, 
the spirit that now worketh in 
the children of disobedience : 

Among whom also we all 
had our conversation in times 
past in the lusts of our flesh, 
fulfilling the desires of the 
flesh and of the mind; and 
were by nature the children of 
wrath, even as others. 

But Grod, who is rich in 
mercy, for his great love where- 
with he loved us, 

Even when we were dead in 
sins, hath quickened us to- 
gether with Christ; (by grace 
ye are saved;) 
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And hath raised us up to- 1 
gether, and made us sit to- 
gether in heavenly places, in 
Christ Jesus : 

That in the ages to come he 
might shew the exceeding 
riches of his grace in his kind- 
ness toward uS; through Christ 
Jesus. 

For by grace are ye saved, 
through faith ; and that not of 
yourselves: it is the gift of 
God: 

Not of works, lest any man 
should boast. 

For we are his workman- 
ship, created in Christ J^sus 
unto good works, which God 
hath before ordained that we 
should walk in them. 

19. 

OF WIVES AND HUSBANDS. 
(Eph., chap, v., yer. 22 to 33.) 

Wives, submit yourselves 
unto your own husbands, as 
unto the Lord. 

For the husband is the head 
of the wife, even as Christ is 
the head of the church: and 
he is the Saviour of the body.. 

Therefore as the church is 
subject unto Christ, so let the 
wives be to their own husbands 
in every thing. 

Husbands, love your wives, 
even as Christ also loved the 
church, and gave himself for it ; 

That he might sanctify and 
cleanse it with the washing of 
water by the word, 

7hat he might present it to 
himself a glorious churchy not 



having spot or wrinkle, or any 
such thing ; but that it should 
be holy and without blemish. 

So ought men to love their 
wives, as their own bodies. He 
that loveth his wife loveth him- 
self 

For no man ever yet hated 
his own flesh; but nourisheth 
and cherisheth it, even as the 
Lord the church : 

For we are members of his 
body, of his flesh, and of his 
bones. 

For this cause shall a man 
leave his father and mother, 
and shall be joined unto his 
wife, and they two shall be 
one flesh. 

- This is a great mystery : but 
I speak concerning Christ and 
the church. 

Nevertheless, let every one 
of you in particular so love ^his 
wife even as himself: and the 
wife see that she reverence her 
husband. 

20. 

OP CHILDREN AND PARENTS. 

(£ph., chap, ri^ yer. 1 to 4.) 

Children, obey your parents 
in the Lord : for this is right. 

Honour thy father and mo- 
ther, (which is the first com- - 
mandment with promise,) 

That it may be well with 
thee, and thou mayest live 
long on the earth. 

And, ye fathers, provoke 
not your children to wrath : 
but bring them up in the 
nurture and admonition of tho 
Lord. 
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21. 

OP SERVANTS AND MASTERS. 
(Eph^ chftp. tL, rer. 5 to 9.) 

Servants, be obedient to 
them tbat are yonr masters ac- 
cording to the flesh, with fear 
and trembling, in singleness of 
jour heart, as unto Christ; 

Not with eye-service, as 
men-pleasers ; but as the ser- 
vanfs of Christ, doing the will 
of God from the heart; 

With good will doing ser- 
vice, as to the Lord, and not 
to men : 

Knowing that whatsoever 
good thing any man doeth, the 
same shall he receive of the 
Lord, whether he be bond or 
free. 

And, ye masters, do the 
same things unto them, for- 
bearing threatening f knowing 
that your Master also is in 
heaven ; neither is there re- 
spect of persons with him. 

22. 

THE CHRISTIAN WARFARE. 
(Eph., chap, vi., ver. 10 to 17.) 

Finally, my brethren, be 
strong in the Lord, and in the 
, power of his might. 

Put on the whole armour of 
God, that ye may be able to 
stand against the wiles of the 
d^vil. 

For wc wrestle not against 
flesh and blood, but against 
principalities, against powers, 
against the rulers of the dark- 
ness of this world, against 



spiritual wickedness in high 
places. 

Wherefore take unto you the 
whole armour of God, that ye 
may be able to' withstand in the 
evil day, and having done all, 
to stand. 

Stand therefore, having your 
loins girt about with truth, and 
having on the breastplate of 
righteousness ; 

And your feet shod with the 
preparation of the gospel of 
peace ; 

Above all, taking the shield 
of faith, wherewith ye shall be 
able to quench all the fiery 
darts of the wicked. 

And take the helmet of sal- 
vation, and the sword of the 
Spirit, which is the word of 
God. 

23. 

OP LOWLINESS. 
(PhiL, chap, it, ver. 3 to 15.) 

Let nothing be done through 
strife or vain glory; but in low- 
liness of mind let each esteem 
others better than themselves. 

Look not every man on his 
own things, but every man also 
on the things of others. 

Let this mind be in you, 
which was also in Christ Je- 
sus: 

Who, being in the form of 
God, thought it not robbery to 
be equal with God : 

But made himself of no re- 
putation, and took upon him 
the form of a servant, and was 
made in the likeness of men :

And being found in fashion 
as a man; lie humbled himself^ 
and became obedient unto 
death; even the death of the 
cross. 

Wherefore God also hath 
highly exalted him^ and given 
him a name which is above 
every name : 

That at the name of Jesus 
every knee should bow, of 
things in heaven, and things 
in earth, and things under the 
earth; 

And that every tongue should 
confess that Jesus Christ is 
Lord, to the glory of God the 
Father. 

Wherefore, my beloved, as 
ye have always obeyed, not as 
in my presence only, but now 
much more in my absence, 
work out your own salvation 
with fear and trembling. 

For it is God which worketh 
in you both to will and to do 
of his good pleasure. 

Do all things without mur- 
murings and disputings : 

That ye may be blameless 
and harmless, the sons of God, 
without rebuke, in the midst 
of a crooked and perverse na- 
tion, among whom ye shine as 
lights in the world.

THE KINGDOM OP THE SON. 

(Ool., chap, i., ver. 12 to 20.) 

Giving thanks unto the Fa- 
ther, which hath made us meet 
to be partakers of the inherit- 
ance of the saints in light :

Who hath delivered us from 
the power of darkness, and 
hath trahslated us into the 
kingdom of his dear Son : 

In whom we have redemp- 
tion through his blood, even 
the forgiveness of sins : 

Who is the image of the in- 
visible God, the first-born of 
every creature : 

For by him were all things 
created, that are in heaven, 
and that are in earth, visible 
and invisible, whether they be 
thrones, or dominions, or prin- 
cipalities, or powers : all things 
were created by him, and for 
him:

Now we exhort you, bre- 
thren, warn them that are un- 
ruly, comfort the feebleminded, 
support the weak^ be patient to- 
wuxl all men.

A GREAT APOSTACY FORE- 
TOLD, 
(n. Thes., chap. U., ver. 1 to IZ) 

Now we beseech you, bre- 
thren, by the coming of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, and by our 
gathering together unto him, 

That ye be not soon shaken 
in mind, or be troubled, neither 
by spirit, nor by word, nor by 
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letter as from us, as that the 
day of Christ is at hand. 

Let no man deceive you by 
any means : for that day shall 
not come, except there come 
a falling away first, and that 
man of sin be revealed, the son 
f perdition ; 

Who opposeth and ezalteth 
himself above all that is called 
God, or that is worshipped ; so 
that he as God sitteth in the 
temple of (Jod, shewing him- 
self that he is God. 

Bemember ye not, that, when 
I was yet with you, I told you 
these things?

When I call to remembrance 
the unfeigned faith that is in 
thee, whicn dwelt first in thy 
grandmother Lois, and thy mo- 
ther Eunice; and I am per- 
suaded that in thee also. 

Wherefore I put thee in re- 
membrance, that thou stir up 
the giffc of God, which is in 
thee by the putting on of my 
hands. 

For God hath not given us 
the spirit of fear ; but of power, 
and of loye^ and of a sound 
mind. 

Be not thou therefore ashamed 
of the testimony of our Lord, 
nor of me his prisoner : but be 
thou partaker of the afflictions 
of the gospel according to the 
power of God ; 

Who hath saved us, and 
called us with a holy calling, 
not according to our works, but 
according to his own purpose 
and grace, which was given us 
in Christ Jesus before the 
world began ;

Exhort servants to be obedi- 
ent unto their own masters, 
and to please them well in all 
things ; not answering again ; 

Not purloining, but shewing 
all good fidelity ; that they may 
adorn the doctrine of God our 
Saviour in all things. 

For the grace of God that 
bringeth salvation hath appear- 
ed to all men. 

Teaching us, that denying 
ungodliness, and worldly lusts, 
we should live soberly, right- 
eously, and godly, in this pre- 
sent world ; 

Looking for that blessed 
hope, and the glorious appear- 
ing of the great God and our 
Saviour Jesus Christ ; 

Who gave himself for us, 
that he might redeem us from 
all iniquity, and purify unto 
himself a peculiar people, zeal- 
ous of good works. 

(Chap, iii., ver. 8.) 

This is a faithful saying, and 
these things I will that thou 
affirm constantly, that they 
which have believed in God 
might be careful to maintain 
good works. 



33. 
Christ's exaltation. 

(Heb., chap, i., rer. 1 to 14.) 

, God, who at sundry times 
and in divers manners spake in 
times past unto the fathers by 
the prophets, 

Hath in these last days 
spoken unto us by his Son, 
whom he hath appointed heir 
of all things, by whom also he 
made the worlds ; 

Who being the brightness 
of his glory, and the express 
image of his person, and up- 
holding all things by the word 
of his power, when he had by 
himself purged our sins, sat 
down on the right hand of the 
Majesty on high ;

versity, as being yourselves 
also in the body. 

Marriage is honourable in 
all, and the bed undefiled : but 
whoremongers and adulterers 
God will judge. 

Let your conversation be 
without covetousness ; and be 
content with such things as ye 



have : for he hath said, I will 
never leave thee, nor forsake 
thee. 

So that we may boldly say, 
The Lord is my helper, and I 
will not fear what man shall 
do unto me. 

Remember them which have 
the rule over you, who have 
spoken unto you the word of 
God: whose faith follow, con- 
sidering the end of their con- 
versation : 

Jesus Christ the same yester- 
day, and to-day, and for ever. 
35. 

OF CHRISTIAN DUTIES. 
(Heb., chap. xiiL, vcr. 16 to 18, 20, 21.) 

But to do good, and to com- 
municate, forget not : for with 
such sacrifices God is well 



Obey them that have the 
rule over you, and submit your- 
selves : for they watch for your 
souls, as they that must give 
account, that they may do it 
with joy, and not with grief: 
for that is unprofitable for you. 

Pray for us : for we trust we 
have a good conscience, in all 
things willing to live honestly.

(Chap. L, rev. 1 to 20.) 

James, a servant of God and 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, to 
the twelve tribes which are 
scattered abroad, greeting. 

My brethren, count it all joy 
when ye fall into divers temp- 
tations ; 

Knowing this, that the try- 
ing of your faith worketh pa- 
tience. 

But let patience have her 
perfect wofk, that ye may be 
perfect and entire, wanting no- 
thing. 

If any of you lack wisdom, 
let him ask of God, that giveth 
to all men liberally, and up- 
braideth not; and it shall be 
given him. 

. But let him ask in faith, 
nothing wavering : for bo that 
wavereth is like a wave of the 
sea driven with the wind and 
tossed. 

For let not that man think 
that he shall receive any thing 
of the Lord. 

A doubleminded man is un- 
stable in all his ways. 

Let the brother of low de- 
gree rejoice in that he is ex- 
alted : 



But the rich, in that he is 
made low: because as the 
flower of the grass he shall 
pass away. 

For the sun is no sooner 
risen with a burning heat, but 
it withereth the grass, and the 
flower thereof faJleth, and the 
grace of the fashion of it 
perisheth : so also shall the 
rich man fade away in his 
ways. 

Blessed is the man that en- 
dureth temptation: for when 
he is tried, he shall receive 
the crown of life, which the 
Lord hath promised to them 
that love him. 

Let no man say when he is 
tempted, I am tempted of God : 
for God cannot be tempted 
with evil, neither tempteth he 
any man : 

But every man is tempted, 
when he is drawn away of his 
own lust, and enticed. 

Then when lust hath con- 
ceived, it bringeth forth sin; 
and sin, when it is finished, 
bringeth forth death. 

Do not err, my beloved 
brethren. 

Every good gift and every 
perfect gift is from above, and 
cometh down from the Father 
of lights, with, whom is no va^ 
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riableness, neither shadow of 
turning. 

Of his own will begat lie ns 
with the word of tnith, that we 
should be a kind of firstfruits 
of his creatures. 

Wherefore, my beloved breth- 
ren, let every man be swift to 
hear, slow to speak, slow to 
wrath: 

For the wr^th of man worketh 
not the righteousness of God. 
2. 

OF PURE RELIGION. 
(Chap, i, rer. 22 to 27.) 

But be ye doers of the word, 
and not hearers only, deceiving 
your own selves. 

For if any be a hearer of the 
word, and not a doer, he is like 
unto a man beholding his natu- 
ral face in ^ glass : 

For he beboldeth himself, 
and goeth his way, and straight- 
way forgetteth what manner of 
man he was. 

But whoso looketh into the 
perfect law of liberty, and con- 
tinueth therein, he being not a 
forgetful hearer, but a doer of 
the work, this man shall be 
blessed in his deed. 

If any man among you seem 
to be religious, and bridleth 
not his tongue, but deceiveth 
his own heart, this man's re- 
ligion is vain. 

Pure religion and undefiled 
before God and the Father is 
this. To visit the fatherless and 
widows in their affliction, and 
to keep himself unspotted from 
the world. 



3. 

THE SPIRIT OF THE WORLD. 

(Chap. iLy Ter. 1 to 10.) 

My brethren, have not the 
faith of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
the Lord of glory, with respect 
of persons. 

For if there come unto your 
assembly, a man with a gold 
ring, in goodly apparel, and 
there come in also a poor man 
in vile raiment; 

And ye have respect to him 
that weareth the gay clothing, 
and say unto him. Sit thou 
here in a good place ; and say 
to the poor. Stand thou there, 
or sit here under my footstool : 

Are ye not then partial in 
yourselves, and are become 
judges of evil thoughts ? 

Hearken, my beloved breth- 
ren. Hath not God chosen the 
poor of this world rich in faith, 
and heirs of the kingdom which 
he hath promised to them that 
love him ? 

But ye have despised the 
poor. Do not rich men oppress 
you, and draw you before the 
judgment-seats^ 

Do not they blaspheme that 
worthy name by the which ye 
are called? 

If ye fulfil the royal law ac- 
cording to the scripture. Thou 
shalt love thy neighbour as 
thyself, ye do well : 

But if ye have respect to 
persons, ye commit sin, and 
are convinced of the law aa 
transgressors. 
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For whosoever shall keep the 
whole law^ and yet offend in 
one pointy he is guilty of all. 

4. 

FAITH AND WORKS. 
(Chap. iL, rer. 14 to 24.) 

What doth it profit, my 
brethren, though a man say he 
hath faith, and have not works ? 
can faith save him ? 

If a brother or sister be 
naked, and destitute of daily 
food. 

And one of you say unto 
them, Depart in peace, be ye 
warmed and filled; notwith- 
standing ye give them not 
those things which are need- 
ful to the body ; what doth it 
profit? 

Even 80 faith, if it hath not 
works, is dead, being alone. 

Yea, a man may say. Thou 
hast faith, and I nave works : 
shew me thy faith without thy 
works, and I will shew thee my 
faith by my works. 

Thou believest that there is 
one God ; thou doest well : the 
devils also believe, and trem- 
ble. 

But wilt thou know, vain 
man, that faith without works 
is dead ? 

Was not Abraham our fa- 
ther justified by works, when 
he had offered Isaac his son 
upon the altar ? 

Seest thou how faith wrought 
with his works, and by works 
was faith made perfect : 

And the scripture was ful- 
32 



filled, which saith, Abraham 
believed God, and it was im- 
puted Unto him for righteous- 
ness: and he was called the^ 
Friend of God. 

Ye see then how that by 
works a man is justified, and 
not by faith only. 

5. 

OP THE TONGUE. 
(Chap, iii., rer. 2 to 18.) 

If any man offend not in 
word, the same is a perfect 
man, and able also to bridle 
the whole body. 

Behold, we put bits in the 
horses' mouths, that they may 
obey us; and we turn about 
their whole body. 

Behold also the ships, which, 
though they be so great, and 
are driven of fierce winds, yet 
are they turned about with a 
very small helm, whithersoever 
the governor listeth. 

Even so the tongue is a little 
member, and boasteth great 
things. Behold, how great 
a matter a little fire kin- 
dleth I 

And the tongue is a fire, a 
world of iniquity: so is the 
tongue among our \nembers, 
that it defileth the whole body, 
and setteth on fire the course 
of nature ; and it is set on fire 
of hell. 

For every kind of beasts, 
and of birds, and of serpents, 
and of things in the sea, is 
tamed, and hath been tamed, 
of mankind ^ 
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Bat the tongue can no man 
tame ; it is an nnroly evil; full 
of deadly poison. 

Therewith bless we Qod, 
even the Father; and there- 
with curse we men, which are 
made after the similitude of God. 

Out of the same mouth pro- 
ceedeth blessing and cursing. 
Mjr brethren, these things 
ought not so to be. 

Doth a fountain send forth 
at the same place sweet water 
and bitter ? 

Can the fig-tree, my breth- 
ren, bear olive-berries? either 
a vine, figs? so can no foun- 
tain both yield salt water and 
fresh. 

Who is a wise man and en- 
dued with knowledge among 
you ? let him show out of a 
good conversation his works 
with meekness of wisdom. 
6. 

OF PEACE. 
(Chap, iii., ver. 14 to 18.) 

But if ye have bitter envy- 
ing and strife in your hearts, 
glory not, and lie not against 
the truth. 

This wisdom descendeth not 
from above, but is earthly, sen- 
sual, devilish. 

For where envying and strife 
is, there is confusion and every 
evil work. 

But the wisdom that is from 
above is first pure, then peace- 
able, gentle, and easy to be en- 
treated, full of mercy and good 
fruits, without partiality, and 
without hypocrisy. 



And the fruit of righteous- 
ness is sown in peace of them 
that make peace. 

7. 

A WABNINQ TO RICH MEN. 
(Chap. T., Tcr. 1 to 8.) 

Go to now, ye rich men, 
weep and howl for your mise- 
ries that shall come upon you. 

Your riches are corrupted, 
and your garments are moth- 
eaten. 

Your gold and silver is can- 
kered; and the rust of them 
shall be a witness against you, 
and shall eat your flesh as it 
were fire. Ye have heaped trea- 
sure together for the last days. 

Behold, the hire of the la- 
bourers who have reaped down 
your fields, which is of you 
kept back by fraud, crieth : 
and the cries of them which 
have reaped are entered into the 
ears of the Lord of Sabaoth. 

Ye have lived in pleasure on 
the earth, and been wanton; 
ye have nourished your hearts, 
as in a ^day of slaughter. 

Ye have condemned and 
killed the just; and he doth 
not resist you. 

Be patient, therefore, breth- 
ren, unto the coming of the 
Lord. Behold, the husbandman 
waiteth for the precious fruit 
of the earth, and hath long pa- 
tience for it, until he recelTS 
the early and latter ^rain. 

Be ye also patient ; slablish 
your hearts : for the coming of 
the Lord draweth nigh. 
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THE HOPE OP THE GOSPEL. 
(I., chap. !., yer. 1 to 9.) 

PeteR; an apostle of Jesus 
Christ; to the strangers scat- 
tered throughout Pontus, Ga- 
latia, Cappadocia^ Asia^ and 
Bithynia, 

Elect according to the fore- 
knowledge of God the Father, 
through sanctification of the 
Spirit, unto obedience and 
sprinkling of the blood of Jesus 
Christ: Grace unto you, and 
peace be multiplied. 

Blessed be the God and Fa- 
ther of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
which, according to his abun- 
dant mercy, hath begotten us 
again unto a lively hope by the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ 
from the dead. 

To an inheritance incorrupti- 
ble, and undefiled, and that 
fadeth not away, reserved in 
heaven for you, 

Who are kept by the power 
of God through faith unto sal- 
vation, ready to be revealed in 
the last time. 

Wherein yo greatly rejoice, 
though now for a season (if 
need be) ye are in heaviness 
through manifold temptations : 

That the trial of your faith. 



being much more precious than 
of gold that perisheth, though 
it be tried with fire, might be 
found unto praise, and honour, 
and glory, at the appearing of 
Jesus Christ : 

Whom having not seen, ye 
love ; in whom^ though now ye 
see him not, yet believing, ye 
rejoice with joy unspeakable, 
and full of glory : 

Receiving the end of your 
faith, even the salvation of 
your souls. 

2. 

OP REDEMPTION. 
(L, chap, i., Tor. 18 to 25.) 

Forasmuch as ye know that 
ye were not redeemed with 
corruptible things, as silver and 
gold, from your vain conversa- 
tion received by tradition from 
your fathers ; 

But with the precious blood 
of Christ, as of a lamb without 
blemish and without spot : 

Who verily was foreordained 
before the foundation of the 
world, but was manifest in 
these last times for you, 

Who by him do believe in 
God, that raised him up from 
the dead, and gave him glory; 
that your faith and hope might 
be in God. 
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Seeing ye have purified your 
souls in obeying the truth 
through the Spirit unto un- 
feigned love of the brethren, 
see that ye love one another 
with a pure heart fervently : 

Being bom again, not of 
corruptible seed, but of incor- 
ruptible, by the word of God, 
which liveth and abideth for 
ever. 

For all flesh is as grass, and 
all the glory of man as the 
flower of grass. The grass 
withereth, and the flower there- 
of falleth away : 

But the word of the Lord 
endureth for ever. And this 
is the word which by the gos- 
pel is preached unto you. 

3. 

A CHIEF CORNER STONE. 
(I., chap, il^ Ter. 1 to 7.) 

Wherefore laying aside all 
malice, and all guile, and hy- 
pocrisies, and envies, and all 
evil speakings, 

As newborn babes, desire 
the sincere milk of the word, 
that ye may grow thereby : 

If so be ye have tasted that 
the Lord is gracious. 

To whom coming, as unto a 
living stone, disallowed indeed 
of men, but chosen of God, and 
precious, 

Ye ulso, as lively stones, are 
built up a spiritual house, a 
holy priesthood, to oficr up 
spiritual sacrifices, acceptable 
to God by Jesus Christ. 

Wherefore also it is con- 



tained in the Scripture, Be- 
hold, I lay in Zion a chief cor- 
ner stone, elect, precious : and 
he that believeth on him shall 
not be confounded. 

Unto you therefore which 
believe he is precious: but 
unto them which be disobe- 
dient, the stone which the 
builders disallowed, the same is 
made the head of the comer. 
4. 

SOCIAL DUTIES. 
(I., chap, iii^ Ter. 8 to 17.) 

Finally, be ye all of one 
mind, having compassion one 
of another; love as brethren, 
be pitiful, be courteous : 

Not rendering evil for evil, 
or railing for railing : but con- 
trariwise, blessing ; knowing 
that ye are thereunto called, 
that ye should inherit a bless- 
ing. 

For he that will love life, 
and see good days, let him re- 
frain his tongue from evil, 
and his lips that they speak no 
guile : 

Let him eschew evil, and do 
good : let him seek peace, and 
ensue it. 

For the eyes of the Lord 
are over the righteous, and 
bis ears are open unto their 
prayers: but the face of the 
Lord is against them that do 
evil. 

And who is he that will 
harm you, if ye be followers of 
that which is good ? 

But and if ye suffer for 
righteousness' sake, happy are 
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ye 5 and be not afraid of their 
terror, neither be troubled ; 

But sanctify the Lord God 
in your hearts : and be ready 
always to give an answer to 
every mati that asketh you 
a reason of the hope that 
is in yoU; with meekness and 
fear. 

Having a good conscience; 
that, whereas they speak evil 
of you, as of evil-doers, they 
may be ashamed that falsely 
accuse your good conversation 
in Christ. 

For it is better, if the will 
of God be so, that ye suffer 
for well-doing, than for evil- 
doing. 

5. 

BE SOBER AND WATCH. 
(I^ chi4». It., rer. 7 to 11.) 

But the end of all things is 
at hand : be ye therefore sober, 
and watch unto prayer. 

And above all things have 
fervent charity among your- 
selves: for charity shall cover 
the multitude of sins. 

Use hospitality one to an- 
other without grudging. 

As every man hath received 
the gift, even so minister the 
same one to another, as good 
stewards of the manifold grace 
of God. 

If any man speak, let him 
speak as the oracles of God ; if 
any man minister, let him do 
it as of the ability which God 
giveth ; that God in all things 
may be glorified through Jesus 
32* 



Christ : to whom be praise and 
dominion for ever and ever. 
Amen. 

6. 

THE TRUTH OP THE GOSPEL, 
(n., ehap. ii., Ter. 1 to 11.) 

Simon Peter, a servant and 
an apostle of Jesus Christ, to 
them that have obtained like 
precious faith with us through 
the righteousness of God and 
our Saviour Jesus Christ : 

Grace and peace be multi- 
plied unto you through the 
knowledge of God, and of 
Jesus our Lord, 

According as his divine 
power hath given unto us all 
things that pertain unto life 
and godliness, through the 
knowledge of him that hath 
called us to glory and vir- 
tue: 

Whereby are given unto us 
exceeding great and precious 
promises; that by these ye 
might be partakers of the 
divine nature, having escaped 
the corruption that is in the 
world through lust. 

And besides this, giving all 
diligence, add to your faith 
virtue; and to virtue, knowl- 
edge; 

And to knowledge, temper- 
ance; and to temperance, pa- 
tience; and to patience, godli^ 
ness; 

And to godliness, brotherly 
kindness; and to brotherly 
kindness, charity. 

For if these things be- in 
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you, and abound, they make 
you that ye shall neither be 
barren nor unfruitful in the 
knowledge of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

But he that lacketh these 
things is blind, and cannot see 
afar off, and hath forgotten 
that he was purged from his 
old sins. 

Wherefore the rather, bre- 
thren, give diligence to make 
your calling and election sure : 
for if ye do these things, ye 
shall never fall : 

For 80 an entrance shall be 
ministered unto you abund- 
antly into the everlasting king- 
dom of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ. 



FALSE TEACHERS FORETOLD, 
(n., chap. iU., rer. 1 to 9.) 

But there were false prophets 
also among the people, even as 
there shall be false teachers 
among you, who privily shall 
bring in damnable heresies, 
even denying the Lord that 
bought them, and bring upon 
themselves swift destruction. 

And many shall follow their 
pernicious ways ; by reason of 
whom the way of truth shall 
be evil spoken of. 

And through covetousness 
'shall they with feigned words 
make merchandise of you: 
whose judgment now of a long 
time lingercth not, and their 
damnation slumbereth not. 

For if (Jod spared not the 



angels that sinned, but cast 
them down to hell, and deliver- 
ed them into chains of dark- 
ness, to be reserved unto judg- 
ment; 

And spared not the old 
world, but saved Noah the 
eighth person, a preacher of 
righteousness, bringing in the 
flood upon the world of the un- 
godly; 

And turning the cities of 
Sodom and Gomorrah into 
ashes condemned them with an 
overthrow, making them an 
ensample unto those that after 
should live ungodly ; 

And delivered just Lot, 
vexed with the filthy conver- 
sation of the wicked-: 

The Lord knoweth how to 
deliver the godly out of temp- 
tation, and to reserve the un- 
just unto the day of judgment 
to be punished. 

8. 

OP THE LAST DAYS, 
(n^ chap, iii., rer. 3 to 14.) 

There shall come in the last 
days scoffers, walking after 
their own lusts. 

And saying, Where is the 
promise of his coming? for 
since the fathers fell asleep, all 
things continue as they were 
from the beginning of the 
creation. 

For this they willingly are 
ignorant of, that by the word 
of God the heavens were of 
old, and the earth standing out 
of the water and in the water : 
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Whereby the world that 
then was, being overflowed 
with water, perished : 

But the heavens and the 
earth, which are now, by the 
same word are kept in store, 
reserved unto fire against the 
day of judgment and perdition 
of ungodly men. 

But, beloved, be not ignorant 
of this one thing, that one day 
is with the Lord as a thousand 
years, and a thousand years as 
one day. 

The Lord is not slack con- 
cerning his promise, as some 
men count slackness; but is 
long-suffering to us-ward, not 
willing that any should perish, 
but that all should ^ome to re- 
pentance. 

But the day of the Lord will 
come as a thief in the night; 
in the which the heavens shall 
pass away with a great noise, 
and the elements shall melt 
with fervent heat, the earth 
also and the works that are 
therein shall be burned up. - 
9. 

HOLINESS OP LIFE REQUIRED, 
(n^ chap. liL, yer. 11 to 18.) 

Seeing then that all these 
things shall be dissolved, what 
manner of persons ought ye to 
be in all holy conversation and 
godliness. 

Looking for and hasting un- 
to the coming of the day of 



God, wherein the heavens being 
on fire shall be dissolved, and 
the elements shall melt with 
fervent heat? 

.Nevertheless we, according 
to his promise, look for new 
heavens and a new earth, 
wherein dwelleth righteous- 



Wherefore, beloved, seeing 
that ye look for such things, 
be diligent that ye may be 
found of him in peace, without 
spot, and blameless. 

And account that the long- 
suffering of our Lord is salva- 
tion ; even as our beloved bro- 
ther Paul also, according to the 
wisdom given unto him, hath 
written unto you ; 

As also in all his epistles, 
speaking in them of these 
things; in which are some 
things hard to be understood, 
which they that are unlearned 
and unstable wrest, as they do 
also the other scriptures, unto 
their own destruction. 

Ye therefore, beloved, seeing 
ye know these things before, 
beware lest ye also, being led 
away with the error of the 
wicked, fall from your own 
steadfastness. 

But grow in grace, and in 
the knowledge of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ. To him 
be glory both now and for ever. 
Amen, 
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(Anno Domini, about 9(V.) 



THE WORD OP LIFE. 
(L, diap. L, rer. 1 to 10.) 

That which was ftom the 
beginning, which we have 
heard; which we have Been 
with our eyes, which we have 
looked upon, and our hands 
have handlea, of the Word of 
life; 

For the life was manifested, 
and we have seen it, and bear 
witness, and shew unto you 
that eternal life, which was 
with the Father^ and was mani- 
fested unto us *, 

That which we have seen 
and heard declare we unto 
you, that ye also may have fel- 
lowship with us : and truly our 
fellowship is with the Father, 
and with his Son Jesus Christ. 

And these things write we 
unto yoU; that your joy may be 
full. 

This then is the message 
which we have heard of him, 
and declare tmto you, that God 
is light, and in him is no dark- 
ness at all. 

If we say that we have fel- 
lowship with him, and walk in 
darkness, we lie, and do not 
the truth : 

But if we walk in the light, 
as he is in the light, we have 



fellowship one with another, 
and the blood of Jesus Christ 
his Son cleanseth us from all sin. 

If we say that we have no 
sin, we deceive ourselves, and 
the truth is not in us. 

If we confess our sins, he is 
faithM and just to forgive us 
our sins, and to cletmse us firom 
all unrighteousness. 

If we say that we have not 
sinned, we make him a liar, 
and his word is not in us. 



THE COMMANDMENT. 
(I^ chap. iLf rer. 1 to 11.) 

My little children, these 
things write I unto you, that 
ye sin not. And if any man 
sin, we have an advocate with 
the Father, Jesus Christ the 
righteous : 

And he is the propitiation 
for our sins : and not for ours 
only, but also for the sins of 
the whole world. 

And hereby we do know that 
we know him, if we keep his 
commandments. 

He that saith, I know him, 
and keepeth not his command- 
ments, is a liar, and the truth 
is not in him. 

But whoso keepeth his word, 
in him verily is the love of God 
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perfected : Jiereby know we that 
we are in him. 

He that^ saith he abideth in 
Mm, ought himself also so to 
walk, even as he walked. 

Brethren, I write no new 
commandment unto you, but 
nn old commandment which ye 
had from the beginning : The 
old commandment is the word 
which ye have heard from the 
beginning. 

Again, a new commandment 
I write unto you, which thing 
is true in him and in you : be- 
cause the darkness is past, and 
the true light now shineth. 

He that saith he is in the 
light, and hateth his brother, 
is in darkness even until now. 

He that loveth his brother 
abideth in the light, and there 
is none occasion of stumbling 
in him. 

But he that hateth his bro- 
ther is in darkness, and walk- 
eth in darkness, and knoweth 
not whither, he goeth, because 
that darkness hath blinded his 
eyes. 

3. 

LOVE NOT THE WORLD. 
(Chap. iL, Ter. 12 to 17.) 

I write unto you, little chil- 
dren, because your sins are for- 
given you for his name's sake. 

I write unto you, fathers, be- 
cause ye have known him that 
is from the beginning. I write 
unto you, young men, because 
ye have overcome the wicked 
one. I write unto you, little 



children, because ye have 
known the Father. 

I have written unto you, fii- 
thers, because ye have known 
him that is from the beginning. 
I have written unto you, young 
men, because ye are strong, and 
the word of God abideth in 
you, and ye have overcome the 
wicked one. 

Love not the world, neither 
the things that are in the world. 
If any man love the world, the 
love of the Father is not in 
him. 

For all that is in the world, 
the lust of the flesh, and the 
lust of the eyes, and the pride 
of life, is not of the Father, 
but is otthe world. 

And the world passeth away, 
and the lust thereof: but he 
that doeth the will of God abid- 
eth for ever. 

4. 
6p antichrist. 

(Chap, ii., yer. 18 to 24.) 

Little children, it is the last 
time : and as ye have heard 
that antichrist shall come, even 
now are there many antichrists 5 
whereby we know that it is the 
last time. 

They went out from us, but 
they were not of us ; for if they 
had been of us, they .would no 
doubt have continued with us : 
but they went out, that they 
might be made manifest that 
they were not all of us. 

But ye have an unction fVom 
the Holy One, and ye know all 
things. 
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I have not written nnto you 
because je know nt>t the truth, 
but because ye know it, and 
that no lie is of the truth. 

Who is a liar but he that de- 
nieth that Jesus is the Christ ? 
He is antichrist, that denieth 
the Father and the Son. 

Whosoever denieth the Son, 
the same hath not the Father : 
but he that acknowledgeth the 
. Son hath the Father also. 

Let that therefore abide in 
you, which ye have heard from 
the beginning. If that which 
ye have heard from the begin- 
ning shall remain in you, ye 
also shall continue in the Son, 
and in the Father. 

5. 

FAITH IN CHRIST. 
(Chap. iL, rer. 25 to 29.) 

And this is the promise that 
he hath promised uS; even eter- 
nal life. 

These things have 1 written 
unto you concerning them that 
seduce you. 

But the anointing which ye 
have received of him abldeth 
in you, and ye need not that 
any man teach you : but as the 
same anointing teacheth you 
of all things, and ih truth, and 
is no lie, and even as it hath 
taught you, ye shall abide in 
him. 

And now, little children, 
abide in him ; that, when he 
shall appear, we may have con- 
fidence, and not bo ashamed 
before him at his coming. 



If ye know that he is right- 
eous, ye know that every one 
that doeth righteousness is bom 
of him. 

6. 

THE LOVE OF <K)D W) ITS. 
(Chap. fXL, rer. 1 to 6.) 

Behold what manner of love 
the Father hath bestowed upon 
us, that we should be called the 
sons of God! therefore the world 
knoweth us not^ because it knew 
him not. 

Beloved, now are we the sons 
of God, and it doth not yet ap- 
pear what we shall be : but we 
know that, when he shall ap- 
pear, we shall be like him ; for 
we shall see him as he is. 

And every man that hath 
this hope in him purifieth him- 
self, even as he is pure. 

Whosoever committeth sin 
transgresseth also the law ; fbir 
sin is the transgression of the 
law. 

And ye know that he was 
manifested to take away our 
sins ; and in him is no sin. 

Whosoever abideth in him 
sinneth not : whosoever sinneth 
hath not seen him, neither 
known him. 



OF OUR LOVE TO EACH 

OTHER. 

(Chap. Ui., rer. 11 to 18.) 

For this is the messi^ that 
ye heard from the beginning, 
that we should love one an- 
other. 
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Not as Cain^ who was of that 
wicked one, and slew his bro- 
ther. And wherefore slew he 
him ? Because his own works 
were eviT; and his brother's 
righteous. 

Marvel not, my brethren, if 
the world hate you. 

We know that we have 
passed from death unto life, 
because we love the brethren. 
He that loveth not his brother, 
abideth in death. 

Whosoever hateth his bro- 
ther, is a murderer: and ye 
know that no murderer hath 
eternal life abiding in him. 

Hereby perceive we the love 
of God, because he laid down 
his life for us : and we ought 
to lay down our lives for the 
brethren. 

But whoso hath this world's 
good, and seeth his brother 
have need, and shutteth up his 
bowels of compassion from him, 
how dwelleth the love of God 
in him ? 

My little children, let us not 
love m word, neither in tongue, 
but in deed and in truth. 
8. 

OF TRUE AND FALSE SPIRITS. 
(I^ chap, ir., T«r. 1 to G.) 

Beloved, believe not every 
spirit, but try the spirits whe- 
ther they are of God : because 
many false prophets are gone 
out into the world. 

Hereby know ye the Spirit 
of God : Every spirit that con- 
fesseth that Jesus Christ is 
come in the flesh, is of God : 



And every spirit that confes- 
seth not that Jesus Christ is 
come in the flesh, is not of 
God. And this is that* spirit 
of antichrist, whereof ye have 
heard that it should come ; and 
even now already is it in the 
world. 

Ye are of God, little chil- 
dren, and have overcome them : 
because greater is he that is in 
you, than he that is in the world. 

They are of the world: 
therefore speak they of the 
world, and the world heareth 
them. 

We are of God. He that 
knoweth God, heareth us ; he 
that is not of God, heareth not 
us. Hereby know we the 
spirit of truth, and the spirit 
of error. 

9. 

LOVE IS OF GOD. 
(I^ diap. It., Ver. 7 to 12.) 

Beloved, let us love one an- 
other : for love is of God ; and 
every one that loveth is born 
of God, and knoweth God. 

He that loveth not, knoweth 
not God ; for God is love. 

In this was manifested the 
love of Qod toward us, because 
that God sent his only begotten 
Son into the world, that we 
might live through him. 

Herein is love, not that we 
foved God, but that he loved 
us, and sent his Son to be the 
propitiation for our sins. 

Beloved, if God so loved us, 
we ought also to love one an- 
other. 
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No man hath seen God at liave we firom him, That he 
any time. If we love one an- 1 who loTeth God love his hro- 
other, God dwelleth in ns, and ther also. 



hb love is perfected in ns.. 

Hereby know we that we 
dwell in him, and he in ns, be- 
cause Jie hath given ns of his 
Spirit. 

And we have seen and do 
testify that the Father sent the 
Son to be the Saviour of the 
world. 

10. 

GOD IS LOVE. 
(I., chap, iy., Ter. 16 to 21.) 

Whosoever shall confess that 
Jesus is the Son of God, God 
dwelleth in him, and he in 
God. 

And we have known and be- 
lieved the love that God hath 
to us. God is love; and he 
that dwelleth in love dwelleth 
in God, and Q^d in him. 

Herein is our love made 
perfect, that we may have bold- 
ness in the day of judgment^, 
because as he is, so are we in 
this world. 

There is no fear in love j but 
perfect love casteth out fear: 
oecause fear hath torment. He 
that feareth is not made perfect 
in love. 

We love him, because he first 
loved us. 

If a man say, I love God, and 
hateth his brother, he is a liar : 
for he that loveth not his bro- 
ther whom he hath seen, how 
can he love God whom he hath 
not seen ? 

And this commandment

THE christian's VICTORT. 
(L, ebmp. r^ ret. 1 to 9.) 

Whosoever belie veth that Je- 
sus is the Christ is bom of God : 
and every one that loveth him 
that begat, loveth him also that 
is begotten of him. 

By this we know that we love 
the children of God, when we 
love G^d, and keep his com- 
mandments. 

For this is the love of God, 
that we keep his command- 
ments : and his commandments 
kre not grievous. 

For whatsoever is bom of 
God overcometh the world : 
and this is the victory that 
overcometh the world, even our 
faith. 

Who is he that overcometh 
the world, but he that believ- 
eth that Jesus is the Son of 
God? 

This is he that came by 
water and blood, even Jesus 
Christ ; not by water only, but 
by water and blood.

John's vision in patmos. 

(Chap. I, Ter. 9 to 18.) 

I John, who also am your 
brother, and companion in tri- 
bulation, and in the kingdom 
and patience of Jesus Christ, 
was in the isle that is called 
Patmos, for the word of God, 
and for the testimony of Jesua 
Christ. 

I was in the Spirit on the 
Lord's day, and heard behind

(Chap, vi., Ter. 1 to 11.) 

And I saw when the Lamb 
opened one of the seals, and I 
heard, as it were the noise of 
thunder, one of the four beasts, 
saying, Come and see. 

And, I saw, and behold, a 
white horse : and he that sat on 
him had a bow ; and a crown 
was given unto him : and he 
went forth conquering, and to 
conquer. 

And when he had opened 
the second seal, I heard the se- 
cond beast say, Come and see. 

And there went out another 
horse that was red : and power 
was given to him that sat there- 
on to take peace from the earth, 
and that they should kill one 
another : and there was given 
unto him a great sword.

OPENING OF THE SEVENTH 
^ • SEAL. 

(Chap. Tii4 TOT. 1 to 5.) 

And when he had opened 
the seventh seal^ there was u- 
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lence in heaven about the space 
of half an hour. 

And I saw the seven angels 
which stood before God; and 
to them were given seven trum- 
pets. 

And another an ore! canae and 
stood at the altar, having a gol- 
den censer; and there was giv- 
en unto him much incense, 
that he should oflfer it with the 
prayers of all saints upon the 
golden altar which was before 
the throne. 

And the smoke of the in- 
cense, which came with the 
prayers of the saints, ascended 
up before God out of the an- 
gel's hand. 

And the angel took the cen- 
ser, and filled it with fire of the 
altar, and cast it into the earth : 
and there were voices, and thun- 
derings, and lightnings, and an 
earthquake. 

9. 

FOUR ANGELS WITH TRUM- 
PETS. 
(Cbap. TiiijTer. 6 to 13.) 

And the seven angels which 
had the seven trumpets prepar- 
ed themselves to sound. 

The first anojel sounded, and 
there followed hail and fire 
mingled with blood, and they 
"were cast upon the earth : and 
the third part of trees was 
burnt up, and all green grass 
was burnt up. 

And the secoild angel sound- 
ed, and as it were a great moun- 
tain burning with fire was cast 



into the sea : and the third part 
of the sea became blood; 

And the third part of the 
creatures which -were in the 
sea, and had life, died; and 
the third part of the ships were 
destroyed. 

And the third angel sounded, 
and there fell a great star from 
heaven, burning as it were a 
lamp, and it fell upon the third 
part of the rivers, and upon the 
fountains of waters ; 

And the name of the star is 
called Wormwood : and the third 
part of the waters became worm- 
wood; and many men died of the 
waters, because they were made 
bitter. 

And -the fourth angel sound- 
ed, and the third part of the sun 
was smitten, and the third part 
of the moon, and the third part 
of the stars; so as the third 
part of them was darkened, and 
the day shone not for a 'third 
part of it, and the night like- 
wise. 

And I beheld, and heard an 
angel flying through the midst 
of heaven, saying with a loud 
voice, Woe, woe, woe, to the 
inhabiters of the earth, by rea- 
son of the other voices of the- 
trumpet of the three angels, 
which are yet to sound ! 

10. 

THE FIFTH ANGEL SOUNDETH. 
(Chap. Ix., yer. 1 to 6.) 

And the fifth angel sounded, 
and 1 saw a star fall from hea- 
ven unto the earth : and to 
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him* was given the key of the 
bottomless pit. 

And he opened the bottom- 
less pit; and there arose a 
smoke out of the pit, as the 
smoke of a great furnace ; and 
the sun and the air were dark- 
ened by reason of the smoke 
of the pit. 

And there came out of the 
smoke locusts upon the earth : 
and unto them was given power, 
as the scorpions of the earth 
have power. 

And it was commanded them 
that they should not hurt the 
grass of the earth, neither any 
green thing, neither any tree ; 
but only those men which have 
not the seal of God in their 
foreheads. 

And to them it was given 
that they should not kill them, 
but that they should be tor- 
mented five months : and their 
torment was as the torment of 
a scorpion^ when he striketh a 
man. 

And in those days shall men 
seek death, and shall not fibd 
it ; and shall desire to die, and 
death shall flee from them. 
11. 

THE SIXTH ANGEL SOUNDETH. 
(Chap, ix., ver. 13 to 21.) 

And the sixth angel sounded, 
and I heard a voice from the 
four horns of the golden altar 
which is before God; 

Saying to the sixth angel 
which had the trumpet, Loose 
the four angels which are 



bound in the great river Eu- 
phrates. 

And the four angels were 
loosed, which were prepared 
for an hour, and a day, and a 
month, and a year, for to slay 
the third part of men. 

And the number of the army 
of the horsemen wpre two hun- 
dred thousand thousand : and I 
heard the number of them. 

And thus I saw the horses 
in the vision, and them that sat 
on them, having breastplates 
of fire, and of jacinth, and brim- 
stone : and the heads of the 
horses were as the heads of 
lions ; and out of their mouths 
issued fire and smoke and brim- 
stone. 

By these three was the third' 
part of men killed, by the fire, 
and by the smoke, and by the 
brimstone, which issued out of 
their mouths. 

For their power is in their 
mouth, and in their tails : for 
their tails were like unto ser- 
pents, and had heads, and with 
them they do hurt. 

And the rest of the men 
which were not killed by these ' 
plagues yet repented not of the 
works of their hands, that they 
should not worship devils, and 
idols of gold, and silver, and 
brass, and stone, and of wood ; 
which neither can see, nor hear, 
nor walk : 

Neither repented they of 
their murders, nor of their sor- 
ceries, nor of their fornication, 
nor of their thefts. 
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12. 

THE LITTLE BOOK. 
(Chap. X., Ter. 1 to 7.) 

And I saw another mighty 
angel come down from heaven, 
clothed with a cloud : and a 
rainbow was upon his head, 
and his face was as it were the 
sun, and his feet as pillars of 
fire : ^ 

And he had in his hand a 
little book open : and he set his 
right foot upon the sea, and his 
lefk foot on the earth. 

And cried with a loud voice, 
as when a lion roareth : and 
when he had cried, seven thun- 
ders uttered their voices. 

And when the seven thun- 
, ders had uttered their voices, I 
was about to write : and I heard 
a voice from heaven saying un- 
to^ me, Seal up those things 
which the seven thunders utter- 
ed, and write them not. 

And the angel which I saw 
stand upon the sea and upon 
the earth, lifted up his.hand to 
heaven, 

And sware by him that liv- 
eth for ever and ever, who cre- 
ated heaven, and the things 
that therein are, and the earth, 
and the things that therein are, 
and the sea, and the things 
which are therein, that there 
should be time no longer : 

But in the days of the voice 
of the seventh angel, when he 
shall begin to sound, the mys- 
tery of God should be finished, 



ns he hath declared to his ser- 
vants the prophets. 

13. 

THE SEVENTH ANGEL SOUND- 

ETH. 

(Chap, xi., Ter. 15 to 19.) 

And the seventh angel sound- 
ed ; and there were great voices 
in heaven, saying, The king- 
doms of this world are become 
the kingdoms of c»ur Lord, and 
of his Christ; and he shall reign 
for ever and ever. 

And the four and twenty el- 
ders, which sat before God on 
their seats, fell upon their faces, 
and worshipped God, 

Saying, We give thee thanks, 
Lord God Almighty, which 
art, and wast, and art to come; 
because thou hast taken to 
thee thy great power, and hast 
reigned. 

And the nations were angry, 
and thy wrath is coifle, and the 
time of the dead, that they 
should be judged, and that 
thou shouldest give reward un- 
to thy servants the prophets, 
and to the saints, and them 
that fear thy name, small and 
great; and shouldest destroy 
thom which destroy the earth. 

And the temple of God was 
opened in heaven, and there 
was seen in his temple the ark 
of his testament : * and there 
were lightnings, and voices, 
and thunderings, and an earth* 
quake, and great hail. 
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14. 

THE DRAGON OYEBOOME. 
(Chap. xiL, ret. 7 to 12.) 

And there was war in hea- 
ven : Michael and his angels 
fought against the dragon ; and 
the dragon fought and his an- 
gels, 

And prevailed not; neither 
was their place found any more 
in heaven. 

And the great dragon was 
cast out, that old serpent, called 
the devil, and Satan, which de- 
ceiveth the whole world: he 
was cast out into the earth, and 
his angels were cast out with 
him. 

And I heard a loud voice 
saying in heaven, Now is come 
salvation, and strength, and the 
kingdom of our Grod, and the 
power of his Christ : for the 
accuser of our brethren is cast 
down, which accused them be- 
fore our God day and night. 

And they overcame him by 
the blood of the Lamb, and by 
the word of their testimony; 
and they loved not their lives 
unto the death. 

Therefore rejoice, ye hea- 
vens, and ye that dwell in 
ihem. Woe to the inhabiters 
of the earth and of the sea! 
for the devil is come down un- 
to you, having great wrath, be- 
cause he knoweth that he hath 
but a short time. 



15. 

THE BEAST WITH SEVEN 

HEADS. 

(Chap. xiiL, yer. 1 to 10.) 

And 1 stood upon the sand 
of the sea, and saw a beast rise 
up out of the sea, having seven 
heads and ten horns, and upon 
his horns ten crowns, and upon 
his heads the name of blas- 
phemy. 

And the beast which I saw 
was like unto a leopard, and 
his feet were as the feet of a 
bear, and his mouth as the 
mouth of a lion : and the dra- 
gon gave him his power, and 
his seat, and great authority. 

And 1 saw one of his heads 
as it were wounded to death ; 
and his deadly wound was heal- 
ed : and all the world wondered 
after the beast. 

And they worshipped the 
dragon which gave power unto 
the beast : and they worshipped 
the beast, saying. Who is like 
unto the beast ? who is able to 
make war with him ? 

And there was given unto 
him a mouth speaking great 
things and blasphemies; and 
power was given* unto him to 
continue forty and two months. 

And hex)pened his mouth in 
blasphemy against God, to blas- 
pheme his name, and his taber- 
nacle, and them that dwell in 
heaven. 

And it was given unto him 
to make war with the saints, 
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and to overcgme thein : and 
power was given him over all 
kindreds^ and tongues, and na- 1 
tions. 

And all that dwell upon the 
earth shall worship him, whose 
names are not written in the 
book of life of the Lamb slain 
from the foundation of the world. 

If any man have an ear, let 
him hear. 

He that leadeth into captivity 
shall go into captivity : he that 
killeth with the sword, must be 
killed with the swor^. Here 
is the patience and th& faith of 
the saints. 

16. 

THE SECOND BEAST. 
(Chap, xiii., yer. 11 to 18.) 

And I beheld another beast 
coming up out of the earth, and 
he had two horns like a lamb, 
and he spake as a dragon. 

And he exerciseth all the 
power of the first beast before 
him, and causeth the earth and 
them which dwell therein to 
worship the first boast, whose 
deadly wound was healed. 

And he doeth great wonders, 
so that he maketh fire come 
down from heaven on the earth 
in the sight of men. 

And deceiveth them that 
dwell on the earth by the 
means of those miracles which 
he hath power to do in the 
sight of the beast; saying to 
them that dwell on the earth, 
that they should make an im- 
age to the beast; which had the 



wound by a sword, and did 
live. 

And he had power to give 
life unto the image of 'the 
beast, that the image of the 
beast should both speak, and 
cause that as many as would 
not worship the image of the 
beast should be killed. 

And he causeth all, both 
small and great, rich and poor, 
free and bond, to receive a 
mark in their right hand, or in 
their foreheads; 

And that no man might buy 
or sell, save he that had the 
mark, or the name of the beast, 
or the number of his name. 

Here is wisdom. Let him 
that hath understanding count 
the number of the beast: for 
it is the number of a man; 
and his number is Six hundred 
threescore and six. 

17. 

THE THREE ANQELS. 
(Chap, ziv., Tcr. 6 to 10.) 

And I saw another angel fly 
in the midst of heaven, having 
the everlasting gospel to preach 
unto them that dwell on the 
earth, and to every nation, and 
kindred; and tongue, and people, 

Saying with a loud voice. 
Fear CK)d, and give glory to 
him ; for the hour of his judg- 
ment is come : and worship 
him that made heaven, and 
earth, and the sea, and the 
fountains of waters. 

And there followed another 
angel, saying, Babylon is falleD| 
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is fallen, tbat great city, be- 
cause fthe made all nations 
drink of the wine of the wrath 
of ber fornication. 

And the third angel followed 
them, 8ajing with a loud voice, 
If any man worship the beast 
and bis image, and receive his 
mark in his forehead, or in his 
hand. 

The same shall drink of the 
wine of the wrath of Grod, 
which is poured out without 
mixture into the cup of his in- 
dignation ; and he shall be tor- 
mented with fire and brimstone 
in the presence of the holy an- 
gels, and in the presence of the 
Lamb. 

18. • 

THE SEVEN LAST PLAGUES. 
(Chap. XT., yer. 1 to 4.) 

And I saw another sign in 
heaven, great and marvellous, 
seven angels having the seven 
last plagues ; for in them is fill- 
ed up the wrath of God. 

And I saw as it were a sea 
of glass mingled with fire : and 
them that had gotten the vic- 
tory over the beast, and over 
his image, and over his mark, 
and over the number of his 
name, stand on the sea of gla.ss, 
having the harps of Grod. 

And they sing the song of 
Moses the servant of God, and 
the song of the Lamb, saying. 
Great and marvellous are thy 
works, ^ Lord God Almighty; 
just and true are thy ways, 
thou King of saints. 



Who shall not fear thee, O 
Lord, and glorify thy name ? 
for thou only art holy : for all 
nations shall come and worship 
before thee ; for thy judgments 
arc made manifest. 
19. 

THE VIALS OP god's WRATH. 
(Chap, xvi., yer. 1 to 11.) 

And I heard a great voice 
out of the temple saying to the 
seven angels, Go your ways, 
aftd pour out the vials of the 
wrath of God upon the earth. 

And the first went, and pour- 
ed out his vial upon the earth ; 
and there fell a noisome and 
grievous sore upon the men 
which had the mark of the 
beast, and upon them which 
worshipped his image. 

And the second angel poured 
out his vial upon the sea; and 
it became as the blood of a dead 
man : and every living soul 
died in the sea. 

And the third angel poured 
out his vial upon the rivers and 
fountains of waters ; and they 
became blood. 

And 1 heard the angel of 
the waters say. Thou art right- 
eous, Lord, which art, dnd 
wast, and shalt be, because thou 
hast judged thus. 

For they have shed the blood 
of safnts and prophets, and thou 
hast given them blood to drink; 
for they are worthy. 

And I heard another out of 
the altar say. Even so. Lord 
God Almighty, true and right- 
eous are thy judgments. 
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And the fourtb angel poured 
out his vial upon the sun ; and 
power was given unto him to 
scorch men with fire. 

And men were scorched with 
great heat, and blasphemed the 
name of God, which hath power 
over these plagues: and they 
repented not to give him 
glory. 

And the fifth angel poured 
out his vial upon the seat of 
the beast; and his kingdom 
was full of darkness ; and they 
gnawed their tongues for pain, 

And blasphemed the Gtod of 
heaven because of their pains 
and their sores, and repented 
not of their deeds. 

20. 

THE SIXTH VIAL. 
(Chap, xvi., Ter. 12 to 16.) 

And the sixth angel poured 
out his vial upon the great ri- 
ver Euphrates ; and the waters 
thereof was dried up, that the 
way of the kings of the east 
might be prepared. 

And I saw three unclean 
spirits like frogs come out of 
the mouth of the dragon, and 
out of the mouth of the beast, 
and out of the mouth of the 
false prophet. 

For they are the spirits of 
devils^ working miracles, which 
go forth unto the kings of the 
earth and of the whole world, 
to gather them to the battle 
of that great day of God Al- 
nighty.

21. 

THE SEVENTH VIAL. 
(Chap, xvi., Ter. 17 to 21.) 

And the seventh angel pour^ 
ed out his vial into the air; 
and there came a great voice 
out of the temple of heaven, 
from the throne^ saying. It is 
done. 

And there were voices, and 
thunders, and lightnings; and 
there was a great earthquake, 
such as, was not since men were 
upon the earth, so mighty an 
earthquake, and so great. 

And the great city was di- 
vided into three parts, and the 
cities of the nations fell : and 
great Babylon came in remem- 
brance before God, to give un- 
to her the cup of the wine of 
the fierceness of his wrath. 

And every island fled away, 
and the mountains were not 
found. 

And there fell upon men a 
great hail out of heaven, every 
stone about the weight of a ta- 
lent: and men blasphemed God 
because of the plague of the 
hail; for the plague thereof was 
exceeding great.

THE FALL OP BABYLON. 
(Chap. XTiU., yer. 1 to 8.) 

And after these things I saw 
another angel come down from 
heaven, having great power; 
and the earth was lightened 
with his glory. 

And he cried mightily with 
a strong voice, saying, Bahylon 
the great is fallen, is fallen, 
and is hecome the habitation 
of devils, and the hold of every 
foul spirit, and a cage of every 
unclean and hateful bird. 

For all nations have drunk 
of the wine of the wrath of her 
fornication, and the kings of 
the earth have committed for- 
nication with her, and the mer- 
chants of the earth are waxed 
rich through the abundance of 
her delicacies. 

And I heard another voice 
from heaven, saying. Come out 
of her, my people, that ye be 
not partakers of her sins, and 
that ye receive not of her 
plagues. 

For her sins have reached 
unto heaven, and God hath re- 
membered her iniquities. 

Keward her even as she re- 
warded you, and double unto 
her douole according to her 
works : in the cup which she 
hath filled, fill to her double. 

How much she hath glorified 
herself, and lived deliciously, 
so much torment and sorrow 
give her : for she saith in her 
heart, I sit a queen, and am 



no widow, and shall see no sor< 
row. 

Therefore shall her plagues 
come in one day, death, and 
mouminsf, and famine; and 
she shall be utterly burned 
with fire: for strong is the 
Lord God who judged her. 

23. 

THE WORD OP GOD. 
(Chap, xix., yer. 11 to 16.) 

And I saw heaven opened, 
and behold, a white horse ; and 
he that sat upon him was call- 
ed Faithful and True, and in 
righteousness he doth judge 
and make war. 

His eyes were as a flame of 
fire, and on his head were many 
crowns; and he had a name 
written, that no man knew, but 
he himself. 

And he was clothed with a 
vesture dipped in blood : and 
his name is called the Word of 
God. 

And the armies which were 
in heaven followed him upon 
white horses, clothed in fine li- 
nen, white and clean. 

And out of his mouth goeth 
a sharp sword, that with it he 
should smite the nations : and 
he shall rule them with a rod 
of iron : and he treadeth the 
winepress of the fierceness and 
wrath of Almighty God. 

And he hath on his vesture 
and on his thigh a name writ- 
ten, KINQ OF KINGS, AND 
LORD OF LORDS. 
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24. 

SATAN BOUND. 
(Chap. XX., ver. 1 to 6.) 

And I saw an angel come 
down from heaven, having the 
key of the bottomless pit and 
a great chain in his hand. 

And he laid hold on the dra- 
gOTif that old serpent, which is 
the Devil; and Satan, and bound 
him a thousand years, 

And cast him into the bot- 
tomless pit, an(f shut him up, 
and set a seal upon him, that 
he should deceive the^ nations 
no more, till the thousand years 
should be fulfilled; and after 
that he must be loosed a little 
season. 

And I saw thrones, and they 
sat upon them, and judgment 
was given unto them: and I 
saw the souls of them that were 
beheaded for the witness of Je- 
sus, and for the word of God, 
and which had not worshipped 
the beast, neither his image, 
' neither had received his mark 
upon their foreheads, or in 
their hands; and they lived 
and reigned with Christ a thou- 
sand years. 

But the rest of the dead liv- 
ed not again until the thousand 
years were finished. This is 
the first resurrection. 

Blessed and holy is he that 
hath part in the first resurrec- 
tion ; on such the second death 
hath no power, but they shall 
be priests of God and of Christ, 
and shall reign with him a thou- 
^nd years. 



25. 

THE LAST JUDGMENT. 
(Chap. XX., yer. 11 to 15.) 

And I saw a great white 
throne, and him that sat on it, 
from whose face the earth and 
the heaven fled away; and 
there was found no place for 
them. 

And I saw the dead, small 
and great, stand before God : 
and the books were opened: 
and another book was opened, 
which is the book of life : and 
the dead were judged out of 
those things which were writ- 
ten in the books, according to 
their works. 

And the sea gave up the 
dead which were in it; and 
death and hell delivered up the 
dead which were in them : and 
they were judged every man 
according to their works. 

And death and hell were 
cast into the lake of fire. This 
is the second death. 

And whosoever was not found 
written in the book of life was 
cast into the lake of fire. 

26. 

Tflte NEW JERUSALEM. ^ 
(Chap, xxi., ver. 1 to 8.) 

And I saw a new heaven 
and a new earth : for the first 
heaven and the first earth were 
passed away ; and there was no 
more sea. 

And I John saw the holy 
city, new Jerusalem, coming 
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27. 

THE CITY OF GOD. 
(Chap, xxi^ Ter. 22 to 27.) 

And I saw no temple there- 
in : for the Lord God Almighty 
and the Lamh are the tempk 
of it. 

And the citj had no need of 
the sun, neither of the moon, 
to shine in it : for the glory of 
God did lighten it, and the 
Lamh is the light thereof. 

And the nations of them 
which are saved shall walk in 
the light of it : and the kings 
of the earth do bring their 
glory and honour into it. 

And the gates of it shall not 
be shut at all by day : for there 
ghall be no night there. 

And they shall bring the 
glory and honour of the nations 
i];^to it. 

And there shall in no wise 
enter into it any thing that de- 
fileth, neither whatsoever work- 
eth abomination, or maketh a 
lie ; but they which are written 
in the Lamb's book of life. 
28. 

THE RIVEE OF LIFE. 
(Chap, xxli., Ter. 1 to 7.) 

And he. shewed me a pure 
river of water of life, clear as 
crystal, proceeding out of the 
throne of God and of the 
Lamb. 

In the midst of the street of 
it, and on either side of the 
river, and the leaves of the 
tree were for the healing of the 
nations. 
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down from God out of heaven, 
prepared as a bride adorned for 
her husband. 

And I heard a great voice 
out of heaven, saying. Behold, 
the tabernacle of God is with 
men, and he will dwell with 
them, and they shall be his 
people, and God himself shall 
be with them, and be their 
God. 

And God shall wipe away 
all tears from their eyes ; and 
there shall be no more death, 
neither sorrow, nor crying, nei- 
ther shall there be any more 
pain : for the former things are 
passed away. 

And he that sat upon the 
throne said, Behold, I make all 
things new. And he said unto 
me. Write : for these words are 
true and faithful. 

And he said unto me, It is 
done. I am Alpha and Ome- 

f, the beginning and the end. 
will give unto him that is 
athirst of the fountain of the 
water of life freely. 

He that overcometh shall in- 
herit all things ; and I will be 
his God, and he shall be my 
son. 

But the fearful, and unbe- 
lieving, and the abominable, 
and murderers, and whdremoti- 
gcrs, and sorcerers, aifd idola- 
ters, and all liars, shall have 
their part in the lake which 
burneth with fire and brim- 
stone : which is the second 
death. 
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And there shall he no more 
curse : but the throne of God 
and of the Lamb shall be in 
it; and his servants shall serve 
him : 

And they shall see his face ; 
and his name shall be in their 
foreheads. 

And there shall he no night 
there; and they need no can- 
dle, neither light of the sun; 
for the Lord God giveth them 
light : and they shall reign for 
ever and ever. 

And he said unto me, These 
sayings are faithful and true: 
and the Lord God of the holy 
prophets sent his angel to shew 
unto his servants the things 
which must shortly be done. • 

Behold, I come quickly: 
blessed is he that k^epeth the 
sayings of the prophecy of this 
book. 

29. 
OF Christ's last coming. 

(Chap, xxii., xer. 8 to 17.) 

And I John saw these 
things, and heard them. And 
when I had heard and seen, I 
fell down to worship before the 
feet of the angel which shewed 
me these things. 

Then saith he unto me, See 
thou do it not : for I am thy 
fellow servant, and of thy bre- 
thren the prophets, and of them 
which keep the sayings of this 
book : worship God. 



And he saith unto me, Seal 
not the sayings of the prophecy 
of this book : for the time is at 
hand. 

He that is unjust, let him be 
unjust still : and he which is 
filthy, let him, be filthy still: 
and he that is righteous, let 
him be righteous still : and he 
that is holy, let him be holy 
still. 

And, behold, I come quick- 
ly ; and my reward is with me> 
to give every man according as 
his work shall be. 

I am Alpha and Omega, the 
beginning and the end, the first 
and the last. 

Blessed are they that do his 
commandments, that they may 
have right to the tree of life, 
and may enter in through the 
gates into the city. 

For without are dogs, and 
sorcerers, and whoremongers, 
and murderers, and idolaters, 
and whosoever loveth and mak- 
eth a lie. 

I Jesus have sent mine angel 
to testify unto you these things 
in the churches. I am the root 
and the offspring of David, and 
the bright and morning star. 

And the Spirit and the bride 
say. Come. And let him that 
heareth say. Come. And let 
him that is athirst come. And 
whosoever will, let him take 
the water of life freely. 
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
